CHAPTER XXXVII. 


0» our arrival at the capital of Mhadajce Sintlui*& teni' 

toiy ia Maliva, we fo«„d oui- tenl» piiclicd in a pleasant situation 
on ibe liaiiks of Uie Sejirup not far from its western waifs, ITje 
next morning, the llth of April 17B5, an officer and siuiteble aUctid- 
ante, came by Sir Cbarles AXalcfs desire to conduct us within the 
gates, and also lo view lite suburln. Ourhiai visit wus to Ttlh^du- 
Gbur, called also Bjrro^Ghuf, a fortress a mile and a half jiorih of 
Oojen, by a road running on the bunks of Sepra, At tlte entrance 
ofMhadu Ghur, js a large Hindoo temple; the outer walls aod 
towcK are irrcgtilar; williin is another fort, or citadel, of an exact 
square, witli four gates* leading to a palace of good dimensions, in 
an unfiaislied state. The Sepra, as before observed, tloirg on tlte 
western side of the fortress, and j>an of its diannel is to be ^n- 
ducced into a deep ditch, now forming round the remainder. It 
IS altogetlier a place of little st.rengtli j the walls and toivers appear- 
ing more like those round an oriental pleasure ground than a ferii' 
fication. The whole is a recent work, commenced by aider of 
Mliad^ee Sindta, not yet Hnlshcd, nor likely to be. 

Our guides then conducted us lo; a very extraordinary hiiild- 
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ing, tit Kiilleti D^Iit itUoiit u wili^ anti a half futtber, said to have 
been erected' bj a king ol the Goree drnastv, as a place of hrxu- 
rioits ^iremcui. The Sepru rujitiing on ihc coat, in its natural 
bed, Itas been ('oiu)ucled by tt cliannel lo the wcsicrn side of the 
sLTOcitire; where the stmtm rushes tltnnigh the arches of a bridge 
into two large rcscrroii'S, uiid'is, from theucc, led to nume-< 
rous stnaJl ones, with fountains and oUier oruatiiciiis. On the 
right as a rainge of buddings divided by arches, each leading to a 
squuie aparunent, with a roof partly projecting in wan) to form a 
colonnade round a fouatuiai and small laok, txirdcrcd with chit' 
nam. This wa& u|K!n to the sky, while the company sat i>eiaeatli 
a paaannt rouani the water. Gaulcr dm ropf, ihmughuut all the 
apartments, arc iron rings, irom which the tattecs, or screens of 
su'cct'Bceaited grass, w'cre suspended. I'hese wlicii spntikled ivitJi 
water, conved tltc hottest wiitd into a coot mid fragrant bime. 
1'hb range of aparlmcails, (he bridge, and large ceitlrul building, 
form three sides of a sejuare; on tlic fourth, wluch is open to the 
rest, the river divided into five streams, rushes down as tnany arti¬ 
ficial cascades, into a general receptacle, which loses itself at the 
foot of a ncigtabouriaig hill. The cculral building, unmediatejy 
ftonling lliis pleasing scene, consists of a apartmctii, 

covered by four domes, but has no private chambers; it seems to 
have Ix'cn tntciided for the duan kouna, or cuUng room; ^here 
the company assembled to take refreshmeut, and eiijpy a view of' 
the lake and cascade* liclow. This structure still remains in high 
preservation; the exceUcm materials, especially the fine chunam, 
liaving hitherto rcsbiec) the eflccls of lime* and the elements. In 
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front of the wiiole arc the remains of a wall, cndcFSing about three 
miles of grouiid; which was tbrinerl^ u j^ork belonging tu this 
royal villa* 

From a Pmtnn history of jlhe province of Malwa, Sir Charles 
Malei collected the following account of this extraordinary ivork; 
“Sultaun Naair al Dvcn Gltil^y, soa ofGhiaa al Deem asceuded 
the throne of hiniwa, in the iWolli year oi‘ the hejira, and reigned 
eleven year® and four monllts, nils prince na« tyrannical and 
cruel: he caused the huildin^, Uie Ibuutaina, the reaervoij^, and 
the cascade*, to be constmeted at Kallea, Dfih, anti Saadunporc^ 
Having cojitracted an itMuffcrablc heat in his habit, by the use 
of iixed quick-allver, he hud rcc^^itrse to these 'watery abodes; 
there he spent Ids lime, ami uimsacted the business of his king¬ 
dom/* By this accouut the water-works and subaqueous mliftcea 
are three hundred years old A. D. ^785: and from the excellent 
state of their present preservation, deservedly claim our admim- 
tion. 1 would remark that die people of India have oxtraortUiiary 
ideas of the invigorating and slltnulaimg powers of fixed tiiereury, 
I am told the above prince caused similar places to be constructed 
in otlier parts of his duminion?: and that there are very fine ones 
at Mando, about tweuty-sia coss from Oojen. C, W. M* 

From K^lea D6|} we returned u> die city ihrougU the suburbs, 
where we passed several Hindoo temples, rather pretty than 
grand; and one most beautiful wcih belonging to a mcrclnuit of 
Oojen. The suburbs are exiensive and very dusty, most of llic 
houses being built with mud. The city is large, and extremely 
populous; the street, broud, airy, paved, and clean; the houses 
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gcncmlty good. "I'lic n»osi striking public structures arc a lemple 
buiti bj Raitojec StticHa, faiber of Mhatlajce; llte palucc not yei 
coutplcled for Mhadujcc Sindian a mausokutu orectiug in memory 
of a ccicbraled Gosaimee derotee; and anoilier eoiitaining tbe 
aslics of Ranojee Sind'ra. 'Flic two laUerT with oilters of te»s iin- 
portaucct adont the bank «F tiie JSepra, fnim whence several largo 
flights of steps lead to tbc river; the whole produces a good etfccL 
Oo)(!n is infested by swarms of Hindoo iivciidicants and a pro* 
dtgioiis iiuinlKirof courtesans, of more eflVomery than usual; in 
passing through the public streets Ihe dancing-girls Ijeekoned from 
llicir doors and windows, and seemwl less under the resiraiiit of 
modesty than any women 1 Imvc seen in Indin. 

Oojen ts A very ancient dty, ^aid to have been founded by tfic 
great rajah Bicker Maje, who gave an atra to the Himloos still 
current in a great part of India,^this year, A. D. 178A, lacing 1&42 
in their calendar, 'rfiu city with a large proporiidii of Malwa 
prevince has been about fifty years in the possession of the Mab^ 
ralta Ihinily of Sindia. 

Wc spent the aftemaou ut a pleasant ganien belonging tu 
Kauima Khan, a Patau genem), in great favour with Mhadajcc: 
Sliidia, and now willi him uud the army- It was laid out, like 
niusL oriental ^rdens, ia a formal mannef, divided by narrow 
gravel walks, fxirticred with chiinam, on which there was roorit 
oiity for one person to walk; this takes olF from its utility as a 
public garden, for whidi it seems to be intended;! at kosi the citi¬ 
zens have free access to U during tlic absence of the proprietor. 
It contains suitic remarkably fine cypresses, ami abundance of 
apple-tre^, nmlbcmes, and sweet lemons: a prolusion of 
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rcffics and jessamin surrounds immense beds of various coloured 
fK>ppiC5, closety sown; wliicli lutving Uic ap}ictmince of a rielily 
variegaicd carpet, forms a parterre mucli liked bjr Ute Indians. 
While we were enjoying our tea and iiookaSp fanned by the cvca> 
ing brecsse on one af ttie garticn lerract^, a set t.»f duncing'gtrls, 
witli itieir dtietiiia and musictunsp uni^]>cciedly made dieir apiteur- 
ance, reT|uesling to have the honour of iittittslug us. ^Ilie principal 
dancers were two sisters; the ddesi u pretty girl not sixteen, the 
other about a year younger; built perfornicd with an elegance and 
grace beyond die geuci idiiy of these coitrlesiaiis. 

Every attention was jiaid to the embassy during its stay at 
Oojen. and on the 12th the governors waked on Sir Charles, by 
wlioni ihey were huiidsoinely received, and presented with the 
usual tetkens of friendstiip. 

On the I4tli of April we left tlie Malwa capital, attended by 
an lionoroiy escort as far as Sliuli-Jehan«pure,ito repair us soon as 
posible to Mhadajec Srnditi, then with Iiis army near Agra; which, 
with iu castle, had lately flurreiidered to luin; and Shah Aaluiu, 
the Mogul emperor, was then u sort of state prisoner in his camp. 
Aker a pleasant journey of twenty-two miles wc arrived at Tur- 
rana, a tolerable town, with u neat fort. We passed the Chota 
Colla Sind, about four coss from Tnrnnia; this river had now a 
plentiful stream, Bow'ing over a rocky bouuju; it falls Into the 
Clninibul. We cro^d several smaller rivulets in tins march, 
whidi lu}' generally Ihraugli a cultivated tract of country, partly 
belonging to Sindia, and the rest to Holcar, uiioUier great 
Mahraiia chieAam, in whose domimous Turrana is situated. 

We proceeded the next day to Shtih jehanpore, a distance of 
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ttigliiecn miles. Froin whfiwcc Sir Ctiurles MiiSet iinUititled lo <le* 
vtaic twin llie usual direct route of Seroiigej by whicb means 
tbtt courac will be more westerly* hekI probably mom iutercslitig 
in a geogniphicpl point of view, it being one of liis primary ob* 
jucuin this embassy to actiutre us mudi infonnUtloii as (HMsiblem 

iliul , 

TiHi fittt putt of this jonniL-y was m a very indilTerettL 

road, passing tlirongli an uncuUlvaled imci of coimtry: from iIkbc 
wild upbads wc descended intu a fcrtilc valUy* watered by llw 
LacobmlrEi, now a sronTl stmam flowing in a broud bed, winch 
m the rainy aeasorE must be u river of consequence* The J^aciHjn* 
dm fE»l Is into the Stud at some distance fryin htiKe, AIkjui half 
way between TEurnna nnd SliAli JeliaiqHirc we descended fram 
an cJiiinciice, to view nn csimordinary piece of water, tUntilcd 
between two lulls, called Canadraka Tdlow; and pneseotty after 
were obstructed by a very bigli bank of eanbi wliicb being 
ihrrvwu across tbc road formed a bead eitlier to p re vent ibe water 
from overflowing a neigbboimng rale, lo which we s*w the trapes 
of its having forced ^passage in tbc rainy season, or to cany off 
rts reduirdancy hi aome oilier direcliorK The vale was so ciLceerb 
^iiiny, that the greatest cxcrtictia could alone render it fruii- 
ftil, and it is but justice lo remark, that no cultivators can bo more 
industrious Ilian its inhabliauiJB. The country was gencEiJIj pleas- 
ing, cTshlbiUng great variety in the colour and disposition of ibe 
trees. Shall Jelumporc is aUr^ town, about a mile from the foot of 
Dartise pungur, a very lofly li'ill, with a single tree and Hindoo 
temple <m the summit, seen at a great clisiaacc on all sidtu. Tlic 
town is wallet!, thoitj^ the works are now going to decay; the nver 
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CiK?elrr pr Teckttm flows on it* eastern aide; a little IniIqw die 
fori a kind of bridsr witlioul arcliest intended as a dam to pre¬ 
serve n f^uflidency of water for the town, wliich conUdns some 
good houses and several hundsomo gates, leading to the priiicipal 
streets, formerly paved, but now sadly out of rejiair, as iudeed is 
almost every thing in tl>e place. 'Jlie Maliomedan inhabitants com* 
plain bilierly of lire 3iIaliraUft gorernmcDt; the dreadful oppi-cs- 
stons of the Amul wjiliin, uutl the cruel deprcdutioiis of the 
Gracias without the wails, hitve uluiast diiveu them to despair. 
Mere are many splendid remains of Mogul building^, and niiuous 
Mausoleums in a grand style; in some of their enclosures the Hio- 
dfK>s had built srital! places of worship, wlii^ among so blgotted 
a freoplc appeare<l very exlraonlinaryt in anollier place we saw a 
Mahomedan mosque inhabiu^d by a Hmikni Gosuniice. 

We Iiatl lliis day a most violent gale of wind, accompanied by 
such heavy clouds of dust, tlmt until after a short full ol' miu, wc 
could not see each other; this also alleviated the extreme heat, 
and in the eviming the ihermonieicr fell to 0O\ A few days bc> 
fore 1 look a ihennoTiicter which stood in ray lent at 100’. and 
carried it into a house, at about dghiy yards distant, cooled by 
t 0 Uccs sprinkled willi water, where iu less lium ^ Lour it I'eU 
eighteen degrees. 

The nature of ilic country now made it necessary to dtschar^ 
the carts drawn by oxen, which liad hitherto carried part of our 
tmggage, and to procure an additional number of camels for that 
purpose; with which, cm liic 17 ih, we proceeded to Sarirag|M>ur, 
adisianeeof near seven teen miles from Shah Jebanpore; during 
which w'e crowed «vcral rivulets, and at kiigUi arrived at the 


Calta Sind, whicli rnns alcmg ibe v^st side of ilic town, and is by 
far ilic fullest river we have seen since leaving the Nerbudda. The 
eastern bank for a mile iVom ilic town is extremely beautiful. Jis 
lofty slopes are in reality banging gardens, pbnUid with ciicuiii- 

bets, mcioiis, and a variety of vegetables. 

Sarutigpoor is surrounded by remains of Mogul ttiausoleunis, 
for tlie most i>avt well designed, ami elegantly cxecntcd; on ihc 
soudi-east side is a kubtrePBian, or buryiiig-ground. with five large 
tombs sUir entire, and many in » state of dilapidation. Verse? of 
the Koran are legible on lUeir porricc». Some appear to be under 
a peculiar care, the cluiinber under Uic dome clciin swepV and 
the tombs strewed with dowers; particulariy u very bandsoiuc 
one, erected to ibo mcuiory of Bok Baliauder Patsliali, king ot 
Malwa, who was killed near Sartinpixjor, during the wars of Akbor. 
In the centre of the town i»a m>ble musjid, with a grand and lorty 
enirencc, siirreunded by a large court, with arcades, in mins; this 
Uiosquc is turned into a govcmraeui bay-lofl and granary for 
hones. Near it is the ruined gate leading to the liumiiiums, and 
iminy other splendid remains, which fill the mind with melanclioly 
retlccliona on ihe downtbll of tlie Moguls, and wiili them aU the 
arts and scdeuces Utcy once cherished, without the smallest pros- 
|ject of a reviml under the wretched government of the Mah- 
rattas, who tiow, under diflerenl diieiluins. possess all these pro¬ 
vinces. 

Sarungpoor b famous for a manufactory of muslins for turlmirs, 
and other cottons, which are cheaper than any we liave met with. 
A jaltcrah or reU^oiis fairb occa.stonally kept here; at which our 
fellow iravellcr, Siad Mahomed, a particular fnend of Sir Charles 
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MalclX was present, en his lafit journey to DtJUi; wliea several 
men were uikeD up for a most cruel lucthod of robbery and roar* 
dcr, practiseU on travellers, liy a tribe ealletl or sirnng- 

lets, who join passengers frwjiicnting ibe fair, in bye-roads, or 
ai oibcr sousona convcntcat for their purpose; under the preiencu 
of travelling the same way, ilicy enter into converealion with tbo 
atrangers, share their (sweolincals, and pay itiem oUicr lillle aUen- 
tions, until an opportunity oH'ers of iiiddcnly throwing a rope 
round their necks with o slip knot, by wlitch Umy de&ttjTOoaly con¬ 
trive luairangtc Lhciii on iha spot. 

SaiungiKire is a j^iait of liic alloiuiciit of the Pua?nr family; 
the fine province of Muivva, having, alkir the AlAhratta conquest, 
been ctiieDy divided between the great thmilies of Siiit/w, Hoicart 
and with certniii territorial and feudal nescrvations to the 

pcsliwa, as-head of the Afuhnitta goverutneuu 

On the 18th of April we iravelted frotti Suruugpore to Kpoj- 
neer, a large village in Holcars districts, having in the last stage 
nifwlo ll»e ikviatibii, already mentioned, fmtti the usual route. The 
road was excellent; Utc country beautiful, |>opuItMia, and well 
culiivntcd, with hills in the distam:f:. Kutijiit'er is surrounded by 
regular groves of ttiaiiffos, si> coiiirosled by irregular Ibresl trees, 
as 10 form a clmmung varieiy in fonii and colour; not more so 
than the crops in the intervening ftelds, where sugar canes, oil 
plants, dowers fordyiug, pulse and ve^tablcs, pie^l a rich scene 
of mingled hues. Large herds of cuUlc were graaing in the pas- 
turcs,>iind die gcncntl appeaniijcc of industry uiuong llie |>ea- 
sants, aflonled uiiusnal delighL. How truly bappy might iheso 
ficoplc be under the wbolcsouie reguhitious of a mild and foster- 
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iftg govcrnmcut, lo secui’c the property which svoutd Uicii accii' 
niuEatc In such an enviable situaiion ! 

U’hc coiuaiencemeat of the next day's jonriiey was u caiitinua* 
lion of the same dcitgbtfni scenery i which, nt^er a lew miles, 
assumed a sterile stony aspect. Tixis savnge country increased so 
much as we approached Rajeghur, where it was iotcndtxl lo Imlt^ 
Umt wc auiicipated a dreary encampment i and were agreeably 
surprised, after riding twenty tnilc^, to find our (cub ]ntched on 
tlic banks of the Nuaje, a broad river, with shady baniss, and & 
plenliful streoni of water. AcJcgUnr m a iiltle distance appears to 
be built on a plain, but a nearer approach (lm'’Ovcr3 liic houses 
to stand in a straggling manner, on the sides of gullk^, which form 
the streets. The fort, on on cinfiience, contains seveml good 
houses, and a tolerable basmiv Tlie Inhabitants of Rajegluir spin 
H great deal of cotton thread for the coarm mnnufacLurcs, and 
express a tjuanlily of oil from the seeds of those poppy heads 
whicli have already produced the aimuul supply of opium: tliis La 
die most common lamp oil used in this pan of the countryv 

Ameer Sing, the rajah of Aajeghur, having tiecn prei>are<l for 
our arrival by a previous corropoudenee with Sir Chailes Malet, 
lichaved with great civility, and in nddition to the usual supply 
of fneh bay, milk and vegeutblcs, sent a prasent of sweetmeats, 
tasiefuily preparet): among tliem wmi si plate ot sugnt-caudy on 
Mlrings, liJghly tlavourcd willi roses, The rajah's cavalry made a 
respectable appearance in point of numtjer and discipline* 

lu the evening Dewj^ Ooleh, a Mnliralta general, iti com¬ 
mand of three thousand men, who arrived at Oojen belbre we left 
It, encamped near ns at Aaicghur; and aiinoiiuciiig his intention 
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of paying liis respMb to Sir Cliarlcs, won allerwarda arrived at 
our cncainpmeni- Jle eamasUy solicited Sir diaries to mnain 
a few daja at Rajcgliur, to furlhcr some v:icws liC Imcl of cnibreing 
ilic collection of iin arrear of tribute due to itis masirr hftindajec 
Sindia. fioin tlie rajah Ameer Sihngi adding that the report ofonr 
marching vrith him from ibenec 1« RagogUur, uotild be eqiiHlly 
essentia I to tlie succciis of his demands on that rujali also. Nor 
did he seem pleased when Sir Charles poiiitial out the impro¬ 
priety of his iiucrfcring in any disputes between die nniivc princes, 
and esi»eciuUy with any evil iittcniibnsagiiiiist a nyaU who had re¬ 
ceived liim Tvith friendship, suid behavcfi with llte gri-atL**! kindness 
ami hospiinlitv. These ocmsidcraiicms induced him to rlccline any 
interference, and at an early liour he intended settingulf for fliigo* 
ghur: on this answer, accom|ianied by a baudsomc present, ho took 
lus kave. 

Dcwjce Golch, this Maliraiui chief, now mardiing in great 
^tylc at the lieful of three lliousatKl cavalry, w'as a man oj' low ex¬ 
traction in tlie iicrdsmaii tribe* In order tu keep dear of his 
troublcsomt: encaiupincuts in future. Sir Cltarloa rcaolved lo make 
only liiree stages to Rugogliur, instead of four, at ilie usual divi- 
(uoiis; we therctbre travelled tw^clve miles the next morning by 
lorch-ltght, which prevcota a desdripLion of the eouutry ; by liiai 
light it uppeoretl to lie gener.dly a wild forest, and n most intole¬ 
rable road- At day-brwik we rf^achl^d l^dycote, the customary 
halting-place, a pleasant village siliiuted near live distinct haniuji- 
trees,spreading ilicir venerable branches u>ugreat extent; here were 
also sonic fine jnango grov^ prnfusc'ly covered with fruii* We 
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left Polycoie vritli some reluciaitcc, Uiat wc iriighl keep ihc start 
of the Maliratia general and his cavidry. 

Frotn ihcnce the rood led tlirough n stony uni meres ling coun- 
tjy, interaected by dry tvaiof-conrses, hut no running stfcanu We 
bml been for some Ume on liigiii grotiiuh and now descending into 
a valley, we eii^cneuced tlmt kind of pteasune which arises frotu 
variety. The scene hatt neither Ijcamy tior fcrtiliiy * but it diflered 
froiu the monotonous stony plains over which wc had so long 
labourcdt the valley was aboni two niiles brottdf and extended 
several miles to a high hill, which there seemed its liomidary; in 
the centre ran a small nver, eafled ihe Paruh on ivhuse banks we 
found tite aruall village of JdJoIjiorc, which wc made ciioice of lor 
our encaiiipmcnt. Il is an cjcclient siwt for tlie accommodation 
of a caravan, or a modemui: arniy* a large plaia, two coiumand- 
ing hills, plenty of water, and several deep ravines, but ihe extreme 
poverty of the village affords no supply of grain eitlicr for travel¬ 
lers or cattle. 

The next morning we proceedtxl for three lionrB by tordi-Iiglu 
over a barren country and a bad road. Day-break not only 
brought its own welcome delight, but ini reduced os to u fairer 
prosjiect, and we continued imvcr^iing a well cultivated plain 
until wc reached a village called Kuchondur, near a hill-rort, witere 
we found the inhabitaius, who am subject (t» tlie rajah of flngo- 
ghur, dra^vn up in battle aiTay, at^nl) the approaches; armed with 
timtch'locks, Teimetars, spears, bows and arrows; their grain, col¬ 
lected in stacks, was strongly guarded, the cattle driven lo a place'* 
of safety, and every possible dbpt^ition made for the dd'cnce of 
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their pro{>erty; being in hourly ejqxjctHtion of* an attack by Dcwi 
jee’s detachment, for which they kul mhuikcii us. On liDtijiig 
no reason lor llie abirtu, they allowtfd ns to [msa their village with 
tlie greatest cifUily- On Jeuvtng Kuchonder, wc a.’rcendcd soaio 
barren hills, which kd to a fertile chanipajgti, surrouudhig a vil¬ 
lage cai Jed reiounda, where wu found our tents pitched near a 
well of excellent tvateri while the horses and camels drank at a 
rivulet shaded by trees. 

The following day wc marched upwards of twimty miles to 
Ragoghnr: the first |>iirt as usual by massattl-jighi. About half way 
we came td the river Parbuttee, and descending its steep banks, 
passetl near two hundred yards over its stony hetl, to an bland: 
which having crossed, we reached the stream of water, and as¬ 
cended the opposite lianks; the wMc pass occupying half a mile. 
Wo soon caaie within view of a high range of hilb, wiUi a large 
fort hi front, which our guides informed, us wa^ Rogoghur; two 
bouraiiaflcrwards we found ounkslves between two lofty hills, ap, 
preaching liie foot of the central range. On timt to the left stood 
the fort, very mudi concealed by trees and contiguous buildings. 
Here we were met by a cliopdar, with a retjucst from the rajah 
that we would not enter llie town, but turn out of tlie road we 
were then on, which led to ita gates, and asceurt the middle hill. 
Not willing to give umbrage, we complied with tlie request, and 
by ihb means hud a leisure view of one face of the lownr**which 
appeal^ similar to IJaroclie, but Constdenibly higher; the wall* 
scctn 6f a weak eonstruetton, and the mtineruiis lowers mount no 
cannon; on Uib quarter it appears quite itmccefisible, and on the 

road side for a great e;sdent were ncwly-tuadc imrenchnieuts, and 
voi.. tv. u 
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lines running from U lo ilie fort. On galohig the stimtuu of the 
hill the toad look n noTtlwrn direclion, and wc discoTcred the cast 
angle with ibiee lowers; siretchtog to the north-west, it j^ed the 
we*l fronts in llic fonn of a triangle* Ftom liie gmtind allatted for 
our encampment we commanded a romantic riew of woods, 
gullies, lemplea, bouses, towasaitd rocks, strangely jumWed toge¬ 
ther, interniingled with cultivation, cattle, and taige stacks of 
coni. 

From the great extent of tiic walls and towers, erected at an 
immense expense, it is imagined the rajah Intended Ragoglmr as 
a place of safely, in case of neceasity, for Uie whole of hb siil> 
jccis: yet from its siinatiou it is exposed to so many disadvantages 
as must render the whole fruitless, lacing in a lucosupc coni'^ 
mniidcd from several places, and subject to a dangerous attack 
from two hills witliin three hundred yards of the out-works, Sulr 
want Siting, the present rajah, is at war with Il'Ihadajee Sindia, and 
having defeated a coiiwderable force .sent against him, is uow 
carrying on fortlicr operations in person against a place about 
twelve coss off, his son, not more than fifteen years old, being 
in charge of ibe capilaL The two powers have long been at vari¬ 
ance, from a cause llius related to us from aulhenlic intelligence. 

Several years ago Rarochimdt-r, a Maliralta chief, marcbmg 
against the father of Bolwant Siling, attackerl the fortress of Jer- 
coout but relin({iJt&hiog that attempt, be earned his force against 
Ragoghiir, his capital, where the rajah endeavoured to purchase ils 
safely* The sum demandetl was a lac and sixty thousand rupees, 
which being unable to furnish he had recourse to the friendship 
of the Hoiciir family; who, on a mortgage of three villages, ad- 
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vaoced ihe sum*. These villages were farmed bj Toi>kajec Holcar 
to a person named Tormuckjee, and on his deaUi to liiilson Aiuu- 
jee. After iiU falher'a dealb Uie present Tajsdi contnved to pajr off 
the mortgage, and the represeutative of Hotcar's family sent an 
order to Auiujee to give up the villages. Ainujee, who had now en¬ 
tered into Simtia''s service, refused lo comply, in which lie was 
iupporte<l by Sindia. Ifi consequence Bui want Slhng attacked 
them by force, and having already taken two, and defeated a 
considerable delachtnent of Sindia's troops, is now going ou suc¬ 
cessfully against the third. 

1 have abridged as much as possible Dr, Cmso's account of 
these transactions, and have generally avoided introducing dis¬ 
putes between tile native princes of India, seldom interesthtg to 
an European reader; I iosen this solely with the view of iulro- 
duciiig the subject of' a letter from Bulwant Sihng, rajali of Rago* 
ghur, toMhadajee Sindia, which tends to illustrate the high military 
spirit of tlie rajepooU, so often mentioned in these volumes. 

'Die letter commenced with the iatimalion Uiat Bulwant Sihng 
hud heard of Mhadajee Sindta's intention to send a detacliineiiL 
from bis army to attack liim: he desired no paltry force might 
be ordered on an occasion, where be should be proud to acc him 
in peraon; that so, if he proveil successful, he might have the 
honour of repubing a great man; if live fortune of war should 
be unfavourable, it might then be said that Bulwant Sihng, the 
rajepoot, bad fought honournbly to the last drop of bis blood, id 
defending liie liberty of himself and bis subjects; but at length, 
nvercoine by sup<uior strength, and overpower^ by numbers, he 


had bill lib, liciid at the foot of ibe cleplinnt of:iihe randwiied 
Sindia. 

Oil UlC 24 tlt of April wc travelled sixteen miles, imssing ilirougU 
an open coUivaictt counlry; about half iray wc erossed tbe river 
ChopCT, ami ciileriiig a valley belween two woody Uitls, followed 
its couree for some ilislance. A tier riding through n thick Jungle 
for three uiilcst^we suddeaily came in view of Jcrcoon, a large Ibrt 
belon^ng to Bulwtmt Sihiig, situated on a hill in llie midst of.a 
plain, which seemed, an entire roi^: the towers w’cre of no great 
slrengtli, and ” the face we passed bore tlie marks of a siege. Prom 
thence an indifferent road iliroiigh a hilly eountiy brought itsnto 
Mauljiour, the lermination of the Kagoghur Tujahship. The sur¬ 
rounding country wa* wild anil rmnaiuic, the hills nbounding 
with game. Here we saw a niituber of deer, and four huge 
sal firs or sainboos, one considerably bigger than an ox, with hares, 
peacocks, and pari ridges in incredible numbers. We pursued tbe 
tjame for several hours in this irregular tract, in a heat Irom ninety 
to a hundred degrees of Falirenheit’a ihennomcier, w'nhoui the least 
prefudicc to out iicaitlu. 

Tlie following day *s march of nineteen miles, tliroitgh a fruit¬ 
ful wdl-cullivaU'd country, belonging to the peshwa, produced 
nothing rcmarkalilft. Ou the sblli we irareiled eighteen mites to 
Itoora Dooiigrc, ^meruUy over ji dreitry plain, on which wc tulw 
only two villages, no river, and a few pools of stagnaut wai^. 
About five mil(!S from Hoorn Doongre we passed lite ruins of a 
small village, called Dunleh, where Mliadii)cc Sindia was en¬ 
camped, wltcii- so completely anrpn^d by colonel Camac, from 


CpUreesi five yean befijFc. Colcmel Camac** cdefiruicd aeiion^ 
wilb ihc siicccasful and gallant enterpriae of major Pophain at 
Gwaller, gave Uic liigiicst credit to lUe Brilisli arms in tins part of 
India; Uieir naroc» arc rnmilmr to all llie tnhabiutnlsj who men¬ 
tion tlidr exploUs with iniugletl terror and admiration. 

On tliis da>'s march we passeti a great munber of men, wom^ , 
and ebildrcn, on their way to llteir rcipcctive viltagns in the norlhj 
from whence Uioy i^ail liceii driven by. (amine, which had pre- 
vaileil tlicre during die la^ two years. 'J'lie fertile anrl well- 
watered province of Maiwa had been the resort of nnmcr<»ns emi- 
groms from the neighbouring cenintries labouring under lliia dread¬ 
ful alHJCliom 

The next day we travelled seventeen miles to Sasyc Seroy, 
through m open cultivated plaio, where we jjasaeil Colorces, a 
large fitriified town, with the renttiins of tanks, ami a bourecj or 
large well, of very superior architecture. Its situation is rendered 
extremely Ijcnulifnl by a rich surrounding grove, which fonns a 
striking feature in the laudsenixs long bdbre wc reach it. Sayw 
Serov, where we now hsUoih U a large village,^buht entirely of stoite, 
not excepting cvcji the roofs of the tiouses, whicii are romptwed 
oi" laigc slabs, some u yard and a lialf square, laid on in so rutlc a 
manner, as to give tv miserable unfuiistmd appearance lu llic whole. 
It takes the addilionut nnrae of ScFOy, or Send, from a royal 
serai, cormnonly called a caravansary in Jiunt]>e- It is otic of 
those. IndldiiJgs- erected for the accommrKlulion of travellers, at 
nuKicnUutllsUnces, on nil the padshah, or royal roads,, timing llic 
fioiirishitjg stale of the Mogul empire. IJcra the weary pilgrim, 
and iHMii: itinerant, ns well tis. the opulent mcrdmnr, found na 


asybin. anti wai supplied with^wiine necessaries gratis. Meal of 
iliese buUtiings arc now in a state of dilapidation: those kept rii 
repair by the MaltralUis arc chiedj for ibc puqwso of securing 
'forage for tlic cavalry* a* was the case at present. One gate of 
the uerai leads to a tnusjtd, composed of open arches sup{3ortittg 
4 dome; near it are the remaiRs of a tank and fountain* with a 
well of eacellGnt water m good repair. 

Tht town is iTopulous, and contains a number of liouses* aJI 
constructed with the materials boforetneniioncd- The adjacent 
country abounds wtih a kind of rugged dul stone* with which the 
houses arc covered, irregular in ihickuess, size* and shape* sup* 
ported by oUiers erected perpendicularly* and ibc ioterveniug 
spaces filled up with a lij^t coloured soft stone* without cenient, 
rw at best hut loosely laid in mud. Notwithstanding these con* 
templible haidlalions* the culley, or general grain yard, abotmded 
with all sorla of excellent grain. 'I'he town ts siurimntlcd by a 
wall of loose stones* nine feet lugh* with the usual gates. At a 
quarter of a mile distance are the rums of several Hindoo icm pics; 
iwo of them* and a pillar adjoining* extremely welt executed £ tlie 
figures* hi the siyle of those at,thc Elephanta* apparently by sii{>e* 
nor arlisis* arc grouped in great vuriciy, but partaking of a com* 
■non defect in Indian siatuary* which totally fails in the detinca* 
lion of joints or muscle. 

To the north of Sayse* whkb belotigs to the Mahratta family 
of Ynddoo* or Jitddow* runs ike river Bhaw Gtinga. having plenty 
of walcr: U fulls into the Sind. On the 38ih of dpril we passed 
Seeprec* alxiut eight niilcs from Sasye: this town » die residence 
of the managera of the Jaddoo fiimity possessions tp tliis country* 


ofigiQdUj utnouiiting to tltfcc lacs of rupees annual reveiiuOf but 
now greatly rod need. At this place Sr Cliarics Mulct ejuitted 
the great Nerwar road* influenced by his fonuer nwtivc of pro» 
ceediug by tbe ucaresi and most unknown routes, for the purpose 
of improving our Indian geography. 

The following day wc arrived at Dowlab GuLitCi or OIjuit, a 
forlifled village, about four miles beyond the river Uniinir, now 
a dry bed, which we crossed where lUero was not ilie smallest 
stream. The aurrouuding country not only abounded with stonea, 
btil formed in some places an eolire ptaiu of stone, cnconipiissed 
by iiiiroenM rocks; no tract for sistcco mites togellter, {which wus 
the extent of lliis day*8 journey) cua exhibit more wUcIncss, 
sterility* and want of comfort; wc saw only twoismall villages, 
and rciy few inhabitants. On lulling at Dowlah Gaum, one ol 
our lioreO'kcepers compluincd of a pain and swetUng la the skin, 
and soon after found a diificuUy in ardcukuon. 1 very soon at¬ 
tended him, and found his jaw totally locked; ung. Eleini. was pica- 
liftdly rubbed into his jaw, mixed with opiuuu fie was put into 
a warm bath us soon as possible, and linct. Thebaic, mixed 
with a small r|uanLity of water, buing forced down, he got better 
within iwenly-four boars, and at Icugtli [icrfectly tccovcfed, 

for two duys we travelled through those stony regions, but 
on the first of May we left the sleril rocky plain, and gradually 
ascended a lofty hiU: the former comained a few villages, nearly 
depopulated; partly from the elfecis of a two yearns famine, and 
still more from an oppressive govcniment. Onllm side of this 
hil), wc passed a large fortified itmn, called Dooa, or Dewuy, 
where we understood were iron mines, and works for the fahri* 


cation ofUiai tnctaii of great iniportancci had vre wattietl confiniia- 
lion of this report from our guides, the large tnasses of fcrnigmous 
maUer we savr on approachttig ilie l|Ul» woiikl have been a 
sufBdent evidence. On aiiairiing lire stiiDmit we opened on a 
|>ro8peci of an amazing extent of moutUains or liiHs, tliough not 
one was entirely detiichcd from anudier; we IouikI oun(d¥» 
allcrwant^ suddenly descend Lo a gruat depth by one of the most 
perpendicular roads I ever passed* partly over loose stones, but 
more over Biiioolli rocks, slippery os glass, on wiiieh our hones 
might litmlly he said to slide down, in tt very dangereua luanttcr. 
Tins brottglu us toUi a valley with a little verdure, whidi was soon 
succeeded hy rocky liUla and irnmease niussus of solid rock; the 
wJioIc tbrming the bed of a river, whidi in a few places aflbiticd slag- 
nuni water, to whicli wc eagerly Itasieued, that our exhausted callie 
might refresli Ujeniselves; we found it so strongly iinpregnittcd 
with Iron ns u> bo scarcely drinkable* All Uic surreundirig rocks 
cotiuimcKl ore, cif which we carried uir several specimens, as llte 
pmdiice of Lite iron recks in the Gwaiier piirguntia. In the midst 
of llicM? tinfrequcntcd wikis 1 discovered a hole in one of the 
rocks: thinking it Tnight lead to an CKcaration of sculptured 
rocks like the Elcplmiita. »nd poxaibly Uirow sume light on die 
scene, 1 usccntled a rugged tunl. sUxip lieighi* and to uiy great 
disnppotntnieiiL found only n wretched hole, Just large enough 
for its iiiKubilant, a poor half-starviKl fakcer, passing his life in 
sotiludc and jiemuice, 

Prpct^yling front Lhciicr; we ascended a not her rocky eminence, 
and beheld ti plrasunt valley, in which stood tlic large walled 
iiiwn of llcrye, with its ghurry of diadd, the ruins of some old 
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pagmias, and Uje sLining domes of new icmpJei, iiiicrsjjcraed 

among vel'daiii scenery, allogciher prcseiiting a scene to wljicli 

we liad not lately beej accoaioracd',' Here we encamped after a 

fatignmg journey of seventeen mtles; akiiongli the heat was in- 

tense, and the ihennumeler in my pidnnqnin at 103*, at two in itie 

afternoon, I iralkcd out.ont lo view the place, and gain tvimt in. 

telligence J could respcclmg the iron works, which i knew wotdd 

be deserted later ui tlic evening* I'lie scattered ruins were a)) of 

Iliud^ aiic1dtccturc;?anc was u large circle, containing a smallci 

due, siitTOiinUct] by a gnilerv roveh?d will* neat domes. The 

outer ctrt-le of buildings had most probably been alloUcd (m (he 

acconirarxlaiion of (mvcllets, but were now inhabited by a few 

haUWtarved wrctehess, covered with dirt and tatters. From thence 

going round ihe fort, which had a few lowers of a conical fdnn, 

I carnc to one of (hose dark-foukitig banks near the edtranci^ of 

the town, where I ehlerod a blacksmith's house, who rcccW^l me 

with grr^t crtvility, and in (he course of our conversatton. t Ibund 

I had intidc a mistake in supposing that ihe rocks and hills of a 

ferruginous appearance furnished a r/uantity of iron ore; on Uie 

contrary it was cxirame<I from another kind of earth, called ioAnka. 

or iroii earth, whirh was only to be procured ai one hill, 

seven miles dislani. It was ptircliuscd on iht* spit bv traders tn 

that article, and brought for sole to Beryc. Dewby. Molmna^Gwa- 

Iter, and Nerwar, where the ore was metmeted, and the mcul 

worked by the smtlhs for sate far and near, at least as far as the 

want of an inland navTgatioii would admit My- liost fonhet 

informed me, that the greatest number of Mniilw, and those of 

superior ability, lived at :t place callol Maggeronce, four miles 
voi. rv. 
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ifom Nerwar; thut iHis irou-^rlb was sold ui ttic mines for two 
picc, or one penny for a bullock-kwid, and whs delivered to tlie 
stuitbs Hi Baroy, seven miles fVbm ihc spot, at Ihe rale of two rU" 
and n Half ibr a btuidtcd iiiaunds, or about six shillings tor 
i\carlj three thousand pounds weight of earlK Bach linltock- 
Joad of earth, purchased at the mines for two pice, produced 
an average twcniy4tve seera of iion, certainly above twenty 
pounds English weight, 

This very low price of <?artU, and the great proportion of metal 
it contains* rendtirs the Valne of iron citretnely cheap; yet not 
so much w, as from iliese circuraiitances might be ex[iceu^: this 
is accduflled for from the great scarcity of charcoal, without which 
nothing cao be douei none can be procmed nearer than twelve 
miles, and there it sclb for half a rupee the Imllock lomL Tlie 
iniHh whom 1 first visited conducted me 10 several other forges; 
the process was lUe same iu all, and the same weight of mcul whs 
generaUy extracted iVom the same quantity of iron cartL He also 
prociirad a guide to attend us to ilw mines, as soon as tlic mooii 
arose the next morning* We tlien set oft about two o'clock, and 
leaving the G waiter road on Uie leiV traversed a cultivated plaiu 
for thfw miles, until wer reached a village called Najgow, where 
ire found a noml>et of smiths working at this eoriy hour. Ot« 
guide rexpressing io«ie doubts respecting the road to the tnlmat 
they readily supplied us with another, who leaving all regular 
paiM led us over ji wild scene of hills and dalea uutU about five 
miles furtlter we reached the mines jttsi as the day dawned* time 
enough to ace several loads of iron earth drawn up by torch light. 
T have not.Janguage to convey an adequate idea of the scene. 


llie daikneas of the moroingt ilic gloomy lights in the deep sitafb 
of the tiiiiics, the black dirty miners, the shouts of the driven, and 
noise of the bullocks, with the savage aspect of the surioutiding 
hills, altogelher produced an eiiraordtnary spectacle. 

I questiomxl the miuei's, here eatItKl tli^arrers or loharrees, on 
man)' points res|iecU»g the mines, and opUiiueU the following 
intbnnatioii. The person who has the chief management of these 
mines, 1$ the amull of tSern/ozr, in ivhosc district is another town 
called Cheroveratfi each of these places is alxnit two miles Ubtant, 
in different directions from the spot we now visited, llic mines 
therefore are indiscriminately called the .Siinroa mines, and the 
mines; allhougli in fuel there am none at cither of 
those places, but being under ilie same ainuhlhar, they are so 
named. Most of the hills in tJie adjae^l country bearing a great 
similarity in external appearance to those where the iron earth is 
found, it Is mitura! to suppose it would Ijc found m manj otlicis; 
but it » not so, for in these hills only, and not In all of tJtem, is 
this valuable earth to Ih> met with, and chiefly in die hollow top 
of a certain hill, in tlie centre of many others, extending udir two 
miles on every side of iL The earth which produces the iron ore 
U found in the hollow of Uiis central hill, and not in the sides; 
there none is to bei»eeii. There are now seven mines at work; 
the remains of many more which have fallen in, and the traces of 
others that have been alieniptcd without success: the whole space 
does not appear to exceed four or five hundred square yardH. 

The entiaOce to each uiine, and its descent to die bottom, form 
a kind of cylinder laige enough to admit of the miucni descend- 
itig and ascending. Id the luautier adopted by the Kngthh ciiitiuicy- 
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sweepers, tJiat of selling lljcif bade agninst one side, and itujir 
feet against the oilier, the rope to which the bask el conlHining 
Uio earth U ntutehed, being ghieti into their iiands as an maistunce 
and scciiritj; alULOugh this roiw » not affixed lo any. ihing aliovc, 
hut held fast by one of ilie miners standing firmly on il near ihe 

precipice, 

lo s&ircbjiig far, the, card) they sBldoin go lower than twenty 
feet, al which depth if they do not succeed, ttiey abantlon tlic 
spot ami try nnolher; when iucccsaful, Uiey work to ilio depth of 
thirty feet, and then proceed latcnilly. On being repeatedly 
asked, Uicy all persSfted in affirming Unit a mine seldorii sIochI 
longer thau three months j and aambers ivcm destroyed by thulr 
fia(iDg in sooner. The Vanjarreca arc the principal mcrehahu 
Tvh6 purchase ila; eanh, but others of variotis castes occasioually 
deal in it. It i® «> abundiint, tluU (wmirary to the information gircii 
by tlie smiths) we found it sold on ibc spot at two pice, or one 
penny, for eight mounds of twenty-eight pounds each, Tlie load- 
fug of eacji buliock was one pice. About twelve seer of iron 
was cxtmcicd. from a niannd of eartlu None oi the earth is kept 
ready' dug for sale, etlher within or without the mines; it is only 
‘ woriwdout whew demanded: there arc seven miuea, and about 
fifty buUoCka on an average ace daily loadenL *l’hc workuicn are 
not rtgularly'-ih the pay of government, but are hired at the mines, 
and are paid for lading die bullocks by Uie merebanls; a person 
ap|)olnled by govcnuncni cuustantly attends to receive the price 

<jJ' Ihe earth front Uie mefcliants. 

Taking off my dolhea, 1 descended ialo ilwi largest mine, not 
rapte than thirty feet deep, hut exl5l)diug in four different ahatb. 
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ahnut seventeen puces in length* througli which ! walked uprlghl* 
after un enirojice of some tliSicultj'; but so diamal were tUi<se 
stibici niiieous regtotu lliul 1 n-as glad tu make my exit at Uie finst 
extremity I reached j their c^3tjiie$ts was t{ieonl 3 * compensalion liw 
a visit. The sup|H>tiefs arc large and auhstiuttial; the whole inlc> 
rior of tht^tuuie is of ti deep pnrple colour, not easily distinguished 
from black lij the light of a single torch, which was all w« had 
for our gnidance. The whole substance u so extremely soA, seem* 
ingly from moist urc* that j broke otf u ImridfliL with great facility; 
anil a nmu ivtlh one of the rrorking todts f|ih'd n basket iil «n in- 
Siam. The ore dues not run In tiny innii^far vein, but is con¬ 
tained in all the eartht here and there are seen smali^llnes'of a 
while greasy matter; and now niui then a tiakc of that kind 
Stone of which llie hllh about this country ore formed. 

FrUiJi the above account it will be found, tliat,1uboitr excepted, 
a maund of iron may 'be made at Bery'e for about three rnpees. 
One hundred nianiids of iron earth cost two rupees delivered into 
ihe foige* and llie dinrcoal fifty rupees per hundred maunds,i nd- 
mitling two parts of liar laUer to lie necessary for working oiic of 
Uic former. So powerful was the effect of the iron in the environs 
of Jkrye, that the compass varied nearly tliree points. 

From thence wc proceeded, on the 2d of Alay, towards Gwalier, 
a name celebrated in the military aimnls of Iiidbr fdr the galliint 
and successful ealeqirixc of captain Popham, in taking this, for¬ 
tress iu the year 1780. ^T'lte road from tlie miucs tiiithcr was 
pleasant, but hilly; crossing the river Utmner, we reached Cherow- 
ray, a town alr^dy mentioned, situated on a hill bctwixMi two 
valltcs, commanding an extensuvu view. The more dimet road to 
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Gwalicr, which is seen from Chcrowry, is through Nowgong; but 
on dcscenduig liie hills we saw no mure of Uutt lolly foricess until 
we arrived witliia two mites of .iL 

Gwalier stands on a lugh hill in a circular ralley, remarkable 
for the unnsuai regularity of its summit* extending about a mile 
from north to south. The town is situated below^ great part of it 
now in a ruinous stute*. and die reniainder my tiuuly in4Hbited* 
occasioned by a dreadful famine* with which tliis part of the coun¬ 
try has been lately visited* in addition to the wars and revolutious 
dim had previously desolated it* Cwalier itands pleosaudy be< 
tween die circuit of die hill* and a river duwing in its front. The 
fort is said to iiave existed for eighteen hundred years* being first 
built by Rajah Sure] Sihugt from that time it underwent many 
alterations and Sm prove men Ls by different sovereigns, who erected 
several palaces* stiU conspiaiuus on the eastern face. The most 
elegant was built direc hundred years ago* by a rajah named 
Mann Silmg, whence it is called Maun Mhundcr; it is beautified 
witli enamel of various colonrs* still bright and vivid* G waller 
ivas .^en from liim by the grand father of Akber, and has since 
be^ in the posaessioa of too many conquerors to enumerate. 

\Vc aniv(^ at Gwalior on the 2d of May* and retnained two 
days* to recruit our attendants and cattle after our late marches 
through the most rugged comury that had occurred in our whole 
journey at tliis hottest season of Uie year. This place Is still very 
iuiClestiug. Amidst a variety of ruiued buildiitgi, is a handiiomc 
serai; some parts of it are kept in tolerable repair, to answer the 
bciK'Volrat purpose fur which it was erected; where a number of 
jjeopte* cluetly women, colled Atctrahuces* take up their abode to 
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attend simngcrs on tlicir arrifiil in llie city. Tlic poorest iravcller 
is imnicdiaudy fumislied witti a l)ed 4 some wheat bread, and cool 
water, for ilic Irenibtc piltancc of .two |jice, or one jicuny. This 
in some measure proves Uie truth oi'Tlionias Coruit's assertion, 
in a iL-tter to Ins tnOther, that dtiring ht» travels ttirougb hbdostan. 
he^could live for two-pence a day. 

Ttie most perfect building is an elegant tnosqnc, erected by 
Ahmed Khun, who lidd a distinguished jxist under the emperor 
Auruugzebe. The gate lea ding toil from the Ifazaris very grand, 
and two' Tofty ininafets, seen at a cousidertblc distance itom the 
town, have a striking efleet. Near the ftoutli-gaie are tlie remains 
of a magnificent buwree, or large well, bdiit by the same person; 
from which pipes esieuded, in dtlTerent directions, to tito several 
houses in the dty which lie ir.eaut to supply willi water, a fre^ 
quent mark of the bcntwolence of the wealthy lu llindostiiii, 
where all great works spring from the muiuficence of die prince 
nr of rich individuals. 

One of tlie most mugnificent stmettnes without tijc walls, is 
the Roaa siirinc, or niausoleoto of Buzzret Shah Mahomed Gose, 
a celebrated jicer, or Mahomedan saint. U stands within a large 
enclosure, consecrated by Akber as a repository lor the remains of 
himself and laniily; time and religious influence lutvc rendered it 
the sepulchre of many hundreds besides, 'l^hc iiiausolciini itacli' 
contains tlie bodies of three of .Akber*is eonJ^ and the tutor of the 
eldest prince. Siiah Abdalla, Uie emperor s eldest son, raised tins 
edifice, by the order and at the eipen.se of his fatimr. The royiiJ 
remains ate deposited under a bandBume tomb of white marble, 
exquisitely w'roughl, covered by a silktAi pail, decorated with 
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peacock's fcalbera. On a stool by lliebcatl, on the r'lgltt band, b Utc 
JCorou w'rapE up ui a napkin. Oil the left, near the tnonuiAeiit of 
Akber, la lliat of his eldest son; the oilier inipcriiil princes repose 
at a greater distance. Il is altogether a sim>ewJoua tabric, with 
an itotuensc door in the centre, aiui twelve amaller in dtDeieut 
a|>eriuTes. The design is grand, tlic execution in a superior style, 
and the preservation wunilerful, considering it haii been erected 
two liutuired and lluriy''six years. 

Under u neat marble tomb, near the pe«r. are de|iosjlcd the 
remains of Tmtifeine, the Orpheus of IJiutlosUtu, he licing the first 
who brought the art of singing to perfection in thb part of the 
world. By the Mahoniedan accoums he was n bnihiuiii boy, con¬ 
verted to UlumiBrn by Shah Mahomed Gosc; who, struck witli 
ihe sweetness of lusyotce, pairoiiissed Itiin very early in Hie, and 
taking great pains in cultivating hh taleuis, laid the foiuidaiioii 
of dial celebrity which he afterwards tmained. He lived many 
years the Court of Akber, high in favour with llie cmificror, and 
Ihc admiration of bis subjecU. Dying at Lahore, while alleiid- 
ing his sovcreigivAkber, out ofafTeclioo and respect to hU memory 
and talents, iiad his cor|>se conveyed from thence to Gwalicr. at 
a great expense, dial il niight be deposit near the remalm of 
bis friend and early bcucfiictor, Shah Aluhomed Gose- Even to 
this hour die memory^ of Tamcine is so celebrated, that the musi> 
cal amateurs of Hitidostnn, liold it in the highest veneration, and 
many travel from a great distance to do homage, at his shrine, 
His tomb was formerly shaded by a spreading tamariiul-lree, 
which has been so often stripped of its lcav«, bark, and tender 
brandies, by these muekal votaries, that it is now almost a sapless 
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trunk, m the Inst of A chief tmson lor thi^i 4)01! it 

the prevailing idea that a decoction frain iJic l^ark^ leaver, and 
wood of this tree, gtvti a cteanwas and melody to the voice, 

Many storieri ure told ol'Taumite, nearly ab surprising as tlioie 
related of Orpheus, Ainpliiioii^ mid other celebrated inusicians of 
aaiii|uity, Taiueiuc composed verses, os well tts snug with sneh^ 
superiority, that when Akber, wiio was extrentely lujcnrious and 
nmgnificciJt in his entertainments, invited stfnngors, iind resolved 
to give an cstraordiuary Ecst to the royal bant^uci, Tu^iiie had 
his allotted sham in the feast When tlte cotupmiy a3setnb1f:^d in 
the dusk of evening to enjoy tlie gcniie biix^ze, and taste the per¬ 
fumes of the gardens, percolated and cooled hj tlto numerous 
fonntams playing round the slirubbciies, darkness was gradually 
pcniiiUed to approach; but lainjw of various colours, intended 
for a general iltuminaiion, were notwithstanding properly arranged, 
though ordered not to be hghte<l unli) a private signal was given 
by Uic emperor to Tanseine, who then suddenly burst fortlHmo « 
strafii so astonialiiugly harmonious, that the whole scene became 
illuniiiiated by the ma^c of his voice! 

There ore numerous gardens about a mile from the town, laid 
out in a bad taste 1 simight narrow walks, funnal trees crowded 
ti^eilier, and Sowers closely planted in small beda, like a carpet* 
They seem very little attended 10; aor is tlicre any tiling dse in tltc 
once celebrated town of Gwaiter deserving the traveller's aileiition. 

I do not cuter into Mr. Crtiso*s detail of Captain PophatnV 
euterprize against iJie fortress of Gwalicr, which b already well 
known. It then belonged to the ^^labratla goverumeDt, with 
whom the English were at war- We kept it for ten mouths, and 
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liiCM made it ova* to our ally, ihe raiiali of Gfll>uU; lie remained lu 
possession of U near two years, when Mliadajee Suidja»,who me- 
dilaicd the ranah's dcsiniclion for hh atiachineut to llic English 
micresi, commenced a siege, wlucli, having conImncd seven months 
with very little effect, be contrived to tamper with Alootce M«U a 
mimwho had lieen tiselhi to Captain Pophatn, and at his recom¬ 
mendation promotcd'Jay the rajah to a post of dislmcUOn, !k 
«as at that time of so much consequence in Gwalier. (die ranah 
l«;mg al>scnt) as to share equally in the administration wiUi the 
,€n«j, or queen, and a nephew of the ranah, Mhadajee Sindia, 
by bribery and inirisae, having gained over this man. coiilrivcd 
lo have several hitmieivs with tlie traitor, which were not so se¬ 
cretly mmtnged as to prevent ilie inlcUigence reaching tlie nrnah. 
The indigtianl ptmee immedklely wrote to the mnee, who con¬ 
stantly rcsuleil iii llicdhrl, to take measures for Moolcc Mull iiemg 
cut off. This lettef being intercepted fell into his bands, and iu- 
alead of iinswering .he h.tended purpose, only accelerated tho 
completion of Ub perfidy. lie comiuunicaied die discovery to 
MUadajce Sindia, mgtug him nut to lose a moment in assisting liis 
treacherous designs. ^Two battalions tnsiaully marched frem hts 
camp to that of the works commaiKled by the traitor, and entered 
the garrison without losing a man, tliese were followed by the 
main bmty of the army. Two thousand of the ^raison went over 
10 Mooice Mull, three thousand more, sciiffid with a panic at tins 
fiudileu lurti of affairs, either fted or laid down Uicir arms; sU 
hundred only remalmd firmly attached to the raiwe, who'ahewcd 
the gi eatcst maeuanimity atidiirmncas on the occasion. At length 
live jiundrcd and fifty of the^c brave fellows being cut to pieces, 
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tile otlier fifty rnlttcU round tite lirrnlne atu\ perfonncd prodiqics 
ol valour. All proving of no availi liiu ranee retired into an 
inner n|>artment of die palace tvilii lier attendants, wliere Itaving 
locked the door, she set fire to Utc huihiing, and ].>erishedl in the 
flames, Siitdia, now master ofGwaJier, marched to attack the 
ranah in his capital ofGoltud, from whence he fied for refuge to 
the mjah of Caroulee, at a oonsidcniblc dhltatice. lie arieTwards 
unfortunately fdl into the power of his eiteiny, and loadctl with 
cliainsj drags on a miserable existence in the foi l of G waller. 

Tfe left G waller before day-break on ihe 5lh of May, and 
proceeded towards Agra, tlirougli a country so completely depo¬ 
pulated, tlmi in passing near several targe ruined villages; we 
only now and tlicn saw a poor half-starved being peeping through 
a wretched hovel, hardly able lo scFceu them ffohi llie intense lieat, 
A good road soon brought us to Nourahad, where is the hand¬ 
somest bridge 1 have yet seen in India, a large serai, well paved, 
and beautified by several Kmall domes and minarets; also the tomb 
of Cuiinalt Begum, wife of that notorious delinquent ami fugitive 
GhaisyIll-din Khan, who died on the road, and was buried under 
a tree not far from the town, until her mother sent a iboiisand ni* 
|)ecs to have her borly removed, and interrctl in a manner more 
suitable to her former rank, II b now dc|M> 9 ited under the mau¬ 
soleum of one of the ancient kings in the centre of a gniden. 

The river Saunk runs by Koutabad, in a broad and full stream. 
About four miles further we crossed another considerable river, 
called Afsan, and baited at Chooudo, a small village on ihc oppo- 
fiile side, wliere we pitched our tents for the night, and tiie next 
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morning ninrciicd sixteen miles lo iltc village Kcjirce, on the 
hanks of the Chumbol, by far tlic broatlcst of any river we have 
yet seen, except tlic Ncrbttdda, though the stream was at this 
season narrow and shallow. The road was generally goodi the 
couutiy very little cnltivatcdt and as we approaeUctl the fiver often 
cleft into deep ravines and inirnciise hollows. We saw a few tolc- 
mble villages, and overtook a largp caravan of ftxcn, laden with 
grain for SimliaV army, a delacliiuent of which we found en¬ 
camped near our ground. The hanks of the Clmiulicl, hitcTscclcd 
by imtiic^Jse gullies, with the general inc<iiiattly of Uie ground, 
gives the landscape a wild and singular appearance. In a short 
cxcuisiou from our camp we saw several wolves, deer^ and hares, 
and on our luiirch overtook six fine brass ficlil-ptcccs on Uieii way 
to Sllldi^^ said to have l>cen cast at G waller; and met sevoml 
larger guns proceeding with a considerable force from Sbdia^ 
army against the ttagoghur mjah. 

On liic 7 th we inarched thirteen miles. Proceeding at dawn 
of day through a broken country and a heavy sandy road, we 
reached Dolepoor, the residence of Mahomed Beg Hnuidannee,‘a 
jaghiredar under Slndia, and a principal actor in the commotiutiB 
which caused the present change of affairs in the Mogul entpire. 
The town is large, lias many public ant! private edifices of great 
beau tv, and is delightfully situated aniidiiPgrovcs and gardens laki 
out wiUi taste. From thence wis (mvellfd tlifongh a couniry 
capable of all the advauiagca of cuHivaitoii, lo Muimca, another 
town under lib former govciufucnt, and thci'c passed ilie rcinain.- 
der of the day uniter a pavilion in the ceiitfc of a pleasant garden, 
not far from a handsome inausoleuni without an inscription. 
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TIvc nexl day we crossed the bed of llic Gumbceiv a very broad 
river, HOW without watcr^ wUlclJ, whea fult, b jiassed by a bridge 
of [urger diiucnsioiu, but lait exccnled witli no auicli taste as the 
bridge at Nourabad. This, like all the oUters wc have yet seent 
has not tbc smallest rise ia the centre), but is carried on in a slruigUi 
sitrihee. It cousists of twenty arches, euch.upwanls of five yards 
wide, and lUc iulennedlale space of equal bremUh; il is w'ell 
paved and adonicd witli two minarets at each end. On ilte north 
bank uf the Gumheer staiuls the town of Jajew, where Is a serai 
built by order ofSha Jehan, beyond cotnparisoa ilie most elegant 
w'c have yet seuii. The entrances are nucbtntnonly gi'And, eaclt 
consisting of iw-o iniunrels, tastefully decomted, wifh the gate mid 
appropriato ornaments in the centre. On the lefl is a musjeed, 
not more remarkable for general l>eanLy than for the delicacy of 
the stone with which it ^ built. It is of a pale reddish hue, inlaid 
wiUt omaments of light yellow, and white marble. 

Soon after leaving the Gumbeor wo passed a less considcmbln 
river. caUe<.1 tlu; Karm Nuddy, or salt-river, which we were told 
has its source in a sail hike in the neighbourhood of Jaypoor; but 
other information attributes the spring to unptlier spot: the water 
was brackish and disagreeable. From thence wo proceeded to 
Oak walla, our hailing-pi ace for the duy, whicfi, to avmd the es- 
iretne heat, wo passed tindi-r tlie dome uf a Mahoinedau mauso¬ 
leum. Near it were two Bludoo tombs; on one of them wajj 
sculptured a tiger, on the oilier a deer. VVe could gsiu no intel¬ 
ligence couceming tlu^se singular monuments, which were the first 
of the kind we had tnet wtti). From tins sjHjt wc could discern, 
by tlie as&btmice of a tek^cope, Uie most conspicuous buildings 
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flti fl lofty tnitiareis iu ilm far-famed city of Agra. TIuUicr wc 
raarehed vei^ early the next morning, and nmvcd iUcrc at day¬ 
break on ilie nioiJi of May, after a journey of idx hundred and 
Uurty-sis miles from Surat, performed entirely on horsehack, in 
fifty^-fivc days including ImlU, at tlic hoUeat season of ihc year. 
As Sir Charles Mulct preferred riding, we followed Jib example, 
though wc had the option of using hh elephants or our own palan- 
tldins; 

Tlic country llirottgH which vre travel]cd for Ecvcral days past 
has presented a melancttoly pkiure, occasioned by a dre^tdful 
famine, which had sadly diminished |>opuiaUon, and left the sur¬ 
vivors in a slate of misery. At Gwalier the whole suburbs were 
strewed with skeletons; from thence to Agra the vilhigis were 
genu rally uni nimbi teil, and Uk land become a witdemc&s from 
wont of cullivatiou, but our arrival at ^\gra {iresented a scene 
latuciitablc beyond conccpilun. 

The gloOin of the moriiing veiled tlie suburbs tti a great mea¬ 
sure from our ohsci'vation, and we entered tire gates of Agm, or 
Akbcr-nbad, with the early <law«; and irrocecding Uirough the 
quarter cal led Morn taza bn d, bell eld oii alt sides the moat mclaucbolv 
objects of fallen grandeur; tuostjues, palaces, gardens, camvaiiaa- 
rles, and mausolcuins, mingled in one general ruin. Agra, had 
been the frcqueni subject of our conversation, we bad aiidcipstcd 
much noveky, and expected every coiulbri at the close of our 
fatiguing journey. These considerations ^added to the poignancy 
of disappointment—instead of the spacious squares and frequented 
streets of a great capita}^ it was with difficulty ami danger we 
kept our horses on their feet amidst the magnificent, but lenibic 
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masi of milt. Fctr ftenions can have an idea of l!te painrul ten- 
sations excited Tajr anch a view ol' tliia once celcbraled city, for 
few have Uic opftortuniiy of contempiating an object so deplor- 
abPc! Til the midst of this chaotic heap of dcsolatioiip our aucu- 
Uon was suddenly roused by a stupendous fabric bursting on our 
view, in cofmplctc repair and respiendeuL beauty—a splcurtid struc¬ 
ture, with tlomes and mittareis of Uic purtsst while, surmoiiuling 
the dark umbrage ofridt surrounding grovesi produced in iuch a 
situation a most extraordinary eflect. 

Previous to our arriva). Sir CEiarlcs: Malet had currespoitdeil 
witli Mr. Juiucs Anderson, the UrUi»k resident at Siiulig* durbar, 
and his last iellcr menlioned that the Toje Afahal had been appro’ 
prialed by the MnliraUa chief for our accommodation at Agra. 
This was the edifice which had now excited our astonisiiment, and 
thither we were iminediiitety conducted. 6a niighling at tjic grand 
ciiirance, built of a fight red stone, inlaid with whiKt. marble, we 
walked into a large court, with apaitnicnts on ilirce s}d<^ like those 
of the serais. To the right and left of this sf|uare, a gate of siuih 
liir conaimciion openetl into die street; near each of those gates 
is an enclosure containing a beautiful dome of wldte marble, sacred 
to the memory'of erainenl persons; opposite to these mausolea ia 
a spacious serai. Magnificent as was the first entrance, the one 
froaiing it on the opjwsiic side of the square was still more so; 
llic roof being oriiaiiiented with two rows of small domes above lire 
entablature, each row conioining deveu of those elegant white 
cupolas with gilded spires, 'fha superb portal, which indeed 
fonm a spacious apartment, is ascended by a noble flight of steps; 
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a iiimiUr descent on the other ade leads lo an extensive garden, 
enriched willi groves iW and other trees. In Ute centre is 

a noble avenue, with a canal and fountains, leading to a large 
marble rcs^voir^ with a hcanUful jette d’eau. On each side of the 
gsirden is a respondent structure of elegant arcliiiecture; one a 
musjid, oV place of worship, liie olher apparently mtended for the 
accoininodation of the officers of llte imperinl court. Be¬ 
tween those buildings, at iLc tcrnniiutioo of the garden, on the 
ibaiiksof the river Jutuna, stands (he muuaalcum of the empress 
Momtaz Mahali.descrvedly the wonder of the eastern world. 

Tills magnifiecijt inaasolcmn, slightly introduced from Sir 
Charles Malcfs ipanuscript in my account of Alimcdabad, is now 
cotisidciahly illusiratwl from the same valuable source, several 
sheets of Mr. Gniso'a journal being lost after meniioniug Uie ar- 
riml of the embassy at Agra. 

Tnje Mahal, standing due north and south on the southern 
bank of the river Jumim, was biiilt by the command of Uie empe¬ 
ror Shah Jehan, for the intenmait of his ftivourtte sultana, Momlaz 
MAlutI, pre-eminenl, or most honoured of the seraglio; or Mointm 
at Zuptantf superior of the age ; both having been the titles of the 
empress. Ulib tnausoteom is commonly called Tajc Cniitfp, or 
Taje iliJtal, meaning the rcposUoiy , or the abode of the diadem, 
alluding allegorically to her as the most brilliant gem of the serag¬ 
lio. The <vbrd seragito, being an Itnlianiication of sviviA, or mohl 
seraA,*signifying die female apartments held sacred atnongst the 
Mahomedans. 'flte posthumous lllle of the empress %va9 Afc4d 
'AakOi \\'Liitdi means ** Keposing in Heaven.^ 
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The tittpetor Sliali Jthaii intefided erecting u Minilur mnuso 
Jeum for liimseil on ihe op|KHiitc side of ilie river, and connecting 
the iwo inognincent structures bjf a bridgej. but succcedirtg events 
having preveiued the cooipletioir of this great design, \m remains 
wore, bjr order of his son and successor, A^r<;ll]g 2 ebe, also <lepositcd 
LQ this bcaulitul ediheo, which, in jraint Of d^ign and cxeeiilic>ii,is 
one of lire most extraordiimrjr works any wtiere e^uinii 'i1ic adiuU 
nibic art and nicety of the masonry has hithferto jjrUrislood the htTm 
of tiinc; nor iiave suc^ssivo barburona and predatory* conquerors 
yet vio1ate4.l its sanctity and lieauty. Two great squares or areas 
contain the principal buddings; tljose of ihe outer nne sectn in* 
tended for the convenrence of travellers, distant visitors, and the 
Inferior officers and depcndciUs of the roza, a name for tlie inan- 
aoJeiini, but implying something saintly or siincti tied. The itioet 
square, which is entered thiough a stupendous dome, with brass 
gates, most elaborately and c.vqulsrlely worked, is ati entire gar- 
den, shaded iiy nunierans stalely Inin's, adorned by inni ble cauaJs 
and a fine reservoir, siuddetl wjtli fountains through ibc middle 
avenue. The right and left bguntiarfos of the gardigi ufx> fonned 
by magnificent buildings fiir recrcaLion and dcvoiion. 

At Liie estix^ity of the gurden, opposite the gnimi entrance, 
and overlooking.the river, slands pne-ciiiincnt, and,alone, elc^'ntcd 
on a very extensive |)laifomi, having a lofty minaret ui^cli cor¬ 
ner, composed entirely of beautifully while marhre,jrtho impetlul 
rorti: m which, under the grand centre dome, i-cst tlic nshes ortbc' 
tnnpcmr nnd his conaurl tn :scpflmte tombs. My Loquirtcs respect'* 
tug the ipitirrics whence this marble was procured were not suiti-.

On the ISlli of May Sir Charles Mulct receiv^ a letter from 
Mr. Atidersotr. thtted at Siiidia's cuinp. informing iiim lhai Balxi- 
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r»o Duiiii and Appajce TaUea, two MahnilUi chiefa of rank and 
cons«(|ucocer were deputed to wail upon him, and conduct the 
embassy u> I tie canip nciir MuUco* Tha saniG evening Appaj^ 
arrived at Agra wUti a parly of cuyalry, and presented liiimelf at 
Taje Matial, having left his £ollea|^ic with a tnucfi larger escort 
at Gou Ghaut, twelve miles frotn Agra. In consequence of this 
nrraugcnieni, aud the cattle and aiieTnliints being well refrcuhed, 
the baggage, was onkred to proceed ou the foltowiug day; and 
on the l6tb tlicy^ed Uie terrestrial jiaradise GurroundiQg the Taj&. 
Mahal, and comineuccd tlicir journey towards Sitidia’s caiup. A 
tiiefanchgly sccnj| of ruiu and desolation, similar to that already 
dt^ribed, titarked the first |iort of their progre^ from the royal 
gardens, ihrougl) the suburbs aud environs of Agra. 

About half-way from thence to Gou Ghaut, or Ox-fbrd, they 
came to.Secuitdra, ceteh'ral^ for the mauxuletiin of Akbcr, rilu- 
ated wtlhiti a large enclosnre, nJSembfing a park, ahaded by noble 
trees, and entered by four hnnd»t>mc gates, leudiiig to the roaa, in 
the cctitrc, which^is a magnilicent strucLui'c, inlaid * with diflerent 
coloured marble, agaies, and precious atones, eitremcly rich and 
costly, but rather in a heavy style; the |»aFL most onitimenlcd is 
on llie uppcrmtMi terrace, and having no cov^ is enUrely exposed 
to the wcatlicr; it is exquisitely finished, and the platform of 
black and while marble, llte tomb itself is of plain white marble. 
The interior oftihc arch at the principal entrunce is adorned with 
verses, expressive^f the foundcris extensive fame, and nmiierom 
vietdrTes, with inorai reflections on the instabfliLy of huiuau 
greatness. 

Thc-'toad from iitcnce to Gou Ghaut was extremely pleasant: 
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Sir Charles was met tliprc by Mbadajcc's tlutui, uilti a 

lai^e party of horse to escort, huti to camp; he also reucived a 
letter from Mr> 'Indersoif to Siiuha'i wl^h tTuit he w'ould

They arrived iltere the next inotning, and found 
tlic Mahratla cBn»p greatly t-nbrged hy that of Lhc einperor Shill 
Aalum; who had appointed hllrndajce Siiidla his vackcel ol rnul- 
laeli» an oflice i[i the Mogul empire superior to ilio vifcior AaKtrii, 
Mr. Anderson was also cucuin|)ed near MiiitFa a* Englisli niirns^ 
Icf will» the llffaltrattA cTiTcFi and was invested with powcit to 
treat and negotiate with the tu:jt ngerl tnonareliij^f the finpcrial! 
lionse of Timor. Mr. Anderson's suite consisted of u surgeon and 
a Briiish officer in couimaad of the two ootu{uinie9 of sepoys which 
composed Ills guard. 

The pnelimitiaries uf the ceretnomal of the drat meeting being 
arranged, tlie morning of the ?Oth was appointed for Sir Clliarles 
Blaki^s ill trod uc (ion to Mliatlajee*Siiie!iu. .Sir Chariot; and Mr, 
Anderson wer^Jnounled Ou the same elephant, apd the geadcmeti 
of their suite on others, *^r in jraiaiuiuiiis. ^fri Andenoo was 
escoTted by a party of horse, appointed as a standing giiit-d by 
the MaliratUi chief; Sir Charles was attended by Ms own escort 
of horse and foot. They were met hy Mhadiijre S'lndia some hun¬ 
dred yards from liis tcut, iitteiuled by his principal cliicfi, u! party 
of sepoys, a body of cavalry, and sereml elephujits: he ihcre 
alighted from hia elophaut, aitd, betu^'xueme^^lanie, waa sup 
liorted by two [Arsons as he approaclml to embmci^jr CIrtirIcs 
Alalet, and the other gcutleoien, in liie order were intm* 
duced by Mr. Anderson. He then preceded tlieiii to lhc durbar

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tent, where Sir Clmrles delivered Sindiii a leUer froJa Uie goverOOT 
of Bombay. General convewiition cnsiieilj in which ihc Mnhratla 
chief look a priiitipa! part* and 'in the course of it a gun of Tm 
own making wavhajidecl round folr approbation/ which was Tcry 
liberally, and not uiulcscrvedlv l>estowcd, if K refljUy wds'ol’his 
own construction.

Stwend purls of tt are 
in good repair, hut much more in a stale of ruin; there arc suU 
some good houses, the remains ^ofa tuindsome serai, and two large 
unnjids; one with four tmaarei& and ubundance of ornaindits; the 
oU^r tiiOiC siitipte and more elegant. • . 

Oil the 2^1 Sindia -rcLuniCd ^ir Charles Malet’s visU, and 
bfilllghi wllli liiui ilie favourite gun, to receive a sepoiid set of 
coniplimcnU.

On die S 6 th wo went to nhlndiem Bhundt ^town. about sci^ca 
miles from Muttra, in high estimaiioii wiih ih^^XIindoo^ ^id par¬ 
ticularly celebrated n» the birth-place of CHllmii, ihqjlpollo of 
India, in the braiimin myltiology, Tlie town iif father lurgr^j plea-' 
sanily situated on l|ic banks of Uic Jutpna, on which also, for near 
a mile in lengUi, exiends a rangc^of small buildings called Dieuis', 
llsansii'littic Altars or TeaitdCs, with step^ down to liic%t|tt^ rruni 
each, for the conveitieuoe of the iiibahitunu, and retigious ]i(lgriiiis ' 
who resort thither to perfbnn.lheir abtulions, Tiwf are I'itry m^t, 
and form a pretty crescent of buildings, as ihe rivar takc^ ilmt 
fdrm in its course under thorn. In the centre is an elegant £>iisc ‘ 
on a £1^11 scale, lately built by the Jayjj^r rajuli. Tlie exterior 
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b iloconitciJ bjr n {Hofusitm of earned work, wltirli does icrcdll to 
tUe artist, and indicates suuie truces still rentaiiung af that 
auity which so cmfiocatiy disliugubhes the iiiore iiiideiit fKiitdiiigs 
h) India. IIcre,,^led on a eol in Uie1ippertm>st a|)arime«t, we 
saw a gosaitig, ta whpm the people who coutluetcd paid* die 
greatest veuemlion, and related a aambcr of improbabilities, and 
not a lew impossibilities of Uib rospecmblc perannage. Among 
otlieis, that he had bcim cast into a fire without being burnt, and 
could tread on the surface of die waters without wctling liis feet.

The inirodnctiou of Sir Cliarh^ Mulct to Shah Ailam, “ Kin^ 
qfthc IVorhif** the pieseiit Mogul emperor of U Lmlostao. or rudiec 
the shadoty of the former Mogul etnpermgs, has been hilherlo de- 
ferred on account of liis grand-diiughterV death tn the camp,, 
wliicli prevents his majesty from appearing in piiblio; nictinwbilo 
Vc pasVour time pleasantly, arc wdl suppliwl with exceedtug fine 
mutton and other cxcdlent jirovbions froiu the Muhr^tu cainp, 
and goiMl beef from the MognI borar: vcgelables are scarce^ hut 
we h«ee plenl/ of melons, ormges^grapes, and iniingos. 

For tonic days past the wearier has been extremely windy, with 
frequent ftndeu*, or whirlWindsf; vipleut and disagreeable lbr«T^^> 
nors of'tho much-wisited'tbr mitiy'mson, or as Euttipcans call 
monsoon.

On ihcoth of June at^Ix^o'oludc in iho inO(;iiJ^g, wc paid our 
visit, under Mr. James Andemm^s introduction to ihc king, whoso 
encampment was not fur from Studio*^ bca(:l‘<|Uiirtcra. On ap* 
proBching tlic extensive ineJosure of kitmuuts, oi canvas wulis, 
which 6UJ3^modcd ilic ijnperial teats, we*-clesccndccl from our 
elephants, mid itito initunctuins. An ama^tiivg crowd of peophr 
ttllcil the a venue,, who were so iiilmiiingled ndti confused with the 
guard, liuiL it was difficult to distinguish them. Bcfoine we eii*

lered the line, we were iiiei by some officers of state fb adjhsl the 
immlK-r orour attendants; it was settled that each gtruileman of 
die suite ^should lake only one servant. We then aLivmtced to* 
wards tU*: daxtiar tent, which was about fifty paces liistnut, wiiere 
we discovercfl Ins iinjicriiiJ uiiijesty seated on a sUver throne ready 
to receive ut. Three of Im sons w*cre a landing on his Hgbt^ hand,

and three oh Lda left; and at the foot of tlio ilitpne stood a favou* 
rile daughter about seven years old, huviiig a turbmi ou her head 
instead of a veil; his tnajesty was al^i attendcil by the few mobtea 
who still adhereti to the fiillen monarch, and hy an host of gold and 
silver slick-bearera. Al dtts distipnee from the ihrontf we were in-

structed to make the tufleem, of obeisance, three times. This cem- 
consists m touching the ground with ihe ri^it luind, and 
tlum carrying it to the head. Wc now advanced to the r<>ot of 
die throne, where without ftjiCBhing wt!' presented our- nuxitats, or 
offisringS' Those of Sir Ctmrles consistoil of gold- mohiirs, each 
of the value of about two {mutitb sterling, rich shawls, kcciitcAbs, 
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and cloths of v^riotia kutdt; ^vcral curTb^iUes In aggies, ciil< 
glass, aiici silver filkgrce caskets, which his jnajrat^ seemed, to 
atlintre; thougii 1 U 0 . e^fircssioii of any sensaiion is generally held 
incompatible ^illi Mogul dignity on su^Sh occasions. A few gold 
mohurs were presetilied to each of the princes j inj oB'erittg was 
live gold niutmiB to Ins majesty oiilyi. 'Ilte olfcrlhg of a soldier is 
bis sword, at\d ilic acceptance of it is signified by touching iu 
Mr. Aiidersou and^ iiis^nile having gone ilirongh the various 
cenunonies of mtroduciiotjl^ut the imjicrial (Ihrlier^a repetiCioii was 
nut expected. His^'niajesiy aiui the ihipCTial princes havings grn- 
ciouslv accepted of our several tokens of respect, we relurocd to 
Ute place of obeisance, and liince repeated the compliment, 
liaviug received an intimation from one of the usliei's tb take the 
gn^Hicst care in retiring, not to turn otrr backs on the throne. Wc 
now took our sumd wiih ihe rest of l.lie gent lemon oit the left ot 
his majesty, witli om^hands [ilaced one i^on the other, laid across 
upon riie walist. The emperor then entered into conversation re- 
lulivc to the couipry we had passed through in onrlong journey. 
In a ^iDtt duic we were informed that our {honorary dnessf's) 

were prepafed in a place allollcci for our investiture. In our way 
thither we liad to stop at the suhmiing spot, and perform Uie /w- 
hem a third lime. rrom ,4iencc being conducted imoa pavihqn 
opun to numerous spectators, .we wefe itivested with a Mogul robe 
over our coat. We then for *the fourdi time paid our resjiecis at 
the usual spot, and advnn^d to the foot of the throne, to shew 
oiTCSclves in out new habiliments. Ills majesty then condescended 
to tic with hlri own hands a serpeych on Sir Charles's hat, and 
causeJ a bridle, us Uie symbol of n hoTsc, and an auukus, the

iu^tnimeoi by irbictx tlto elephant Ib drivciv^and eomrolIiKl: iu 
Imndle ti generally of n-oiid» luiving an troii^-fioint to goad for- 
irardt oiul a hook to lostmiii fir keep back* Tiiese additiuEinL 
marks of favour caused a rcpciition of Sit* GbarlesV relrogrudc 
steps to \he pla^ of obeisance, from whence he fciumed to liis 
station mncni^ the cotiritcrs. Jiving thus paid liis respectsJoi 
this high dlsl'mclion, Uic cniperor wnfcTTcd ufk>h him u siiit 
higher honour by a pliirmaun of Mogul nobility, as an afm^e^of the 
cmjfnxj, After vvaitiog for sonje lime longer in the tiemure altitude 
al)ovcincntioneJ, iriUkom a word being uttered by any per^n, the 
King of the IVtitftl dcsci^ivdcd from bis thmiie, aud we'moved once 
more to perform our obebuiiec. During this etiquette at ttjc Mo¬ 
gul durbar, if his Tivujc^ty asks any pei'son present after his lieallh,

\M luslecm, Tliia was^oow practised by Mr. Anderson, who po*

On our rdtiirri to the tents we found a hon^ and an el^diant, 
itie adJtuoQ io,$ir Charles's kutiai, Tlie roydt:gift» gf a horse, an 
depliant, a priiicejy <tiress, and -a thwa of jewels, sound very grand, 
and as a part of the fornmlo of the inifoduclioti of ehiincnt visi- 
U)TS at .the Mogul court, were “not to b^ despised ; but on ciamt- 
nation, the dialuond an<l emi^rald Ecrpeyrh was found to be coin- 
jKfswl of grectt glass and false stofiifSf'thc horse was wom ont, 
and in the last stage of existent ; an^ dm elephant, on taking off 
his trappings, discovered a long ulcerhtcd wound on the bnCk, 
'from the shoulder to the tail. The whole was embleumljcal of tlic 
faUeu state of lire unforiunale nionarch, or rather, the shadow of a 
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l^rince, by wUttrn Uiej were jiresciiietb But far Llic iionowr of llie 
imperial tiigixily' il%iu>utd be adtiedi dial Miiadajue Sindia^ who

Tins unfariunatc ttprcseiitatire of ibe TTmuican racc^ ;was 
about sixty years of a^, of the common siuiure, and of & couitic* 
nance bcs|>eaking a plucid'ajiti bcuignant mind ; ^rith an air and 
deportment oi‘ batiiltud digniiy temjiercd by much aiHttriliiy* 
Throe yearttiAcr tlus mtemew he fell i^to the bands of Gttkm 
Kaudtf Ehdn, a rebcdlions chieftain, who caused the aged monarch 
to be blinded m a mast barbarous maniier.

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altempt lo plunder and dcsiroj liis tcnitorica; tliosc suspicioni 
were ^crifieti hy llte afipmucli of u cunsictcrdf^Tc army towards Lis 
capital, coininaiuiefl by fsmnei Reg Klian, and nsststwl by Dowfut 
Ilow .Srndiri. Gtitam Kaudir told ihe emperor On tins, tiiai he 
had nothing to fear, he hanng an antiy iinificiedlly strong to op¬ 
pose lire enem>: and thal all ihc emperor had to do. was to march 
out wiill hia iroojKi, girc them a supply of cash, mul he would 
stake his head on llic enemy's being oi^come. To tliis llic cm pc- 
ror replied, iJiai be had no money lo carry on ihe coniesU Gubin 
Kaddir saiil this sfiould be no objection* as he would advance 
ihe neccssaiy supply of casli, unri thai all his inaiesty had lo do 
was lo head the nnny. « Tliis/' said he. “ will aiiiiuaic and giro 
them courage, as ihe presence of a monarch is riliove half ihe 
batiJe/' The emperor aigrccd'in apix'nrnncc* and requesied Gulam 
Ivuudir lo assemble ihcaniiy, pay l heir arrears, and inform ihcin of 
bis intentions. Guloin Koudir retiicd cont^eil, but great was bis 
afitoublimcnt wlienhc intca-epted, the next day, a leller from the 
em}jeior to Siudui, desiring him lo make all ]josiiibIe haste and 
dtitniy GulaiTT Kaudir; “ for," us the leuer expressisf it, « Gulam 
Kaudir desires me to aci conirary fo my wislna, and oppose you/* 
On this di-scovery (iidam Kuuillr marclwd out wiiL hta Alor 
guis, crossed Ihc Jitmnrt, and encaiuped rm the olher side, 

«ilc lb the foil of Delhi, lie ihcn seat ih^euiperor Uie iiilercepled 
letter, and asked him if his conduct dhl not deserve fo t£ 
punished by the lo&k of his throne? He bt^gau lo besiege the fori, 
and carried it in a few days; he entered die palace in arms, flew 
to his mujeety's chamber* treated the agc<rmonarch in the most 
barbarous manner* knocked him doum, and knoding cn his hjeast, 
TOL. rv.

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scTiii^, tniii large loinis anti villages, ntoslly on eminences, w]iteL, 
as the country is entirely a plain, were inosl probably Ibnncil by 
llic succession of buildings uud ruins for ages past, on llie same 
spot. The road is infesictl by tribes of bantTilli C4iiilod goo^urs 
and rocwailles; but a light escort of ftfiy cavalry^was a aufficicuc 
protection from iiisulr.

Handsome brick minarets of a considerable height, insicafl of 
stones, os in Euroi>e> trinrk tlie distjjiicc fr^mi Ag^a to I>ci1hi, many 
of them itr very good . repair; Imt die road having iu course of 
time, aiufby the prosimdon ofpropcrtj, been much altered, llitX 
are*in many places a great way from the present road. Tlicy 
seem to be reflated by the jereeby meosureinenl^of twenty-five 
gui to one jereftb, and two hundred joret'bs to one ebss. ^ The 
rismi cefes, which i» the general rule of computing distance, faib.

Amklsi the iittdandiDly IiLnips, 
the tomb oi' the ' otnperor lliniiaioon, still in perfect preser¬ 
vation, sUtiids ^conspicuuns; tlie obeibk of CiUbal Deeli is 
eipiutly so* at a distance on the leU. About a mile and a lialf 
from the gate, of the new city of Shah Jchaimbad is the oht tort* 
smndwig In the niidsi of die ruins of the old city of Delhi i it is a 
most (Kiiiderous structure* and of great Hiiiitiuiiy; but the cjccel- 
Icnce of its masonry* iiola itbstanding iu being totally neglected, 
bas in geucral ^v^Ulistood the ravages ol' time, froni some cireuiu- 
stances, paiticuhirly the appearance of Uic only gate toward the 
river .Jumiiii, it seems to have been oi igiiially visited by its stream^ 
though the channel is How at least half a mile from it. The new 
city called Shall Jehun-abad* from its founder Sliah Jehan, 
dtaboiil sixteen miles in circuit, and now occupies lUe space bc- 
tn'cen the,.old city And .lhe~dvcr, oil whose bank It stands. Its 
cTlmlcL is the imperial palace: the sireeis are broad and level, 
mostly jiavcd wim brick* but the houses am tun and mean. An 
a{|ucduct occupies the centre of the |irinclpal streets, built by. 
the Ameer Ally Murdaeii Khan, by wltich he brouglii inucr froiik 
Kurnal to Delhi, a Jbinnee of seventy miks; the greater pHrl4$

The utncer^‘ palaces, though c!drcmcly spacious and elegantly 
^disposed within, make no hguve from without, bidug «11 eSeiuded 
from ^ibsei vatitin by walls, and a dewry, or gateway, in which 
there is room for an ample guard; and otter it for the nobnt-kojinn, 
or band of music, which is one of tlic ap[>eiidu^s of ccttaUt'xanks 
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of nobitity. U was usual for all lUc Mogul ameers lo have nian- 
sioos in ibc ca|jilfll. magnitude iti general, on accouiil of 

their iiumense establishments, exceeded any of the palace* l»e- 
longing lo tlie nobility iii Europe. Kot only the piilaces alwvc 
ntcMfoned, Inti in fad every habilable house is in ShaU Jehan-abail. 
The oldcily of Bel hi is an enure scene of desolation; not a human ' 
being LO be seen In tltc ancient nietropsdis of tliis vasl empire. ^ 

From Mt', JonrrtnL 

T was driven for shelter from a sliower into the old fort, wliIcU 
is still thinly peojdedi by tierflsmcn, gaidcuer*, and labourt'rs. On 
appiflaclung tile new city we passed several extensive gardens; 
but the owners not being able l<» afford gard<?ncrs, have built up 
the gale-ways, to prevent tlie eniraftce of cattle and dfstruclion. 
of the pleasure-'hoiiaes; the svall^/bcing very high, we could not 
ace liie inienor. At Icnglti n'c reachcil a ganien liclongiiig lo un 
omrah still in power; this i>eing open and well taken care of, 1 
had the curiosity lo alight, and was highly gratified with the view 
of a large square; laid out with some degree olT taste hi beds of 
flowers, suiTounded by a number of dwarf poinegrauaie Irees,^ 
bending under a weight of fruil of the )argf,i.t slue and riclieiil 
colour. From thence we descended by many steps inlO atjolhci' 
garden of similar dimcn^Oiis, with an arched walk on one side 
shaded \>y grapSovines, entirely covered with large bunches of fruit 
^iii the most tempting p^ofusitni;; hut akhough now near the, middle 
of June, they were still unripd'; whereas when we left Snrat iwo 
Wbnths before the grape season was over. This second squaiT b 
i^ckly planted with friait trees in great variety; among them a 



number of peuclies^ tbe first 1 Imvc seen in Intiin, not yet npcj 
ncitber were tbe |)cmpelnoos» or slmcrbckst which were equally 
iibuitdant. Figs, which were nearly over at Siirntj: were sdJ) un¬ 
ripe at Delhi, so wdVe Uic small oranges, (called, at Boiidxiy Uhj 
A urangabad oranges) which wc Itave purchased at most ol^ the 
principal towns since leaving Oojen* Ai\ c have in this latitude 
one great advantage over the sontliem provinces of Uindosian, in 
a journc}’ at this season, when the day breaks at four m ibe 
morning, and it is not dark ttiitil dglit hi the evening. 

We entered llic new city at ibe Delhi gate, leading to a long 
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t Street^ of a miaerable appearance, containing one very handsome 
iiiusjid, with gilded domes; from llience we were conducted ah)ng 
one face of the fort, to the house, or rather palace allotted for our 
accommodatiou. It waa a spacious edifice, or ratlier a multiplica- 
tlufi of courts and edifices, iHiiil by Sufder Jung; still 1x;long^g j| 
to his descendant Asupli id Dowlali, and lately occupied by his 
vnekee), the eunuch Lutufui, a man of great cousequenee at this 
period. Here we found convenient quarters for all our party, 
totally dbtirici frouiL each otlier; also for our cattle niid at> 
pendants. 

In the evening, on taking a more complete view of this Mogul 
nis^nsion, we were surprised to find the apaitments just ntenthm^ 
formed only a very atn all part of this immense pile, which occu¬ 
pies sis squares, corresponding with lliat In wbieh.wc imiucdiatefy 
rt^idc. Each of lUcm compnsing.^an elegant mansion, ca(iahle 
of acconiinodaling, in a inagniftceat style, half a dozen numerous 
fauiilies, while the various ranges of inferior tooms, lodges, and 
wU-odieps of every description, were amply sulBetcut to cover, at 
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the five ihousami Irooiw: there *vere abo stabler for five ; 

IttmdrtKl horses, ' ' 

The hall, #liich we converted into a diniog room, was a square > 
of sixly^threc feet, opeolug in front to a preitj^ garden, and back¬ 
wards to a large tank, paved witli* marble, for cold bathing. 
IVo rows of hanclsoine pillars in front gave it an elegant appear- 
ancenhe roof ofearved wood was beauiifully painted. On each 
side of the hall w'as central large room, and two smaller, iho 
former with a cove roof, the latter under a dome. The paniieb, 
^walk, and ceilings of these rooms were all carved ^d painted 
with taste, the concave roofs ornamented with borders and com- 
partinciits of chain-work, painted while, and the iulcrslices filled 
witti*lc>bking''ghiss. The windows were of a coin|)osition like 
glass, which only the nicest cxaminiltroD,- or the toudi could 
distinguish from glass. They had a peculiar light and airy appear¬ 
ance, disposed in a pretty tracery’. The small recesses, which in 
most Indian buildings are formed in the '^Ib, and genendly pro¬ 
duce a dbagreeabk cdect, arc in these rooms rcudered ornanieii- 
' tal by the well-adapted expedient of introducing fniit and doireri 
< painted in u briliiant style. 

' Some smaller apartments in a diSerciit quarter, which formed 
pt^rl of the liaram, were eiitiicly lined with lookitig-gijtss, and the 
octagonal columns around them covered wUh the same nialcriat. 
Tills range, whcu illuniinatcd in the ibrmer profuse fashion of t lie 
Moguls, must have made a bnlitant appearance. Ikdon^ng to' 
this part of the zcnai^, 1 had, fur the first time, an opjmrUmitjr, 
of seeing another'^^cies of eastern luxu|^, in the apartment ' 
) called surd conna; or leh Iq^nna, which slgniDcs in Pcrsuni, cud 
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placet or bclow*gronnd place* To tliis we dcscecded l>y a loiig 
flight of steps, and ibund n consisted of a subtciraticous gallery, 
divided into three distinct rooms; the whole occupied a space 
scveiily-eighl feel Inpg, by lw*e«iy-^ittvcn bi\>ad. The side divisions 
were raised two stejw hIkivc llic centre, wliich was entered through, 
two arches, formed by marble pillius, exquisitely wrought; in front 
was a low elegant railing; utui between the side rooms, ^iUiin 
tJiesc marble arcla-s, were three fountains, to cool the almospliere, 
when the ladies wen? there assembled, such places being generally 
appropriated to the pleasures of the voluptuous Mogul, and his 
favourites in liic liarani. 'Die whole of this singular apartment, 
the walls, pavement, and pillars arc of delicate white marble; tlic 
concave domes which rurin the roof arc richly painted, in such a 
juanner as to produce ilie ^JFecl of blue and silver. The liglii is 
admitted by tiuee lattices, so constructed as to prevent the rays of 
the sun. 

The morning afler our arrival we visited the Jnmma musjtti, 
u noble building which docs lionour to the magtidiceni taste of its 
founder, the emperor Shah jehan, who erccteil this s«|K:rb edifice 
five years uflcr the compiciion of ihe Tajc Mahut at ^\gni. The 
^iitrauccs are all extremely gnind, the lofty miimrs elcgautly: 
fluted, and the whole in good preservation, Iksides tlie jumuia 
luusjid, arc many smaller mosqiics; some with gilded domes make 
a daxsEliug appearance, Uic majorily are of plainer materials, and 
many falhiig to dcci)}*, 

Om% lintilcd stay at Delhi pretented os from seeing more of 
the city than came o^ithin ihe coiiqiass of lids incoming's ridb. On 
leaving the Jumma itni5jid, wo proceeded through several itrcels, 
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dcspicsbry p*x)r, aud^Udoly iiibabiiwl* Tfo or three of a larger 
st2C Bceiiied more |K>pulm>s^ .wrere of considcrttblfi breadth, mid 
occupied by the a<|uediicl ftlrctidy menlioncd in llm Centre^ now in 
' a state of dilapidniion^ 

The fort of Delhi hm more the npj>eaTaiice of an ornamented 
wall, cojistruciod round a royal reaidencct tlian a foriificaiion 
* agaiost an enemy. To such an eslrinne has this espensive taste 
been ciirried, that all the towers, erected at stated distances along ^ 
the walls of the fortress, are covered with dome* of while marble, 
riclily ornamented with gold, 

\ The folloiving morning wc rode through the subnrbs, to view 
' ilic celebrated mausoleums. That of ITumaioon is truly tDagiii- 
ficenl, and occupies a large space; the centre dome is uncom¬ 
monly bold, and admimbly formed, the lower part divided into 
' ntimeroiis sepulchral diainbere, each containing the tomb of some 
STclfttioii of the royal line, wliose body is deposited beoenth the 
[plBiform, These chambers, connected with each otlier, penetrate 
the whole eilcut, and were individually appropriated to a de¬ 
scendant of the house of Timur, Tliese arc too numerous to 
pariiculurise: but among them is the chamber of Allom Geer San- 
ncc, father of Shah Aafum the present emperor; another con tam¬ 
ing remains of his son: a third of his sister. The 

tombs placed over the bodies are all of plain white marble chu- 
nam, the exterior sepulchres of while marble. 

The mausoleum of Khan Khannali, or Lord of Lords, llie 
' f visiicr of Dutnaioop, stands iif?ar the sepulchre of lus royal mtuier. 

■ This edifice is said to be characteristic of its founder, conatrucied 
at a great expense without taste or degree, and such was the 
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tfxtraordinary dissipation and exiravagancc of Klian'^Kiiannali 
as to have become proverbial. He was origiiialljr a sJuve named 
Phabeem, Khan Klianuah being his honorary litle» which gave 
occaeign u> this provezb* jKscuIiarly exprcfisivo in- tlte Persian 
languageV ** what Khan KbannaJi aiiiasseSf Phabeem 8(jiianderflf. 
’ttie stories related of his boundless profusion are not less nume* 
ttmis than woiideifiiL 

Within the compass of half a mile are severaJ otlicr large 
structiines* sacred lo the tncmoiy of Mogul amcere or nolileS} 
and peersr or holy men, some of elegant proportion. 'I'hat wliich 
most attracted otir attention was a mausoteunijr beautiful in ap¬ 
pearance, and delightful in siioalion, at tiuee miles distance, con- 
minyiig the remains of Munsure Ally Khan, gnuidtothur of Asuph 
111 Dowhih; this is executed with great ttwic. Oft my return 
missed the Delhi-gate, and jivandered among the ruins, until I 
arrived at » portal into tlie city, on that side which is washed by 
the Jumna, which ^ve me an opporiiiiiity of secing^ much the 
{M'ettitat part of this ancient capital* On tliis face ure a number 
of beiiuiiul imIol'Cs and pavilioiat, siLiialed in die midst of verdant 
groves; their gilded domes, and varied style of archtlecture, ro- 
lli^eted in the clear stream gliding gently below the walls, fully 
compensated for my lengthened journey. The J mnna at Ddlii 
b 80 exireindy narrow, and the stream of so little depth, that I 
saw the vrashermen cross it in many places nut higher thait their 
middle. The opposite country is so extremely low, that in llm 
rainy season ti must be cniirtly under water. 

The next evening (IStli of June) we setoff on our letum to 
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Siadia’g camp, and instead of a magnificent palace^ passed the 
night in a misemble rooflei^ hut. The next evening brought us 
to our fumier pteasaut quarters at Oora), and on the third day we 
arrived at Sindia's camp. Sir Clmrles liaving fiubttCfl his public 
business vHlb Mhudajee Siiidia, through Mr. James Anderson^ 
80'far as related to fiersoiinl coininunicntion, wc remained there 
' only two dayst and then returned to our royaJ aparitneiits at the 
Taje Mahal at Agra, where wc arrived ou tlie l 8 th. 

The fii>ject of Sir Charles Mulct's mission to Mhadajce Sindia 
having been accomptished by the conciliation of that chieftain 
to the establishment of his embassy at Uie court of PoonaJij, 
Sir Clinrles received orders early in July to proceed to Calcutta, 
there to receive the requbke powers and uisiructions horn tlie 
riorcmor-Cjcncra!, Sir John Macpberson, who had succecdtxi Mr. 
IJasUtig» since die eomnieuccmeni,of the embassy, for carrying 
the negocialions into cficcL In consequeoce of these orders the 
escort of regular sepoys and native cavalry, also the elephants, 
horses p. caiucts, and attend ants which had hitiicrto been necessary, 
but would now become an ini cum bran ee, wem pul under the care of 
Alif^iaSyed Mnliomed, with orders to proceed to GwtUier, tliere to 
await the junction of such other cameU and followets, as It oiight 
be necessary and practicable to return from Caunpore, from 
whence Sir Cliarles Malct and suite intended to emhurh on the 
Ganges, and proceed by water to Calcutta, On die ^Ival of

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the embassywUh iia leduced e([\)ipment, left ^Igra on the SIst

palanquins.

Dir CbaHcs Maiet, na already niciilioned, having made every i 
arran^mciil necessary for our journey to Caunparei ire lef^ Agra 
in theaft^i^oa of Ihc ^Ist of Ju,|y, and made our lirsi stage to 
Hemetpore, six |jo«s disiaut. The country was neither interesting 
nor vyeU cultivated; n1x>ut half-wky we crossed a deep narrow 
rli^, provided with a ferry-boat at the pass^ and on arriving al 
Hcinel|iOTe, put up for the niglit under a targe dome in die centre 
of a taukfand found it a cotiifoitable accommodatH5&. ^ 

The rainy season in this part of Hindustan commeneeit the 
beginning of June. So much had Hdleu whctirwe toA j&elhi as to 
milder our journey from thence to Agra elctremety dcligtidiih and 
clothe the country with fresh verdure. Having made arrangements 
to travel clile6y in palanqinm, and pFroceed a morning and cveo- 
ing stage each day during die remainder of the joUTney, wesetodat 
fbuf tiih next rporniug tor rcrozabad, where we arrived at nine, and 
halted until evening in a small mosque, about fiite hundred yards 
IVota the town, near a large pleasant garden. Ferozabad, seven 
coss from Hetnetpore, b a large populous town, belonging to Hc- 
mcl Saliaudnt, inia^bly inlhstcd by.reltgioua beggars.

Secundm is surrounded by 
beautiful groves. We passed the night onmng some majestic ruins, 
Oil Uic mWgin of a large tank williont lire town, t^hieh eonuiins 
nothing fbmarkable. 

Soon after tltree oVIock on dte next morning, w'e procee<lcd 
yhrough a wild country to Tunwupore, a wretclicd village, almost 
de^pulated, and adoTthn^ qo convfiuience lor a traveller, except 
H d^dy clump of trees, where wc baited six or seven hours/and

set. M'he greater f part of the road was through a country ipter- 
eected by deep gullies, pHrlicnlariy near the river Singore,. where 
wc fbqnd a l^rty^boat at tlie fiass. After crossing II, W'Uje^nli^red 
tKeitavines and guUies, al this season covered witli jungle, Of uu> 
derwood, in full vcrdiwe. 'Oiis irregular scenery dilSbis widely 
fixmi the rest of tlie country called the Z)ouwA. Enra^ug from 


iti^ gallies ftbmil miles from Akb^ijorc, we ealcred a lovelj 
ptnin, tmd r«achetl djc town by-an-excelled road- It is not easy 
to fancy a more ddightfbl si>ot for the imcommodaiion,of an ort- 
eniul iraveller,. The building are «pactotiSi_ the gloves-sTiaily and 
varied* atid the prosjwets less singular than magnificent. ^In 
OUT front was an ancient edifice, on lltc pDargin of an extensive 
lake* with a piciurestine island in ihc centre: a J>nil^iig of mo¬ 
dern aychilcctnrc, never finishctl* adorn( k 1 lhe*l>row of a h'tll bal^a 
tuih: funher, near a large tank, environed by pagodas* mosques, 
iiiinare, and otltcr dccoralions, each deserving a particubr de¬ 
scription. 

We leA tins deliglitfuj situnrioii l>efore three o^dockAhe fiollow- 
ing iimming, and at seven reached Qhechindee, seven fcoss fram 
Akberpore : it is a large towniva'uuaied in a pleasant country, in *1 
much belter sidle of cultivation than any we Imvo.boen lately 
accustomed to. The next stage brought ui to Caunpore, a large 
cantonment Itelonging to the Hast India Cocnj>any, on'the west 
bank of the Ganges, ‘sitnuied in the Dnimt, liun^iHy

CauniJorc on the Ganges* hemg aerosa the Ikmab, Is thiough a flat 
country and a light soil, apparently tcriite, and richly’ wooded, 
ivith bcatUifrtE Inutigo grovea* and oUier nmbrageot^ trees. The 
inhabitants in geneml, both Hindoo and Malioitietlim, are tall atul 
handsome^ witli a peculiar ncatucss, 1 could almost -say elegance, 
.of forai and fratuie. They are also reckoned remarkably brave 
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mtl iiigU-Rpiriletl. llie villages have cooimonJy liule mud forts 
attaeficd to ilieai, w'likh on itie late reduction of Ibc country by 
tlie mterji irequcntly made a gHlIani dcfcucc, even ngaiust our re- 
gujar icoops ^Luig M’ith him: tlirae forts are now mostly dis- 
maiiticd. As we left lUe Juimm atid^pproacUcd lUe GangeS;,^ we 
found the coiinlry uio^ populous,I)etter culUvalcd, niid abundant 
in cattle,^ihc Jaic ruminc huviitg raged with luuclj less violence in 
Lliis pact of ibe Doiiab.

i^jpong the various amusements abjCaunpcrc warn abundance 
of J^aulcfhes^ or exbtblliotis by llic dandilk-girls ol the country, 
which, however plcasin# were far exceeded by a set of young girls 
tatgly iirrivfid frt)tn Cachenure, of such surpass!^ beauljgp grace#* 
iiud clcgiiiii occomplislmieuis, ihai, not rcuturing on the tifetaii, .1 
slrnll procee<l to tfife ilisttessing circunisianras aliendant on the 
.nighUy TUils^f till' □tmij.'ruus wolves by whiph the canUinnient 
and its vicinity had. been for some time in^tetL TIicsc savagti 
animals were It Booms first uiifacicd ihiiht^ in such 4 iitinl)rr 3 , dur¬ 
ing the late dreadful famine, by the dead bodii^ of tlie poor 
wretches, w^s.xrawiing for relief, |)erishcd through w'cakndss 
fore they codW obtain iu and filled up every avcltuo:!^ ific can- 
tonnicnt with their sad remains. Long aceiwidfaicd to hum^u . 
food, tliey would not leave ihcir haunts, adjj wei^ ao»* ®rown so 
fierce, that not only frequently Quried^o# chifdh^hui ac‘ 
tuall.rattackcd the sentries on their posls,%ho had in commence 
"^en doubled.* Tlie first night the embassy arrived at CaunpDj^ 
Sir Charirs M'alet ordered Jus edl, or bed, to be pficod S the gtm- V, 
den. and was surprised in the inortiiug to hW ftat a goat liad 
l>ecn carriwl off fr^ very lu^ar itic pfece where hi* slept. 

Three of these mutislers, as Mr. Cruso was credibly assurinl, 
hud amcked a rentineh who after shooting one, and dbpaichjng 
anothor with bis li^onet, was ovcrpowtire<^y the Afrd, and kiHi<l 
at his |jost. "While iJie embassy wns there, a iimn, hb wife, anci 
child, sleeping in their hut, ilio former at a little distance, the mo- 
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OiCT was awakciie<l by ibe slrug^leB and sUfieks of the child lockcil 
hi hcF amis, which a prowling woll'liad stnzcd by the leg. and wast 
drugging from her bosom. She grasped ihe infanl, and cxcrled all 
Irt sti^euglh to preserve ild'ipni du* Ibe, bul in vttin ; die raven¬ 
ous animal loro it Ixom her inaiemal enibrucf, and iiistantly^dc- 

voured il. 

AAtf a few delighiltil days al Caiiii[>orC, on die VOlti^of 
• Augurt wc rclucianlly cnleTed the biidgt'Tows, or boats, provided 
for onr voyage lt> Cahmituj eooslsiing of one fSr each genUeman, 
a kiichen-boat, and, Others for ihe clerha and serv^mls of ihcem-. 
bassy. Wfc dropi^d down with die Slrt^am to Nudjuf Ghur. at 
tighteen roile^-diaiancc, wlicn- ire were hospitably enteruined for 
Miiiio days by Colonel Ironside, ooinmaiidaTil of the stauon. 

- On the 15t!i we reimil>arki?d, and keeping close along the hanks 
of the Ganges, cpveped altihs season by the most luinriani. veg^ 
Uiion, we )tad a dietbet view of a varied scenery, consisting of 
pagodas, rgrUestSes, and villages, ttivarions singles of prospeiity anti 
decay; with darlc.*groves and rich paslurea, abounding with flocks 
and herds; which, utiiifng with the irregularily of the aliore, al- 
forded a constant succession of delighlfnl objects. 

We arrived 6n the 18th at Alltthubud, an Imperial fortrcaa built 
by Akber. JelmngUifc. and Sliah Jehan, llhrcc succeeding princes 
on the dirone of Delhi) on tile site of the ancient and holy Ilbdoo 
cilv Praa^ proudly situated al the confluence of the Ganges and 
Jumna: one. face of the fgftificaUons extends along die banks of 
. oath of these celebrated rivers. Tim oiitwani api>earaiice of tlie 
spalls resembles that of Agra and Delhi, though less magnificenl. 
'fhe expensive gales antt other cosily workmanship, rather bdi-

cate the elegant encloaune of a palace Lima a strong and jiKiicious 
fojtificaiioii. Ill the first is a pillar inscribed in Pmian dmractcra 
wiili the itnincsof the imperial lU'sccndunts of Timpr^ tiurexpensea 
of the building are engraved in the Hiiuloo language. Tlie sectnid 
court tbfiiis an oblong square, surromided by a rangt? of haiubomc 
aparimenis, covered witJi domes, formerly' occupied by llm rpyaJ 
bquseliold. Tlie third square contatus U»e famous sublerranean. 
Hindoo temple, erected over the pepcl lrt?c, from whence ihe ciiy 
lakes its name, 'lids celebrated tree is said lo Imvc resisted every 
aUeiupt mude by the Moliorneilan invadm to destroy it; ond 
many ort^ the stories told lo that purpose. In consequence of these 
vain elforts, the Mahumeduus themselves arc said to have callcil 
the sfmi Allahabad, or tiie Auooe or God. 

The temple being |»erfccily dark, we descended by lorch-tighL 
to a square supported by numerous ptllurs, cxypctiidy damp, iuad 
pervious to the^ water from the surface, which drops down in 
many places, auil makes the door wet and diriyv Tlie sides are 
filled with niches, coniuiniuga variety of Htnddb deities of a suni- 
lar character, and much tlie same kind of sculpture, ns many in 
the cxcavaiious at the Ijlcplvatita. On the side facing Uie sea is 
the celebrated pepel tree, (ficus rtTiigtoso, Lin.)preserved by miracle, 
and surrouuded by a low circular a'all, like most caiisccrated trees " 
of tlie Hindoos, 

The inner stjuare contains the palace; shtmied Ui Uie centre, 
it overlooks twelve other squares, in which were the haintaiiuns of 
the royal concubines, wlicre ifu: voluptuous inonurdh could reccivp 
the homage of llie whole withont moving from bis apartiiiDJits. 
The palace is heavy, in commodious, and ill executed, ll forms a 


witli ii fountain and cascade on each front. Ttie.^aana 
indicates'nothing remarkable in its slruciiire, bnt the side overiook- 
ing the Jumna b ^ery [densunl, above a large conrt* where the 
emperor, sealed in un upper parilion, received the prostrations of 
lib subjects. 

The grand mosque going fast to decay, b debasai to a gmin- 
market. It has been extremely beautiful, and its Mluation at the 
immcdL'ite confluence of the two rivm, b truly line. The Hindoo 
bailitng'placc is at the bottom of the fort; a flight of indiflerent 
steps leads to the Gwges, where the bralunuis make the sacred 
marks on the face after jicrforming their ablutions. ^Iliere are 
tlirec remarkable trees opposite Poppamow, called by the ■naiiyes 
Valailee*£mlec, or Europe lamarind, the Adansonia of Einnscus; 
the centre one measures thirty-two feet six inches round the trunk, 
the tree on the left? nearly an inch more, and the Other not quit© 
thirty feet, Tliey grow .within fifty yards of l^e Gan^ss and 
aljouL three hundred yards distance is another of still targer cif-> 
ciimfcrenoe. n«£braiicUes of these celebrated trees rise tVom the 
trunks by a large base, dbproportioned to their general balk, 'lltc 
first was extremely small when 1 saw it, and covered wiUt a down 
ofligiit green like velvet; it ripens m Febniary, the fniit b then 
the si^re 'of a cocoa-nut, contaiiung a white pulp, ahounding with 
red seeds. Ttie brahmins kpokc highly of Ihb fruit, tliinking it 
extremely deheions, and the acid peculiarly grateful. 

Tlic mausoleum of Kiisroe, iheson of Jcliangbirc,and brother of 
^hah Jehau, said to have been aasassinated by his connivance, 
stands the extremity of Allahabad, witliout the walls, near Utc 
tombs of his mother and sbler. The tomb of Kusroc is of plain 
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irlijtc,(narb1e ; Lite doute tvhich covm. it, and all tbc rest of Uie 

>■ 

whole slruclnre b fh^e-stone. The ^rdeo shews the remains of 
wulks> caualSj end feutitaJns i the buildings are appropriated to a 
battaJipo of sepojs stalionetl here the vbier. The town in 
nerai is populous, the Streets long and straggling, the houses mean, 
arid such of the women as fell under our notice, remarkably 
plain* 

In respect to the^junction of tire Gangi'S and Jumna, tlm velo- 
city with which the latter rusiies into the former is worthy of re-* 
mark* It occasions a visible rise across the stream, and turned 
rouud the boat in which we attempted crossing, with an inconceivo 
able rapidity. 

Pfotn Allaiiahad we went down the Ganges, oii the 31st to 
Cbonar, called by llie natim Chumhil^Ghur. Thb fort b strongly 
situated on a liiti, with u dbadvuntage of being co mman ded by one 
still higher. Ttie cmnmandantV house b a hne building, and tlm 
staff ofiicera huy^ lui excellent suite of apartments. The tnauso~ 
tennis of Shoh Cussitn Sodlimanee, and Shah Wassub, are singularly 
beautiful; and the. stone railings which enclose these shrines, am 
curiously wrought in open mosaic patterns. Tlie qua|^ at Cbu- 
nar fumbU abundaiiliy o lightocoioured stone, restf;mbling ]PonJand 
stone, which b easily worked, and well lulaplcd fur public buildings 
of the natives, on which they hivbh a variety of ornamental sculp' 
lu re. The ciQf of Calcutta is supplied with thb useful Article from 
the (|tiarrics at Chunar, easily transported by water. 

Wc next stopped a short at Ramoa^ur, where a heavy 
pib of building forms a fortUied palace on the brink of the nver ; 
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bdiind tl is the town of Ramoaghur, from wlicncc a road Is cairifid 
for about a mile Utrougii iieldsjof roses and mogrees, to the nc« 
pagodUf taiikf aifd gardens, left uiiliiiblicd by the tanioui cji-rajah 
CltcvteSihng. Tiie garden and tank arc each two Imntired yards 
square. The pagoda is erectetl on an cnitn«ncc about fifty yards 
' from the steps by witicii Uie Hindoos descend to llie water at their 
ablutions. This building is of that heavy style «o conunon in the 
Hindoo temples; but some sculpture from their tnytholog; on the 
exterior is belter than usual; the aiiiludes easy and graceful, 
especially the musicians, playing l«ftm? the divinities, assembled 
in groups. The interior stuilpturc, which I did not sec, is 
reckoned still more beautiful. 

The following evening, SJfilh, we crossed over m Benares, which 
ia uraiTly opposite, and spent some dit 3 's there iind at Sercolc, in a 
very pleasant society, during which we visiietl all llte curiosities in 
tlie celebrated city of Benares, which is extensive ami populous, 
but the streets narrow and dirty, the houses mt^n, and the woroetr 
neither so deiinly or ddicate as llie Hindoos in general. A great 
nuisance here jb the number nf yog^, senaasees, and nanghas, or 
religious mendicants, who go about entirely naked i w-e occasion¬ 
ally meet a few of these people at other plfcc^, but at Benares 
they abound. The three most remarkable things here are the pa- 
gwLs, llie ohser\'alory, and'Ahe Jumma Muajid. The lofty ntinara 
of the lattqj are conspicuous at a great distance ; from the gallery 
on one of them we had a complete view of tliccity, wliieh^ from tlm 
'' ■ narrow streets and crowded popuigUon, }>resenU a scene of great 

coufusioR. Tliere are some large houses which appear to little 
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advantage in iheii* close situation; Uioac on Ute banks of the Ganges 
liiivc jjreailT the a<lviitilaget and seen fi'oni the rivef make a good 
appearance. 

'Hie three principal pagodus ate aacred to Andepora, Gnngat 
and VissisBore, 'lliese owe thdr celel>i’iiy inofe to Iheir reputed 
sanctity, and the immense, concourse of pilgriins Irom u!l parts of 
Ffiiuloslan, than to any saperiorUy in arcliitectuTe or scnIpluTtt. 
They are small, heavy, and ebnl'usedly emn'ded wil!» ornaments til 
executed, excepting the fignire of Sureje, the Sun, seated on n car 
drawn by a horse witli seven heuds, driven by & furious charioieer, 
i>e remarked, that most pnilKibJy these arc allegorical re- 
preschlations of the days of tlie wet k: and Sir Clmrlcs lUalei 
ihhtks ihh months, hours, and olhcf component |‘«irts gi'lhe desig- 
imlion or division of time arc huroduced into iliis piece of curious 
sculpture. Near these icniplea I was disgusted-willi seeing fifty dr 
sixty of those naked mendicants, employed in rolling small balls of 
sacred mud, on each of which they stuck a single graip of rice, 
and arriingecT Uiem in great order along dxc from of lUe veratjdus, 
for the Hindoo devoLees to offer as u sacrifice (o tlic Ganges. 

Frotu 1 hence we proceeded to the olwervatory, «o renowned 
dirougiioul Indio, and ihc subject of much distAission ia,£uroj>e. 
VVe ascended by a flight of steps to an opett lerrnce, where sei!cnil 
astronomical inslrnni^ls, formed of s1one, art* in perfect 
lion. The principal object is a large semicircle graduated, scenr- 
ingly iuieriUed for a diaj. 

1 pass over Mr.'Cmso's further itmarks on the tfftservatory at 
Benares, w'hich so far from ascribing to remote anihjtlity,‘hc did not 
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coiwidcir u> liavJ been erected more than a century. Thd Jf&lbw- 
ttig remark Itt the iEdinburgti Keview un Mr. Beutley's urcaiisc im 
.llte KiniltH) sy^eins of astronomy should not be omitted. That 
** Uu: consideration of tlie facts ascertained therein, and of many 
more which U would be easy to produce, ou^K to keep our curio¬ 
sity alive to the retaaius of science in the cast. Their extent and 
stccuracy are so consldnnble—Uietr origin and genealog)' so com¬ 
pletely unknown—they are united with so much extravagance and 
su^ierstition, and so totally separated Irom any genend stock of 
knowledge, that wc cannot but consider thetu os Ibrtniug altoge¬ 
ther the most eoigmatica] monumcnl of antiquity Uml is to be 
found on the ^cc of the earth. A great de^e of scepticism on dus 
subject ought most carefully to be preser\*ed, umil the indiisiry and 
^arnmg of tlic Asiatic Society, to which wc have already so great 
^bfigations, siihlt furnish us witlt a more complete catalogue and 
description of the remains of oriental^scicncc. We may then do* • 
cide, whetlier the east has only borrowed from the west, or whether 
it be &0i‘, as Lutuan says, tha^l was in India that philosophy first 
alighted on the earth." ^ 

We \eft Bcoares and our hospitable friends there on the Ist of 
September, and on die 3d arrived at Duxar, a ucaJL little furtress 
* ci^cd on an cmio^cc, comtufinding a grait cstchl of flat coun- 
. try,'adorned wit^ rich groves and plantations.- The lines are ex¬ 
tensive, inicoded principally as shelter for ryots in case of an at- 
' -a taski tlic whole is uncommonly neati^jtmd in excellent order. After 
vie^iiiglbodield of battle wlspre General Muuro gained lire victory 
over Scrajah Dowlah, we diitcd with tlie comtiiaiidiug oflicer, and. 
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resisting tlie inosi pressing SQlicitaiioiis for a lunger siaj,‘slept in 
our hudgerows. On tlie 4tli we passed the long Htra^ling lou'tu 
orCUuprali iind Cherun, where [wiaturcsabaumiing with herds and* 
Hocks, rnried by rieh^groves, alTorded a boamifui scein:. Mere the 
sight of a ft'w ijalmvni i reei, after a tettg absence from those oh- 
jet ls, imexpcciedljr rising 'Obovc the tuaugt^topos and ban t an 
Ln?<», produced a delightful sensation; wGiebt tniciiig to lU soume, 
proceeded from a necollcciion of the ideasanl dirertified Maud of 
Bombay ; it liilh* spot abuiidHtitly occupied by the cocea-jiul and 
pobfieto, and tlratring a lliotisaiid sissodated ideas Ironi Hie tablet 
of memory sacred to frieudsliip and a fleet bn. At Chupnib is a 
factory of sakjKjtre and opium; all the latitT pbducetl in Ibnih 
is ('Ollccled at this place. A variety of nullahs, or brodks, wtUcli 
intersect the iieighbonriiig plains, pour their slr^iu^ into tliff'- 
Ganges near Cliuprali. Here also are a iitiinlier of wfcle-spre^fll- 
iog batitan tiecs, many of tltem tvulled round and eousccralcd; 
those overhanging ilm river with tbeir droopbig bnu»clie 9 ,\i|y^H>sJ 
the mind lii solemn nmstjig, ’ 

So great is I he rise and overflow- m' (he Gances this sciisou, dint 
the eye cannot discover (he extent; and the vilb.gi-s arc so entirety 
aurrotindiid that they appear to be tioatitig. Indeed ihc Towef part 
of most of the houses are under water, and the ttihubilnnU ht-mke ** 
themselves to stages erected for the pnrjiciBOr;’ Fni'tii thence fc 
reached Dtnapore on Uic 4tli, and dined with some friends we had 
formerly known Iviili Ge^ml poddard’s detacbmeni nt Surat, m ' 
the elegant and extensive c^tfl^5^mems ivlucb ma* said lu hire cost 
the Company twcnly.flvc Jacks of riipek Tlicy form * large and 
sjualf square, and each suite of apartmcnls ronsist]ft*f a lujU or 
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silling-rooiD, and a bed-cliamber on each side; rtw fieW-offlcerf 
quarter ate encellent: those belonglt.8 to the coinman.Ung officer 

•* fonn an elegant‘and spaciou. buildUig. The kitclieos and offices 
are at a proper dirlaace. The area of the ptineipal aqiiarciia 
grass-plot, divided by graveliwalks into four pqual parts, regularly 
plented with beauliful nym or Ijnn-trecs. During our stty we 
took the ■advantage of two fair ibtys to go I# Monheer. celebrated 
for a mosque and tank of singular beauty ; in lliem we were disap- 
IKiintcd, but llie neighbouring country ufforded us cxoeUcnl sport 
m huftuiig the wilU hog. 

After a reluctant parting mtU our friendly hosts at Dinapore, 

V we pvoceetled. Sept. 21, lo Banguepore, a few miles from Vtam, 
and the tttideoce of llw civil servants un that sUition. On landing, 
we met with ihe usual,kind reception; and among other Uiings 
saw the gola, a huildiiig intended for n public granary, or a depo^ 
sit of grain to be provided, as are similar onra at other staiioos, 
against the future ravjiges of fanime. Its eicleniaVppearancc » 
that of an im.mensc dome, covering one of rather*ftnaller diiiien- 

sioos, within which the grain is dci>ositcd. 

Tlie lotlowing mo ruing wc rode froui BaniiueiKiPC lo Patfin, to 
view tlie monument urecicd in coiummomiioa of.lhe iimsacro In 
lie year 1763, nrderctl Cossim Ally Klian, and execnicd fbj 
Sainnoo. By this mhumnn'mandate upwbirtls of two hundred civi¬ 
lians, niiliiary ofiiccra and eoldiers, prisoners witJj Cossiin Ally, 
were delilteraidy murdered. 1110 monuiiienl alnnds pwvr the hoiiBC 
where ihe cruel deed was coinmitlt^ ; it is suiToutitied t>y an en¬ 
closure which forms the EilgliBli Imrying-gmomlv The column is 
in a good style, but has neither an inscription, nor any device ex- 
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plnnntoiTof the pTirposc for itliich it was erected.' Pntiia is a large 
jxypuluLia trading eil^'t and Iroin I he river-, ttialces a gcttcl appear^ 
ani'C. Tlit're we Taimd a nifniber of vessels employed in its com* 
uierec, and tlic hienr well slocked with merchaJHilzoi panieuTHrly 
ai>ounding with Cf>ppcrsrnill)Sr cooks, and eontectinners. A large 
space was alfoilcd lo the bird-sellers, who daily frequent it with a 
variety of birib, rrvmt ihe voracious hawk ir» ihs innocentjlove: the 
niiist abtiudanl were the languishing love-sick bulbuls: for so those 
iiiglilJnguk's are dcscribcfl in tJie eenanas, wliUher they and lire 
drives arc generally ^.Icstiiied, 

7l>e iiioriutig we loft Patna the snowy mountains were distinctly 
visible in the N, E, quarter. Our next landing was at Monghcer, 
'where wr arrived ou the 27lh, but apprehensive of the. usual ht»- 
pilahle recejuion and frteiully detention, we concealed our arrival, 
and walked immctliaudy U» S^f^ta Cooad, a eelebralcd hot-ivcil at 
some distance from the luwn^ 11 Is secured by masonry, and a cert- 
liiiel tspluceii over it to prevent nuisafvccs. The Tvaler is cxlreniely 
hot, so that Lv'uuld not liear my linger in ft a single moment. U 
snit>kes and bobbies violently, and is perfectly dear and lastdes^. 
Near it is auntJjer tvelf,called Jlaat A'c(wd, where the water is only 
tepid: that in llwi Seela C'opod is of such purity, as not only to be 
Inferred to any oUicr by the natives, but is jirtjcured by those 
who can alfnrd it, no the voya^ from. India to Europe, as it never 
putreliesi nor becomes in the feast odettsive. Ham ami Skeftf are¬ 
as eminent in Uic Hindoo mythology ns Jupiter and Juno in the 
Grecian. 

The fortifications of Mongheer appear extensive but ruinous.

The cotniuandiug officeht" quarters, situated on an ei^neace, coni- 


nmnil u fine view over' n i>it*asant divtjrsified country; mauy parts 
of it are covered with iishigb graSJ*, or recti* witb tuinc1te» of itcetl- 
vesaeb on the lop* so wliite and singiilSr in their growth sw to give 
the fields the appcurance of feetling numeroits flocks of sheep* for 
irhidi I at first took thetn. InieiKlmg ttf proceed on the 28th^ we 
were prevented by a furious teiiipcfti, and forced In take shelter 
under th^rtvoc bank* where we passed the night with great danger* 
^Trtd tlie loss of two iniUJ drowned. 

Vioicnl gales and heavy rain^ delayeil (iuf reaching Bbanghnl- 
poTc* on an iiilcrioT branch of llte gi'cai river, nnul die 1st of Oe- 
U>her, The Englisli cluefs Imiiae is a large Iwjaotiful bitihltng on 
the Italian moilcl, fnidy pia^ at the tup oJ' a lawn* sloping down 
lo Uic rivit, planted willi flowering shrubs, and near itia a paddock 
with elks and some curious deer. Bliaugnlporei now a flourishing 
place, is indebted for all its lieantics and improvements to tlie late 
thief* Mr- Cleveland, whose good nutne statuls itifinitely beyond 
any panegyric I can l,>csti>w, beiTig esiahlifiln.-il on tl»c most perma* 
nent basis, the universal praise of a gratt^ful people, liberated from 
(Mirpeuiai invdders by Ins cserti>us, and enjoying aecurity and pro¬ 
tection under his fostering care- 

Wheii Mr. Clcvelaud took charg^f the chiefship of BUattgul- 
l»or<:, the jurbdictlou of wliicli estciius to thc^distanee of ft hitndi^fl 
and twenty miles, the country was in many places a perfecr waste, 
and cnltivatloiT in general relatsctl and deficient* arising chiefly 
from » scanty populutN>ii*|in co)ise(|ucnce of the insecurity of 
property from the depredations of. a savage race who inhabited 
die neighlKiuring bills; ami not only robbed, burnt* and destroyed 
the villages, but todevustnUou froquuiilly ^dded cruelty and luur- 
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derr jA milimry force became Deefewary to repet lliise invaders, 
which was' not efTeciedi^nlhoat moch bloodshed. On Mr* Cleve¬ 
land's Bppnintincnt to tiiis stnlion* he projected a ptan, which ad- 
mimbi/iufluded the protection of the inhaliitanijs, the conciliation 
of the robbers, the increase of population, and liic encottragcoient 
of agricuknfc. Such was the ubitit/ xiiid perseverance with winch 
he furthered its execution, that in a few years the <k^'rt ^aiuc a 
scene of lertility, conducted by die very fjeciplc who had fonnerlyr 
struck tla; country with terror, and rendered it uninhabitable, ’fhe' 
ancient ryoU of Ltie plains, wlio had ilcil from ihc mountaineer^ as 
their murderers, now iiiitigled witli iticni tu friendshiprund, certain 
p^ of Uie land remaining yet uiitilli^, wen: distributed to the 
Ltfvalids of the Company's native troops, who were invited by ad¬ 
vantageous tenns (a spend the rctnauider of their lives in the vale 
of peace, and die salutary employmcuU of husbandry.

Having taken leave of owr ho^pllablc frimJs al Blmngiilporc 
on thcSili, we pro^eded down the river, and hi ilic evening went 
on shore at Colgong, On ascending a tilH, where Mr. Cleveland 
liad erected a bungalo, we comru^mded an exieusivc view over a 
opuntr^ which had been lately overflowed s much of il appears to 
be a inngle, or forest laud. About fifty yards from Uic shore is a 
roost singular isUnd, which appears to be composed of nurnbcTlcss 
dhunct rocks,^lergrown with a variety of trees; on ihc top is a 
difguA, or shrine, having a hermitage devoted to religioua retire 

mem, at present inhabited by a celebrated dervebb, or Mabowe- 

dan saint. ^ : 

On leaving Cotgong we passed on the right a long succession 

of hills t the land between them and the river seemed to have lj«n 
Ij^ly overflowed, and produced only the reed, so generally used 
throughout tills part of India for tliaiching the houses,;^ We found 
. the main river (which we now r&entcred) cstrcmely wide, but af-‘ 
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fortliog notliiug particularly interesliogt vuitil we approuchcd a re- 
tnaikaUlc point vf fatiil, called Prer FQjftitait or SaiulVlown, 
^hereon was a IMulioiuedau dirgah» or musjid, in a good of' 
archlbecUire. Wc soon after saw a hill wlllj a Ibrl* and a fcw 
houses caDctl TaliagiiurryT ihc residence of a riijali bo cnLitled. \Vc 
nexl passed Stckligullee, and soon after saw a grand cascade called 
Moolee«jcrtial)» or live ** Fuli of PearAi/' In live alWnioon a very* 
bard gain jrnpoded our progress for many hours. The next day 
we proceeded by ihe branch of ibe river leading lo Rajeinahi* from 
wheiioe we viewed ftib celebrated place- TJic Juinma-iuusjid is 
of great atitk|tiiiy» and suijcrior archileciure: il is now a tudde 
ruint doubly pictmesque by many, large trees growing out of the 
dilapidated walls, and curiously miugllng with the massy frag¬ 
ments. The lolly mluars are atill m good pi csenatiun. The steps 
in each lead to the vtpijer gallery, from wiiencc you enter eight 
rooms on either side, covered with separate domea, smroundipg 
Ihe magnihceni cupolu iu the centre. The seventeen duinea fornix 
ing the rouf ate nearly [>erltcI, and seen anvong the trees produce 
a tine edeet. In front is a spacious are a* with a tank, and the re- 
inaina of a fountain. 

. Tlte principal buildings at Rajenvaht front live nullah; sonic 
appear to have been extremely grand, but now displayed only an 
cxteiislre scene of ruins, which we left for Oudanullnli, the scene 
of a British victory over the trtwps of Cossim Ally KJiun. Ad- 
vandiig up tlie nuliuh, wc viewed the bridge hivUt over it by tl^t 
nabob; it con$lsi» of a single arch, the masonry oriiamcDted with 
small minars and domes. Two hundred yards in front of this nul- 
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lali art? Uic lines of Cossim A 1 ty» still in good order, willi a deep 
fosse iweiiiy yards wide, extending from Uie Uftngts across a 
* swamp to the opposite bills. 

On ttie Hill of Ocloberi taking a (inal leave of ibe main stream 
of the GutigoSa we entered llie libunginettj^ or poss^inibazar branch. 
The country on llte right banks iippearcd biglicr than iliat tvo had 
lately passedi.mnl was consequently tnore dry anil comiorialila for 
die inhabitants; yet much of this is low. and the waters Inwi just 
subsided. Peliciias, cramis, and a rariety of aquatic fowl frequent 
die nullahs, which also abound with li^h. Tlie nest day we passeil 
Juugcpnre, famous for its silk manufactoiy. Tlie lionscs in Ibis 
lowland all the neighbouring villages have royft which in shape 
resemble a hog's buck. Much of Lhn comitiy, esj^K^jaJljr on the 
right banks,.was covered willi witi>ds and foresu. Iti die atternooti 
n'e arrived at Moorshedabad, the Mogul capital of Uic province of 
Xlcngal; when', liaviog procured bearers, wc set off in uur pahtii" 
quins to sec a ccicbraleU piece of v^ler, calhtd Mooiec-jih or the 
** Lfl/tc ^/'IVar/f.*' Taking the hgufc of a borsc-ahoe, it nearly 
^ inBulaies a coosiderablc space of grounih fonncrly a bcamifu) gar¬ 
den, adorning a large palace, now iu nuJis, and removing for die 
purpose of building an ek-gant house for Uie English rcsklml! at 
the durbar. The Juinmn musjid and public huiiilinga at the ad> 

m 

joining city of Cossimbazar resemble those in other large orknu- 
lal cities. .In the nabob's stable was a collection of curious 
small burses, several not ext.'^ding three feet in heiglili and 
one, a most extraordinary dwarf, under tbiu suse, hodjhe head, 
chest, and Ixxly of a full-grown horse. We nlso Tisited the 
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Cheetah-conn&hj ihf? place where ^ the nabob** panliicrs and 
other aiiitnaJs for Imntiiig are kcplx Here were some fine cIicO' 
tohs, and a beautifuf sj^a-goos, in tnucli «tCTm for chasing the 
aniclope and other deer. One of the gardens coatained a large 
pellucid tfloJi, stored with lame lisli which were taught to repair 
dailv to ibe steps forlbod, and (icflbrm curtain croluitoris. W'e 
regaled Uiem viiii swtxitineala from ilie baaar, and were much 
amused by Uieir docility. 

This being the tlesscrali, a great Hindoo fesOral, annually cele¬ 
brated not only on shore but on tlie Gangea or Gnnga, and all the 
tributary streams, which more or less partake of its sanctity* we 
resolved Ut delay our departure* and see some part of the ceremo¬ 
nies. A L five P, M. the boats t>cgan to be in inatioii: they are of 
a singular consimclion* particularly Uiose calletl Moor-Punkecs, 
or peacock-boats, which are made as much as possible to resemble 
the peacock; otliers are decorated with liie head and neck of a 
hoise* and differeui devices: one sort in particular* which proceeds ' 
with the greatest velocity with Is cutrenicly lung and narrow* 
and on tlmt account called a snake. In the most couiniodlous part 
of these boats an? lard carpets* cushionst and pillows, covered with 
silk* satin, or kccmcobs, fringed and embnudured u ith gtdd aiid 
silver; c§p^ially those which contain the Images and ndigious,or¬ 
nament's;' tbgie are placenl before die apartnieul just mentioned, 
where the wealthy Hindoos are scaled i while on a platfomi near 
die deilics a man dances* sings, and beau time to the oan of the 
rowrrt, ornamented witl) bells, A number of these Imuu, all in 

swill moiioui the comppiy'm tlidr b^t atiire, the images gaudily

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aeckcd, aud cnwrealhed with flowoo, Uic songs and dances of lUe 
nnidag »iil. the stroke of Use oarS and paddles, gave a 
lively iiiiercsl tu ll»e scene. Somcoflbcse boaU are rowet y 
forlv paddles, each with its bells. The alUludes of Use dancers 
ilM! images were fiesiucitUy not only indeUcale but disgust¬ 
ing. At night the ilhiiiiinatioos eommenced, but being only in the 
usual style,«« lefLlhe festive scene: and passing Use factory at 
CwnimbazaT (ivhich by Uie artificial liglus appeared to be a very 
ealensive building) we prdccetled to Burbanpoie, und the next day 
dined at the eBiiloiimciils, which are mote convenienl, Uiougli leas 
elegant, tVan Unjsc already described: but so unusually high have 
' Iieeu Uic iuumlaUons of the present year, dial the cMtonincnO at 
Burhaniiore are entirely insulalcil, and the toad to l^simbaaar 

On ihc l6i\i «cTcacheil Piasscy, wlucb ^rcs the Me of Boroa 
to Lord Clive, in hoiiom* of the Yiclory lie obtained on tlie adjom* 
ii^g plains, over the troops of Scmiali Dowlali in 1757. e visited 
Umt memorable spot, with .the hnnling-^seai cidled Plaasey-lionsc, 
and the immense tope, or mango grove, wMch will long idepUfy 
ihe place wbichJgave auch a happy turn to the English aims mid 

inicresl in India. 

Tlie surrounding country abounds with beasts of prey, end 
game of-every description. A gentleuian Intdy eogag^ ou a 
shooting-piiriy in Uie wilds ofPlassey, gave us an account of Uidr 
success in one nioiiUi, Irom August the IStl. to September the l4Ui, 
in which space they killed one royal tiger, six wild buffaloes, one 
hundred and eighty-six hog4ecr, twcniy.6ve wild hogs, eleven 


antelope* three foacs, ihiity-five Ijares. one hundred and fifty 
brace of parlrid^ and doricana, with quails, ducks, snipes, and 
smaller birds in abunctance. 

On Iho evening of the ITth we reached the coilflueticc of the 
Bhaugretty and Jcllinghy rivers i the former bounding ihc island of 
Cosslmba^ar on ihe west, the laUer on the cswt. The juncLion of 
those sireiims fornis lUc Uooghly river, which wc now entered* 
Oil taking leave of the’BhaugreUy I must menutm the mtHirdiiOT 
chuiiria placed ou different parts of the bank. These are srau 11 
chiiprahs, or huts, in which u Hindoo when given over by his phy¬ 
sicians, is deposited, and. left alone to expire and be carried off by 
the sacred flood* We fiislenetl our boats opposite the town of 
Nuddeah. where llie sohgS aiid dances throughout the whole night, 
for the festival of the dcsserah, and some funeral dwges at the 
Hindoo cremations on auoLher part of tlm^bahk, engaged our ai- 
lenlion until day-brcak, when we dropped down toCiduah, a large 
viUarrc j and soon after entered a iiuliali, which brpnght us^ u> 
Bnllygliurni, wlicrc the waters having entirely subsided, we were 
graliJied with a view pf ploughs, borrows, and the various imple¬ 
ments of husbandry at work on the amble pliitos, imw ready to 
recove ri>c seed* 

During the last few days, sailing with a light wind lias ^iven 
some respite to the labours of the or boaiiiicn\ who pass 

their lives in great exertion on these rivere: in coming down the 
Gauges they are obliged to mw, and in going op iigamst 
stream, are constantly tracking willi llie rope. As few conditions 
are wilhoUl * their refaiivc comforts, so lire dfindi^ haw Uicirs* 
During ihc evening meal and nightly halt, the toil of the day is 
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foi^otlttn; the^ genchiBy cimirivc lo bring Ibcir boab „to tome 
convciiienlvslatlon, wlieit: numerous ^res blaze on ihtf bankt^ a _ 
good su[^|>Dr is dressed^ and o^trili and Ibstivi^ enute wilh the 
Bfivenlurea of tUe day, to beguile tlie time till tlieir meal is 
ftiushedt and all lie down lo repose. No fires are penuiired in 
the budjerows; those who wish for hot meals ha>^e them dressed 
in separate boats. 

Oy quilling the nullah wc re-entered the Hooghly fivofi and 
at noon reached Souk Saughur, an eleguiit house- of European 
architecture, highly finished, and the grounds dtspiysed with great 
taste. Tli^neKl morning we had a fine view of the Dutch scitJo 
mail at Chinsura; and immediately uIUt of the Fji^nck csla- 
blishment at ChaadeinagorefUicy botli make a very respecndilG 
appcanmpc from the river; especjally the house belonging to 
the French chief, at ii little distance from tlie toW|ja. We next 
jmssed die Danish scltleraenl of Scrampore* where the Danes 
have long eipoyed themselves in undisturbed tranquillity, and a 
flourishing coiaiucrce. Four large ships were at anchor before 
the town, where the neatness of the lio^es and gardens, the good* 
ness of the roads^ and the stir of business, indicatetl peace and

comfort. 

A,-short distance brought ua within view of the forest of m^ts 
before the magnificent ^mildings at Calcutta, wb^ we lauded in 
the evening of the IBtli of October, after a voyage of . mach ihLercst 
and variety.

Ok Llicleig1ite<?iitb dAj of Jauunrv 17ti4r L ciitbnrked mih mj 
faiuiJ^ couuei.it>i^r and aevera^ valuable friends, who had taken 
tlftir passage for £urope, b CTcuera) Elliot Induunan; 
manj others accompanied us on board, from wliom we parted 
wiih sincere regret. We sailed immediately for the ^lidabar coast, 
urliere we were to complete our cargo i)f pepper, at Goa and Tclli* 
cherry i a fair wind carried us clear of ilie liai'bour, and in a few 
hours we lost eiglu of all the endeared^and inleiesliug objects on 
in bay. 

In two dajs we arrived at Goa, and spent a fortnight there 
with Mr. Croinmelin, Uie Englisli resident; a respectable and 
venerable gentleman, who had liccn governor of Bombay tw|pt.y 
Tears before, bnt, by a reverse of fortune, then held that inferior 
station in tlie Coinpany^s service. Jle resided at Parijeom, a ptea- 
sani spot on tlie banka of lla* rivet, some miles from the city of 
Goa, not far from the governor's country scat, 

>V]hiIc dm aliip whs receiving her caigo, we pasiiod our time' 
’ very pleasantly, uuder the hlffspitable roof of Mr. Crommelin, 
nnd mde several excimipus into tlie adjneeut country: sometimes 
sailing up the river, we visited the deaolale city of Goa, formeiiy 
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^escrib^dt which now prcscnleil fl ^tdl wiore melancholy picluiic 
of wretchedness and ruin. The clmrehtis, monasteries* prisons, 
and iiit|u(silioii were kepi in repair; but tlVS streets in geucral 
eilubited oidy mpuldering palaces and falling houses, depoph- 
lilted anil silent! l>e governor^ Uffti Frederic, no longer Btylctl 
viccrof/^ but captain general of indiar- was a miliJcninti of mniuble 
manticrs, and an accomplished jgcnttemuii; liL'*cti4eriainL‘d na iti ai 
princely %tylu at his pulticc, and formed in every rcsfwct n strik¬ 
ing contrast to the courtiers by whom he w<|p surrounded.

f^arceiorcr the Barace of tiie GfcekSt aiwl now ffctiueully 
called Cundapore, is twenty-Jiire mites to the southward of Qjiore* 
being a sea-port ui a direct Itiie with Bednure, wliich Hyder Ally, 
on cdmtucring the Canaree dominions. natiiG,d after liimsclf, llyder- 
nt{t(gnr. Sir James Sibbald was al Barcelore on the itoiuitouy*s 
business^ in the o>t>nlh of April tl763. when Hyder Ally came 
there, immediately after the rottfjuesi of Beduiire, at llie head ot 
sixty thousand cavalry and sold llir<», hundred, stale 

elephants r he had also a body of French troops, and a great many 
French i»fficcrs hi hii army. 

I described Oiiore in the voyage to Anjengo; it was now in 
possession of th^ Bnglish, who look the fortress from llie suUaiin 
of Mysore ai iti'c com men cement of the miforlunale expcdttioii 
under genemi MatheWs. Onore fort ivas at this lime defended 
by enpiain (now major) Torriano, an olticef in the Ilombay artLl- 
*terVf frequently mentioned (or his gallant behaviour irhcii acting 
as brigade major to ^ die Brliish troops employed iii Ouicrab for 
the assistance of lUgonamh How. This euterpri^g officer ac- 
qnired addmohul honours in liis^defence of Onorc against the 
force and treachery of Ti[>poo Sultauii. duritig u siege of three 
mondis* and a blockade of much longer continuance. Captain 
** Toitinno was my intiinttlc friend, as also of several other passen- 
gets on board Uie General Etliou We knew his arduous situa¬ 
tion, wc knew him resolutely Jlclerijiiiicd u> umititain his post 
until a peace, although in want of wuiiiuntliou, stores, mtd pro- 
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vision i'or ihe gairtson) flnd dtstitiilfi of alinosl every comfori ftnd 
necessary of life; what chen must have been our feelings when 
wo were obliged to pass within view oftlie Uluckadcd fortress, with¬ 
out affijrding relief to himself and hi» brave comrades! 

Among the deceased Mr. Crusu^'s papersj at pteaent in my 
po&s^siim^ is a very inierestiug aceouEit of the siege cd' Ouorei by 
Tippoo Snitaun's army, and tJtc auderiiigs of liic garrison, which 
he wns folly conipelciit to di^cribe, from his dlijiBtiou'‘afi chief 
surgeon of the hospital ju that fortress, at this memorable |>eriod. 
lie iTOS afterwards intrusted with a packet of inntorials, Ibr Uic 
pur^Kise of drawing op a lusCory‘-bf ilte campaign under the com- 
mand of Cienend Mathews, when ctdere^l to make a diverBioii iu 
favour of the Britisli operations in the Carnatic, by an attack on 
the uttlHfo*s seulctments on the Malabar coast. These documents 
were U)orira|>crfcct for such a history ; butfropi the writer's j>er- 
sonal knowledge of tlie jicrsevcrance and auflbrrhgs of the Onore 
garrison, iie was enabled, from tliose documents and the pa|>eiis 
furutshed by major Turriaiio, to Ihtme a failliful and connected 
detail of that memorable siege. It contains an excellent account 
of Asiatic o{)emiions, as well a's some peculiar traits of uriental 
milimry character, differing from any in the preceding jNSges, J 
have selected the most Interesting passages from those luunnscripts, 
os a vohiuble ncquisiliuii, which 1 could not etlicrwiM> Imve ob- 
taiued. The t^urage uud conduct displayed by the coiupianding 
officer and bb gnllnni comrades, througJiiiut this eventful period, 
are their l>cst panegyric; and in Mr, Crnso's full dctajT, be modestly 
liopi.'s he may not Imve ob^uretl, what it was out of ItU |n>wer to 
brighten. 
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The English bailcries under tire wHiunautl of captain Temaire, 
opened against the fort of Oriore on the first day orjanuarv 1783* 
It was taken by stoVni on the sixth: several of tlie besieged loll in 
the fiiry of the assault: the rest, in nun)her about two tlioii8iind» 
receivtxi quarter, and were soon after act at liberty, except the 
kitfidar, (or comnitiirder of the fort), the buxey (piiyiimslcr), and 
a few principal officers. The confusion from the storm having 
subsided, thu following day was dedicated lo ihc Imrial of tho 
dead, and coHectJng tire wounded of the etictny^upwards ofli 
hiuidrcd of wliom, logetlier with all tire sick and woundetl of lltc 
Company's troops, were placed'utider tlic caro of the urmy sur¬ 
geons, iu the house wluelt had formerly been ihciEnglUh factory ; 
this being a inrge and cominmlbus building, was now apprupnaied 
for lire general liospiud. Several prisoners Tcinaiued there more 
than three months, where they exporieaced every kind aitetiliou, 
and when discharged Ihc couimaading officer gave each of Ufciii 
umney to enable them to reach iiotne* 

Captain Torriauo being dlsabtcii by a wound tcccjyeil in the 
batteries from prtreeeding with the army to uivadc the enemy s 
country, was upireint&Llu lire command of lire fort of Quote and 
its dependencies. On ihe ISilt nf January GcTteriil Mutlicws con* 
slituted this fortress the grand tnagatEine of the IJritish forces, and 
in lus instructions roiicaptnin Torriano, mentioned it as a trust of 
the highest importance lo ihe welfare oi' lUe ai‘tuy, and requiring 
his utmost vigilance. 

The night before the departure of Shnik Muckdifm, (tire 
nabob's late killidar of the forth captain 'ronriano privately deli- 
vered to him the jewels belonging to Ids family t which at the 


caintnctnccmcnl of the slorm bj ibe Englbh liad been ^crcied 
oiKler some niin*. Captain Torimim wa* informed of ibis circuin- 
* stance at midniglil, by a coitfnicntia! sen'ant'or $haik Muckduni, 
who inIciiJetJ them as a pii^jCTii to the capiaini in retuni for his 
kind altentions while a prisoner in lUe fort; ho was conseqnenlly 
overwhelmed with ^atiUuk when the Jewels vyere thus i^storcd to 
him. Similar was ihc comlucl of Uie commandant on ^ceiying 
intbmirtlion of Rome vaUiable articles concealed in the vvobdfl near 
Govind-glmrry. He «nt trusty penons in boats to search the 
spot alluded to; who returned with several liales of cbih, Jars of 
sainial-oil, and oUar of rosea, ’"rbey were immedtulely placed 
under a guiird> ajid a publication issued tbrouglumt the country, 
that Omy would be gmluitously restonxi to sudi persons aa could 
prove a lillc lo them. 71ie followiing week Uiey were idaimcd by 
a mcrcharit, who jointly with his father had been the company s 
hrokem at Onore feclory. He proved the articles to liave been 
accreted by hb lather and himiseir when ihe English forces landed 
on the const, from aii apprehension Rafter wards reidiiie.d) of tbclr 
being ordcreti by yiyauz Sabcb to Hwlnortr, where his father was 
cruelly pul iw dealh, and tlie son escaped rfitl* tbc grcniesl dtfli- 
culiy. 'I’hese facts, as also the hnumnily shcwu to i he prisoners 
taken from'rippooSollHun, are thus parliCidanZQCl.in contradict I rm 
to Home unfounded nsscruons., of a contrary tendency, which ap¬ 
peared in the hUlOfii^l records of the Amiual Register at that 

period.. ^ '* 

About ihb lime the former inlmhilnitls of th^lcnvn of Gtiorc, 
who had tied from Ihnir habitations on iho amval of the British 
troops, won by lUe hunmnity thewn to the wounded of^ilieir 
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<Demj. atiU tlie iibtfriy granted tlio other prisoners, began to 
return home with ihcir Ikmilics and cJFccts. 

On the 23d rorlified Island, a 'post belonging to Tippoo 
Siiltaun, situated a little to the nortlient entniat:;c of Onure river, 
cnpUulatcd to captnin Torrianu. The moiith of Pebruary was 
U9her<xl in by the important intelligence that general Mathews 
had forced the formidable pass of Husseii-gliiirryi and that the 
English colours were then flying on the nnnparts of Bednure* 
But, alas I this glorious news was of ahori: duration; for, cm the 
second of March, a cavalry officer, with a stnall party of hone, 
arrived at Oiiore, bringing the affik'ling intelligence that on die 
preceding aAenioon the Suttaun's Ln»ops had cnrrtod Hyder-nuggur 
ghaut, or pass, by storm; and that before day break the next 
morning Urey forced die small party posted at Ciddapure river. 
To tliis was added die disgraceful Te|>ort, that in consequence 
of the arrival of the fugitives from Hyder-nnggur, a cound) ot' war 
had been called at Cuutlapore, (or Barccloie) the members of 
which had unanimously declared iheir post to be untenable; and 
when the cornel’s party left die place, niensufei were octuulJy 
taking to abandon ri, though not a man of the enemy had ii(i- 
pea red. The drcuinstanee of Cunduporu being deserted by die 
English troops was confirmed a few hours al'terwards by an 
officer, with the ntchmcholy addidon lhat many guns were spiked, 
& quantity of stores burnt, and ammuaitiuti destroyed ; the whole 
garrison, proceeding in a straggling manner towards Onorq, 

Alarmed for the glory of the British arms, and animated by a 
acat for the good of the service, to which a fatal lilow would be 
given by the loss of its grand mugasiue, which had been removcil

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to CuoJapore, and all couimunicalion being now cut ofl* with 
.general Maihows, captain ToTrlano conceived a design of saving 
€nndaporv., as no enemy liad been tseen when the last fugitives 
icfl ttie place. But it was aOon rendered ftuillcss by sliU later 
intelligence, ibat the enemy were in poe.'Msaion of H. 'I'his being 
tliG case* boats and canoes were in constant ationdance on the 
south 31(1© of Onore river, to bring over such of the from 

Condaporc as escaped Uie villagers, who every where tunied out 
against them: ioftimately many arrived safe, Tim commanding 
officer, to alienate their situation, and cncouragic a moi^ soldier¬ 
like behaviour, made each European a present of a little money, 
to procure the nccessuries they stood so much in need of. 

Early on the Slst sis Europeans appearing on tlm south bank 
of the river, a boat was sent to bring them over. These with a 
larger party, under the command of cornet Howland, had escaped 
in one of the ixwits originally dispatdicd by captain Torriano with 
a view to the Tcpossession of Cundapore, whidi proving leaky, 
obliged ibera to Inrnl the preceding evening, !M)me miles below 
Onove, whither llicy wet© now on their march. Boats were im¬ 
mediately sent over for their accommodation, ami in a few hours 
llu^y appeared marching in regulur order to the water side j with 
Missauber, a subalidar, at ibcir bead. The comet being ill, the 
subalidar liad procured him a litter, in whidi ho accompanied the 
dmachmenl. Hus drcuinstanec is pariiculariy mentioned, be¬ 
cause, at this critical period, it was a happy demonstradon that 
the contagion from our loss of Hyder-auggur, which had already 
infected the couuiry* had there been checked. 

The exertions of the Onore garrison, which had Ijccji' ever 
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active, were now increastici in proportion to the superior import- 
auce it derived from our loss and disgrace in other quarters; and 
to that necessity ol' defending the foi iresa against a uiumptmiit 
enciny, whose near appmacit was announced by the reparis re¬ 
ceived from the neighbouring dtslricts« 'flic attentions and pro* ^ 
cautions now rendered necessary by a n*verse of fartmie aiready 
mentioned were not confined to Onorc. Effectual menus were 
ilI)tned^ate)y adopted] afler tfle Joss of Cuudaporc, to prevent the 
ships daily expected with reinforcemcjtls and storey from Bombay, 
from putting into lluu poru Kigali aigunJs were constant ty made,

and i»alUunar'Ix>ats cruiMxl iu their track, to give timely notice* 
Nor was this vigilance useless; a fleci being then on its passage 
front Bombay, conveying a reinforcement for the army, as abo a 
committee of gciillcmen appointed by the governor and couucit 
for Uie civil governtneDlof Bcdnorc. This fleet parted company in 
a gale of wind, and many of Ute vessels staudiug in for Gundu- 
porc, were thus prevented from entering a hostile port* 

On the SOtli captain Nugent, commanding the Itm battalion 
of Bombay' sepoys, arrived at Onbre with a letter from tlic Bcd- 
nore oommitiee to the commandant of Onore; an extract from 
whose answer, dated May 2d, will explain its purporL ** Should 
1 admit the propriety of oljeyiug your orders to destiny and cva« 
Guatc Onore fort, so directly contrary u> those Phave received 
rixnn tlie commander in chief of tiie army, 1 am still of opinion, 
the executing them at this period would Ih; iitjurious to the wel¬ 
fare of the present senicc, liavjng a quantity of |>ow'dcr, stores, 
and rice, belonging to die army in ihis depot, llie enemy, now 
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encamp«!d on llie opposile weJe of Onore river, lUrciitcn lUe <Ic- 
sirucdon of iiihabitani wbo has sUewn die least aiiachmcnt 

If) lIm; Britjsli gorcmmcai; slionld Uie fort be evaeuaied, tUcy 
rvili obloiii possession of ad ibc grain in the Onore district, wliicli 
. I am now purcliasiag, and laying up in store for the army; whicii 
from lire quantity sent to Bombay from Menguiorc, and lost at 
Cundaporc and other posts abandoned to the enemy, tu^ aland 
greatly in need of lliat necesaary article before the next Uarveat. 

] am not at all apprdicnsivc lespccliog the safety of Onore; which 
1 will defeod with fifty regular, and the recruit*, while wc Imve^ 
an army in llie field; but desirous of adopting any measure for 
die interest of the service> I could wish, gcnilemcn^ that, if pos- - 
siblc, ail ordere fioin you may come tlwough the comraandcr in 
cLld* Of tlic British army, or the officer commanding tlie troops on * 
this side the Ghuim, which.shall Iw immediately obcyetl " t ^ 
Ou the Fith of May (^ptain Torriano received iiitfiligence, 
that LuTorii Allf Beo, a veteran Peraian officer in the nabob’s 
service, was on his march to ireaicge Onore with lew thousand 
men. In cider to give some'confidence lo a small garrison, the 
greater purl roniposetl of raw recruits, and fugitives from the 
posts abandoned by ihc English, they wore immediately encamped 
ncJtr ilic glacis wilhoni the fort, and ihe reroaiui of the cavalry 
furnislicd will* such arms and furniture as our'situalion would 
admit of. On discovering the enemy, caplain Torriano, with a 
partv of »c|wys, the cavalry, and a one [lounder fidd-pi^c, ad¬ 
vanced towartls ihe hills, while stnaH patties of seimys were do^ 
Inched to ditferent t]uartcTs of the village, where some of tlieir 
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bof«e were perceived; thc^e on ihe bill approaclied» btii were sooti 
dispersed by a feir sbol from the GdU^picce^ The next m^miog 
the enemy appeared in tnueb greater force. 

On the airTval of JjuLoph Ally's army, bctivccn two and three 
iliousaud inlmtjttants of tim town of Onore who lind lied fiom 
their habitations during Llie siege . by Uk' Bngiish, and returned 
home under tlie protectiou of liie company's goverumeut^ once 
more forsaking their shops and houses, flocked in terror to the 
out-works of tlic forucss, ami implored proieciion. There being 
ito alternaltvc tetween granting Uicir supplications, or abandon- 
■'ing tliem to certain death from a cruel despot, they were itnttantly 
jiermltieH to enter. 

The same day a letter was tent to captain Torriano from Lu- 
(oph Ally, infoirDiiug him iho nabob had reconquered. Bednore, 
and represented llm impossibility of defendiug Onore, now that 
'ihe.ronner important post, with the flower, bf the BHtisb army, had 
fallen in(6 his master's possession; at tfie same time observing, that 
no culpalnlity could altacli to the'Commandant fur giving up ihe 
fort of Onore, when a large force was marching to besiege iL Tt> 
llus a polite answer was returned. Shanly afterwards a recon* 
noitrtDg party of Uie Onore cavalry, eonnnanded by captain Tor- 
riaiio, came suddenly upon the enemy's advanced post at the 
village, eohsistiog of a small deiaehrneut oC liors^ and fool, who 
fled precipitately on the first charge. We took deven prisoners, 
two of whom proved to be deserters from our cavalry at Betlnore. 
They confirmed the distressing report of the loss of that place, 
and the imprisonment of the army cotiunaudcd by general Ala- 
thc^vs. 


On llie 17th «f May partit?* of ibc enemy were moWng in 
difTerenl directions on liie opjK»tle bnEiks, inid a second letter whj 
sent from LHtoph Ally, repeating Uie conicuu of ilie former; and 
erginir, ns an additional motive U> a surrender of tUe fort, lliai the 
batteries would be finished and tnonnlL'd wttli heavy eunilon in 
two days; to this no answer was returned. 'I’he next day brought 
intciUgence from undoubted authority of die capture of Ifeduore, 
and the loss of the British army. 

Early in themorning of the 10th of June the enemy opened 
his^baltcry, and kept k up the nest day from seven pieces <rf' 
cannon, twelve and eightern poundur*. As they constimUy drew 
the guns within lire merloiia afler firing, lire fort wnt enulious hi 
its firing slowly, from snclt guns only as played^cHrecily into their 
einbr^rcs. This was renewed f^^ four hours tint day following, 
when the gun's were Ireiter serred tiian usual, and no longer with¬ 
drawn. As the stock of eighteen pound shot in the gamson was 
small, the fire from it was ddiberaidy and cnrefhUy filanaged; 
and its aim confined to disabling the enemy's guns. Tire fortress 
now began to sulFer greatly from die weakness of it&dcfinices. 'llic 
rampart was narrow and bad; the high walls not more ilwii Ibree 
feet thick, generally more u mass of mud than of masonry, and 
through which on etghieen-{K>und shot easily piissed. Against 
ihcec and tliCr^iavalter tower, the enemy had hitherto prrnciptrlly 
directcil his fire. The engineer, licuicnjjL^t Blachford, an acilrv 
and spirited young man, and all the olhcers, Inhtture^ 
ligably to reni^ly these defects by field works. AnrerabrnTture 
was opened to the right of the cavalier, to effect a tuore-dtreci 
fire on iheir eighteen pounder, Eiud the pnJtsading of the corerl- 
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wA/ vvas carried on irltli great diligeoce. The coiumatiJiilg officer 
judging a salij expedient, tritli a viewtdf spiking tUe eoeioy's guns, 
and ddtroyiiig the faciory-housct tiie principal part of the ganv 
son inieoded for diat setrice were paraded in the>e^'ening, and a 
small party of sepoys ordered to attack a ptokcc on the Icfi. shoul¬ 
der of llicir batlei^, near tlie ri ver side ; they were also to cover 
the sallying party. Tlie coMmaadanl followed with the cavalry 
and a {>arty of sepoys. 

The enemy were completely surprised, and a few minutes put 
ns in possession of ihcir whole range of hatteries; seven guns then 
mounted were spiked, and the factory house set on fitvr. The 
only annoyance our people met with in iJie batteiy, ivas from the 
desultory fire of a contiguous post. In the retreat two Europeans, 
a subahdar, liavaldar, aud twoj^poys were wounded; Uie^iiavaU 
dar^ol l^ing missed, was left ^ the ground. The enemy's batte¬ 
ries wem found to be very strong, with thick breast-works, and 
several tdtvcrses i>ebind each otlicr. 

Ou ilieT4ih of June a sepoy, formerly of llie eleventh liatla- 
lion, desitfted «fiiom the enemy: who kepi up laige fires bcltind 
their merlons throughout the day, from which wc supposed they 
were cndeavouring;to soften the guus, in hopes of unapikinglhcm. 
Luioph Ally, much to lus honour, having no skilful surgeon, seni 
in die wounded havaldor, who bad been leQ on the ground, with 
both his thighs broken by a shot. The commanding officer re¬ 
warded the people who brought in the wounded man. and sent a 
gen'te^i present to Eulopli Ally, in testimony of his humanity and 
'|x»litenesa. > , 

The santdaflernoon our picket of six men, posted in hunt of 
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litc Ualf-oioon bailer/, wa% aUacked. The coinmaudanl basiemist; 
Lo lilt* oiil-works, ordered u party of sepoys lo tidvancc lo Us sup¬ 
port, apt! a larg^ force to Ibllovr, ht hopes of Ix^ltng hick the 
enemy iulo their works; but our expcciaiious were loo sanguine, 
for oa ifetcliing the village, ilio sepoys hailed, anil neither the ca- 
atnple, tncnaccs, nor encoumgeincnl of iheir officers, cuuJd make 
tlicni advance* The enemy, alarmed by the fire of die musketry, 
collected from all quurters; and, rftshing down in a formidable 
body, coniptcted the piuuck of our sepoys, who made a precipi¬ 
tate and confused retreat, leaving ihcir ofitcers iu the rear, llm 
comTimtidanl this unforiunate afifair, immedtaiely advanced 

with a field'pleec, and- dirowing himself between Uie iugiltves and 
Uiccucmy, rallied Lfae sepoys, and heat back their'pursue The 
enemy afterwards difeiv several pekets, and Bred briskly from 
die batiericft, by wlijcli we lust Iwo sepoys killed, and several 
woanded, five of whom adenvardbi died. As the gtins from the 
foHreas kept up a coaalant fire, the cncniy's loss must have been 
considerable. 

A sepoy fonncrly on tim Bengal eslablislttneii4 who deserted 
from the enemy, having grenliy hbnself Oil this occa¬ 

sion, vVas In I mediately prinjnotcd, and presented with a pair of 

silver baugitrs, or braedcu, TJie bangles worn by the natives, arc 

♦ 

often given by the ari[cata1 geiicrafs as a reward to men wjjo dis¬ 
tinguish themselves in action. The .eammaiidiug officer had 
previously ordered a numlicrof gold and silver bangles lo be made 
for tills purjKise, inscribed with the words, v ii.it Attr, Ufa it.: 
these bracelets were kept for occasional dlstrihudon. Tins ex¬ 
ample ia worthy of imilaUou, since wliateiTr evil tuny arise from 
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the abuse of dornitiTes. it seems as necessary to eiecitc emulaltoti 
by revrarding courage, as to check cowanlice, by rigorous ininish-* 
ment. Caittain Torriano also made a present of tobacco to each 
EurojMJati and se|K)j^iii garrison; as lliat hixury, or rather nccea- 
sary arilcie to the natives, could not tiicn be purchased for 
money. 

On the 15lh the enemy were remarkably (|uiei, and the garri¬ 
son taking mlvaniage of the cessation, ptishcd on the worics with 
all possible exjiedition. A grena<lier company was now selected 
from the sepoy corps, to be ready on alt occasions; uiul the coni' 
maud given to licuienaui Reynolds, an lUite gallant officer. The 
fort continued for several days little disttirlied liy the enemy's hre. 

On the J9lli a general indignalton was e?ccite<] by a most cruel act 
committed in their camp on three men, inliabitants of the neigh' 
bouring country, who liad been fornuwly useful in the fort: and 
having unhappily fallen into-the enemy’s power, were sent to the ♦ 

commanding officer with their Jiands cut off. 

Many rockets had been thrown into ffie fort, with little effect, 
until one worked itself into the wall of a powder magazine. Tins 
bfnng observed by an £urf>prari of the artillery, (le ran instantly 
and plucked it out, at the risk of bis life, by wliidi he saved 
the tnagazintt, and escupud with only a slight huraon Ins hand : 

Ids presence of mind and gallant cnteiprisc were liberally te- 
warded. 

Nothing pariiculnr happened ftom that time until the ffral of 
July, witen the enemy reconiinenc«?d ai well-directed dre agatust 
the breach, and defences of the large tower. 'J'he fonner was en¬ 
larged, two ^nbmzures in the tatter laid open, and an cightcen-

pouttdw in one of Uie enjbmzures disfihted. ben ibe cjieiiij 
cea«Ht Bring, itieiei>tiir of tbc&c clamage* cmplajfcd ibc whole 
garrison. The exertions of officers and men, under conceabnciit of 
ibe night, were such, that ooiwilbalnndbg a liot cannonade, they 
had before moirtung not only rendered ibe ruined defCDCes respect¬ 
able, but added slrenglU lo lUe retrenchments. 

The enemy rccoinmciicetl ibcir fire early the next morning, 
cluefl/ against the ncwly-rcpaircd breach. It was more briskly 
Tt^med, accompanied by several shells. VVe lost a scrjeanl of 
artillery, killed, and some sciJoys wounded. They coatinned their 
(lie again the w’holc afternoon, and damaged two of our twelve- 
pounder^ III the act of laying one of them captain Tomano was 

wounded. # 

A disease generally called " Mor(^-c;ueJi" ai this ttrae raged 
with great violence among the native iiiUabitanls; aiid carried off 
such numbers, lliai the commanding officer humanely ordered all 
who were auacked with it to be placed under the care of the hos¬ 
pital surgeons. The weather eonUnumg extremely boisterous, 
uecomp^d by almost incessant rain, be gave all the Europeans 
in garrison a portion of English broad-clotli sufficient fOTasnit 
u{ cloiliPS. The same evening an old woman was detected in the 
characmr of a spy: mi esajiiinalioo ^c confessed hex mission; 
said she bad been alicady two days ih the fort, and was to liave 
paid a Iiingcr visit, to fulfil certain instructions, and make in- 
qnines, by order of Lotopb Ally; purdculaTly whetlmr the com- 
maiuling officer had survived the wound it was reported he had 
received in the breach two days before. The old woman was in¬ 
troduced at head quarters, and was moreover desired to request 
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Lutopli Alljr* sLciuid lie on any iuLiire nccasiuo send tcmale 
emissaries lo dio fwU they might, possess mom yonth and beauty t 
that they should bo nrcti re^eivedf and returned to his camp irith 
as much safety ^ the antiquated duenna who was tlten comtucted 
out of the garrison. * 

Desertion among the native tro(tps» especially in the Malawar 
corpsi was now very common, sixteen of tiieir recruits went off in 
a body: and a few nights aJhrrwards one of llmtn was detected in 
deserting from his post as seatioeL 'Ihe commanding officer, de* 
termined to prevent an. evil wlucli might otherwise eveniually cn* 
danger the toss of the fort, ordered all Uic ti'oops who were off duty 
under arms; and with tjie dead march Ijcating, the deserter was 
conducted in front to a spot near the attacked face of tlie works, 
and blown liom the mouth of an eightecD>pounder. 

The day toUowiag die fori sustained a heavy and skilful fire 
from the enemy's grand battery, which did great execution. Tltree 
of our guns were considerably damaged, and several of tlie garri¬ 
son wounded. Siuce tlie commencement of the siege a few non¬ 
commissioned officers and Europeans have been killed and wounded, 
besides several of the Bombay sepoys and native troops entertained 
at Onore. 

The enemy's fire was now kept up briskly for several days, de¬ 
stroying the defences of llie large tower i many of the garrison wi^re 
killed and wounded. The disease before mentioned was very de¬ 
structive, and great clcsertionB pre^’oilcd among the Onore recruits. 
On the 19 th of July, an inteUigetil native, employed as a spy, re¬ 
turned from the enemy's camp, with infonnation that our last fire 
had disabled three of their best guns, ami killed and woundctl 
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ftcvtral people: among tUcm a sirtlar of consequence* the cliiet 
condnetor of thdr works- He also stiid they were digging across 
the p!iiiii,'iii the reiir of ihe mosl distant work* mtciidcti as he siijs* 
posed lor a mine. 

It is\mneccsRarj furtlier to detail ltie events of tlic siege- Tlic 
oneni>’ ocea-iionallj kqil up a brisk fire, especially from tlielr en- 
niatlin*' bauerits, by which we lost several of ourstoall garrisoiii and 
more by desertions among Uic Onore sepoy*. Early on the S4th 
of August Ute enemy setU n Sag of truce^ with a packet cotilaimng 
lUc terms of a cessation of arms concluded on the Sd of that 
moDtli between Tipj)0(> Sutmuu tmtl the commander in chief of 
the British forces at Matigulore-j in which were inserted die fol¬ 
lowing articles respeejit^ the garrison of Onore. 

A guard shall be placed in llic fort from ibe aultaun's troops, 
’and one in tli® trenches Irom the fort, lo observe that no opcmtious 
arc carried 011 , nor auy works creeled on eitliCT side. 

A baaar* or iniirhet* shall be daily supplied to the fort, contain¬ 
ing all kinds of provisions, wJilch the troops lielonging to the gar- 
risot^shall be allowed to purchaSe.*^ ' 

• Thirty days provisiou may be received inoathly from Bombay, 
but no miliiarv stores or aminuniliou will be allowed to enter the 
fort. 

* c 

During the siege a guard had been placed by Lutupb Ally at 
the ciitronce of tlie river and die north point of the bar. This was 
immccliately objected to, as a violation of the articles, and CapUun 
Torriano iusisted on its being removed. Lutoph Ally pleaded 
ignorance, and the guard was recalled. Soon alierwards a aitnilar 
party vas discovered on the south pdiat, wlilcli after much alterca- 
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tiQD he also agreed to remove, but evadiug Im iirototse, he only 
diminbhed the numijer. 'J'his early [>criifly tiigfily Incensed and 
embarmisaed the commanding olHcer: to submii to it ii'a» loo 
painful a iiufitilmilQii; lo counteraci it mighi he attended tvith 
serious consequences. He theretore resolved to take the sVnse of 
tlie commander in cliicf wlihouc delay. 

Jebaii Kliauti, second in comtnand of the sultaiin's troops 
before Onore* was said at tliis lime to be at 0]>cn variance with 
Lutoph Ally; and as tie bore the character of a brave soldier, and 
professed the greatest resp^t for the gallantry of the Britisli 
troops, Captain Tofinano was'of opinion a private correspondence 
ivilii this olBcer might lend to the ad van i age of tlic service, and 
prove a source of stidi iiiformaLiun as miglif -finable idm In guard 
against the machinations of the cnciiij'; nor were liis cspectatioiis 
disappointed. Through this chuiincl lie received frequent infomia- 
tion of what passed in the enemyV camp, the suue of alfairs at 
Manguloi'c, and Uiu most suTeniii assurances that should any thing 
happen likely loafteci Lliesuhsisling lnicc,suclt limely notice should 
be given as might fmslrate ihom'i^illaiiious stmtagems, to w^ich 
Jeliah Kbauii hiniself observed the Moguls were bo much addicted. 

In conserpicncc of the cessation of anus, Uic conun issary^s men 
weipe Bcni into the cotintryjo procure cattle Ibr llie giirristiii. In a 
few days they returned with the unpleasant intcdigiriicc that none 
could be obtained. This disappohilmeiU, and no supply of gmln 
having been Aimishcd cdiher for men or horses, notwiUis tan ding 
the most pressing soUcilallonB, provoked a atrongcr rcnionslruncc 
to Lutoph Aliy than had htlherto l>ccn made, ngatiist such gross 
evasions of the treaty. This remonstrance being eijimny unsuc- 
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ccsst’ul. Captain Torriano coiTiiiiiniicatcd once to on* to live conn- 
tu an ding officer at Mangulorc llie painful predicament m which 
he vvaa placed, and tlic little reason lie had to expect belter treat¬ 
ment^ unless the Kultaun senl him decisive ordm: at the same 
lime hinting a suspicion, that the trcaLmeut he experienced was 
sanctioned by Tip|>oo Sultaun himscir. 

At length the stock of catde being nearly consinned, nnd the 
patience of the garjiaon almost exliausted, the commanding officer 
comninnicated to Lutoph Ally his suspicion that the letters con« 
fided to him had never been sent to Afangulore, and con«ct[uen(1y 
being deprived of all hope of redress from his commander in cliief, 
lie must seek it himself. If in so doing be should adopt measures 
incompatible with the existing treaty, and lliose measum should 
lead to a renewal of hostilities, the blame must fall upon Lutoph 
Ally hiinseiri the English hadi m all respect#, retigi<msly kept 
their faith, white Itc htwl uniformly sported with hk master’s ho¬ 
nour; and, ill defiance of a sacred treaty, aimed to efifect by per¬ 
fidy, what by (tireefr and open hostility he had been unable to ac¬ 
complish. lie was ihcrcfgre informed his promises were like iLc 
wind, of which British officers would not lie tlie sport; uu the 
contrurv every nerve should lie strained to frustrale it is dtaigns; 
but as it was the character of the English to deal openly and*ho* 
nourahly, ho forewartied him of ihe consequeuce. In the first 
place, as tlie commandant was detcrniiucd the men who had bled 
in defence of the fortTcss, should not lju starved out of it, he re¬ 
solved so soon us his stock of cattle wo# expended, to send a de- 
lacliinwnl in search of a supply, wldch should be paul for; but if 
such detachment should be molested by Lutoph Ally's troops, 
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thej would repel force b_v force, lliat liaving writieii to Bom¬ 
bay and Goa lor retreahmeubif iH>aU-which brought them> 
should, ou tlieir arrival be ijcrmilted to come into ilic river and 
land their cargo; if they were fired at by ilic party on ilic 
south aide of I be bar, ihe guns of the fort should rctuvu the fire. 
In the present uncenaiuty respecting letters mlrustcd to the sot- 
taun's halcarrahs, they should no bngpr be seal by theui, but 
some other mode of c^juveyanec adopted* On these resoluiions 
being comniuaicatcd, a parly of British troops vrus posted on the 
north poiiit, to assert the command of the river, on which ihe cessa- 
tiou was loiinded. 

Ill consequence of tlib detern)inatiion« (and while waiting for 
laitoph Ally's reply) the daring spy before employed was dis- 
palclicd will! inforiualioii to llic cominaudmg officer of ihc Briiiah 
forces, and was promised that on returning witli an answer, lie 
should himself nnme Ilia reward for t he service performed. 11 may 
not be irrelevant to observe, that alihougli this man hod to pass 
through the enemy’s camps before Guorc jliid Muiigulore, he 
eflfected the puqKJSC required byeuiertng lliroiigli a hole in the 
wall of the latter fortress, whci; siriclljTldockaded by Tippoo^Sul- 
taun. The roessciiger relumed wltli Colonel Caiupbdl's answer, 
and being then clesired to uike whatever Hum he Umtighl proper, 
from a bag of veneuans (or gold ducats) phwjcd before him, he not 
only declined tills mode of rettiuiieratioii, but submiiicd u entirely 
to the generosity of the commaiidaiut and further re<|uoRU'd Im 
would become bis banker, declaring he would coritiime to serve 
liim faithfidly, and would never receive any reconifieucc for his 
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services until be migbi conceive he was suspected by tlic enemy, 

when be should avail bimselF of Uic fruil of bis bbotifs to jnch an 

♦ 

cxteiU in lib opinion he could carry otF free from moles tub on* 
This trusty messenger was a squalid meagre figure, without the 
sniallest appearance of cmcrpriite, but [lossessiug great acuteness 
and firmness of character. It may be satisfactory to know, iltat 
bus man conlinued fiiilhfalJy attached to the Brilisb iriltTcsl, and 
rendered many Irajwriani services to the garrison of Onorc for 
some lime longer. Tlie period at lengllt arrived w'hrn he called 
upon the commaiiilant, and inronning iiiiu that lie had reason to 
conclude hunsclf suspected by the eni'^iy of holding an intercourse 
with Uic fort, be must comuk hb safety by a piedpiiaic and secret 
filght, Tu this no objection could fairly lie uiude. The garrison hud 
c^ntUlly benefited in many instances by his firmness and fidelity, 
and he was entitled to trace out Ws own line of conduct whenever it 
seemed most advisable. On parting. Captain Toniniio was not 
wilhoui anxiety for his safely: he told him the jfate of Onore could 
not lung remnm undecidetl; that should he survive unlit that pe¬ 
riod, it was his rcsolntiuji to reward hb services still furihcr^ by 
sett ling on him u iienslou, pi^ovid cd he could contrive to join Him 
in any of the Company's districts. Me was then desired to reinu- 
nri'ute himself to the fullest extent of his wishes, arid amjile means 
set lieforc him fur the pur(K»se. lie was however satisfied with 
little: suying, Uial in the event of his being seized, and much 
money tliscovercd upon him, the very circumstance would prove 
hil tiestrmJtiou. He then took his leave, and passed the English 
jmsts ; bill whcllicr he succmietl in eiTcctiug his escape into the 
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init'nV part of the cbuntrj.’, or was taken ia the atieuipc, and put 
to deaibf lias never been known, no tidings liaving ever lx:cii beard 
of him since that period. 

Manj anecdotes of attached and faithful Indians similar to 
this lecniifled i» Mr. Cniso's journal might be adduced. 'fJie con¬ 
trivance of the native hafearrahs and spies to conceal a lelierafe 
cxttemelj clever, and the measures they fjt^iuentljr adopt to elude 
the vigilance of an enemy are ecjually extmordhiary. Many in¬ 
stances have ocentted of their sufftertng severe torture and a cruel 
death ratlicr than betray their irust. War,’^akliough Tcptcto ^ih 
misery, is certainly the incaiis of calling forth some of the noblest 
virtues and finest trails in liic biuitan chameter, from the cominaii- 
der m cliief to the soldier in llir ranks. The events of a campaign, 
a bailie, or a siege, furnish occoaions for all^ut alas, by wffii 
dreudful scenes are U»ey cbntrasled! Tmly sing^ a venertible 
e present eventful period of Eui o|>e- 
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In Lbi^ ix'prescrttaiiiijn nmdc ta Lufopli AUyt before' 

meniiofifd, by Uie commandant of Onorc, he declan-d it itiis hta 
earnest wish to pres^'rve fneddsliip wlOi tlic garrison, and rts 
quested a suspension of hostile measures unlll the arrival of lettcn^ 
■iroin liic sultauu, which lie was assured would lermioale lUc e\isl- 
ing difficulty. Another totter was immediately sent from Captain 
Torriaiio enforcing the former cohdiiiouR, and stating to Ludoph 
Ally tlial liis adUereopo to the treaty wfitdd best prove ihc friend¬ 
ship he professed: his conduct, not his language, was the subject 
of complaint; while the ronimr cotUitmed mimfornicd. no credit 
would be given to the latter. The emfty PcrsUin, ^rceiviug there 
was no medium lietwccn a breach and compliance*, |irudcolJy re¬ 
solved on dm latter. He sent in a polite explanatory message, 
wceorapanied by a supply of ten aheep, of which the commandimt 
immediately expressed a proper sense; Ihc sheep were .paid for: 
V.nd a seasonable supply of other refreshments were received into 

the garrison, 

When the English captured Onore fort, them were two large 
vessels oil the stocks, belonging to Hydcr Ally. Tliese stood in 
the ccnliii of die outworks. A message was now sent ttom Lu- 
doph Ally, founded on n falsehood, that as Tippoo SuUatiti, in 
consequence of the treaty of peace concluded Ijeiwecn hini and 
die F'ng lisli, would in n few days send an order for his troop® to 
take prasesaionofilie fort, be requested to be i>crmilted inmiedi- 
ivlcly to take charge of dm two aUipSi nod build a shed in the fort, 
for the preservaiidti of llie suJtauu’s arras and militafv stores which 
had fallen uiio our Jmuds, and would now be returned agm*ably 
to die late treaty. Lutoph ^Vlly received for aosivet, that as he hud 
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informed ilic eominandant the sliips And arms, logetlier witli ihe 
fort iuielft wore so shortly to be delivered up to the &utlaan$ 
troopA, Uie compliance with his request was loo trifling on the eve 
of such an imiwrtant event; and that in the interim alt possible 
care should be taken of die ariicha in question. 

On the 2 7 ill of Seplcmlicr, a Iwal was obaeired irbm the raTn- 
jiaris to approach Onorc bar, on wliieli two othcis bctonging to tlm 
sultaim weiti sent to meet her. On coming alougsidei a genllemnii 
went from the boat newly arrived into one of them, and on land¬ 
ing at the balleries wm coiidnctcil to Lutopli Ally. The gamson 
ofOnore having faeeii long cut otf from all commiiiiicatiou wjili 
their countrymen, their anxiety 11133 ' he easily conceived. In this 
state of agilaiion. Captain Torriano seal Ids jUilnnquiu to the sul- 
taun’s grand battery, for the accouititodaiioii of the stranger, whicli 
soon aftci^ returned with Mr. Cruso, who hail b(^Gn apfioinicd 
head surgeon of the hospital at Onore, and brought Ictlei^ from 
Brigadier General commander in chief at Mmigutore, 

and Lieutemuil Colonel Campbell, lately commandant of iliai 
garrisDR. These letters informed Captain Torriano of' General 
M*Lcod'a nirival at Afangidorc on die 30lh of Augual; and oon- 
hrmctl his suspicions respecting his^ correspondence with Colonel 
Campbell, who had never received ono letter intruslcd to the care 
of Liitopb Ally. 

The Jotters from General M‘I«od and Colonel CantfdKdl bear¬ 
ing sudi lionomable testimony to the conduct of Captain Torrkno 
and hb brave comrades, must not be entirely ofniitcd. 'I'hc g^tv 
i-al wrote tlius:—I give yon and 3 'oni‘ brave Ulllc garri^n much 
joy and praise for the gaUaul dcfcnct? of Onore; I beg you to 
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publish ill yau^owlcf* my lieatiy approlmioii and thftwkfe lo ytmr- 
solf.nnd itH ihSeiii- Every thing , here ^eats the iippc«ranee <rf 
peaces the sultmm aeems arutiou* for tl: and I Imve every reason 
10 tfuppose that w<? simll agme to an equal one ivttli liim. Be, 
however, careful mid i igilanl. I go to Serliigapatirm with the *t«l- 
laou, ^lio IB to give me up all the English prisoners as a prclimU 
nary, and has uheudy released the officeta taken at the Oetagq^

On the 15th of Octolier a sulxthdur IVoni llie encmj^B caiiip

Messaubar, die subiilidaf 
Ibnncrly ein|thtycd in iicgociation& wiili LuUiph Ally, was accord-- 
ingly dis|Kitehed to hcu<l-quurLei^* A Her die com man d ant's cor^ 
grulnlatory coinphiiiciits^ Mirzii was iiifoniied, thut priea utning 
Irom his coididcuce whh die sultuuu he was iiitrmted widi mure 
discrctiuimry powem llmti Ids predecessor, so the generous. I'ecltng 
of H gallant soldier (wlttch was his gcficral clmractcri could not fall 
Lci Insure u proper use of them. Hence he tnisteiJ limi dn.- ireaty 
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a ccsaatifMi of arms iroukU iu future, be a^ closely adhered to 
as rt had hiUierto been scantiabufly neglected. 

Aliran. in return, professed the higiiL-t rc*lieci for an officer 
auil garrison who had so bravely malnUuued their post,* lauienied 
Uie little iutercourae which had hitlicrio passed but ween iheiu and 
lire BuUaiin's camp, smd lumped a sincere friendship would thence- 
fortli lake place, instead of the dUtmsl uiid dUllWicc which had 
liithcno subsisted. Mim admilled the proprieiy of Uic cominaiid- 
aiit’s TepTOsenUitions, promiaeil the minulcst attentiou to th^ 
treaty, and expressed his r^tiUat a |)eisonal interview had not 
licen desired- After many other ootnpUtiit'iils and pfotaiscs, Mirssa 
decUned iieribrming auy of llie latter until he should receive CapU 
Tomano's answer to a rtKiuest firom Tippoo Sollouti himself, sent 
by his own vackecl (or ambassador) who hccomi«nikd the subalidac 
on his return to the fort. This suspension of his dvililius to the 
gai^ejo. Mim was pleased to wiy, arose, not from any doubt ol 
an immediate comphunee with tlic sultauiis request, but from 
andcly to acquaint bis sorordjgn with its'success, before he entered 
on other busiitcss. 

This request proved Lb be a repetition of that fonncriy made 
by Lutojih Ally, respccUng ilm two &hijta upon the stocks, with 
this diHercitcc, lliai whereas that officer had only desired to lake 
charge of them, Miraa siipulaied for four humlretl workmen being 
immediately employed in repairing the injuries they had sustained 
during two sieges, and from the inchimcncy of the monsoon; at 
the same time intimating iliat much might dei»etid upon a ready 
comprmnee- Au immeiliaie nnswer benig requcsterl, the VHC* 
keel was instantly reiumcd widt the Allowing:-That the bultaim's 
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eilraordmary neciucat coutil noL be ccimpUed bat aa one of 

his declared vkus was to sbdier the ships from the wcatlier, it 
was eiigageflf if pro|K:r inalcriith were sent in, they should be 
applied to tliat purpose; and aa tliis refusal did not aAect the 
treaty, irl^jch no where resto^e^l the niarine-^^arfl to the sultann. 
Captain Torriano deemed it in full force* and insisted that the 
article for supplying eatile should be immediately eompJicd with. 

8 hortJy allerW^ds another messenger airi red! from Miresp to 
express hts stirprise at the little attention paid to the so liana's re- 
tjuesi; and as he must sup|X}sc there liaH Ix'eu some mis take in 
Its delivery’* he sent another person to state it mort^ elenrly* when 
he was assured of peceVvitig a clifFerent reply: pardcularly if well 
understood t^at Mirzn’s complying with the treaty must depend in 
a great measure on granting as a tiivour what had been mnde the 
express conddlon of acceding to Ub demands. 

Captain Torriano, justly incensed, dcsiftal the second embsmy 
to accjuamt his master, that coDcotving the request to have been 
first maile in obedience to the sultuiin's coinmands, wliile his own 
mind reprobated his conduct, he liad preserved great mndcration 
m hia answer, whidi he flattered himself would have been ascribed 
to.its true source, n personal dellciiey to Mirzii. Uut since a rep^ 
lition of the demand Imd made, he deemed it an insolent 
puerility* so'littlc beeditiing tltc chameter of Mirza, that lie hoped 
he did not err tn imputing it to the shortsighted policy and chi¬ 
canery of the hrahinins by whom he was surrounded. That the 
proper time Ibr restoring the ships would be, when the suUaun's 
troops were able to take Ute outworks in which they stood [ until 
that event, the camninndnnt was delermined, not only to keep 


possession of llie vcftsd®. biiU if wood for futl wns not iinmeiliaidjr 
supplied for ttic garrison, the ships- wortld be broken up for dial 
purpose. I'iiis ftflStt'er was jusi. dclivored, when a boat piuceedini^ 
from Onore fort to Fortified Idand was pmvtmtcd going ant of Uio 
river* To the spirited reinonslnince on tiits frealt iitsulL Mirxn re- 
plicd« linn as no inisiGty had lx?en GXjwesiH'id U> cuntimtc on a 
friciidlv footing with him, no favours were to l>e cxfKJClcd* 

As yet tiicre had l»ccn only a war of words, affairs soemeO now* 
ripCfUng lo aellon: and few situation a were mom niipU^satil Uiun 
lliJit to which lluf garrison was now retlnred. 'I’tie coiiiiriaiidnnl 
sd^d the op|Mirtiinily atforded by the detention of the bout, to 
infonu IMiriSiu ihul llnding him resolved on a recamiiieneeiiienl of 
Imslilities, he stjoidd regulate bitnself accordingly. ftiUle were 
not sent in the nett day, he w'Oiild reenlt the RtiglisU guard fiom 
the sttllauh^s trenches, and order his men out «f live fort—if the 
bouts going from Onore lo Forlifittd Island iriel with Hny furtiicr 
impeiltmeiii, the English gailiol (an nrint-d vessel) should Ije sta¬ 
tioned at the enlniiice of the river, lo ward off uny insuli, and pro- 
vedl the passage of all boats bdonging to -tlic snitaiiii. And that 
although he wiabed not to be the aggressor, lie would certainly 
defend him^lf if uUacked, having every i[niig to hope from the 
hrai^ery and attachineul of his garrison; which; although eonsider- 
ably weakened by death aiitl the deserliou of the Malwur pol- 
trotitis, wmj fully sufficient to resent insult; uml, wearied by the 
mean and paltn' impositions daily pmet^'d by no iusidious cnc- 
niy* was impatient for ati opijortunity of becoiutng tlicir own 
avengers, 

Tim line of couJnci produced the same etfect on Mtrza ns it 
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liad previously done oo I/utoplv Aily^ He ileclarcd Llie severity ol 
thesultiurn had made him flo strentmus re5|iecli(ig ilie ships; but 
as the adopliou of violent measures was far fram his Inicnliou, lie 
trusu:d there niighi be an immediate accommodation* Having 
obtained this point, affairs went on smwjthly imUl the 2ffth of Oc- 
lolter, when Ca(>tai{| 'rorriano received a letter frian Colonel 
Campl>eJI, daiixl the 13lh, at Manguione, infonmng him of a sur¬ 
prise inicnded on Ilfs fortress, and advising Uim to Iwon Ids guard. 
This letter was brought by the faithful af>y fonnerly rnentroned. 
In consequence every operation that could Ijc conducted with se¬ 
crecy, vtaa immediately commenced. Frazes, chevaux de friste, 
and fascines, were pivpartxl, trees brought inif> the fort, and tlie 
approach to the covert-way rendered diHioult by irous de loups. 
Organs of various sizes made from the damaged arms, (and so 
formed that forty or firty barrels be discharged at one time) to place 
round the Ibrt and covert-a-ay, and every precaution taken to meet 
the exigency, 

llje following day one of the Company’s cruizere, with Generul 
M‘I,eod on board, anchored off tlic port; tlie general sent a letter 
and some provisions to the eonimandanl, who knowing his answer 
would l)c safely received, informed the general that he was guarded 
ugaiost the arU as well as anns of the enemy, that eveiy exertion 
would be made by hia small garrison, and trusting in him for relief, 
Uicy woultl not disgrace the British arms* 

About tliis lime Alirza having a diseased leg. requested a visit 
from ihesurgeoit# Mr. Cruso accordingly rejioired to head-qnnr- 
tors, and finding Mirza’s case required altentiou, paid him freqiieni 
ykiisj eaiablishing, on Im profe^ional abilities, a connection 
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UighU useful 111 ilic? EnglisW gafrisim. AI tl»e iwcTVicw Mr- 
Cniso discovered Mir/a lo be ilic?.ame officer wlio communded m 
ilie atillann^s irencUcs bclbrc Mueguiore, when llic Hnlisli guard 
entered ibcm. agreeably to ll.e artiek's orci?^ion: and il said 
lus bigtiness bad been so greatly incens'd al sbtne eivtliiies Iw bad 
sbewn our troops, dial be removed lliii) tritb » severe reprimand. 
*rhw in some tui'ftsure accounted tbr Ids late conduct at Otiore. 
On all Mr. Cmso's visits ilir^ professed ibe Itigliest respect for 
llH' liirilbdi character, uml a parlialiiy for ibeir ciiHloms, itiamtem. 
nnd even producing a |iair of silver buckles made tn the 

sukftuifs camp,'after an English pattern, and wkliing to procure 
%me uud a pair of bools from Euro)ie. At the next vhiit 
Mr. Cruito carried biin ibc best aujiply of those articiei procumble 
in ibc gnrnson. 

Gaming having arrived nl an alarming pitch in Hie garrison, the 
coiomaiuling offiecr published an order, purporling that as iliat alw- 
uiinaldc vice prevailed lo w greuia degree among ihe non-commis- 
stoned itfficere aud privates, lUeffril imm fumul guilly should itc 
punished tviili ibcgreaicslsevcrity: and llwt any man wtm U^t his 
luoiioy by ibb lireacli «f the ariides of war, should not be obliged lo 
l>ay It. At Ibis lime bitdligenee wa* received lhai Captain Mathews, 
bwlber of Gcnej-al Mathews, and LienienaiU Wheldmi. having 
Iwen sbipwrcelftd on the coast Irclonging lo the TOnnee{or queen 
urCniinanorc) sent by her UiTipitoo Sullaua, when ibe in- 
liuman lymnUnith that wanion cnieJiy wliieb mafked his charac¬ 
ter. doomed iticm both to a most ignominioiis deoth. 

The comiimuding officer observing the flaily desertions from 
the difft reni sepoy corps, issueti a gcm^ral order, in wUrch he of- 
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fered a fUsclinrge to any native iwIUiet', wtiu, fiotii tiiislul^u ideas of 
Uic cnemy's prowess, slioutd bcm i>use os to r^luesC it; pnanisiiig 
. ut itie tiami' time to any noii'^'oiiiiiiIssiuTicd tiflicer or private a 
bantlaoiiie ftward who dcU'CUal ji coward tleserUng his colours; 
the commundant being deicmiined lo punish such an act by every 
degree of severttvr uud in die iiios) igiiuniimous manner. It being 
susp^ted the sullaun'a people were empUiycd in seducing the 
sepoys from their allegiaiice, and encouraging tliem lo cuter into 
the eneniv's service, Mr. Cruao represented these suspicioiw lo 
Aliraa, adding, llint even if ihoy were iinjiisUilic deserters iiiuat 
cither lie eiiteriaiittd by him, or suffered to pn^ through Ins 
can)[i; therefore if he did not in future return them, the coin- 
mauding oflicer, for his own preservation, must put a stop to alt 
comuiunicaiioii between the Ion and the siiltauu's trenches. To 
this Minsa stileiiiiity declared lie Iiad hitnself taken no measures to 
induce the Britiali troops to desert, not: did he know ofsneh practice 
ill otliers. Qe contessed ihui a few' deserters bad been brought beltirc 
him, who so far from licing fit persons to eiiU^taiii as soldiers, were 
mts^nibie apeclAcles, famished with huii^, and siukiiig under 
disease* They laid tlicir little all at bis feet^ and declared they 
only fled for llie [iresen'aiton of life, winch they implored Ins leave 
to seek in a more healthy nttiivsphen;. To these wretchctl beings 
ho had granted a passage through his camp; but tbut in future 
these, and deserters of every description, shohld be restored; and 
hb officers prolubiicd, by ilie strictest orders, from buffering the 
smallest iulerctlurw between the sullaun's troops uiuJ the garrison 
of On ore. 

Desertions and death at length beentne so freqitent, dial it ap- 
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iiccesaarv lo relate tticm s little litOK: pafUCUlartyt 10 forttl si 
judgtiit'Dl oflhc state ot' llie K;irriftOD, mul llie anxiety llic Com- 
uiiiudttiH oflicer. On llic UlU of January three velcmn sepoyHt 
tivo reenuts, six artificers, with many udiabHaiita ttcseried, uud six. 
sepoys died. On llie fcdlowriie day nearly aa ninny imine Aillovred 
their «x»unpie, A M;daw<ar neeruit Ixnijg taken m the act, was 
coiidetiiiied to death, and a prijclanintinn issued ilirougii the corps, 
ihai tftio mote deserieti tiieir comrade slimiUi Ik? ptirtloncil: but 
the sejiteuce vi'onld most ccrlaiiily he execalcd cm the first desci^ 
tion. Tilts compasaioiiale itilention was frustrated the very niglil 
the gibbet wtis erccled, liy the escai»r of two UiTce of tile 

Onorc corps, and another Mai war, who cniried oft the ietilry with 
them. The strong lit» of caste and constinguiniiy were thus dis¬ 
solved by general misery, ami all social tousiclernwom gave way 
to seU-preservation. IJbctive was now so prevalent, lliQl hardiy 
one man in the fort Temained itiHiiiaUrd; dglil or lea died dniljr, 
mill 90 soon became offcosive, ihitl a number of gravea were cou^ 
stantJy kepi in rcadmess: but live dogs, savage with iiunger, gene, 
rally loro up the dead botlks at niglil, and simwcd tlie oulw/vfks 
with llicjr mangled remains. 

Two days afterwards a ji'inauldardosertctl wilii two rcgulara from 
vlie sq>oy cor|», followed by fomr oliiciTs and three privates of the 
Malware. The faur of Uteir comrade, confm^ under sentence of 
e.\eculion, had been bitSierto suspended ft-om inplives of clemency. 
Stern necessity now diciated ibc severe cxtuuple. In such n try¬ 
ing sihiaiion, iliat discipline, ^vbose pcrfecibn Ik^ iHimdly disiaiJt 
from wanton cruelly, and mom desyucUvu compassion, compelled 
the unfortunate wimeh to be hanged in from of the Mai war bat- 
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lery, attended by a jenmiiiilai% party fram eacb sf*|i9y corps. 
Notivithstnnding his igiioiiiiiilous cxitt another desertion fbHowed 
tlie same evenings 

One of 'I’ippoo Ktiltauii's battalions employed ngaitist Oiioro 
waa commanded by Rumcbuiidef, who luuJ Ibnnerly lieen an 
cer In die Coinpaiiy's sen'ice. Captain Toniano had l'rc(|itctil1y 
received prt^enls ori'niitaad ve^iabtes. with oilier Jclnd ;iilcniinm^ 
from this subahdur, and an officer numed Jeliun Caun; whidi,. 
akhougli trifling in themse)v«, were very refreshing, aAd donbJy 
acceptable from being the result of graliliide^ They prove thm 
benevolent actions even to an enemy seldom go unre\rard<d ; foi' 
dehan Caun and BHincliuiider l^>th acknowleilged their friendship 
arose from a just sense of the tender treaime at shewn the sultiLiiii'a 
subjects on the defeat of Kudiik Caun at TcUidierry, and at the 
capture of Onore. The commandant receiving hitelligcnce that 
Rauichuodcr would that night pass Onore in his way to Aucola, 
sent a trusty mmenger to reqneal a conference; this was not 
deemed pnicleni by Ranichuiider; but by liie same mcsstaiger he 
ret'upicd A friendly farewefU with nnich cauliunaTy advice; inifinat' 
ing I bat the native officers who had deserted the British colours, 
iiad given Alirsia full infornialion of the dlsfressed and nxluml 
slate of Uie garrison, and especially of those iiom^ when the works 
were most practicable. Although Ramchiinder did not absofiilely 
say treachery was intended, he proct^eded so 'f& aa to adviao^the 
strictest vigilance, particulariy at llic hours of three and six iu the 
morning. ^ 

At day-bre^ some ships appearing in llic offing, application 
w'as matte to Mima for {icrmission to send off a person, should they

luv to I Lliis tie pereiiiptoril/ rcitiscil i ailegin^ ll was posllivelj 
proUtbikJ by the sullauji; but lie promiseil lo aenii one of liis own 
people on bciartt» wi th an open letter from Cuplain Torriano, if he 
iJiought proper* lie accordingly ptepared two letier^, intettincd 
with time juice, anti sent Uictn to Mirza« The conlcjils> written 
with Ink were calciilatwl hy Uieir ainbigniiy to perplex Alirxa'iS 
Eiiro|)caii i nlerprciers., amt l>y exciting curiosity for the utiswer, 
might impel tiiem in t>c sent off in hofics of obtaining fnrtJjcr ialcj- 
ligciite. Tlie part wriuen wiUi lime-juice pointed out tlie ^^k)rease^( 
of the garrison, and rlie urgent necessity of relief. One letter was 
UrutU Captain Torriano to tlie commander ht chief, tlio other from 
Mr. Cruso to the ship's surgeon, "While anxiously watting the suc¬ 
cess of these epistles, the garrison ramparts had the niortiltcaticm 
to see the ships heiir away and steer to the southward* The let¬ 
ters, aficr being first copied, and sent by an express to the sul- 
taun, were relumed to the fort. 

On the Slat a Naique and nine se]>oys descried, followed hy 
several more wiililn a few days. One night (ive regular sepoys, 
six of ihe Oiiom corps, and six volunteers, went off witli their 
taniity cotinesions, amounting lo thirty personit. Their example 
was soon followed by a llavaldar, with some other officers and 
privates, one of whom was shot in ihe aitcnipt. So great wa^ the 
disircsis of ihe garrison, that the commanrlnnt rcsolvetl once more 
to adopt the plan of sending privaie huclligencc tlirougli an open 
iaterooursc with Mangiilore, by the snliaun's halcarrahs; the secret 
infonim'tiuu being interlined wiili lime-juice, lint all llnse scliemts 
were fruBtralcd by itie inlamous conduct of a British ensign, who 
oi! the 24 -th of January deserted his colours, w ent over to the cue- 
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my, anci comtnunicated to Mim^verv inlotligencq lie i-oulil cJesirc, 
Tins was tlic severest blow ycl euslainwl I 

ll bciug TeporieJ to llic noEiiiniiiKling officer, tliul a sepoy on 
llie preceding day bad been guilty of some mutinous expressions, 
he iiiiiiiediatf'ly rode li> tlie parade with pistols, ami assuring the 
wboli' corps be would no more appear williout llieiii* ibrcateiied 
vrilli Jiisiaiit dealii the very next uiau who should utter one word ot 
a similar tendency. 

Ou the second of February a confidcniiid messenger 

from Mirza, brought Captain 1'oiTiuiio the intelligence that Man- 
guJore had capimlaied loTippoo SuJtauti: at ihe aaiiic lime in- 
fi>r min g him be had received an order from his injislcr to summoti 
the fori oi' Ouore to sunender, accompanied by some oilier pa^ieis 
from hift highness, which Mirza wishing the commandaiil lo Ik- 
acquainted with, desired Mr* Criiao might immediately lie sent to 
hcad-cpiftrters for ibal purpose. On bis arrival he found one of 
the papers really conUilncd llic ariides of cnpilulalioii at Mangu- 
lore, and was shewn another, wriUeii in ihc Mahratta laiiguage, 
said to be the sultann s purwumiah ; ivliieh, at Mirzifs desire, Mr. 
Criist> carried to the fort. "^I'lie piinvminah I'ontained ibe liiltowing 
particulars : 

IVa«.darieM «/ the Punroniiah from Tijtpoo Sultatm, ticcompamfini^ 
the jirtieles of Capifuiation at Mrtfigulore, eiidosed io ft/a 0/fket 
hiirztit ill cominnnd of thefon-CA hrforc Onorc. 

» MANGi’tonE is surrendered t Ibe killidar apidied 
1.0 me, acquainting me he was desirons to give up the lorl, with 
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liberty lo retire. I objevveil in reply, that m Uie ireiily of |jeacc 
drew near lo a conclusion, and the getjaeoien emidoyed in the 
ncgociation were lionrly cxpecied, lie had better wait tbnr or 
Jke days, in whidt lime they would certainly arrive, lie irdVined 
nre Ire had so orten heitrd of ilieir emuing,and had so long expected! 
them, that lii* palience was exhausted; and ihurefore should he 
wait any longer he fiiighi possibly die In lire vain expectation, lie 
was llretefore detcnnined not to reinttln williin Ure walla an hour 
lon«er, ‘ You will Lhci'cfore/ says he, ‘ please to mke the tort, 
and mve me a receipt for it. and all such tlibga k it as were for¬ 
merly yoiif property/ I complied with Uib request, and granted 
him such an acknowledgnicnt. i\fter which he projwsed lo me 
some ceitatn articles, in nuniber twelve, soliciting my accession to 
ihcm i» a particular hiVemr. To these I agreed also { in coiise- 
ilUence tixe tort was delivered np, boats were iuniishcd, agreeably 
to the stipulation, and the gnirisoii wciil away. When Colonel 
Campbell embarked, he informed me that if I fwwarded a copy 
of the articles to the kiUidar of Onnre, he would capitulate on 
similar conditions. You will thererore submit wlmt £ now irana- 
init to you, to the killidar's consideraiion ; and if he U desirous to 
surrender, yon will offer him the same terras, and. provide for him 
accordingly. Should he in that case lie In want of provisioua for 
bis, people, you will supply hini properly/' 

Mir^ having seal many friulless requests to surrender the fort, 
Mr. Cruso went by appointment lo his durbar on the 4 th of Fe- 
bmary, wlien he apologi:!ed for ihc trouble he Jiad given him, 
assuring him Ire had Ikjcu induced lo send lliese racssa^ entirely 
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from friendsbip to CaptAin Toniano. and bh godd wishes for the 
garrison in general. 

Being unable to procure calUc from ibe neighiwuriiig couulrj, 
ondnofiT^h provision being supplied from Mirza,the commanding 
oiHccr'^iul gcnUemeti in tiie gunison caused the few bullocks they 
bad reserved for their own occasions to lie killed, and distributed 
ill equal proportions among tliemsclves and the private Europeans. 
Such of the garrison as ate flesh, had now lived for some lime 
upon salted huflalo and horse flesh, of which lljcre was constantly 
a dish at ilie commandant's table. Roasted rats were esteemed 
a dflimy : and, upon the report of a cavalry Imise being at the 
point of death, his throat was cut, and the flesh given to the Afa- 
lioinedaii sepoys and lascars, (native a^lillcrymcn) wlio flocked 
greedily to receive it. Notwithstanding^ tobacco had been pur¬ 
chased at an extravagant price by the commanding officer, and 
occasionally given to the European and native troops, several who 
bad cautiously savetl this necessary article, sold it to iJiose who 
had been less provident for its weight in silvl^. 

About this periiKi tlte fortress exhibited a dreadful scene; the 
hospitals overflowed with patients in every stage of the horrid 
disorder already mcniioned; such of tlie remaining inhabitants as 
could possibly be attended, were placed under care of die sur. 
gcons in their own hovels; nmny, from necessity, were left to mofb 
casual assistance at the village in the ouUworks. The bodies of 
the diseased were for the mosL part so distended by putrid air, as 
scarcely to leave a trace of the human frame; and it was with 
difficulty a feature could lie disiingutshed in die comitcimncc; 
while tlidr laborious breathing indicated every appeuraiice of 
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atrangulatioD. 't'iic ear could nowliere rtcapC tlic groans of the 
dying, nor ihe eye avoid these shocking specindfsj; bui why 
ahonld iangtmgc aLiempl to describe diatiess, which the conduct 
of the sufferers paints in more vivid colours? ^fhese poor 
wretches, fonnerly subjects of a sovereign whose soul never knew 

mercy, nor tcit for human woe when the victorious ffag of Brilain 
first waved on the raniparU of Onore, fled lo it as an asylom from 
the 5ullJiun*s oppressions, and received protection: yet now did 
these devoted beings, snatching a transient degree of strength 
from despair, crawl into tlie public rood, and waiting there until 
U,e commanding officer went his evening rounds, prostrated 
themselves at his feet, imploring permission to quit this dreadful 
scene, and, as a lighter evil, meet the vengeance of an incensed 
Lyrant Their prayer was granted, and the same principle of 
national honoor, which originally insured them proteciioa, was 
uow extended for ihetr safety. Proper persons were appoinled 
to sec them go out in Mnnll parties, after it was dark, hoping by 
this precaution, that such as were noL too much exhausted to reach 
the enemy's lines unperceived, might from their deplorable con¬ 
dition excite llic commiseration of the ceutinels at the out-() 09 t 3 , 
and ultimately reach the distant villages. 

ITic following momitig presented a dreadful spectacle. On 
the prcccrling evening eighty-eight of the inhabitants, tn*3i, 
women, and children, Imd been permitted to leave the fort; but were 
srv entirely exhausted, that their route to the sulfenn's trendies 
was traced by a lino of dead bodies, with die more aggravated spec¬ 
tacle of living infants sucking the breasts of iheir deud mothers. A 
venerable PoituguCKe priest, who hud for many ycura been vicar of 


ih^ Roman CatboSic cbarcb .at Onore, being ilaiigerously ill of 
dm same disteittjJcT, now liialred permission to leave tlm forU 
Captain TorriaiK^ immediaielj tteoommodateii him wiihliia palmi- 
quiti, wrote a suitable letter to Maw Mirza, ami gcul lum tiropert^ 
aiiendtti to the sauUaun's army; where, lo the Imuour of Miras, 
he was kindly n^cived and lreato <1 with gmat Immanity, uniii in 
a few days iJealb happily ndeased him from Ins sutfcTiiigs. 

On the 18 tb of February, ihti ukkkIv, or native commissary, 
who had bcea scut into the eneniy*s cauip, n^tttriied with a ooru- 
plimeiUary m(»»ftage to the connnanding oiliccr from the rajah of 
^SenciiiulleerRenlioning hia illness, and rciioesting Mr. Ciuso might 
visit him In camp. This Iliiidoo rayati was one of ihe tributary 
priuces depeudeot oa llppoo Sultauiii lie then cotmuanded a 
thoitsattd men in lliai army, and was much m the coubdcncc of 
Maw Mirza. On Mr- CruijO^s arrirul he foimd the rajah's indis- 
poaitiou very slight, and more a prclencc^to procure an interview, 
liian any real disorder, lie accordingly desired him to remon¬ 
strate in his name with captain I’orriano, on the foUy of not ac¬ 
cepting the terms of capiiuladou now oiTered, as the ganison tniiat 
from neoeasily tall in a very short time; and die sulUtutt, beiug 
minutely iofomeU of tlidr wretched situation, hud directed Mirza 
DO more to summon the tort to sairendcr, nor to iccoiiimeuce 
hosiiUucs; but when the English chose to evacuate it, to suffer 
them to do BO unmolested. Tlie lajah furUicr added, that tfjc 
commissioners expected from Madras to settle tlie terms oj'|}eaco 
hud not yet descended the ghauts; and the hostages, wearied bv' 
their irksome delay, had requested the sitltaunV leave to proceed 
to Telhcltc(T3', which would be granted in a few days. Mr, Cruso 
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tliaiiketl the rajah for his fwiidly com mini icaiioo; assuring him 
that be had been authmiscd by captain Torriauo, should such a 
t'^mx’eiiiaUon mkc place, to inform liim h?a aentiraents on that 
subject remained U»e same as expressed in hU answer to liie sul- 
imm's fttsl fiuiumoiw i nor would he surrender the fort while a 
man adhered to his coloun* unless by command of hU superioni. 

A few ilays afterwards a havaldar fioiu Uie sepoy guard posted 
hi the enemy's OuncUes reported to captain Tomano a rumour 
that the fort was to be stormed on die 32d, about four o’clock tn 
the morning. This inforniaUon was not U> be courcly slighted, 
especially as it was soon after confirmed by Jcbau Caun s Uol- 
carra, wltocanie with a similar message to that sent by the mjali ert 
Zcremullcc; and received Uie same answer. The breach in the 
foru being cleared and scarped, with a thick and formidable abbatU 
in Its ftonl, it was not supposed they would liave ilie temerity to 
attack il; especially as the nauve ireopa are not expert at general 
assaults; but in die reduced state of tlie garriaoo every prudent 
measure was to be adopted, and Uie commissary’s men, with their 
storm, were all ordered within the waifs. 

Bv the fort ndjutant's report, the w hole number of Eurepeam, 
sepop, and recruits »l this lime in the garrinoij, including black 
oflicert, and the sick and wounded in the hospital, amounted only 
to two hundred and fifteen. Many desertions had lately taken 
place among the native troops of every description; during the 
preceding night, altliough a septty was shot iu die attempt, five 
others deserted before Humming: one of lUcm. a Iravaldnr and 
orderly to an English officer, carried with him the gentlcnian's 
sword, silver plates, and oilier articlea. Every hour's experience 
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BOW created fresh donbls of tlws fidelity of the sepoys, nor did Umt 
of the native officers in general escape suspicion. A distrust tt hich 
at lenglti gave rise to a very ilis3grtH:al>fe ctrcom stance. 

On the 23d of Pchniary, in conaeii«encc of a lioraeman having 
imputed treachery to the snhahdar Missatil>er, the Buropeajm 
came at night to ilie commanding officer, alieging the hotseitian 
could prove tlie sUhalidar U> have frequently received letters Irom 
Mirtni. and can'ied on lib corresfiondence by ilte man wIki for¬ 
merly conveyed lettcTs from captaiu Tornano to colonel CJordott; 
adding that the auhahdiir was acc<^sary to the laic deserdonsj and 
pariioiiarly to ihoae of the preceding night: all tliis was firmly 
believed by the regulars, and under this drcumslujice llie db- 
tressed state of the garrison rendered it difficult on what measures 
lo resolve. If only a private and tlelicate investigauon took 
place, the compiahiants might aitiibuCe it to an iil-founded con¬ 
fidence, and lie apprehensive of fulling a aacrifitw. If, on the con¬ 
trary, a public hiqulry was adopted, they might lose the auach- 
ment of an officer, whose great exertions and general good clwac- 
ler hafl given him much weight in tltc garrison, and particular 
influence over the sejioys. Engineer Bluchford was also intumed, 
that iW sepoys of ihe sultnun's guard had just been witii ilte 
quarter-master seijcant, and informed him of a concerted plot for 
assassinating tlic officers and semng the fort: the attack was to 
commence at head-qnarters. 

A fresh ilifficuUy now arose, in consequence of two eepoys 
being ordered for execution in Uie evening. The Europ^is em¬ 
ployed to execute the last criminal, having been sligmalixed hy 
their companions as hangmen, were averse to a rei>etitioti of that 
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(IkagceciibltJ duty, and modestly represeirtcd their objecikon to the 
odmiuundiiig tifficcri wlio mfoiiiied itetu the duty lUitsii be done, 
tmd lie would be pre^i at Uie execudoii. lids mprewutaliou 
having been respectfully made, no notice wnjj tlica taken ol' iu ai tlm 
appointed hour imptaiu Torriano, tmcomptwicfl by tlin?e oilier 
iltiiuen at tended llm party. 'I'be place of oxocution ivas between 
the enemy's baUerie:* npd iho fort; while on Uieir way ihilhcr they 
were interrupted by the haUy aTrii*al of a person wVuj had been 
ciDpluyed to gain uiformatioD j after a private couvcrsaliuii with 
the captain he retired, and the party proceetied, WUUo the crimi¬ 
nals stood under the gallows wilU hulters about ilLcir n€ckf>, the 
quaner-tnasicr scrjcanl, hitherto distinguisbed for csemplaty ooii-> 
duct, with a coiuitenanee eiprestuve of every humane sensation, 
dropfied upon hla knees; and, In die name of all the Europeans 
supplicated for a pardon to the desert era. The coiumaudant tm- 
tnedinicly replied, that both himself und his bruvd coinrades inusl 
be sensible it was Ids iirsi wish to oblige them in evert" reasonable 
request, but in the present instance a paramount duty to his em¬ 
ployers, hmiself, and every man under his command, precluded nil 
possibility of compllancex This lie was assured they would readily 
credit, when al'^a prO],>er time they were informed of the reasons for 
this resolutioti. The execulidn wos then OEileied; hut on the 
appearance of some reluctance, captain Torriano took a pistol 
from Uie bolster, and threaten lag to shoot the first man who re¬ 
fused obedience, the criminals ^rerc launched into etemily. 

On leaving ihb distressing scene, cupluin Torriano iiastened 
to the fort, where an alanning occurrence retpiircd immediuto 
attention, 'fhe person who so hastily addressed him, when pro- 
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cecding to tb<! place of cxecutimi, gave infonnedon that alt the 
sepoys posted in the outworks, headed by their jemailidor» had 
agreed to desert to the enemy the following night. The guards 
were diteclly wkhdrrtwti fhmt the outworks, and the guns bmuglit 
into thCj^torL Ihe jeinautdar, siispcctrd to be the ringleader, was 
put in irons, and aem into close cotifineineni; where, conadom of 
his guilt, lie eotnmilled suicide. 

In the mean time Mr. Cniso tejraired to Minsa's dnrlrar, to 
complain of Lis not haFiug relieved the sultaitn^s guard stationed 
at Onom, and to iurdrm him, if not immediately done, twenty of 
his men would be tmkred ant of the fort. Mima sent an apo¬ 
logy with the necessary onler, which liad only been prevented by 
a multipUeUy of business- In the evening the sefjoy who cora- 
mniucated the ihteiided assasBination of the European ofiScers, 
tmderwent an examination, in which it appeared he was addicted 
todriuking, and his story proved altogether absurd and miprohabic; 
tiie garrison we^ nevertheless so stmngly impressed with Uie ide^ 
that ut night when tlie commanding officer retired to bis conch 
near the breach, he found himeclf attended by a guard of Euro¬ 
peans, with hxed ttayonets- On the snitaiin's guard being rev 
lieved, agreeably to the slipnlaliot), two field-pieces, loaded with 
grape-shot* were placed under n proper guard, witli lighted 
matclies, immediately opposite the station; where they remaiiicd 
nnlil die evacuation of Onore. It is almost unnecessary to re¬ 
mark, that this step was taken for the sole purpose of Vtissipaimg 
the prejudices of the Europeans, which no argument could subdue. 
'When it is considered that these prqudiccs originated entirely 


fi'om fidd'iiy and aUacUmcnt to l\tmr officers, ihej wiU be round 
more deseiving of applause diuu reprebcnsion; 

The commander iu chief being daily exjTceted in a vessel off 
Onorc, captain Torriano prepared the following klier Ui l>e rowdy 
on bis arrival, which affords a statenieDt of affairs on tlie 28tb of 
Kcbninry, 1784. 

*' It U with the greatest surpnse and regret, I find the re¬ 
pealed representations I have made of the distress, and alarming 
sttuation of the Onore garrison, totally unattendixl to; and my fre^ 
quent and ardent request that some vessel of force, for various 
reasons, sliould Jay off this port, not complied with. Regardless 
of my own Jaie, I cannot but acutely feel the aufferings of my 
brave comrades, who allliough now greatly reduced in number, a 
prey to disease, surroundtid by deatli, and demved by fruitless 
promises of relief, still a<lhere to me. To enumerate their suffer.^ 
in^ would swell this letter beyond a prndgpt size for its convey- 
ance; 1 shall tlierefore only mention, that within the short period 
of six weeks five hundred persons, soldiere and natives, liavc fallen 
victims to a cruel pealUeuce which rages witlnn these walls, De- 
scrlion nearly keeps pace with death: so senous and so incredible 
is the former, that among the miuiber lately gone over to the 
enemy is* a British officer. Tlic effect of such conduct on the mind 
of the now almost desponding gunisou, is easier to conceive tlmn 
describe. Mirza, the sultaun's commanding officer, is daily urging 
us in the strongest terms and most thrt*atening manner, to capitu¬ 
late; assuring us we need no longer indulge any hope of reliefi 
and that if the terms granted by Tippoo Sultauu to tlie^garrison 
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111 " Mwngutore ajne not now* acr<tj»iecl, less mercifnl will be piu- 
(ion of those, who, from hunitic anil iti^ease, nitist in it short limi' 
ineritably fall into Uie hands of llio siiltaun. 

Every tneoiis in my power shall be exerted to defend l!ic 
place, while a grain of rice reniatiis for siibsistencc: but 1 tniai 
llic British arms will not [>e so sliainefully tarniahed as to admit 
this lortress, unsupported, to fall into the eoeiny's hands. Of my 
few officers, death lias t'dcprlved me of one, desertion of another; 
my ganrisou is reduced to sixty ciTecUvo men: to preserve ilmn I 
have been reduced to the necessity'of n-ithdrawing Uic guards 
irom llie outworks, the euemy having nearly succeeded in sedneiug 
the whole; for although every mafi taken in the act of desertion, 
has been pm to deadi, still so great ts tlie dread of thiT horrid dis¬ 
order, which sweeps away all before it, and ao little the hope of 
relief, that the execuiiotis liave ntii had the ititended clfecL Tlie 
f|uantity of pravisiona reniaiuiug in the Ibrl is very small; and 
with icgret 1 add, tliat gR^at part of the. rice, the only food of the 
sepoys, i# much damaged. 

" ’fhe enemy have received a strong rein force ment, aud the 
buscy informs me they are to lie iucrcasef) by ten additional l) 3 t- 
talions; on their arrival we an^ told more hostile measures will be 
adopted, to bring us to a proper sense of otir condition; Ibr which < 
purpose llic sultaun has sent another odicer to command Uie 
Onorc army. Tiluch of this iiifommtibu wus intended to intimi' 
diite the garrison ; uiid 1 am sorry to add it has liiid the dthiired 
efleci on most of the sepoys. 

“ 1 hear hostilities are commenced in ihc Sadurhagur quarter; 
and from various causes 1 liave great reason to he apprehensive 
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rbr the safely of Fortifieds WaniL I flatter myself it is needless to 
add anyfliittg fnrtlier to evince tlie necessity of some step being 
imniediiilelj taken to relieve this fort; hot will 1 reltnqtitsh the 
hope ibftk 1 shall not be lull U> a capilulntkm, even ihougii accom¬ 
panied by the best tenns, and originating in the most absolute 
necessity. Should Uiis be received, please to Are two guns and 
Joivcr die ensign. In any future notes, my private comniunica- 
ttons will bo by interUnealions with lime )q'ux, wltich a clear fire 
will bring to light." 

Several officers, with evOry oftc ol the nou-cotnmissioned offi¬ 
cers, and European privates, ifvere now, more or l^s, afflicted by 
the scurvy j on its apjiearancc, the surgeons pronounced vege¬ 
tables and exercise to be the only things froni widch either pfe- 
vention or cure could tw expecled t people were accordingly em¬ 
ployed secretly 4o purchase a quantity of garden-seeds hi the 
enemy's camp; which wore portionctl to the ISurojteans and 
sepoys, wilh an earnest exhoriution to cultivate tliein for the pre¬ 
servation of life. Tliis licing actively pursued for some lime, the 
Ibrt and outworks m{hibitc<l a scene of' verdure, but from long 
couiinemeui, and the Indolence inseparable from scorbutic dis- 
oidcra, thdr tniods lost the necessary encigy,ai3d sunk into a state 
of torpor inimical to exertion. In a few weeks both Europeans 
and sepoys gave up gardening, and the disease gaining strength, 
became dreadfully fatal. The gcntirmcrn in the fort left nothing 
undone which even pareuial solicitude could have devised. Tliey 
laboured with tliuir own hands (o supply the feeble Eurofx^ans 
witli Tegetables; and by example endeavoured to excite etimla- 


Upo, Tlipj? made skiuii^gitounds, and nave ever^ cncoumgetneni 
IP tltc exercise, bj joining in it Uiein3cJ?es. Tiic few iiemamiii.a 
Itprseij of tlie caTalr; were ordercit one to accouunocljUe snelt ii]- 
valxds m could be lifted up nud keep their seat, the assistance 
of supporters. Tlufse humane exertions were frei.|ueiiil> efficacious* 
and reflect the highest honour on the officers i Lhdr conduct also 
exhibits u striking proof of the infinite advantage which may be 
derived fktra resolutely combating a disorder which inevitably 
destroys those who give way to it; for while tlic most dreailful 
tnorudity jxirvadcd the native Inhabitants and sepoys* only five out 
of thirty>five Buropenns fell a sacrifice. 

On the 4tU of March, abqut' four o^dock in the ntoniing, the 
cenuies were alarmed by the firing of musketry at Fortified 
Islaiid* and on the officers repairing immediately to the ramparis, 
it became evident that fortress was attacked by the enemy; the 
firing continued for some time, and theu ceased. At sun-rise the 
officers discovered by their gl^cs about twenty men sitting In 
the Ycrandji of a liuuse on the siinunit of Ube bilJ; whom they con¬ 
cluded to*be Uie garrison, which amounted to that number, who 
were supposed to have been seized and secured by the enemy. 
Soon after the Englisli colours were hoisted, eitiier with the hope 
of deceiving the garrison of Onorc, or to decoy the vessels expected 
wHii a supply of provisions. * 

The treachenous veil was now witlidrawn, and the capture of 
Fortified Island no longer admitted a doubt in the tninds of ilic 
gentlemen at Onore tliat tlio fort would l>e attacked. The com¬ 
manding officer therefore tliiuking it necessary to make these suspi¬ 
cions publicly known, dispatched Mr. Cruso to Miraa with a rc- 




.noiisirancc on siidi shameful comiuci. Thai geuilema.. enler- 
miniiig on ilouhlof his personal sceurilj, prooeeded lo iliu enemy's 
trencires. wtieve lie ivas intormed ilic caun had rode ool: he aenl 
again the non morning, ami after waiUog some time was received 
ill die dUrbaK Mr. Craso, in the name of liis^comtiiaodiog ofticcr, 
informed Mirra he could ool siifficienlly expteas his nslmiiahmcnt 
III the suliann's oiarii violation of public failli. in having assaulted 
and taken I’onified Island ; that dm present visit to his durbar 
uTui not so much lo know whelliw die. ibrt of Ouore was lo be 
nest atiBckcil, ns to give him notice, that as he fully cspectcd such 
a ireacbcrons atlonipl, so was he resolutely prepared to resBl tl. 
Eslraerdhiary as it may apiiear lo those unacquainted with the 
iluplieity and chicanery of the Tiuliaii cliarueter, Mirza posUhely 
denied having alluek<>d die island; nod gnively replied, dial the 
English officer cominanding i here had for some time given grenl 
disgust to his sepoys, l.y tefusing dicni proper provisions, whilst 
he Uisiiriouslv feasted upon poultry and liquors sent from lime to 
lime for die use of the gcnllcraen at Oriore. At the time his 
people were thus disafTcClcd, this imprudent officer cnaeavoureii 
10 srduce the Wife of a JHaittiie, who was hy caste a brahmin, nod 
at length had reeourse to violence. On this outrage the husband 
dew to his comrarles, interested tbero and their jemautdar in Ids 
cause, irail dien went m'n body lo the officer's qunrlcrs; wlmre 
remonstrating with a freedom wliieh he construed into insolence, 
they were ihrealcned widi death. The aggrieved party liod iiii- 
mediate recourse to anus, and altnckcd the officer, who was sup- 
ported by liair his garrison. Tills occasioned the irregular fire 
licnni at Onorc. While these miilual hoslililics were pendina. 
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one of Uie siiltauiA boats accidenlaDv passing Fortified Jskml, 
was hailed bj the mntfneere, who intreiited Iti l)c taken on btaihl* 
‘n»is being reporicd to Mirxa. he sent ot^cr ii messenger to the 
English officer to tpprcs«'iU the folly of continuing at liis post with 
only eleven nieit. lecoinineiidih^ him to leave tltc blaurl, aixl 
offering every accommodation in his campt until an opportunity 
presented for proceeding to ttii English seiiteincnu The officer 
dediiicd tpiiuing the islaiid, but desired ^llirssa would send Over 
a sufficient force to take charge of the fort j his request was cotn- 
phrd with, and iJicse were the tneu who had been seen ironi ihc 
ruin|>arts of Onorc, All llits wru> related by Miraa in liie gravest 
manner; and llir jenmutdar, the brahmin Naique and his wife* 
witli five sepoys f tutored for the purpose, at the peril of their 
lives) were bmughi into the durbar, to corroborate Miraa's story. 
It is almost unnecessary to olMcrvc thUt the wIloIc of this talc was 
a fiibricalion of the snltaun's officer to deceive the comtnamInnU 
To one so fertile at invention and villainous evasion as iVfirza, 
Mr. Crusb couhl make no replyi except that lie should repeal tins 
exlraordinaiy ode to the commanding officer at Onorc, nud look 
tekve by observing, that as be was not n principal, it did not be¬ 
come him to discuss rlic subject; hut lie could not suppress an 
appichemloti, that when lie assertetl ut liie English head-quarters, 
he hud been told such a^^lory by the officer in command of tlic 
suIiuuii'h army, his own veracity would be called in qui'stion. 

At this time captain Ttirriano received a letter from gencnit 
M‘liCod, dated March 7th, 1784» on Imaol the Chesu^rtieW India- 
man ofTOuorc. desiring to be infomjctl of the stale of the garrison, 
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nntl oftbring his best unices. The aickneas of ihe gnnisoii, the 
laic Ihrealt-nlng ct>mbmalion* the t>l‘ llic Europeans, the 

treachery uf the suHaun in the capture of Fortified Island, anti 
be/ond alt, the general des|wndenL‘y trhich pow prevailet), anti 
tvoptd no doubt greatly increase trhen the genenti sailed, inducted 
I 1 k; cointnandiitg officer U> ts isb for an hoiumnible lermiiiation to 
his tliflicolites; lie Uicrefore resoked to profit by an opportunity 
so criticaity ]>rc9cntcd to convey a aoltUer's feelings, and accord¬ 
ingly sent u copy of the letter previously written to general M'JjCod, 
Sind already inserted. 

A draft of this letter having been explained to Mirza by Mr. 
Cruso, he aasenlcd with inucli apparent satisfaction to its being 
sent oil' to tlie Chestcrlitild, but he took especial care it never 
should be delivered to Uic general j or if delivered and answered, 
hi suppressed the aiisweir. Deceitful ns hud lieen His conduct 
respecting Uie capture of Fortihed island, his liehaviour witli re¬ 
gard to the letter sent to general McLeod esiccdcd it in folly, 
cruelly, ajtd duplicity- The falsehoods he permitted to be told 
in hb durljar, by Ixjatmen and messengers tutored for the purpose, 

a 

>vlvo were supposed to have i>een employed in the delivery of the 
letter, and intrusted with a cool indifferent, verbal answer, instead 
of a written reply toils interesting conlenls, were ultenid before 
Mr, Cm&o in the gravest luanner possible. The siories fabricated 
on this occasion by Mirza and his colleagues, to answer their own 
wretched purpose, would astonish and disgust a generous Briton, 
unused to sncIi chicanery. They occupy many pages in the 
journal, but llm detail would now have little interest ; it vrilt suffice 
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to aay thiit the comninjiulaiit au<l gurrlsO'ii ol Onorc line! llic morii< 
ticatitiii to see ihe vessel sail awajr willi. Uie geueml, wilUouL ilic 
sn^allesi relief to their distress. 

Sanguine as hail been the hopes of the gentlemen upon the 
issue of this eominuun^iioti with tiie general, and encouraged 
still more bv llie iranitth with which Mirza liacl appean-d to 
adopt their views, this behaviour in full durbar liecume higidj 
provoking, and occasioned Mr. Cruso to tell \Iirza lie was at a 
losawhich most to admire, the ingenious lalrst just fabricated, or 
the story of the officer at Fortified Island, with die rape, tlic 
mutiny, and seasonable arrival of the boat; adding, that hitherto 
lie had liecn considered as professlug a res|)ect for the Onore 
garrison consistent with Itu* senlitncnU of a liberal-cuemj'; but 
where was that Uberaliiy and respect, when forgetting they had 
even the common leelings and uiideratanding of men, ho insulted 
them with such foolish and unfounded tictious; lie then declared 
dial if any chicanery had been used wUh captain Torriano's letter, 
or any imfjosition practised iijKui the general, there wns an end to 
every hope of the garrison leaving the fort, consistent with that: 
sense of honour and duty by which they had been hithertu ac¬ 
tuated riind he would take uf>oii liiinself to any, the fort would 
never yield to the sultaun until every Furopcaii was cut to pieces. 
To which Mir;:fa replied with the most cutting mdiffoence, " W'e 
arc not giung U» cut you to pieces.^’ 

On the tftli a small patty was ordet'ed to patrol the (>uiworks 
during the night, lest die enemy should take'j>osses>ion of them, 
under pretence of liciiig entirely abandoned. At this time the 
atibalidar of the fort-guard in the enemy s trenches, sent word that 
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Ibrty MiilawKrs, and other of tlte coMi, weiTe ttesiroui of

* The next inomiug tiro feiUifu! 4|iy, formerly menlioucd, whs 

dispatclrod to tiro enemy'» rajnpt to procure, if poeaible, n j^ret 
jnlervtcw with Llie otliccr taken at roritlied Island, ujid ctiiivey 
Itini a nwto money* lit tliia he Ibriimaidy succeeded, and on the 
I3tl) rcLumetl, with a Jettor from the officer, &p|)areiiLly written 
with charcoal and water, and soia'cly legible: it contained an 
accotmi of the island hating been taken by the sultaun’s people, 
Tliat liiiitsclf with the other officers, and a private Europtsun, were 
confliicti in the same prison, alWr having been' plundcrctl of 
every thing, except the clothes on their backs; they were 
threatened with being sent to .'^cringaparani* unless they entered 
into the sultauifs service; and Uro infamous ensign, whose deser¬ 
tion has been nlready noticed, had been frequently with tirom, to 
oflhr, on such- conditions, the restoratiou of tlicir property, and 
a supply of every oilier coiiventGiicc. 'Hial ihe sepoys, and even 
thc'officciV servants taken with thciut had been compelled to enter 
into the sulfaun's service; in which the jerimutdar was promoted to 
die rank of snbaltdar, and sent back to Fortihed Island, This 
gentleman acknowledged the recxjijit of the money, and dechirhig 
that no lurdship ahi>uld drive them to enter into the snltaun's ner- 
vke, entreated captain Toiriano to exm himself for their release. 

There liad not been any comtnnnicutioii witli the cncniy since 
Mr. Cruso's last interviciiv whhiVnreu; who liad since twice denied 
himself wiien that gentleman repaired to ihr liattenes. Early In 
lUo moniing of the l6th a iiK'ssStuger came to the fort, with a 
polite message from liic cimn, requesting to see Mr. Cruso imme- 
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diBtelj, bn the contents of a importaht iKrtranna jit^t m- 
ceivetl from tlie sultaun. No time was lost in obeying tlie sutu- 
roons, and tlial gentleman soon retuni^ with ilie joyful itcws of 
peace being concluded between the Englisli and Tippoo Sultaun; 
be brought also the following letter foom Messrs Sadleir, Stauntcmr 
aud iiuddlestone* the Madras cuminisaioncrs, encluaing an eitract 
from that pari of the treaty wbicJt related topnore. 

To Captain John Samuel Twriane, comaamdinji at 0«<»re. 

SlE» 

Wa have the honour to inform you that peace was 
yesterday conclndcd between the Ijonourablc Company and Uie 
nabob Tippoo Sultaun Bahadaur. We enclose you an extract of 
the article of treaq^ which relates to Onore» Carwar/and Sadashe- 
raguda: agreeably to which, wc desire you will deliver Oiiorc, dec* 
to the officer of the nabob, who shall produce this letter: aud 
embark with the troops on the vessels now scut for that purpose. 

" Wc enclose a letter to you Ihim the select committee of 
Bombay, la which they desire you to obey our directions. Should 
Carwar aud Sadasheraguda be included in your coiiiinundv you 
will give oideK for iheir evacuation and deliveiy, as well as Onore, 
and embark the garrison. We enclose the uidx»b> o^dcir to his 
officers for supplying the troops with provisious and other neces-^ 
sary assistance; and have the honour to be, with much esteem.

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As Alirza bad iiitrustod &Ir» Cruso wiUi tUosc pspcrS] tifit 
officially, but for die private ftadsfactiOD of captain Tdmano and 
the Onorc ganisoni until the^duplicates arrivedf Mr. Cruso re¬ 
turned them die next moming, when Miraa invited iilni to ride til 
die ereningf aad afterwards to a nauteb fof dancing girls) and 
a supper. This entertainment yna confined to a few of Miraa's 
select friends:^when all was hilarity and good-hunvour he led his 
^ucal into hei inner apartment, and dicre shewed him colonel 
Gonlon’s answer to the loiter sent him by in^jor Torriano on die 
7th of February. Taking advantage of this Motive season, JSlr. 
Cruso reminded Mirza of a former [iromisc to coitimuniirate ibc 
contents of general McLeod's answer to captain lV)iTiano*s letter 
written when the general was last off the port; this also he pro- 
duced. but positively refusing to part with it, Mr. Cruso read it 
wUh so great attention os to bo able on bis tetum to the fort to 
commit it to paper, and next moruingdclivcred ti to die comaiand- 
ing officer, the conienls, at the time peculiarly interesting, are now 
unnecessary to be inserted. 

On the isdi two vessds, with several boats,'anchored in tlic 
offing; ih<^ largest making a signal for a boat, an 0|jea klier ivas, 
as us^l. s^t to Maw Mirza, who dispatched it by a sjiecial mes¬ 
senger. In the evening ite returned with a kticr fmm capiain 
Scott, of the Hawke meutioaiog hU arrival from Alan- 

gulorc, with orders! fiom the commissioncfa to evacuate Onorc, 

and embark the ganiion on die vessels then under his convoy for 
that purpose.

“ R€{)leU; tt-ilii tlit iiiglieat sense of giatihicie to this 
garneon» the Commandant, In the warmest manner thanks the 
officers^ heads of deparunents, nonrddmmbstoticd officei^, and 
privates of every corps, for their courage, toil, and conduct, during 
a &ilguii]g siege of more than three monilis, anlT^ painful 
blockade of much longer continuance. He is assured, from a 
determination to do ample justice in his^p^^entaiioiiB to the 
Honourable the Select CommilUc at Bombay^ and to brigailier 
general M‘Leod, commander in chief of the army, of the spirit 
and perjcverance they liave in so great a degree cvTuced, they 
will receive more fUucring commendations on their arrival at the 
presidency, than it is in his power to bestow*" 

The sante cveniog, captain Torriano, in compliance with a 
pressing invitation, paid his first visit to IVIirza, accompanied fay 
captain Scott, and three other gcniTemen. They met, agreeably 
to a preconcerted plan, at the sultaun's batteries. Alinsa wto at¬ 
tended by the rajah of Zeremullee, and a numerous auwarro; ; the 
sultaun’a troops forming a line ftom the batteries to die durbar, 
paid tlic British commandant all the Suropean military honours 
as he pa^l tlieir reapecrive corps. After a pientiful supper, 
consisting 6f every dainty procurable, the company were enter¬ 
tained till day-ligbt by the best dancing girls in the camp. They 
tlicn fotumefl to the fort; the road from Uie durbar to the batteries 
being, as before, lined witli iroo^is. 

Inuring the conviviality of the evening, captain Torriano 
asked Mirza some questions regarding tire officer who liad so 


sUamcfutljr di^rtcd bis colours during the disliking siege. 
MirzH enswcretl lie was a villuiu^ or he never wouUL have left hit 
comrades at siidi a inoinettl. Bul if it afiivnlod ilte smulleat gtati- 
Hcatioa to bis iujiired countrjmeoi lie coukl assure tbem Uie igitO' 
miiiious culprit was then in Ij^ns for irvisconduct recently com-* 
milted iu camp) and conCued wiiUm a few yards of the spot wbere^ 
ihey were then silling. 

On ihi* $2d Miraa and tlie mjah of Zereniullcej auended bj 
Afr. Cruso and an officer, went on board the fJawke Jndiauiiij], 
which presented to them a scene of perlect novelty and sur* 
(irisc. 71iey were much pleased wilh llie exterior of the ship, but 
ap|M^r^l in asUmisUroeiil at ihe arraDgetDcnts and accouioioda* 
lions irithin; which they niinuiely cxutnincdi and expressed the 
highest saltsfacilou. On going on board, and departing from the 
ilawkc, they were satuied; and in every iitsiatice ircaied by cap¬ 
tain Scoii witli the politest altcndonx At night Mirea prepared 
nnoiher supper, and enterlaiitc<l Ids guests willi music uud dancing 
girls till day-break. 

On the 24ih, seven bullocks, thirty sheep, a supply of dhojl, 
ghee, tobacco, and jaggree were shipped for the use of the iruops; 
hut from a want of boats, und the diJatoriness of the sukaun's 
people, the ctniiarkalioii 'veol on slowly; nor could either remoa- 
straiices or persuasion accelerate it. Several small guards from 
Tippoo's troops being obser\'cd in dilTerenl purU of the outworks, 
on which innovutiou the conimandanl bad not liecu coumihcd, 
he sent a coriiptninL to Mima, with an tin|uiry why they were thus 
posted. He apologised for their having been posted without a pro¬ 
per rcprcscuulion, which was the fault of the messenger, bul s^d 


thai Uiey were thus placed to prcveol the estupc of Narrain Row, 
a bralimin of cattsetiucMce, whom the rehel iiyai, oji fais treaty 
with general Malhewa, had appointed collector of the revenue; 
as ulso to hinder Uic flight of the former iiahalaitanb of iliat coun- 
tryi who might (iieti be in the fort; adding that the suftauu had 
given him the most fansilive orders not lo suffer tlio giirrison to 
embark unless all his people were given up. 

Had the BinaJ list doulit existed of the fate to wliich these un¬ 
fortunate persons were^devolcd upon their falling into the hauids 
of ilie sultaun, this order would have removed it. It therefore 
Irecumc the duty of humainityt a» well as natioiiai houourt. lo 
slaicJd them from the vengeance. Captain Torriano im- 

mediately determined at all events lo save tliein; hut in ihc pre¬ 
sent siltmtioQ of affairs he tlioughl it most prudent to Icmporiife; 
and practising a virtuous tlcce|>Linii, he acrjuahited Mirza tluit 
whatever number of people under this description had remained^ 
he must have considered as part of dial garrisorf he iiad received 
orders lo willtdraw, and should ronsefjticntly have iiisisteil upgu 
embarking them: but they i.vere then totally out of tlcc ijUHBtion; 
for, suspecting w liat would iuip[>an. they hfwl made their escape. 
Miraa replied he wnn greatly iiiisjiirornietU as he himself Imd 
taken such precaultgus, tlml it was impossible for a mtm to have 
passed the camp without his knowledge: he therefore hoped iliere 
would be no objfXTiiou to Iub searcfiiug the fort ami gallivot; ob¬ 
serving. that although it wast>f lilllc consciiucnce lo him whether 
Nairain Uow was really taken or not, it was of the first im-i 
parlance for him to prove that every effort had been exerted for 
that pur|>u8C. 
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Mcasiim having been adopted during these messages to render 
the seancli abortive, Mir^^s request was maditj complied with. 
To conceal these men in the fort was not dli&cutt, but to couycj 
them on board the vessels required the uimosl cautiusi. A brali^ 
min, bigoted to his religious cereuioiiies, will hardly forego'them 
even for tlie presemtion of life. WIteu the search in the gallirai 
was ended, the wretched Narrain Row, terrified almost to stupi¬ 
dity. was sent on board, disguised as a Lascar, and shut up in s 
small dark place, separated from the hold. The bralimin had 
not beeti tlierc more ilian an hour, when Alirza mformed captain 
Torrianu that having in v*ain searched tor him on shore, he must 
be permiitcd to place a guard on board die gallivat until she 
sailed out of the river, to prevent the brahnim obtaining admit¬ 
tance. Th(^ commandant having a point of consc<iuence to carry 
for the Company, with Miraa, thought it prudent to grant his re¬ 
quest. The point so material, was the embarkation of the guns 
and stores of the fort, together with tlm treasure belonging to the 
Company; for, strange and reprehettsiblc as it must appear, not 
one of these articles, nor the destiny of the iubabitants, had been 
mentioned, either in the Coiiiniissioncrs' orders, or in the third 
article of peace, which they sent to the commandant Fortunately, 
aRer a long altercation, which terminatcMl in a handsome pecu¬ 
niary graiificaUun, this difficulty was surmounted, and the.eigh- 
lcen-i>ountler guns, field-pieces, ruuniiig-shoi, shelly iniisijuct- 
nmmunitiou, and a <iUQutity of powder w^re shipped off, and a 
receipt obtained for some powder unavoidably lefi behind for 
want of a projicr conveyance. 

Narrain Row, whose weak iiramc and debilitated system reu- 
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(leretf existence almest ini|>u5:iiblc in his close ccullncment in 
hold of a galfivat^ passed itie sullattn's cenUnel in his di^nise of n 
Loscur, and was oiiCc niiire safely lodged in the forii thtre he 
remained iintii the 26th, Uie day destined Ibr ein barking the private 
baggage, the sick, unnecessary servants, women, children, and all 
but the men under arms; nor were the brahmins forgot. Ihu the 
hopes for their safety were slender, and the general prospect dis¬ 
couraging. Maw Mihstt, In obedience to the suliaun^s orders, Ln- 
sisted on posting conhdetilial pei^ons to examine the contents of 
all cliEste and packages, and the countenance of every person who 
should embark: some of these inspecton; iiad been employed in 
tlic fort, and resided In the town, so that neither sircar property, 
nor any inhabitant of Onore, could be clandestinely carried off. 
The keen vigilance of these exaiuinerB suggested the idea of 
making it the iiistruujcnt of their own deception. 'I'he venerable 
vicar of the Romish church, lately deceased* had deposited in the 
fort, with the comuiandunia leave, several large chests filled iviili 
images and omamenls belonging to Uie Portugne;® church at 
Onore; these were sent down to the beach with ihc greatest care, 
and particular onlers given that ihe^siiliaun's f>eople should on no 
account be pcrmiiu-d to oj^ca iheni, except in tlie eonmiandanfs 
presence. The extraordinary magnitude of the chesls, and the 
affected mystery of the attendaiils, did not lull to excite the ex¬ 
pected curiosity. At leugih captain lorriano arrived, and order¬ 
ing the chests to be unlocked, ins lead of the expected bralimins, 
they turned out twelve images of the apoatlc-s, wiili a number of 
sainls, all the size of life, and splendidly dressed, While the 
attention of the inspectors was thus engaged, the poor shivering 
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braltminf vrbo had been ivailing at »oine distance dofm tlic Hver, 
up lo liis ebia in crater, was received on board Uic. indbrnan^s 
piiitmccj and stovred away under some bullocks, llic boat hav¬ 
ing been previously esainmcd, rowed briskly under the batteries, 
and to die sausfacUun of the whole garrisoQ, carried liitn in Bitety' 
.oni^lioard the Hawke. 

The principal object of the snltaun^s vengeance having thus 
found an asylum, the safety of ilie other bruhmins requited equal 
ConsulcraUbii, lest an o[ieii ititeiference should create a rupture 
with Miraa. It was at length su^ested, us the most feasible 
method, to attempt passing them among ihc sick. Mr. Cruso 
accordingly rolled a large bandage, dipped in tumieric, round llic 
head of one, and plucing him in a dooty, (a sort of palanquin), 
he made him swallow a strong emetic, wiUi an intention it should 
operate at the time of lus examination. Thus prepared, the brah¬ 
min w‘as ftcui down to the hospitaUboai, the commaiiijaiit keep¬ 
ing within view lo watch the success of humanity, otid prevent 
mischief in case of failure. Fear, unfortunately, look such strong 
possession of the hralunin's iiitud as prevented nil |Hiwer in the 
ciuetic, and Uie bandage proving loo flimsy a disgni^ for the 
argtll-eyes of Uie injjpetUfrs, he was challengied by name, and in¬ 
stantly surrounded: beginning to be very roughly liaiulkxi, llte 
commandant rode up, and demanded who had dared to commil 
outrage on die sickf Tlie snltaiins [icoplu declared il was all a 
deception, and growing clamorous, the commandant ijumediotely 
ordered Uie man to be taken liack to the fort, saying the surgeon 
should explain the business, he having iho sole mauagonieot of llie 
liospiial lo wliidi the paiienl belonged. Tlic only remaining as- 
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pcdient vras u> clolhe the brahmins in tiie sepoj uniform, and in¬ 
termix them witij the regulars of that corps, who were to embark 
the next dav; thus arranged, the boats coiuainiag ll)e sick, bag¬ 
gage. and garrison stores, dropjied down to the bar, to tvinain at 
anchor until tlie whole embarkation was ready. 

The next morning Mr. Crtiso repaired to Xfirzas durbar, lo 
clear up the iiffair of the sick brahmin, and demand a positive 
answer lo a request (wliicli Imd bocn previously evaded) for u 
boat to cjiiry off eleven valuable horses hidunging to the coin* 
mandant and other Engliah genllcineii. ^Viieii this request was 
first made, he promised compliance: but as ofleii as il had been 
repeated, some evasion succecilcd. Iiesf>ecLiiig the brahmin, 
Mirza behaved well ; it was represented tbit being originally a. 
man of low station tu the brahminical tribe, he had been etn- 
ptojed in ihc hospital to wait upon tfie invalids of his nwu caste; 
and at Mr. Cruso's earnest solicUatlou, on Uking upon Ititnself the 
rcsponsibiltly of getting him away, Mirza agreed lo make no fur¬ 
ther opposilioif. 'file paltry eqtitvociitions concerning a bout for 
conveying Uie hotses, were now too notorious to admit a doubt of 
the stiliaun having ordered them to be delaiueil for Ids own use. 

On this intimation, captain Torriano, ordering the guards 
fironi the sultauii's trenches, and the ironps to be ne^^uly to embark, 
seal Mr, Cruso with an ofllcer to Miraa's durbar, fimdly to de¬ 
mand the restiiulion of (be officers and garrison trencberously 
eapuircd at Fortificil Fshmd, lo request a pilot lo conduct the 
Company's gsdllvat over the tuir. and to sllpulato that a British 
guard should keep posscssimii of tJic fort until all the rest were 
embarked, Further, llint the sultauirs itoops should not enter Ute 
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fort until ibe Inst mm liat! struck tlie colours and entered the boat* 
when tlic keys woiild be delivered u> the siiltaun's officer appointed 
to receive tiiem. To the demand for the pmotiers taken at Forti¬ 
fied Island, Mim declared it could not be complied irithi without 
an express order from Ttppoo Sulteun. A pilot to Conduct the 
gallivat was tarnished, and the proposed plan of ei'acuaiion ac- 
ewied to. These amingcmeuls being concluded, the troops 
marctird to the beach; among them were the devoted brahmins, 
in full uniform and a^utrements: they had been previouidy ad- 
raonishctl to shew no alarm, nor be under the smallest terror from 
the Sultattn 5 peoploi but, In full coulidcnce of support* to bayonet 
die first man who should attempt to seiae them. 

White the coiniiiandiint waj giving orders for the ddiveiy of a 
few horses belonging- to Tippoo'a cavalry, token at Bedoore, to 
the pereons wailing to take charge of Ujcin, he receivei;l a message 
from M irzji replete witli ulfcciod sorrow at Ute Sultuun s boats 
not bdiig sufficienUy strong and cumtnndious for the gentlemen's 
hor^,to ncconipanj the present eoibarkalioiij bin promising Uiey 
should be sent after their departure, so as to meet tliem at Sedas- 
hugger. The obvious meaning and {inlpabk fabehood of this 
mesBuge Tendered its insolence intolerable. The troops were 
therefore ordered insuinily to embark, and tlie officers, indignant 
at the infamous conduct of Wirza, saw their horse* shot upon the 
spot! 

The sacrifice of these noble animals, while it excited the com- 
imseration of theif owners, struck the Sultaun*a people with asto¬ 
nishment. But neither did that asionishment* nor the couftision 
occasioned by the act itself, dirert their ailentiou for one inomem 
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Irom tLeir jiriiicipal objecu the sd^urc of IIhi bralmiina, Deeplj 
verted in thai cuaniag and artifact', tbe pecuitar cUaiaclurutic of 
lliey suspected a counter-plot, and turning all iltdr at¬ 
tention to the embarkation of the troops, ainglod out. tu a man, 
every brahmin reemit, and insisted on their being delivered up. 
Captain Torriano resolving steadily to adhere to tlmse honourable 
and humane principles which had hitherto rcguluied his con¬ 
duct, detenninod they should not be sullied by Ins last act on Ihii 
ill-fated spot- Upon being Uireateni’d that if the bndiiuiiis were 
not insianily given up, the Onore garrison sliould be detauicd, he 
positively declared not a man should be touched while he had 
power to defend hiiu t and rcsohitcly commanding ilm tn>ops and 
brahmins raiiiiwlktcly lo embark, hU decided conduct silenced all 
further oppoaidou. 

The guard was now ordered to leave tlie fort: while they were 

embarking, the subiihdar, Misaauber, liaving locked llie gates oti 
the inside, at a signal made by captain Torriano, struck the British 
colours, and coming through a sally-port, resigned the keys ro 
the SidtaunV officer ordered to take possession: whose detach¬ 
ment waited without the outworks imtil this ceremony had takeji 
place. The whole being now safely embarked, captain Torriano fol¬ 
lowed with two chests of treasure belonging lo lire Cumpuny. Night 
coming on, iliey were obliged to andior under Hie guns of the fori 
until day-break, when tlie Wolf galllvat and all the boats pro- 
cCbded over the bar; the officers embarked on board the Hawke 
ludiaman, and the whole Heel siiiled for Bombay. 

During the voyage thither captain 'i'orjiano reivandcd the ser¬ 
vices of the siibalidar Missttuljcr witii a pair of gold bangles; pro- 
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moted lour of tbe sepoys wbose conduct hud meriied Ui* approba- 
Uou, and presented each of ilieiii with silver bangles. Tlie majo¬ 
rity of the Eoropean soldiers, for iLo same reason, were raised to 
the rank of ttow-cornttiiasioncd oflicers. Tlieir behaviour fumiabes 
an addilionnl proof to u Tcniark of SlarccliHl Saxe, llial ** the 
bravery of troops is a variable and nnccTtain quality of tlie mind,” 
for most of il»c« very men tied from Cundaiwrc, an*! had scarcely 
breathed after their disgrace, when their conduct at Onore merited 
the highest comiDendation, which was never forreited during the ^ 
siege. 

As public tmltiuonies of an honourable dischar^ of confiden¬ 
tial trust justly merit a degree of consideration, to which tlie com¬ 
mentaries f of an individual have not an equal claim, the narrative 
raimoi be mom consistently, nor more honourably concluded than 
by mw^niiig the sense liie government of jjombay were pleased to 
express to the Court, of^DlR'Ctors of Uie brave and gullam conduct 
of the cotninandant and garrison of Onore.

*■ WiTu much pleasure we embrace this opportunity 
of acknowledging ourselves higitly sitbfrc<l with tlie brave and 
gallant defen*^ of the fortress of Onore, by captain Torriano, 
of your artillery, during tlie continuance of tlie siege; and his 
conduct since the cessation of liosUliUes took place, ^util be ra- 
ceived the Commisstoncra' ordm to surrender Onore to the 
ml bob.”

Ure senior officer of arlitlery 
upon your establishment; and from llu* peculiar drcumstaiicea of 
his case* and as a Te^ranl for his gallant services in ilic defence 
of Onore during, the late siege, we licreby direct that you grant 
him a hlajor's brevet^edfomisaion, to bear date from the 14th of 
$ep tcin ber, 1734/' 

1 now take leave of the Oiiorc manuscripts r in rt military point 
of Tiew, T cannot expatiate ^ their merit: nor wlieihcr I have, 
in particuhir instances, loo much dilated or abritlged Mr, Craso's 
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iiaitative. Had it onJy related to the siege of Onore* however inte* 
resting that event was to the friends of the gallant ofllcers who so 
bravcl> defended it, there might have been man> dtstderain to 
render it eqnailj so in a dtstunt comitry, and at a remote 
jieriud; but ihc siege of Oiiorc contains an epitome of human 
nature i its HlUe history exhibits a striking contrafit between 
national and iudividuul character, actuated by diderent ino’ 
lives, and pursuing different menus —a contrast in which the 
iintisU officer stands on an exalted i^edestali encircled by cou* 
rage, Iwuour, fortitude, and Immatuty; opposed to an orien¬ 
tal tyrant, with a train of fear, distrust, cbtcan&y, and the meaner 
vices. Thus, eminently favoured. 1 have enjoyed a peculiar pleasure 
in collating the preceding pages from the voluminous collection of 
n gentleman lughty respected, who was on cye-wiiness of what he 
relates, endued with every requisite qualification for the ptirpose, 
and who had compiled a uarmtivc expressly for publication. My 
own suppressed inciuuranda at Goa and lellicheny are of f:oiit[>iira- 
lively little couscqueuce, and are abundantly superseded by Dr, 
P. Buchanan's invaluable pubticalion, Bui to have been the 
means of rescuing from obliviuit this intciesting episode, in the 
iustory of the Mahomedtm dyiiasty of Mysore, affords inc some 
aatis^tion. 1 shall couchidc the subject with o remark of Tacitus 
in lus life of Agricota, a lillfe uliered fur the present occasion: 
which, although the cliaractcnt alluded to may differ in tWir re¬ 
spective situations in public life, the general irutli of the observa¬ 
tion is sufficieniJy obvious. 

** To transmit to ,HMierity the Jives aud characters of illustrious 
men, was an office frequently pcribmieil in ancient times. In the 


presCBi age the same gorxl custom lias prevailed wbeaevcr a great 
and splendid virtue liai been able to surnipuid iho^ two pernK 
cious rices« which not only infest small communities, but are like¬ 
wise the bane of large and Nourishing cities; 1 mean the vices of 
InseivubilUy to meiit, on iJie one blind, andj^eiivy on the otlicr. 
With regard to the usage of antiquity, it i^furtber observable, 
that, itt’those early seasons of virtue, men were led, hy'^tlfe im¬ 
pulse of a generous spirit, to a course of action worthy of being 
r^rded; and, in like manner, the utUct of geniui undertook to 
perpetuate tlie memory of lionourabic deeds, without any motive 
of Nattcry, nnd without views of private ambition, influenced only 
by the cousoioufi pleasure of doing Justice to departed merit. 
Many liavc been their own hUtorians; persuaded tfiat in speaking 
of themselves they should display an lionet confidence in their 
morals, not a spirit of arrogance or ’min-gloiy ; &o true it is, that 
the age which is most fertile in bright examples, is the best quali-

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CHAPTER XLI. 


Wif coutiiiaed a foriinghi aL TelUcherrj 1o complete the cargo of 
fiepper. I^Ir. Cliurclii ibc' diicf of tbal SGttlcmen^ waa^ one of odr 
oldest {iombay friondH i nod uufl^r lib liospi talde roof wd pssaed 
our lime, as picasanLly as the painfii] i(UeUigence daily TCceiTOd 
from ^tangulo^e, oud oilier parts of Ttppoo Sultaun's douumoxis^ 
would allow us. 

Our TeHichciry friends ibrmed parties for us to Maliic, Durma- 
patam, and oilier places ia iti» viciaity. Tbe country b extremely 
pleasant for such excursioie^f and the wcalher at this seasOn dcligtil- 
ful. Indeed the cUmau* of TolHclicrry, in the laUtud^ of 11* 47" 
norihtss reckoned oiicortho finest in India: the land winds are 
generally moderate, the aca breezes coo) and rcfresliing* A con¬ 
stant trade during the fair seawn, wUli tc^eb of all descriptions 
from difFcrenl parts of India, rendere this scillcmcnt very Itv'clyj 
while the number of civil servants, witli the ^rrisoM odiccfit and 
Uicir families, beguile the laiuy mouths in cheerful society and do* 
nubtic enjoy ihems. 

During our stay my frientls kindly procured me every possible 
variety In iLc natuml history of this part of Mahtbar; among others 
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a beautiful frogt ricbly shaded aud spoiled wUh blue* yelSoWj 
orange, while, and black; ihe black and while liaicyon, mentioned 
at Fort Victoria, and some dclicule upccimeosor ihc tree-frog, and 
flying lizard, called by nuluRilists drac^ voUum. ftfuaiof the plants 
in the Tdlicliciry district are similar to those indigenous to An^ 
jbngo, already described. Many of the wild flowers are beauliful, 
none more so Uiaii the gloriosa-superba, which in the iouiJierti dts- , 
tricts of Tmvchcort* is a di-siruetKn weed. The spccimcus brought 
to Telibherry' well deserved die epithci superbu; the elegant clus- 
tcre of flowen, umiyed in Iwilliant flume-colour, pcndcol m every 
gracdVil form. Jrom thiB climbing plant, rimtiing over Uic licdges, 
iidd an uncommon ricluiess lo the foregmund of Uie M*ilabar 
landscape. The rook of the gtoriosa is of a jwjisonoiis nature, and 
being souieiimes mistaken for edible roots, occastoua vsy deleteri¬ 
ous cflecis, at)d sometimes death. 

Every rural excursion in ihe neighbouring country, and every 
social plcasuns in the fortress, was tinged with gloom from rD|H>ri8 
daily reaching us of the sad lute of our unfortunate country nten in 
the dommioim of Tipptio Suliaun. Some gentlemen belonging to 
the embassy* lately sent fromMadrus to Muugulore to sctlle terms 
of peace with tliat prince, as milicod in l^ preceding account of 
Onore* brought us the most dreadful inieUigt^nce of the Ib-iiisU 
prisoners in Mysore. Bednore capiiulaied lo Tippoo Suhtuin the 
end of April on honounible terms. On an ill-founded and 
frivolous pretence of an Infringement of the treaty. Genc^ral 
AlaUiews, and a garrison of six liundred Europeans and filteei] 

V hundred sepoys, were Ireadierously made prisunefs, treab-d in 

the most ignominious manner, and marched with savage cruelly to 
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dtlTcrcnt m Uic Mysore dooiiolous^ wlteie ihey ^ore'so 

closely coutiuedT thisi duno^ the commissiohlETs'journey ibej could 
ueittier tsec nor licar from any one of ibcm. By dificrcitt chfUiDcis 
I bey icni'ncd too inudi of iHdr unparalleled suJIerings. During 
the lUiirdi from Beduore to their allotted prisom, the ofiicen no<l 
men were indtscri[uin;Uc!y tied to each other with ropes^ and some¬ 
times chained logciher in pairs, without any distinction i the leebk 
with the strong, tlie sick witli tlie healthy, and, »ot uttfrequently> 
the living with the dead. Several instances having o'ceurr^ of a 
lifeless corpse being dragged for miles chained to a wretched cotni> 
mdo, who could obtain nh relief from tin* merdless conductor until 
they arrived at tlie nightly haliing^dAce, when llm phain was iin> 
locked and the body removed for sepulture,'a fuvonr not ahmya 
granted- In some instance the corjise was thrown out to the 
prowling hyenas^aod jack&lB, 

From the memoranda I inaik on conversing with the gentle- 
men From Mangnlorc, I find two difierent accounts of the fate of 
General Mathews, and the otEcers above iho nmk of lieutenant, 
so treacherously surrounded at Binlnore: Uiat the dcld-olBccrs, 
captains, and coimnissnries of the army were all put to dcaUi, 

. there remained no doubu TItc muTmcr in winch tlie tyraot's orders 
were executed is not to clearly aaccriaitied. By some it was as^ 
serted thatGeneiral Mathews, another ftcld-^i^cer, and Mr, Charles 
Stewart, the head commissary, and formerly a resident at Ouorc, 
were stLonnoned to 't'ippoo's durbfir, and received with respectful 
politeness, wtiicU he wdl knew how to assume. After Ijieing seated 
on tiio carpet they were each presented with a cup of [poisoned 
coffee; it was oSeted &rst to titc general, as of tlie highest rank: 
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j^csaiii^ it» cruel putpotU be Uesiiaictl U> lakc it. Mr. Sicw'on, 
beuer acquuialcd with the sullaun's cbynicler, advtscil him lo at:- 
quicace, otherwise insult would bu added la mietlj, and taktug 
the cup iuiciided fin* himself, dnink il olT, and w^aa in a few minutes 
eiihcr curried out in the smiggles of death, or ciqiifeii ai the ly- 
rHtilViceU Ilis estuuiple was then foltowed by bb Icllowa in inis- 
forhitie, whhjirs|jee(Uly term'malcd iJidr misery f 

1Vfc seems sonic improbability in ibb story: tint ihai any 
Uci'dofdeaih was too cruel forTip|K>o's cliaracun, bull believe 
il is not very cnuimun for the seulence to be executed in the pre- 
ticttcc of au oriental auvcreign. 1'hat sudl ibsumecs have occurred, 
the l^rsian annals, and those of liie house"at Timur, sufHcieiilly 
tcsitfyi aud Tipftoo’s favourite tnechamcal tiger aHords great rea¬ 
son lo suppose lie would have enjoyed the direful sjieclnclc.

ibc sultaunV palace uL Seringaputam, nppmpriauid tor lire recep¬ 
tion of miisicfd UvstruinentB, and henre called the mcmehal. Il 
was sent Hinong the preacnis lo bis ilrii.ionic Mrtji!Siy, and (bus 
descrilwd: ^ 

•* Tills piece of mcchunism represents a royal tiger in llic act 
of devouring a prorrra/e KurojKott^ 'llicrc are some baricLs, in imi* 
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iaiion of an organ, willitn tlie bi»<lv of ihc tiger, nnil a row of key* 
of naturu} notes.^ ’I'hc sounds produced by LUe organ arc intended 
10 resemble ihc ede* of a pemn in tlisiniss, intennixed with ihe 
roar of a tiger* Tlie titaditnery h sp contrived, that while the 
organ is pluyiiigi llic hand of the Kuro|it!uii is often lifted 'up,.to 
express his helpless and deplorable coiuliliou..

A humuo bciugj^wLo could pass ids hours of relaxation and 
atnusenietiL in this savage mamicir, may be easily suppo^l todurvo 
enjoyed the death of an £uro[>ean who unhappily fell into his 
power, whether ctfected by poison, sword, or bow'-string, Tacitus, 
desirous to paint Doiuidan's cecity in the blackest colour^ titus 
contrasts Ids ciiaracter with anutlicr tmi>erial monsurrr l^cro liad 
Uie grace to turn away his eyes from the horrors of his relgu i he 
commanded det^s of cruelly, but never was n spiwlator of the. 
scene* Under Domitian, it was our wretched li4 ^o bdiuTd the 
tyrant, and to be seen by him, while he kepLa roaster of pur siglis 
and groans. With that fiery* visage, of a dyo so red, that the blush 
of guilt could never colour his check, lie marked tlic pale languid 
couuLcnance of llie unhappy vicliras, who shuddered at his frowmV 

How far Tippoo imitated Domitiaii’s rcfincnicuis iu cruelty, I 
rjiannoi detcriume. i rccdvc<l my account of tlie yioisoitcd co^ee 
in the durb^ frtmi a gentlcniaa whb had just arrived from Tilnn- 
gulore. He also couirnunicaled an additional irisiaiice of the 
tyrant's rigid and cruel discipline during die siege of tInn forlms. 
Thcsultauu, on being infomied that the kiUedar who commanded it 
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t^Ucn ta\en by lire English, iiad iiiice ireauw! Uicm wiih kinJiiDss, 
lictcmthicd lt> sacrifice him: for which purpose, wdcriiig liift regulof 
troops rroiii ihe trenches, auiJ assenibtinii Uicni with the rest of hi® 
army,on a lull within view of ihe Mnnguiorc rfiinpails^ he rotlo be¬ 
fore Ihc lines, fiurroiitiiied by his gusird uf silver Ituteea, and till lha 
filsuc iijsigniii- A guUows having \xcn previously erccUwl, llic erifof 
of dOiHh was issued, and ihc killcdur contlucied to the si>oL- IfV hito 
slciivding under lltc gibbet with a iiuUcr romid Ida neck, Mahomed 
Ally* an officer of higji rank, smd a great fiivouiite of ttie laic nabob, 
Ilvdcf Ally, came forwarfl, [ind in' llie most cHriiesjt tnanner siippli- 
catcaj for a pardon, wtiieh being liidigoautly rclubcd. MaUumed 
4lly Dvdcml b« brigade to foilnw Iniii iu an irupmdeul iUicmpl lo 
prtiveail the e^ecuthm. llicy wem soon ovorjibwored, and a 
dreadful cxaniplu imme(Jialdy followed, in the preecnec of the 
two generals. The officers and colour^bearers were blown irom 
iliC gniisi ihe noses and ears of tlic acjioys were cut otTi nnd Mn* 
libiitfil Ally, after beholding the oxcenlion of hb friend, was or- 
demd iiilo winhn^^'itchU and cut on the loiitl by a private order 
from the suUnuti. Tims peridicd iwo of ilic best and bravest offi¬ 
cers ill Ins service. Their only criuie consisted in having shewed 
too much humaniCy w the English during the siege of Maagnlonf: 
^ho, from the rainparls, were wiinessses of tins melancholy spec¬ 
tacle. 

The other account of the falc of the British offiuors enpliircd 
al IVctlnore, was, thal alt.abovc lhe rank of lieutenant were pul lo 
dwiLli; by whni mean* wm not particukrly staled,exceptingmthe 
caw; of Geocral MiUhews, who lieiiigclc^cly confined, and xuspcci-

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Uie Ibod prepfited by liis keeper^ being kept alive by iJte com-’ 
pitisioft of a serrantt ^ltt> sharc^d his stnitll allotroncc wkti die 
gencrah n^jja iiWtis couiiivcd at by the otbeer placed over him, 
until hi; u'Oa himsdf ihrealcnctl \viih datth if hU prtsont^r niiy 
longer 8urvive<l. Uliis lieitig cohiuiumcntcd to the gciieml, he ate 
the poisoned food, irliicb in ft frw houm terminmed his suttbriiigs. 
The oitier ofBcers belonging lo the Bombay estublbliiiienL were 
supposed tci have aliaml the fain of lluur commmtJrr aUoul the 
suinc time. A few subalterns, in hopes of Itettei' trt^iUtieni, passed 
themselves olT for offioerb* of higlier rank, fruiii a iiiislukcii idea of 
ticlercucc lo sUuBtioo among the Asiatics; ibis deecptiou' cost 
them their Uves, as they would otUerwUe havo iK'Vii.seai willi the. 
aulntlteni officers to their res^ieciivc iieitlciueuts at the conclusion 
of the peace* :

In comparing the characters of Ilydcr Ally and Ttpiioo Sul- 
tnun, llie former has greatly the advantage, f:v|a;HHlly cuitsiderii^* 
hts iiegUrctcd education. Tippcwi, Imrn a prince, was educated as 
hdr to a throne, wJitdi the Mysore osurper vaiiity imagined was 
hxed on a solid Ibundaiion; a muanud stirroitndetl by trdnitery 
kings and conquered provinces, cousluntly accuinuluting. Like 
other short-sighted mortals, he Ullle imngihcd the coiiiiuciiccniciit 
aud termination of his dynasty would be coriipriacd wiihiii half a 
ccniury. Sic transit gloria uiuudll—For die despotic suvcieignty 
of this empire, Ttp)>oo wus trutiied by his lUiibitious iiither. Ilydcr 
could neither teud nor wri^e ; not that It^ was of that low origin 
frequently mentioned: on the contrary, his ancestor ^rst brought 
into notice, went to India irom Arabia, ahuutt Uie middle of the 
scvenUicath centuryi some fix the (>criod A. 1>. alien he 
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was apiwimed mullah, or ptmU at tntjsyeca ol Vbiapore. 
Hytkr must Imve Ijccu l>orii about ilie yewr I TI 81 nii H is said hi 
the manuscript found at Ncllore, iliiit lii^ fathcE Futtj Niuk^ who

when Hydei’t Tulty Naik’s youngest son, ™ ten years of age. 
Ad clilcr brolUer and an Unde of llyder Umdug engaged lliem- 
seti’cs in ihc service ©f the rajah of Mysore, Hydcr accompiinicd 
them ui all their military operations ; thus etigiVging, from a child, 
in active scenes, his educa^on was neglected; and, whcllier from 
lllpugbllessiicss 00 one side, or idleticsd on the other, llydcr Naik, 

as he W'{i5 then called, ns not g 

did he afierwaruls ever acquire any lilcrary knowledge. 

When thirty years ufyige. Hydvr. as a soldier of fortune, at tiic 
licatl of fifty matchlock pemw, a«d five horses, offered his accvices 
10 Nuiiderauai coinmHiidcr in chief and duan to the rajidi of My¬ 
sore: hercpro|>crly commenced Ids mtUtary career. In ha* thnn 
three year® he iiicrcased his troops to ono hundred horse, and five 
hundred sepoys, whom he armed with European lirclocks and 
aUached.,two field-pieces to bis own lilU^ corps. 

Anodier account, taken like the al>ove,chielly imm Mahoiiitulan 
historiuiis, says, that in, the year of the Ilejim 1140, A.D. Intiy 

Nnik.llidfalherof Hydcr AUy.witUacorpjj of a ihousand men,entered 
into the siiTvice of the rajah of Si^ringapaiam; or more properly Sri- 
ningaimrUKi, so called from the temple of Sriunga, dediealctl to U>e 
beautiful Hindoo deity Sui, the goUdeSBof fccuudity, similar to the 
Ceres ofCJrcecc, Tldscily was then ilicca^ialofa powerful kingdom, 

governed by a Hindoo mjah; wlw, on the dcnili of Tuity Naik, 
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gave lib son [lydcr Uie cominand of bb own corps; TrUcreuntfCT 
ibo patronage of ^iu^dGnillZ he [iulcIl* u nipi J progress iii tlie padi 
of ambition and glory. Ii is not my intmUoa to foltow him in tlib 
i!arcer: ** say the oncntal historians, “ was inscribed 

on ins forehead.'' By a chain of good fortunei assisted by singutar 
laletitfi, he at length filled the situations of his friend and patron 
Nuiidmuz, as diian (or vbter), and commamlcr in chief of die 
army. Not conteut tritii tlmso high ilignilias, lie aspired to the 
throne, usurped the sovereignly, and impnsoned the nijali and bb 
family in a hiU-fort called Mudgery. situated on a strong rock, 
aijctccu coss from Daitgalore: tUb sras in die year 1762 . From 
that pciioii lie took die title of tiawattl^ or uabob,* Hyder Ally 
Khan Bahauder; and purtulng hb conquests in many of Uie suiv 
rounding countries, he uildod Boduore anj} its valuable territory, 
the tSooudub country near Goa, and other considerable dbtricu 
to the Mysore crajiirc. i 

Kstablbbiijg himself at Seringapaiain, Hyder made that city 
tlte riietrojHilis of bb domimoas; he ciihirgcd and strougUicned the 
fortifications, erected a new palace and other public buildings, and 
increased its population by every meauB in hb jjower; still keepo 
iog up" the garrisons at Iksdnope, Bangalore, and the different 
strong-holds in his extensive empire. Mungidure was hb prindjml 
sca-^Kiri; Onore and some smaller towns near it hardly Ineritiug 
iliat appellnlidii f allhough Onore, e^jiecially as connected with 
Mirsiee and Barcelore, has been always a platx^ of considerable 
trade. This caused Tippoo’s indignation at thcKnglbh taking and 
flernuUiig Mnngulprc and Qnoro so bravely against hb army, and 
counteracting lib wily manoeuvres. Hyder hail always a gnent 
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pretUlecLion for Mimgulore: Imre Im buiti all hts liirgc ahipa, with 
timber brought tlown from Urn GiiauL m the rainy %cmofty 

by mcau$ of two rivers, wliicl) uniting ffenr Mangulore, iuUi 
Urn suit luki) gRuerally called Alanguiorc river. This settlement 
woidil bc of runtdi grealer value wehtiit not for the accumulfition 
of sand (liiniig:lhc.south*<!ait nionsoon, forming Ji bur which ^eri’* 
dcM the |)?issagc dangerous. Araong.. other valuable BiTicIcs of 
ccmiiiierco, a great quanliiy of rice is auiiually expoTied from 

llnngulore. ^ 

Maiigulore was tlie great dcptiail for marine stores of every 

description for UiC'use of'the sult.-iun's iiavyi Seringnpaimn coh- 
tallied the grand military arijenal. wltcro tliey cast camiou, and 
fabricated all kinds of arms, in the oriental und EuiHipenn fasUon. 
Itlust of die cannon cast during the ndgn of I’ippoo, were omn- 
mcnU'd with the representation of u tiger devouring an Europcnti; 
cmbSematieul ofliis lymnuicai luid reveiigctful disposition. Ii b 
remarked by an intelligent writer*, ilwt ‘^Tippoifa IhougliU were 
constanily bent on war and military preparations ; he huvtngbecp 
frctptcntly heard to say* that In this n'orld lie would nitlicr live tivo 
days like a tiger, than two humlred years like a sheep. Ue adopted 
us ihc cinblem of his stale, and m a specira of armorml bearing* 
Uie figure of die royal figcTt n'hosc head and stripes consliLuted 
the chief oraumenis of Ids ihniiK?, and of almost every oritele 
which beloDgt'd to hini. Tliia throne was of confitdcrable iwauty 
and ningnifii'enco. 'J’he snpjwirt was a wooden liger as large os 
Ibc* covered wtdi gold, in the attitude of stunding. [[is bead and 
{i>rc lugs apficared in front and under the tlu’onc* which was placed 
across hb buck, U was composed of an octagonal frame, eight 
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feet by five, surrounded l>y a low miliug, on ivbidi iivcrc ten small 
Ueada made of beaulifally tnluid willi (ueeious Mones: 
The ascent lo the throne was by sinalJ silver steps on each aide. 
From llie centre of the back part, opposite the largo ligcr’a Lead, 
arose a gilded iron pillar, scvco feet higb,snrmoaiiied };y a canopy, 
superbly decorated with u fringe of ji)cnrls. The witob was made 
of wood,, covered with n linn sheet of the purest gold, richly illn- 
ininalcd with iigCf stripes and Arabic vei'sci, The kutna was 
phiced ou the top of die cutiopy, and fluttered over the sultaim's 
h^. Tills bird, tlie most l>eaulirul and magnificent ornament of 
llie tlirone, was scjit by the Alartjuis Wellesley to the Court of 
Dircciore. Jl was about llie siac and shape of a small pigeon, 
and iuiendcd to represent the fabulous bird of antiquity, well 
known to uU Peisian scholars; a bud peculiar to Uic east, supposed 
to fly Constantly in the air, aud never to touch the ground. It is 
looked upon ns a,biid of Imppy omen, and that every bead it over- 
shades w ill in lime wear a cniwu. The lait of the huma on Tip- 
poo's throne, and its wings, wem in the ntlitude of flultcring. It 
was formed of gold, cnUroly covered wdili diamonds, rubies, and 
cuicnilds.** 

” Tippoo Siiltaun seems lo have adopted Ally ns the ginirdian 
genius, or tutelary sain^ of his dominions; as the peculiar object 
of his veneration, and as an example to imiiaie. Ilia selection of 
the tiger as an emblem, appears to have lieen intended in honour of 
Ally; for the pmivftr of HindosUm make no distinction between a 
bon and a tiger, flydcr, which also signifiea a lion, but inteqrrelcd 
by the antives of llindpslan, tigiT, is another title of Ally; it was ► 
likewise- the name ul Tippoo Sultaun’s fathcf. The name of Myder, 
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llimdisliligo'slw'' by ihc triple ciTCiinutancc of iu being the title 
of Ally, tlic name of Tippno Siiltauna asstimcd emblem, anti the 
name of bis father, the fbunilcr of bis dominion, was inlrodnced by 
him on every occasion! nnd either the word nt length, or its initial 
letter, was stamped upon mory article belonging to biin “ 

1 hare read many letters from Ilyder and Tippoo on various 
subjects, nnd on a former ocCasion introduced one from Hydcr to 
Coionel Wood, strongly clmractcrisiic of Im determined and war- 
like disposUion. I have also girco an csliact of a bigolled 
epistle from bis son, very much in the same spirit with a prayer 
preliscd to a foolish suimrstilious dream, tiius eittercil in his diary: 

“ On ihc seventli day of Uie month Jaufre. of the yearSbaudnub 
J917 from the birth of Mahomed, (answering to August 1790) 
when cneamped at Suiauniabad. Imforc the attack upon the in- 
trenchrnents of Rom Naycr, and after evening prayefa, 1 tiiade 
invocaiioii to the dW. >“ lUesc tciins: ‘Oh God! the damned 
infideb of the liilis forbid lasting and prayer, as practised by thn 
Mussuiiiians; convcri ihciii at onco to the faith, so lliat the reli¬ 
gion of thy prophet may aegutre strength.’ In the conrse of the 
niaht. and towards the morning, I liad a dream,” &e.-This dream 
isiml wortli relating, nor shall I give a translation of the cruel 
manilaies sent to the comraaiKlcrs of Ids forts respecting the Eng¬ 
lish prisoners in the year 1783, parlicuiarly one (as I was credibly 

iafoniied) ordering Captain Mathews ami lieutenant Whcldon to 
be turned out ill a forest, and hunted to death by dogs, trained for 
such a purpose. Tliese epistles are loo sanguinary for insertion: 
they arc eriually cruel, hut leas ener^iic and concise than many sum- 
tar composiaonsi especiaUy dial from the caliph Harouii-al-Rashid, 
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to NiceptiorusT etnf>eror of Constauliaoplc;, trhicb Gibbon stales 
of sucb tremendous bra?ity, 

lu the name of ilie most tnerctful GjmI! ITaroun-al-Rashid» 
commander of the foiUifuli to Nicepliorus the Roman dog: 

“ 1 have read thy letter, O thou eon of an iml>eticving moiheft 
Thou siiaJt not bear, tltou shall behold my reply 

A reply, irliich was indeed written in chardcters of blood and 
fire, on liie plains of Phrygia.I—Simitar was the langimge of Hyder 
to bis enemies; et{ualEy laeontc and sanguiiiHry bis epistles to the 
government of Madras; followed up by hb couquering cavalry, 
carrying death and destruction to the very gules of Port St. 
Oeorgei 

1 will dwell no longer on these melancholy scenes,—Sir James 
SibbalJ, who resided eleven years in Hyder's domiDtoos, and was 
for some time in u public character at Ms durbar in Seringapatum, 
as well as in habits of mlituacy with Tippoo SuUaun, during the 
life of his fatlicr, has oflen enlerUtined me with a description of 
the splendid pageantry and ostentatious ecremoniis in llm newly 
established durbar, where he carried his authority with a high 
hand t sometimes profuse in his entertuinmcjds und princely in Ids 
presents, at others equally mean and sordid* These Alahomedan 
sovereigns seemed anxious to revive the niagnidcencc of former 
limes, in the palace al Seringapatam; liul they had nciUier taste, 
judgment, nor wcallh, to follow Llic e.tamjde uf the Mogul and 
Patau courts in India, still Jess to vte with the splendor of the 
Abasstdes, or Utc MuoriBh sovereigns in Buropc, the former of 
wliom ilicy seemed desirous to iiuitaU'^; especially Tippoo, who 

wished to add the cliaracler of Kanctity to his other princely vir- 
vot,ir. ft c 
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tuCT. Riitnst at break of day, he aln ays emplwyed liii first hour m 
reading d>e Koran: how far ili religion and morality inflaantad 
h» life, i» cvidcfU from these uncotmected memoirs. He then 
gave audience to tire civil and military officers who had particular 
business to transact; and before hreakiast visited the jaindar 
khana, or treasury» coiitaitiing his jewels, gold and stiver ornamente 
and utensils, cunoiw arms, and new meclianicol invcnlionSi ou 
which he laTishfid large sums; but his museutns and collections 
tite said more to have resembled tlie heterogeneous mixtures Of 
Asuph-ut-Dowiah, at Lucknow, than the valuable deposits of tlic 
Mogul emperors m their days of splendour.—After breakfast, 
arrayed in rich apparel, he gave [lubhc audience, and sometimes 
administered jtiauce, reviewed the troops, htmlcrl with the cheta, 
or^wperiiitended, the arsenals: these and similar pummte gcuentUy 
employed ffie succeeding hours in ]m ciipilah In camp, or acvett 
marches, no soldier iti his army could bear more fatigue: war was 
his deliglii, and every thing tending to it engaged his first ct>n8ide. 

ration. 

Among the chief curiosities in Ins treasury and wardrobe, were 
the arms '"and war-dresses: some of the latter formed complete 
suits of arinour, iu cham-work, and other heavy encumbrances for 
man and horse, of more shew than use. Among the articles of a 
war-dreas sent to the Duke of York was one of the snltaun^a tuc^ 
bins, (perhaps more ofalicImeO wliicli had been dipped in the 
sacmi fountain of Zum-Zom at Mecca, and on that account was 
supposed to be invulnerable: this was called a tutrtmw/k, or holy 
gift. Altogether the Jewels, treasure, and valuables, which the 
eastern sovcrcigjas have laid irp in store, from the days of Solomon 
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to Tippoo Sultauu, felt very slion of general expc^uition m Lbe 
cApltire of SeringaiiftLani, Indeed atf,Indian weallH and inagnirt- 
cencts* eioco Nadir SliaL'a jtliinder of DeJlii^ even llje UiillianL 
huinBt pcarlj canopyt and varied gciti5 of the tiger tliroiiCf dwindle 
into comparative imiguiDcanoe, when tnemiaaed with the splendid 
luxury of the jlrabian euEtplis. Tlie name of I1arbiin>al>RaaJiul is 
Ikmiliar to every n^tder of the .Arabian Nights' Enlcrtainmcnis; 
nor are the descriptions ol' Ub palace* gardens, and pavilions, 
alt(^ether fictiliaui. Tlie success of the .AruUiau prophet soon 
laid aside the patriarchuJ simplicity which distinguished hts cha> 
racier- Every autheniic history of Afalionied confirms the remark, 
of Gibbon, that his good strnsc despised the pomp of royalty : 
4h« man nitfkd /Ae upoif/a uf God submilled lo tiie menial oRtccs 
of the family; he kindled the fire, swopt the flonr, milked the 
ewes, and memled nrith his ow n hands his sbo^ and his woollen 
garment. Disdaining Lhc penance and merit of a hermit, lie ob¬ 
served, wiUiouteflTonor vanity, Uie alistemious diet of an Arab and 
a soldier. On solomn occasions he feasted his companions witli 
rusuc and lio^pitablo plenty, but in his domestic life, many treeks 
would elapse without n fire tieing kindled on the liearllt of the 
pnopbot. The intenlicUon of wine was confirmed by his examples 
his hunger was Hpfjcasod with a sparing ailowauce of b:ir1cv-4}reads 
l>e delighted in llic liwle of' milk and honey; but his ordinary food 
consisted of dales and water. Perfumes luul women.,were the two 
sensual enjoyments in which he chosti lo indulge, and his rdlgion 
did not forbid i alBriuihg ilmt the fervor of Itts deyoUoii was in- 
iTe09ed by these pleasures,*' 

In little more limn a rcntiiTy aficr the death of Mahomed, the 
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Abassides tbcn csiablislitd at Bagdad, forgcuittg the origin and 
example of their prophet, and disdaining his abstinence and'fniga- 
lily, began to emulate the splendour of other oriental monarcHs* 
The chanted of liytier Ally and Tippoo Sultaun are, in many 
respects, not unliko those of Msiltoniwl and Ids early successors; 
especially in ilieiriical for converts and rage for contjiiesti Atnhitioii 
and extent of empire wfirt*tlic ruling passions of Hyder; to these hb 
son was desirous of annexing the llUes of apostle, priest, and pro¬ 
phet He gloried in bt inghimself a religious author^ and certninlj 
possessed a library superior to titat of aiiy modem prince b Hin- 
doslan. He was at Ihfi same time rain, ostentatious, and defioent 
in Uie noble qualities of a sovereign; hb own capridoua cruelties, 
and those sanctioned by hb authority, have been mentioned. He 
affected a splendid pageantry, and tnarshalled his choicest troops 
before Ids durbar on Ute introduction of a new nmbassador at the 
Mahomedan festivals, nnd oilier public occasions; but all his 
osicntaiious parade was trifling, compared with the wealth and 
splendor of the caliphs of Bagdad, or the Moorbli kings in Spam, 
of which Abulfeda has given two remarkable instances; one of 
them peculiarly applicable to Tippoo Suliauu. The first exhibiu 
the entrance of a Greek amlKtssador at the court of Moctader, on 
the decline of dm Arabian caliplis. The latter prints a short, 
but striking, trait in the cliaracier of Abdalrahman, one of the 
great Moorish kings in Spain; who constructed ihe city, palace, 
and gardrns of Zebra, near Cordova. 

Abulfeda, as quoted by Gibbon, relates that when the Greek 
ambassador repaired to die iKiJacc of Mociadcr, ** the caliph's 
wliolc army, both horse and foot, was under arms, which together 
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madt^ a body of one biimlnKl nnU aUt>* thonsaiid men. His siai« 
oSiceFs* tlie favourite slaves, stood near biin in splendid ajupareti 
their belts glitteriug wiib gold and gems. Near iboiu were seven 
ihousnnd eunuebsj four llujusond of ibcm wliitc, tlie remainder 
black, 'riic porieis or dtiorkocpers were in number seven hun- 
dtod. Barges and boats, ivith the most suiwri? decorations, were 
seen swimming upon ilto- Tigris. Nor was the palace itself less 
s]>lendid, in which were Imng up thirty thousand pieces of tapes- 
vy ; tnclve thousond fiv« hundred of which were of silk entbroH 
dered with gold. The carpets on llio Soup were iwcnty-lwo tliou- 
sand. A hundred lions were brought ou4 with a keeper to each 
tlon. Among the other s})ectaclt^ of rare and stupendous luxury, 
was a tree of gold and silver, spvcniHiig into eighteen large 
branches; on whicl), and on (he lessor bouglis. sat- u viirioiy of 
birds, made of llic same precious metals, as >¥ell as the leaves of 
the tree: while the machinery aflecled spontaneous raotioas. the 
Severn! birds warbled ihcir natural harmony. Througli this scene 
of mugn'tlicence Uie Orct^ ainbassadoT was led by the rialer to Uie 
ibot of the caliph's throne.'^ 

The reaection, if rtot the magnilTccnce of Al>dalralmian, is inic- 
resting; and each of these anecdotes not only merit their place in 
the Deciims'aud Fall of ihc Roman Empire, but illuslrfitc oriental 
maiincTS and customs at Uie present day.—*' Abdalrahniim's build* 
ings at Zehm were sustained or adorned by twelve tiumlrcd 
colutniw of Spanish and African, of Greek and Ftalian marble* 
Tlie hall of audience was iucrusicd with gold and pearb, and u 
great bason in the centre was sun-oimded willi Use curious and 
costly ligurcs of birds and cjuadrupeds. In a lofty [laviljon in the 
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gardens, one of those basons and fountains^ so delightrul ip a Sttl* 
iry climate, was replenished, not with water, but with tbo; purest 
quicksilver. The soragUo of Abdalraluna, his wives, coiicubLacs, 
and black eunuchs, amounted to tdic Uwusanil three himUred per-' 
sons; and he was attended to tlio held by a guard of twelve thou¬ 
sand liorsc, whose belts and sciiueiars were sludcled with gold.’*

Wa may profit by the esporienoe of this mmiarcli; for allor his 
decease this autlientic tuemoiial was fouod in his clcmrt; ** 1 have 
now reigned above fifty years in victory or |icacCi beloved by uiy 
subjects, tlrcaded by my cuemies, and resj>ecicd by luy nllias. 
Bidies and honours power and ideasurc, Lave waited on iny call, 
nor docs any eartJily bless iiig appear to liave been watiUugio luy feli¬ 
city. In ibis situation 1 have diligently uumbciod the days of pure 
aud gcuuiue happiness which have fallen to iny lot: they amount to 
TOOUTnExI Oman, place not thy coiilidcnco in this present worlili’* 

Tilts renecllon of Ahdalralimau correapouds with the palhclic 
exclamation ofVasiTY from another voinpiuom tKivcreign, re¬ 
nowned. above all oricnlal princes for wisdom, wealth, anti magni¬ 
ficence. lliG short dynasty of Uyder, the aiiulhihition oJ‘ the Mo¬ 
gul empire, llte prostrate Uirones, and tottering crowns of so many 
European inoni)rc)i^ all within the short space of twenty years, 
wonderfully evince the raUacy of mundane specutuiious. and cou- 
firm the auhlime Hue of the poet: 

" Be bniltk rod W, vlio bawalk ihe iltist" 

li b bat jimlice to tlie celehrate^l hislOTlau to add his remark 
on AlKlatmtmian’^ mcmonal. that “ the oontesaion of the Arobiau 
monarch, the coniplaints of Solomon, and the happy lew days of 
ibe emperor Seghed, will bo triumphantly quoieil by the detrar- 
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(ors of human life. Tlicif eajtectatidm are oommonly immoderaie, 
their..e!»CiDiatei» lire adilutu imparLiaU If I may speak of mjaelf, 
(ihe only person of i^hom I may speak wttii certaiaty] my bappy 
hours,'* aaya Gibbou,. *'4)ave fiir eKCeeded, and far exceed, llie 
acaiil^' nuiubeis cif tlic caliph of Sxuitut and I siialJ not scruple to 
add. ihut muny of them are due to the pleasing labour of compos* 
iDg the History of ilie Decline and Fall of the Roman £ni{ure.''— 
'With lumest pteaaure, as wiUi equal tralh, I may make the same 
asa^tioii reapectiug Uie many delightful days I liavc s|>enL in com¬ 
piling these memoirs, nnti delincuiiug t heir iJIustraiioiis* 

It is not probable tliat tliu Mysore sovrereigns. who gave rise to 
these redeciiom. enjoyed many happy Ikmrs, in the true seose^ of 
the ex|ircssion* The sjileitdors jof royally, especially in Asia, 
dazzle the eye of the spectator ; he beholds the purple and fuTP; 
linen, tlte briiUunt liura. stately palace, anil olisequious nobles. 
His imaginalion carries him to tiic iiiteftor iiparlinents, where 
beauty, wealth, and pleasure, obey the itnperud uod. But did he 
at tile same time oppose the fear, distrust, ^and jealousy of despo¬ 
tism, he would exclaim with our immorLal bard;

The Lruih of Shakespeare's observaiiou is abundantly coT)ijrmL*d 
by Dr. Buchanmi's pkture' bf the imier apartmenb of Tippoo's 
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palacet « From ihe principal front of suIUunV pdace ai 
SeriDgapatain, which icj^ed as a revenue office, and as'a place 
from whence he occaUioDally shewed himself lo ihe |>opulacc, the 
chief entry into the private square was ihrotigli a strong narrow 
passage, wherein were chained four tigerat which, alilmugh fiotne- 
what lame, would, in case of any dbturbaiice, become minriy, 
Within these was the hall in which Tipjioo wrote, aud into which 
very few person* were ever admitted* Immediately bdiiod this 
was the bedchamber, which communicated with the hall by a door 
and two windows, and was diut up on ei-ery other ride. This 
door was strongly accared on the inside, and a close iron grating 
defmidtd the irindows. ITic sultaun, lest any person should fire 
upon him while in bed. sfcpt in a hammock, which was suspended 
from the roof by chains, in such a aiiutilion as to tic imiiublc 
through the windows. lo the hammock were found a sword and 
a [»air of pistols. 

Tliai this suspicion and anaious dread pervades the whole des- 
|jolic system, from the impcriirl mosimid to the durbar of eveiy 
inforior oppressor, h evident from tlie general construction of the 
great houses in Hindosian, which are full of dark passages, close 
narrow stairs, and short tumings, I'roui whence the dagger of the 
assassin may best execute the mctlitetcd blow. Too true, 1 fear, 
is the melancholy picture of Sir MllUara Jones in most part* of 
the world* but in AaiaUc rt^ions it applies with tenfold force—it 
fonnetl part of a leiier to Lord Tcignraouth, written from Bengal 
in 1793. 

** Of European poliiics I think as lltUe ns possible; not be* 
cause they do not inlcrt^i my liort. but because they give me loo 
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nmcb paiu. I liave goodwill towards men. anii wisU j»eacc 
eartli: tut I «» cliit»% uiiili^r llte sun. lUc Mvo ctaa&es ol' men 
wtumi Solomon deseribei*, I lie :uid l1»t: (fpptasfd, J have 

no lt4r iu Rnolimd of open deaipoUsn), nor ol auarchj^." 

’rjiii dUtruiit and suspicion in some measure nccounls fur ihe 
cnstoni in India, espijoiall)’ among I he Mahoinettaas. iLai iu de¬ 
fault of children, and suniclimcs where there are lineal dcseeiid- 
auls, ilie master of a iVimily adopt* a slave, fretiueniljr a llqff- 
sjlbee, Ahyssinbn, of tlic darkest liue, for hjs heir: be educalWi 
him agreeably to his wishes, and luamea him to one of his 
daughters. As the reward of sujicrior merit, or l« suit the ca¬ 
price of au arbiltufy despot, this honour » alsS eotiferrcd on a 
slave recently purchased, or already grown up in the family ; and 
to him he be<niealhs his wealUi, in preference to Ida nepheivs. or 
aity coUateral branches. This is a euslum oF great auliquily iu 
the east, and pmvalEut among the most refihed mid civili?,eti uu- 
tioiis. in the earliest period pf die pau iuTclint history, we tiiicl 
Abraham complninitig for want pf children, niul declaring ihat 
ciUicr Elieaer of Daiimscus, or probably one boni fvmi liim in Im 
house, wjis im heir; to the exclusion of Xmt, his favourite ne¬ 
phew, (for whom he had just fought wiili the king of Ebm and 
liiH cpiifcderaics) and all the other coUuleral brauclic^ of lits fa¬ 
mily. 

Tlienirivul of our iU-faiml countrymen from lllangulorc. dur¬ 
ing our stay at 'rcllicheny. replete willi anecdotes of Tippoo's 
cniehy. and Uic diairesses they had amtamed in that fortress, ag' 
gmvamd by wlmi they heard of die ^dicadfui sudbrings of the 
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oOicera and prWabca inarched .tlirou^h tb& Mysore dommions^ so 
(^'grossed conversBUoii, liiai hulc atieuiion could be given lo any 
odiLT subject. TbS i^ilure of BrtUali policy nnd intrepidity in the 
laic unfortunate cxpcd'Uton to BednoR^ and the loss of ilic dower 
of die Bombay ai'iny, were uiijvmaJly deplored. Tins, added to 
llic of all our nurlhcm funscssiuiis, la obtetin an ignonii- 

liious ficace witli the htalirutiaa, litrew a glaam over tlic oiicn- 
tul liciiiispticrc on our departure from India. Important and 
adranuigeous luive been ibe smxioediug events in dint quarter of 
the glolte^ where Uiua^ ftUal catastrophes are nou' so liuppily n> 
vfi'sctl, Tippoo dtsfroyed, Mysore restored to die dcsrcndani of 
iKancient rajahs, many O'f the Guzerat purguiinas once more in 
{KisscMiou of the Com puny, and BriUsii protection esteuded over 
the greater part of the rich :md populous regions of India, in « 
retrospective view leave du> mind absorbed in wonder, lookiug 
forward in in^lcnlablc conjecture.

Out cargo liM*iKg entirely completed, and ihe packets from the 
chief and'council of Tdlicherry dosed, iluy ftnidly dijjpatchcd the

colours usui'ped tlie place of the zamdrine’s standardr in lliU once re- 
JeJjCJiied ciii)>Qrtuiu, which was complcidy conquered by die suUaiiii 
of Mysore, now bteofne one of the firel |>otenialcs in India: wh»le 
die Mimorineof t'alkal. so great and powerful a sovereign when l>v 
Gama arrived liertv was ftumhilatedi^-or, like die qDcens of idlinga* 
and other Malabar princes, ctijoytrd only die imnic and shadow of 
royalty, the zamoriiies, or kings of Calicut, according lo the Kcl- 
lore manuscript, were aacertamed to havorniiiuinincd twelve hundred 
brahmins in their ImuselioldT and until diey luid been first served 
with victuals, l he zainorine never lasted uiiy himself. 11 was an cU- 
quedc also, that he never >(K>ke to, nor siificreJ a Mahomedan 
to come into his presence.

The particular assignments to the futnily and destondants of 
the late Tippoo Sulutnn, and the sums appropriated to the aeiutna, 
the legiLiinatc and ittcgitiTnatc children, und de|:ici]dHiils of every 
description on the Malioiiiedaii sovereigns of STysore, Imve hreii 
so fully detailed in recent puliUeutioiis ns to yciidcr it tiniiccessnry 
to iim'rl them in this place. Tliey arc Uljeml and Ix'iicvolcnt, 
becoming ihc .conijucrors of a despot ivitli whorn they were com- 
pelled to engage for die prcservailou of their own existence in 
India, and the restorers of die iuicieui line of llitrduo rajuhs, fiom 
whom die sovereignty of Mysore had lx«n ui»utpcd by the unjust 
anibition and cruet policy of Tippoo s ftidter.

T cannot give a iHlter idea of the stale of apciety m Beuga 
upwards of tw.’nty yi^n ago, than by observing* that I was one of 
a party, not exceeding sixteen in numl>cr* who met to dme with a 
friend In Ihe soutl. barracks of Berhainpore, in 179ei: when* bap- 
pening to meet with some friemis we l.ad not seen since occupying 
the same quarters in 1783, we casually mcmioned our old com- 
Rides at the same plaeci btit were ^.u mlly l.mnd to wind up out 
retrosncclivc dcUuls. with - Ah poor fcUow. but dead!" The

1 tiiere- 
fore only wbl. (o point out tl.c principal cause, which in my opi¬ 
nion produced so material n difTereucc In the cliarncicr and cai-e^r 
of the voutli sent lo India; thb was the employment of time, espc- 
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cUiHj ill 11 muriiiiig* TIjc wnlers *il tUe (»eritid ftf iny surival iit 
Baiiiliiiy> mid during llic vrbolc limo of my oflicUiting 5u thui - 
C’it3% wccc^ fully <*ngagc<i from nine o*cU>ck to twelvCi wlicn llu^y 
retired from their respeelive oflices lo dinner, iilucli wits lh«u at 
ontf o'cloek in every class of Englisli society* At two the wTitcr* 
relumed to fheir cmptoymcnl until five; when, after n dish of ten, 
a social walk on a fine sandy beucli, open to the salubrious west¬ 
ern breeze, gave lis a keener appetite for supper than our sciiiily 
piltanctr of thirty rujK’cs per munth could tuTuish. Such wasoi r 
constant practice sii days in the week, 'J'he on the co’i- 

traiy', who were then soon proinulcd, and whether stationed at Uw 
presidency or the subordinate aetttements, (jerluips mounted guiiitl 
once or twice a week, and did no other duty, hud abundance of 
leisure time.

cause Jamlrosecr and every other cession and conquest from the 
Mahrattas and Guieawars, since the comiTiencement of the Mali- 
mlta war, are to he relinquislu'd, escefn Salseitc, Caranjah, and 
tbc sinaller isles in Bombay harbour. All our possessione in the 
Concati are varibhedj no territory remains to Sural; nor is the 
proanset! country of llnee law any hmger to lie cxiiected. 
These sacrifices might have bt'en anticipated, but to gTatify Mlia- 
daiee Sindia for procuring this peace, Ujc governor general 
and council have been pleastjd to grant him, by a separate iix^aiy, 
the citv and purgunna of Baroclic, a pretty douceur of near 
one hundred thousand pounds fier unnmn. 

Most heartily do I execrate this ingbrioua convention; for 
nothing surely could be more unjust Limn thus sacrificing the 
Bombay presidency to the iuterests of the other two. But our 
purl, luv ijiend, is submission; and I feci the ciR«:l3 ol the treaty 
far more for the general loss and disgrace to the service, and the 
interest of livose ihdividuak so essentially burl, than any thing that

Colonel Upton came from Culeulta, 
with full i>owr, and made an figrcenieut; according to which 
maticrs were to go on Iietweeo the Com|>any and Shear; but 
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was not adlicre<i to the Engllst^ ; they Ijoving aitl^d

one on the road. 

“ That the iVnterwad and Bundy wad provinces and their Sirdars 
being ever under the .Sircur, uo damage must be done to them. 
The English army from Calcutta having passed iJte Nerbudda, and

** After falling out wiili Uie Sircar of Mliadarow Nar- 
rain, Pundil Purdua, wc with an English army ftrom ISombuy came 
upon die Gliaula, and encutnpeil ai Tellowgaum; on wbicU you 
0Rlea‘d a fighting, and we, both parties, did figblr in whieli ive 
were defeated, reltirncd back, and eucan^ied al Worgaiiin with 
Dflda-Sabeb (Uagobuli)t fi'om whence We could not in safety re* 
treat to Bombay witli onr anriy and stores, Gonsideriag all this, 
wc sent Mewra. Farmer and Holmes to you, desiring you would 


came and gel the Sircars and o\ir treaty settled as before, and 
conduct us and llic Englisiii army to Bombay, You came be- 
liveen us, and got tlie Sircar’s and English treaty settled, and you 
promised to concltict U9 and the [tniiy to Bombay, without uiolcs- 
iftllon from any one. You made our escape uiilirely. All this 
we took into our considcnilion* and were very giad. You are a 
principal oiheer with the Sircar, and a wc!bwi$hcr to the Engfiah 
governmenL, which has induced ns to keep a friendship wUli you; 
this came into our mind, oitd we wcic sati.‘dic<l that you made us 
free from the Sircar, bihI every body's molcstaiEon, and got iltis 
treaty settled, as befuremenlioned, without any niofestaliou from 
the Sircar: therefore we thought wo should serve you; and tor 
this reason we hare of our own free will and accord, agreed under 
the king and the company’s seal, to deUver up to you llic fort of 
Baroebe, with its purgunua and governTnent, in tlie same manner 
as the Mogul did Imld it; which fort is now' i[i the Ertglish pi:>sses- 
sion, and which we hare given to you, ^Ve furthtrr agree that wc 
will, on our arrival at (imnbay, obtain the dusluch (or 

order) under tlie kings seat, to the killidar of Ihiroolic, to deliver 
the fort and country to yon, in the manner the Mogtil did hold it; 
under oath, no dispute shall arise in this; we promise aolemnly; 
and we liave left Mr. W. G, Farmer and Mr. Charles Stewart with 
you, us hostages for the |>erfonu(incc of this agreement. We will 
let no dispute arise; this we agree to in wiiling.

escpeccation of a Maliratta des|>(H, with his greedy train, lo take 
possession of this city, and all the adjoining districts; alt eager to 
uu and oppress a quiet set of people, whom il lias been iny study 
to render happy. How mdaiidioly an upijcarance does every 
thing now wear, from that which delighted you four months ago, 
when we enjoyed our party with ihc chief, lliroiigh these pur- 
gunnas. The higher orders of |jeople in the city hai'C actually laid 
aside their long rebes and put on more humble apparel. Tlie 
banians in general have shut ap their shops in the bazar, and 
many of them nre gone off, Tiie tesi of the inhabitants await 
their doom iti nuiumral silence, or inchuichoty converse without 
the Gate of Dianmrwls; where you and myself have often wit¬ 
nessed their happiness. Yet even this h trifling, compared with 
tlie sacrifice of Baroehc to Mhmlfjjee Siiulia; k never did belong

Dalton and 
my sister will now ac(*Oin|)atiy ttic home, as they have no further 
prospects of advanliige in iUl'4 part of the globe. I have been for^ 
tunatc lo recover every rupee doe to the Company from the re¬ 
venues of Uiy disirkls, and shall not leave a single concern un- 
setlK^ at Dhuboy^ it will be far oUierwise at Uaroche; where we 
have houses, laudttl jiroperl 3 ', and many outstaudiug concerns not 
provided for in the late treaty. I have written you ibese particu¬ 
lar, in which 1 know you will lake a great interest, because my 
letter cannot reach you before your arrival at Canton; whither 
voii intended sailing soon after your reium to Bombay from Gu- 
7 .erat; and wiierc I hope you will in a few years flnbh jour fortune.*'

** I p<» mdcfd rejoice* and that most sinccrcEr* dcttr 
Sir, at jour xronrlcrfuJ escape from the Gractas, and sate arrivaJ 
among your anxious tnends at llarochet but when yoit wrote to 
ntc you knew not half the extent of the robbery hikI inunicrs 
among your people, by those cruel baiKlittl: ere tins you must 
hare beard the lucluncboly parijcidars, which 1 will not rccapilu* 
Jale. Nothing but the lucky circumstance of your selUng out froui 
hcitcc so many hours earlier iluin usual prermteii your falling 
into the haotls of those merciless wrelclit's. They were afraid, as 
I am iiilbrinecl, of being too curly at the rendezvous, lest you 
should gel inidligence ofil, and disappoint ihcnij but they reached 
die ticstmed spot very soon ufler you left it. Tlie whole tribe of 
Gracias in this part of Gusstrral are concenicd in thb liorrid plot; 
Mandwa, Viizctia, Vclofia, Uampoor, Mcah, and many others. 
Hiey have ever stuce posted a couple of horsemeu in all the vjT> 
fuges round Dhuboy, lo give them the earlk'st intdhgence of our 
motions. 

“ Yesterday we had a flying report that in consequence of the 
Mahralias bavlug captured one of the Ciimpany's vessels widi

*♦ ’Fhese appear to be a very eximorilinary set of edicts from an 
oriental governor, and are not likely to conciliate tlie Xtahome- 
dan ami Parice subjects to their new administration. ^Fhe former 
have been accuslonietl to cat beef from the fiml conquest oi the 
Moguls, and the InUct to drink mowah unacki from which, m 
modcmiion, they are not prohibited by any religious icncts. As 
to the poor chandalas and Frass caste, the order seems cruel In 
the cxirenic j but the last respccling the cyprian oorp has caiisetl 
die most astunhihmwit amoug all' classes of society, being per¬ 
fectly novel in tire'system of Asiatic juristlicti on. In ooriseqnetice 
of the late conspiracy, inuliny, and confusion, which reigns 
throughout the city on this cruel change, except in council, I have 
been generally sileiU.

The disciple of Confocius. beholding the renewed 
distress it occashmerl, said he would accept of Im watch, or any 
tlHk valuable as a memorinJ of dicir fricndsliip. ^The gmuiemau 
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immedialely presented hU cratch: and the Chinese^ in reLum» 
gave hitu an ohl iron sea)» savings ** Take Uiis seaJ ; it k nnc t 
have long used} and possesses no iuLnnsic value; but as you an* 
going to India to look aAci' your outstanding concernsj should 
Fortune futtber, persetnile you» dra^ upon me for, any sum of 
money you may stand Ju need of, seal it with ihk signet, sign it

The Macao ships did notf arrive during our stn/ at Telli- 
cherry, consequently wc iiad not the pleasure of meeting Mr. 
C—, whose commerdal concerns turning out ndvantagcously, he 
returned to Eunqje with an indepcudenl fortune^ On inquir¬ 
ing the name of the gciternus Chinese, 1 was hifoniied tt was 
Chmqva. It k a name wliich deserves to be recorded ou a 
mck of adamant, and an action which will f;nur}|ile him for 

CVIU'. 

With this triumph of rirtue, before I close lids litlle seleciion 
from an oricoUil correspondent^ it may l>e ctpiaJly proper to 
mention the downfal of prosperous vice. I»ullabhy, tlie opulent 
baoiau of Baroche, so of^en mentioned in these memoirs, and 
lately introduced as an oppressive zemindar, and the murderer of

Long Lave I firmly 
fiaed that period in my own mind; and now, as the time ap' 
proacUes, did 1 not cany my iniemious into eiecution, I should 
degrade myself in my own opinion, for want of that firnme^ and 
resolution, which ] think not to possess is a disgrace to the human 
character. Was my fertune collected and advantageously rcnui> 
ted to England, 1 slmald now hove fully sufficient for a man of 
my disposition, wlm courts the shade of retiremciiL, and has no 
taste for fashionable dissipation, or ostentatious vanity, 1 should 
be able to gtatiiy every wish of my heart ; and wealth, accumu¬ 
lated for any other purpose than tlie promotion of happiness, 1 
hold in Boverdgu contempt. 1 am most sincerely concerned when 
1 see some of tny very particular friends, at the expense of Uieir 
constitutions, heaping up riches, far beyond what ihcir own occa¬ 
sions can ever require. I'his disposition I catmot but regard as n 
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bias lhai wili uliimately <lestroy tiicir happiness, because lUey can- 
not find iliiit consolaittm ro fulurity, ami ihose aniidpated cnjoy- 
nieiits, for which, by an unnecessary seJrKiciual, thev now sacrifice 
so many real and presenl coinrorla. You, my d^r fiicnd, arc

■ few j cAKsiOT, my exceilenl. friend, alhiar youio 
leave India without a iew hnes, especially as I do not Uiiuk you 
TcCdvdl a Idler a*bich I hildy wrote on the subject of your health. 

J was truly concerned to find you had been so dangerously ill at 
Surat, and not entirely free from a reiapae of fever at Bombay. 
You ceriahily never have enjoyed perfect health in this climate, 
and now that you^are leaving it, I would advise you not to sit too 
much at tlicidcsk, and to use more exercise. Wherever your lot 
may be casl^ Irt mt? imtreai of you to walk out early in a pure air, 
on ii dry Boilj gcolle riding on horseback wilt also be cxlrciiidy 
bcnetidal to you. lie airef'ul in your tlicl,t‘and do not lead so 
sedentary a life as you have been acci^ioined to from iheiieut of 
the climate iu Ltidiai your writing and dm wing, however fasci¬ 
nating, iniiat not engage so much of your time; by inactivity Uie 
fibres are relaxed ntul deliiiitaied, the luimours of the iKuIy mom 
viktd and-abundunt, and xonscqncuily when attacked by a disor¬ 
der it will be tlm more ^vere. 'I'lte habit being weakened, and 
the humours accumulated, nature, even with the assistance of art, 
finds it more dilFicult to throw off the inoriiiJ load.

Ajr Account of thx Hot Wki.ls at VaeARAQiiv. 

About twenty-five miles north of Benntle, a town at the liead 
ofTtmiiith river, formerly conriderablc for its trade, in a plcasiini 
extensive valley* surrounded by niountains, stand the pagodas of 
Ramex^atwr and Bhernf^auor^ famous for their natural hot springst 
which arc preserv-ed in bailw elegantly niaile of hewn slone, lit© 
fimeof the country, tn the month of N(>vember,,was rural nnd wild, 
and the soil fertile In the last degree. Bnt dcliglilfully pleasam 
as the weather was, and iigreeablc our situation, we soon found by 
experience that the mouthKovember wi5 n veyy improper sea* 
son for this excursion: a kind of epidemical fever pcn^dcfl etery 
village near us, and soon seiacd oiir servants to such a degree, (hat 
before wc had passed ihrec weeks in our tents we were left almost 
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dilute 6t’ llieif assistaucc: and had not a more diaagreeablt; 
eveat (the dangerou!! slate of Itcalth of one of our partj/) Uappenedi 
to cause our stiddeu dcpnriiire# we mtist shorllj have bccji under 
the necessil^' of decamping on ihai account alone. Tlie natives 
iofonned us that these fcrcra risil ihem annually* after the rains 
cease* and continue until the w*iirtii weallier sets in, 

Tlic productions of the country are rice* gtatn* and a small 
dark grain used by the poor Columbccs for food j they also plant 
a little tobacco* and a sort of bean aonielhing like the caravance, 
♦ Tlicy have a lew lime-trees, mangos* plantains* and guavas; the 

mango abounds in die country* die other fruit-trees are only 
planted round the pagodas. It is eulirely owing to tlie Jaay dis- 
position of the nalircs, who live barely from hand to ntoulh, dial 
the earth is not as famous for most orit!nLa1 productions as It is for 
the surprbuiig springs with wlucU Providence has so kindly and 
profusely furnished il, Soiucthing indeed may be said for the 
present coniused slate of die country, and the unliappy con&titu* 
tiofr^of die government, which does not permit them to make a 
proper use of die riches nature has lav idled on tliem; hut iiidus* 
try was never ihe character of a IVIahratta. The grn^ grows to a 
surprizing height* and the earth every where abounds with flowers 
and fragrant herbs of various?sorts. TItr branches of the lime^ 
trees about the pagoda lUuuczauar* wc found bowed to the ground 
with their golden produce* and every thing seemed to flourish in 
the highest perfection. We pitched our letiis u^der the friendly 
shade of a noble banian tree* which overshadowed a space of an 
hundred and thirty pares in cirvumference, and completely shel- 
lercd us from the heat of ilte sun. 
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Within a f«w yards of the jisigothis n\m a stnall rivcF^ remark' 
able for ihc sweetIItrsM of hs waterr To (lir brink of ihia rrrera 
niimlxT o( tigers, hyenas, srilil hogji. deer, and oilier creatures, 
flock in the night from the iieigl) bun ring inouniains lo drink: oiid 
although the tigcfs froquent it every night, a* we coiistantiy o!>- 
served by their fresh tracksj the counU^ people rc^rd them with 
no Ollier fear titan lest they stiuuld destroy iticiT cattle; instatices 
of which am even nire in this lovely valley. Pigeons and doves 
aiioiiiiH here, also jwirtridges and snipes; hnl the higli grass pre¬ 
vented our success wiih thelaitcr; the bumaiMreca are enlivened 
by grccn*pjgcotjs, squirrels, and monkeys, Hepttles of various de- 
scriplit^ are found in abundance; the most remarkabie n a veiy 
beautiful snake, which lies among die brandies of the btirr-trec, 
where a monstrous species of spider spreads a strong and exten¬ 
sive web from bough to bough, and hercety attacks every thing 
that touches it. 

The natives rear large herds of calUc, which they drive into 
tlicir houses every evening, and men, women, cUildrcu, cows, and 
hu^ycMs ail sleep together. In our journeyMfrom the welb wu put 
up in n Mahrotta villaga; and rather Uian exjxise oufsclvcs to llh: 
dew when wc could get under cover, accepted an offer fh>in the 
paiell of his house lo sleep in; and a most uneomronablc night 
we had. No sfjonrr was the lamp out, ader the whole village had 
satisfied ibcir curiosity in seeing us eat our supper, than we were 
beset t>v a numerous army of hungry Bandicootc rats, almost us 
large as sucking pigs, which kept a continual squeaking and £gUt- 
ing the whole night, running over us with Uic great^t familiarity. 
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’rjjeac we »hoiild lirtrc ilespIsciU liad iiol tlw lo'Hiip a great 
bufTalo calf, close aI our fei-t, kepi iis froTU dipping »sliicp. VVe 
thuttgiK ihc night lediouSt And nitout I wo o'clock delennined to 
rise und decAtiip t for ihi^ pnrpcksc, while seArrliing »lK>ut to open 
the (]oop» »nd ewake the palantjuiit bearers, 1 found tnyseir fari- 
oiMily utia(.kcit by liie Itcad of u cow, whieli obliged me to make 
a jinscipitiUe retreat, and remain quiet until the lord of llic castle 
awoke and procured a light, which we found it very diSicult to 
persuitde him to. 

]fl our jouitiey frtrm J^iiuda, we passed several of these 
wrctohcfl village of Col tim bees (jicoplc who till iLcgtouiid)* 'Hiosc 
near the hot well* are AnkaluUe, half u mile to the aouth-west; 
('haTnbnIec, a few paces beyond hj Kellang, to ihe westward; 
Ga^d, to the mirtb-w^i; niitl Vaaanibhy at the disumcc of two 
mites to the <inulln»u‘cst. 'lire lust village is tke most considerable, 
and llifTc insides VitUdpunt, the subuhdar, lie is at prcMutt super¬ 
intending ihe building of n magntkceni pagoda, designed also as 
a foriw^ss in that part of the country. Thy pagoda, wht(^ is 
nmriy Unishcd, is elegantly designetl and liighlyiexecutecl; but 
the engiticers are very mferior lo tlw civil ardiitects, and in their 
choice of ibis ground have proved tlieniselves so. For atlliougb 
rticy have, St u great ex|iejifie, fortifieil one hill with a strong 
»quarc^stone wall, fony-ihree feci high, with a imraiiet and em¬ 
brasures (in the midst of trhieh stands the pagoda) tJiey Imvir en¬ 
tirely disregarded two more which hang directly over Ji, ami abso¬ 
lutely command every inch of grpunrl they Imvc fortidod j nay. so 
great is their error in this iTSi«ct. that a stone rolled from the top 
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of ihe neareitt liUJ, must fuJI direcil^ liUu tUu ttM’tj (w lliu ^itk* 
of Uiis biJ)i citt dotrn and cased n'ith atonCf fonus tKc fourth ^ulo 
of it. 

About three miles front Vtmnibhv, in a low stvAnt(>jr vallev, 
stuuds ibc pagoda BiieuieiituaFt very ucntly designedt with two 
handsome baths before it, These baths arc little frequented^ on 
ticcouui of their bail situation; but the waters ap|icar to be of 
the same nature and rirtue with those of nattiexauar. Wiihin a 
mite of this pagoda* in the midst of tlie river, or rather in the bed 
of it, (for except in ttie rainy season it docs not deserve the najiic 
of a river) are two of the liottest springs ll^t pcrha[js were ever 
known. They are preserved in two hollow cavities, funned by 
nature In tlm rock, and arc cquat iu heal lf> the source of the em- 
perofs bath at Acheu, raising the thertnometer to one hundred 
and ihirty-six degree of heat, which arc sixteen degrees higiter 
ihnn the king's l)ath at Bath, in Somcrsetsliirc; and the same 
number of degrees higlicr than Uie hoiLcai well at Ramexauar. \Vc 
could scarcely bear to dip our hands in; and actunlly took out a 
snake from one of them whose fl^h was turneil wfjite, as if it had 
been boiled, and fetJ to pieces as soon as touched with a stick: 
how long It had tieen boiling we could nut tell. 

The birds in the woods which^surronnd this pagoda, deserve 
to be particnlariy tneniioucd for their harmonious umes, ap¬ 
proaching something to a regular luTic. It is true their notes arc 
fbw, and have liulc variety, but thuir tnufincr of uK}cking each 
Ollier with those few, has a pleasing and singular oHbeL 

Tlie last and most frequented pagoda is called Baihexauar.

Lucas*s accminl, it is not of (Ire leiist Tmportuuce in respect to 
I heir viriuc. The waLersof ilie last described cdsterri wc tised ibr 
drinking, being by much llte cleuresl and best. 'iVo yards from 
this wc (bund another cistern, elioked up with mud, and disre¬ 
garded on thut accounli W^c cleared it uul of euriositv^ bin 
made iu> use of ibe waier. There are three other wells in the 
midst of the river, which arc entirely overflowed tti the 
Besides these thero are many snmil springs iu die river itself, 
which wunued llic water near them very pcRtplibly. 

'i'hc country jicoplc destroy tlic cflicacy of these WaU'JTS on 
tli^setves by cousiantty bailiing tu ihcnu The bnilitiiias, banians, 
wutnen and clnldrcn,vrcsltle»L in the iiciglibnufing villages, resort 
to ihetu morning and evening; they aru crowded from all puns ou 
festivai days, aud the brahmins who live ut die pagodas are alter* 
itaidy bathing in them alt du-y long. 

On a cumparisna between llm experiment nrmie by Uf. Luc,'is

a very sensihk: and lasting impruiiion on ilie nmuL We arc 
Ibrtoctl (at least the viilunble purt of mankind) Iqr tho cnjuymeut 
offrienibhip amt mutual lienevoience: nor are llier^ any sunti* 
menu more mdy noble, generous, and eleviitiDg, than these, Hu* 
man nnlure, unfmtnaaiely, ndmita nut, or very rarely, of too dose 
a cnunection. 'IW iMjeds^of petulance, pride, lolly, luid caprice,

These iinpretni'dltaU'd efTnsUms, at Uie period of separation 
between persons long united in the bonds of friendship and affec¬ 
tion* will not 1 trust be deemed irrelevant to their present ailtm- 
lion. Were they introduced only to grality tnv' own leeliugs* they 
tvobtd need nn apology; but they are inserted from a nobler mO' 
five. They evince, in a variety of iiidtriduaJ characters, a minrl 
superior to the thscihaitons of AinhTlioR, wealth,and Utxury,;m a part 
of the globe witcre ih(<ae passions are supposed to be amply grati¬ 
fied-; and by many incompetent judges m England are presunu-d lo 
engross almost ttic whole pursuits of their counUyniea in India. 
Eroui uii intimate correspoadenoc of neai-ty twenty years I might 
have adducetl many oilier pmofe of sound judgment, extensive 
knowledge, and liberal sentiment, wlitch do honour to our na¬ 
tional chaTBcter, but 1 have limited myself to our correspondence 
during liic last months of my lesideuce in India, in which, al¬ 
though 1 may have gmtifii’d piivate fi'cling, I have also given tirh 
deniable proofs Of tlie noblest virtues being deeply rooted, and 
residing, in Uic hearts of Biitons settled in the orrenUif regions.

From tiib f)eJioil light winds ami calms prevailul aUtiiiuitely 
for near a fortnight; itnttl, in the latitude of J3^ sooth, wcrjuct 
die southeast uadc wHid, which wafted ua on our conrac at the 
rate of seven miles an Itour} so tiuit we had genenilly from a 
hundred and «ixty to a hundred uiiJes in our day's reckoning. 
'I'his, in tlic twcnly-cigluh degree of southern latitude, Increased 
to a -sevrte gate, which blew with unrcuiilliug fury four days; 
then gradually subsiding, it Eelt us with fuir winds uud fine weather. 
These favourable gales continued until the l!2lh of April, when 
they entirely forsook us, and iasiead of the easterly winds com* 
luou at that season, we encounli^red strong wintry bhists froiti the 
north-west, which drove us to llie latitude of 38 degrees south; 
where during eight days wc ejtperienced three thieadfui storms, 
One of tiitmj wua a seme of horror and very great dajiger. 

Th<^ hurrieanf.-s were succeedt-t) by a faini lull, a short dC'» 
celtful change, which Carried us itito soundings on the great soutln 
em bank of Africa; but the cupbiin Imvltig positive ordera not to 
atop Jit tlie Cajie, we begau to untlcipaie the iitoie circumsciibed 
pleasures at St I Id ena, alter our late anxiety; when, fur lA^enty- 
sU days logeiiuT, the dead-lights were shut in, and very often no 
victuals could be dressed.

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After expmencing far several weeks Uie millty of this subJime 
jjoesy, in doubling Jlit souihcrn promoulory, we at leiiglh cijjoved 
a favourable gale; which settling i.i the regular som-mn trade 
wind soon waAeei us to 8t. Helena, where we jmsaed near tfirce 
weeks in all the pleasure and variety which thb small but cheerful 
island amply adbrds. Huviug fully described it in a former voy- 
age, r have now little lo add; eight years had efa/wed siiiee my 
first visit, during which dm culth-aiion of llu- island was consider¬ 
ably improved, cjjpcciulty in dm g^wti. of potafoes. 'Phis valu- 
able root now sufH-reedes the ymiu iu ihe estimation of the island¬ 
ers, and the numerous vesseK timt stop there for pro vis bns. Many 
fanners raise two crops a year, Irom four to five hiuvdred busbeU 
each; the medium price was now sij shillings per bushel. The 
surface of the island comaiiis about thirty thousand acvmaix 
iJiousand were tijen said to be under cultivation. When Lord 
Valeuua visdetl it twenty years afterwards, die cultivation was in. 
creased to between seven and eight ihousatid acres*

Tturing our sliorL stay ai Su Helena, three of these entangle¬ 
ments took place. One Irltimphnnlly carried off his bride iVom 
her native rocks, to the fashionable circles in EngliunJ. Anolhef 
1 believe succeeded in the shhic manner. 'J*he third concerned one 
of ray most pujlicijlar friends TelurTring from another part of tlic 
East in the prime of life, and possessed of a noble roilime. Cap- 
flvateil by one of these blooming beauties, an vjffer of marriage 
was proposed and accepted: one of the Utile cpmrrels not uncom¬ 
mon U^iweeti lovers, ficcarioned a ]>TocrasUnalian,artd the affair not 
being acconimodalcil *o soon as wishctl for by one of the parties, the 
Tcsscl weighed anchor, and the gentleman was rcluctautly carried 
on lioard by his exulting friends, who did not approve of the aitadi- 
iiieflt. I well knew lits feelings on lliis occasion, tinU sincerely 
pitied him. Absence, a sea voyage, and an English beauty, in 
lime lecoiidhxl him to a life, which, on loking a last view of the 
rclnrating jnouuiaiiis of St. llclcmi, lie thought would be 
portable.

Hut during the |>criod of nn Indtamans deten¬ 
tion, its novelty and rural scenery urnusu the passengers f (Uid the 
supply of freali iiteai,. fruit and vc^iubles^ which nre soul off every 
tnoming to the vessels, refit's!! the snilois. More ealiJc and poul¬ 
try nnght certainly,:,b<J teartxl, and more fruits und vegetables pro¬ 
duced, by iittention and encourageniemi the great increase of 
ships resorting to this small spot lias cLihancGcl the price of every 
thing, and llte sciueity is sensibly fclL by vessels tliat have uot pie- 
viously touched at the Cafie, 'I'he latter once niore belongs to itio 
[English,^aud Tong may It coiilinuc ni their possession, because in 
every point of view' its puliucat and couimerciuJ advantages tire of 
llu' greatest importance. The vulne of St, lletcim to the East 
India Company, especially during a war with Hollund, was itiesii- 
utahic: yet ti is niaintnincd at a moderate expense, the aniumi 
charge of the’Civil and niilitury establisUmeuts and con tinge indcs 
never exceerliug forty ihouasintl (vounds, 

Piioperly to estimate the importance of St. Helena, it must be 
considered ns rising ui the tniilst of llu: ooeitn, far from mil mher 
shores, in the inimedialc track of the hoiueivartWxnind Iiidiamen. 
A^'fair winil for those ships blows coiistanily throughout tltc year; 
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A ii rngi^d tiarbuiger, called tihr Sl llelcnii [jigcon, annOTWCCs lite 
iiiiirincrs approach long l>efbTn it is (liscovered hj the telescope. 
TJic bay near the town alfordsi safe atichoragCi and iccctvea a 
fine slrestm of fresh water, wiilt conveniences u> fill the ejjiptjr 
casks of tiie vessels. Tlie interior prosjiects are truly romantic, 
and want only richer woods and more copious streams, to rival 
the subiiiiie tiiid beautiful landscape of SwitacrlaiuJ. Btenk and 
tvjcky mountains Ibmi a stupendous fmiiic to verdant uplands, 
doited with neat farms, groves and ganlciis: intersected by pasKV 
rd rallies, aniuiated witli flocks and herds; wlule through some 
majestic opening appeurs the azure main, to finish the intenesiing 
view. 

A fdiow>paascnger, wiili wlioni J bad been intimate many 
years in ludin, being llien an invalid and unalilc to bear the basy 
scenes in St. James's Valley, retired as soon as possible to one of 
those cUanning solitudes; from whence Ih: wrote me a pressing 
invitation, witli an attractive description of his rctiremenl ia 
Swan's Valley. 

*♦ I wiau very much to see you here, if you could spare 
me two or three days, before we reluni on board the Geneml 
Elliot; ail event wlncli I confess 1 do not anticipate with pleasure; 
though 1 never cau forget the firiendly atieiilions you have shewn 
me ever since we embarked. Never have i recovered die 
of those dreadful storms we ciicouutered in doubling the Cape, 
when for so many weeks confined to my cabin. On arriving here 
yesterday 1 found my feelinp more resemble those of health Uiuti 
any 1 Imvc been blessed with during the voyage. ^|y lot, even 
to myself, does noi yel appear to l>e absolutely decided; I mav do 
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ivcll; 1 may niy country, my frk'iitb, anrl beloved relations; 
but, lilihough 1 own it to be wilL greiil coDCcm,yet wilUom Lorror 
orititxictyv I believe the cbances at least tbree lo two against me, 
for 1 know loo mueh of ibe buman frmiie, and llic disonlcra it is

and 1 Inive no great bodily jrain, ibougli a conatiwil heavy one in 
my right aide, and pans udjucenL 1 continue at times to have a 
slow dispiriting fever, and violent Ueaduch; my appetite is gone, 
lily sltjcp indifFcrenlj iind not refreshing* I will do every tlliug in 
niy power n> com but my disorder; but U the Sovereign Dia|K)ser 
of all Ims ckicrmiiicd tluil tiiiue shall be a sickness nnlo death, his 
wilt be done t 

« My reason for wishing to see you in Swan's Valley, is not 
wholls* from selfish motives. To a mind, like yours, fond ot rural 
amusemenu, and sublime ami tnuiqiiU scenery, these bills and 
volJics would afford real deligld. It h true the country boasts 
neither of rich woods, nor nicaiuleriiig streams; but the ineejuaJity 
of the liintlscapc, dressed in a smiling garl> ot vivifying green, 
would please you much; while the clastic freshne^ of tlie air 
would produce a sensible effect on your constitution. T must 
say we liavc had very English (which is llie most descriptive 
term I can use) and to a valeludinai'ian, rough weather; but I 
found it somewhat congeuiat to iny mental feelings, and was 
pleased to have my mind invited to solemn ratwings; which the 
prospect of an immense ocean, and these vast bills when clothed 
in storms, naturally inspire. T regret 1 did not bring Oss’um on 
shore with me? I should here have ik;vum« 1 ii with double plea¬ 
sure."

Wc left St. Helena without rcgi-ct, and sailed fi>r,:Englantl on 
the 23d of May. When t last cmhurkod for India, and lind formed

I pron»4e<j niy parents, llml sJiouUl it pleas* the Aliniglity U) bless 
n»c wKli a. TDottcraic competency, no Haltering situation of wealth 
or jMiw'cr should induce me to rctiiain there alter 1 hiid altaiiied 
my iliirly fifth yf*urt m a souiul oonsutuilurif au indeptident for- 
nme, mid (lie Jnippinciis of Iherr soeicly, wcit* to me ol fur gnniter 
i Hlue limn all the wealth of India, niiited lu liio consetiniiJK.’es of a 
longer residence in liie lorrlH aonc.

iiouB food ; bat the Com pa nyV orders being positive against sach 
aa ittduli£cncc, lo prevent u, contraband trade holwecn their honie- 
ward-boundBlu|)|iingaiut tin.-Americans, we wcj-c reluciaally obligcii 
to leave this dcliciicy Ui vessels, iiot under sucli a restriction. 

The trade-wind coatimicd uiilil wc errmed the equinoctial line 
ou the third of June, which wc lost shortly afterwards in the laii- 
iude of 5' north, when for a few days light airs and calms Retarded 
our progress imiii we met the uonh-casi trade; which blew fresh 
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iKmugh tropic cf Cancer, to tlio ^8th degrcea of uurih lutiUide 
tijift 43d of west JoDgtiiidc, wLen it Gimliy left ua, in wiiat is 
called ihc Stirga-tusOt or Gni!is-aea: tro natucd from tlic prodigious 
number of fuci and other marine yilants which almost cover the 
oceai}, from the LBlh or SOlli degree of north hitU lid l\ lu 30 Uttd 
33, anti csienil for Gftecn degrees of west lottgilude from 25 to 
40*. It is generally supposed lltcsc marine pluntjs are carried bj 
the winds and currents from the Gulf of Mexico. 'Tliis is disputed 
by philosophers; and in one of Burntw's voyages he miionally ob- 
wrves, tfiat the plant ties neither roots uor hbrifs of any kind to 
indicate that it ever was attached to rnck^ or shores; but its 
central stem, buried in the midst of its leafy brunches, makes 
it suificiendy eviiient that it vegetates while floating on ihe 
Eurfucc of the fatliomtess deep; some of these plants are muny 
feet in diameter, oUien only a few inches; all appear In a growing 
state, covered, with fish, worms, insects, and testaceous aulnials of 
various descriptions. 

A track so much froquented aifords very little for n modem 

a- 

voyager to describe. Dolphins, albacores, and Uonettas, Uie enry- 
phfcna or dorado, scomlxw ihytiuub, and scomber pelamis, arc 
now as woU known as the iclhyology of Europe. We had one op¬ 
portunity of seeing an amazing sword-fish, (xtphias gladius) which 
often docs dreadful damage to the hull of u ship, by jdartiug 
in the sword or horn, from whence it derive iu name; this be¬ 
ing frequently broken off, and tom from the heud by the violence 
of the shock, Uic sea becomes siaiued with blood, without any ap- 
poroot cause; until when docked, at the conclusion of the voyage. 
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sirrei'al inMancte hare occurred of tlw weapon bciitg fotriltl trailv 
fixed lUrough the strongest planks of oak, which had the ciii-aged 
nnimal been able to withdraw, the sliip must inevitably have 
foundered; such may possibly have been Uie fate of the Aurora 
frigate, and other vessels, whose loss has never Iwen ascertained. 
The saw-fish, (squalus prislis) is more common, but we met with 
none very large, though sometimes I believe it equals thcword-fiali 
in siKc; atid they are not unfrequenlly from fifteen lo liveiily 

feet long. 

Tilt most tnterc^ling scene of aniinatEd nature ou the ocean, is 
the shoals of flying-fish (cxocoetua evolan*) abounding la parti- 
ciilnr laiitudesi and flying in every direction to escapu from a 
watery foe, become an easy prey to nn ncrial enemy. In the 
Hindoo metempsychosis, where the bodies of the dove, the bee, 
the ant, and other favourite animals, are assigned as the temporary 
abode of tender, artiicUonate, and tranquil spirits, and lions, tigers, 
and hyenas for those of a ferocious dispos'ilion, tlie body of ihe 
flying-fish would be a fit receptacle for those iwalidoua itnvlous 
soub, who, like the arch-ficnd they hnilnie, anj continually going 
akniut seeking whom they may devour. Tlic flying-fiah are very 
beautilul, in form and colour not unlike llicgrey mullet, (inugll 
cephaM but of a silvery hue, and more brilliant colouta, varying 
from grey to blue and purple. They arc somctiine* front twelve 
to eighteen inches long, and even larger j but generally eight or 
fitne. In some the long pectoral fins are beauufully sjiottecl; by 
means of these wings, occ^ioimlly dipimil lii the sea, they con¬ 
tinue their ftiiiht, mostly in a horizontal direction, a few yards above 
the surface, for a considerable distance; but caiiuot fly more diau 
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a liuniirrcJ yards at a lime without welting thdr tint*, i have 
u>wt;liines seen them lull upotv ihc deck,and dresse^l tor tabic; but ns 
tlicrc wits seldom inohe than one at a lime, and lhal dtvideil ainong 
fiianj claimants for a taste, it is difficult to dehne its excellence 
in that respect: It seemed iriorc ddicata in Aavour than the 
other ocean hslu In Dr. }>hatt^*s Sysieutatic NaturaJ History, 
one of the niosl scientific and entertaining zoological works in 
Europe, he (quotes an observation liy eaptnin Tobin, respecting 
llic habits of the exocoeitis evolans, which appears rorj carious. 
“Ttic lower half of the tail in the dying^li, is full twice the 
length of the upiicr;. the use of it has alwaysapjiearcd evident to 
me. 1 have by the hoar watched Lite dolphins and bonettas in pur¬ 
suit of them: when, without whully immersing themselves, wbtdi 
would Itave prbv^l fatal to tlii^in, tltey have dispoaed in llteir pn> 
gressivc motion the lower |rarl of the tail in such a niatitter as to 
Mi|>ply their wings wiih motsttire, so as to support them above the 
surface. I never saw one exceed the disiaDceof one hundred yards 
to its dighl, witltoiii being obliged to dip for a fre&h supply/' 

1 should have had no other ucctirreiti;e to nientioii in liiis 
voyage, Imd it not been for a dieadful sioraii which came ti{>on 
iia after losing the norlh-eaiit trade wind: it was not of long coutinu¬ 
ance, but dreadfully terrific.iind we had every reason to suppose the 
ship must inevitably pciish. The prognostics were singular, anil 
the ataniiing aspect gave some lilllc time for preparation, wlilch 
was not the case on a simitar occasion uienttoned in n fortuer 
voyage to England, near the Asiorc^. Such scenes arc extremtdy 
difficult to describe; nor should any edbri of my pen or pencil 
have attempted it from my owo jouniiil; but there is au exact 
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counterpart of « by Mr. Clarke, in a note to hts beautiful pditloii 
of Falconer':^ Shipivrecfa, a tvork in whit'h tfic noble spirit of 
poetry, ifie uncoruiuon naval cnulltion, tlie dubjeci ilselF itntro<l, 
and intractable as it sIiuuM seem to nunibors, tlie tetider sympathy 
of wounded friendship and separated love, all conspire to rank 
the author high in the Ibt of fanie, and to draw the tear of sensj* 
bitily from the compassionate reader. Much as tlie poem itself 
deserves encomium, the language of lib commentator must l>c 
allowed to poeaess all the wannlh and energy of orientalism in the 
description of the sLorm to which J allude. 

“ We were cniiaing off //sAonf, in the Impeiu^ui^ during an 
eveniug at the close of October, and the dreary coast so continu-^ 
ally present to our view, cneaied a painful uruforniily, whidt could 
only be relieved by observing the variations of the expanse that 
w'aa before us.

nal uight closed the whole in horrid uncertainly."

This cpoclu<3«<i our advenlute^ on the voyiige trora India to 
Europe; for after encoiinlering the last storm, and gating tlcur of 
tlic Sargasso, wc tvere favouml i>y strong wf^sterly gales, which 
convpyoti us seven or eight miles an hour without inicnnisston, 
undl die 13lh of,Inly; when perceiving the water to be discoloured, 
wfi sounded, and hud ground ul eighty failioms. On die 15Ut we 
sjvw the verdant hills on the coast of Devonsliirc, and I once more 
expcnenced liiose emotions of pain and pleasuTC which skken 
the heart: they are only to lie fell on sticii occasions, nor can 
language desenbe liicm, WliOn I considered the age of my vene¬ 
rable parents, die mocertainty of their being y el alive, and the 
variety of circumstances which awaited me at thU important era, 

1 found every nerve of scuflibiUly awakened. On landing at 
IWmrtuth, on die 17th, T miitvififilml, who informed me that all 
our friends were well, mid with ftmd iniputipnce exjjccting ihdr 
long absent cliildrem We were soon reslonstl to tlmk embraces ; 
and at their respective rural residences enjoyed the most inedable 
sensations of love and friendship In the bosom of tranquillity, in 
die sweetest season of the year; with notliiug to dimifiish the joy 
of reluming to our native country but a regret for tire absence of 
tJiose friends whom we had left behind us in the torrid aonc.

May the hlesshigs of peace, of an 
honourable and lasting ptfact?, la: nestoreil! May iny uaitvn 
country be providcnimlly llit* means of reaioriiig Uiat choicest 
gowl to exhausted Europe! May England rise in triumph, lo 
promote: the glory of God, and the happiness bf man; to diqiet 
the roisui of igiioi'ancc, supersliilou, and ulolalry, and diifuse the 
light of Revelation lu the remotest corners of the earth, If 1 umy 
be deemed the humhlesl iiiiitTumcnl in promoting this gr<‘ai design, 
by any ihUig whVcli nia_v be offered in the ensuing pages. It will 
iiftbrd me a liearlfeU sabs faction, which language could III express* 
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My mind is solemnly impressed wiLb the importnnce of the object^ 
iny faeort, 1 trust, is Indking of a good raatter," and J hope to be 
escaped for bringing in so mmiy aitxUlarieSp 

I have (>f!en been struck mlh the simple language, good sense, 
and piety, in a dedication to Sir Francis Walshigbam, secretary 
to queen Elizabeth, by Richard Hakluyt, liie celebrated author of 
the earIy.^voyages and discoveries of the English nation, imprinteti 
in Uieycar 1599* It appears to be in some degree so connected 
irith the general purport of these volunies, and parttctilarly with 
the contents of this concluding clmptcr, tJiat I shall transcribe a 
part of that excellent letter, l)ccause 1 trust 1 have been actuated 
by the same spirit; and shall be truly happy if I may, In one in* 
stauoe especially, contribute in the smallest degree to the fulfil* 
meat of hut pious and almost prophetical wishes for the accom* 
plishmcni of an event which he so ardently desired to behold in 
U»c reign of his peerless mistress. Although not permitted to take 
place at that memorable period, kis, I trust, reserved for the liberal 
and enlightened epoch of die nineteenth century. 

“ Right hoiioumble, I do remember that beiog a youth, and 
one of her majesty's scholars at 'SVestminsler, that fruitful nursery, 
it was my hap to visit the chamber of Mr. Richard Hakluyt, my 
counstn: a gcndcmati of Uic Middle Temple, well known unto you, 
at a time when I found lying upon liis board certain books of cos* 
mogtaphy, with on universal map. He seeing me somewhat curious 
in the view thereof, began to instruct my ignorance, by shewing me 
the division of the earth into three parts, after the old account, 
and ilien, according to the latter, and better disUibulioit, into 
more. He pointed wiili Ids wand to all the known seas, gulfs. 
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bays, straits, capes, rivers, empires, kingdoms, dukedoms, and ter¬ 
ritories of eacl* parti with dedaration also of ilicir speciaJ com¬ 
modities, and particular wants, wliich by ihc benefit of traffic, and 
intercourse of mcfchanw, are plentirully supplied. Prom the 
map tjc brought me to the Bible, and turning to tbe hundred and 
seventh psalm, directed me to tlie twenty-third and Iwenly-f'ourlh 
verses, where 1 read, ** that they ivhicli go down to the sea in ships, 
and occupy by the great waters, lliey see Ute works of the Lord, 
and hb wondeia in the deep." Wliich words of the prophet, together 
with my cousin's discourse, containing things of high and rare de- 
light to my young nature, look in me so deep an impression, tlmi 
I constaniJy resolved, if ever I were prclerred to the University, 
where better time and more convenient place migljt be ministered 
for tliese studies, 1 would, by God’s assistance, prosecute that 
knowledge and kind of literature, the dtjora whereof (aAer a sort) 
were so happily opened before me. 

It cannot Ik denied, but, as in all former ages, there have 
been men in our nation full of activity, stirrers abroad, and 
searchers of the remote parts of the world; so iti most 
famous and peerless govcrtmicni: of her most excellent majesty 
queen Ehaabelh, her subjects, through the special ^sistance and 
blessing of God, in searching the must opposite corners and quar¬ 
ters of the world, and to speak plainly, in compassing I he vast 
globe of the earth more than once, have excelled all Uie nations 
and people of Uie earth. 

** Lucius Flores, m Ute veiy end of hta history, ** De gestb Ro- 
manonim,'" recorded] as a wonderful miracle^ tliat tlie Seres, which 
1 take to be the people of Cathay, or China, sent ambassadors co 


Rome, to iuireat friendship, as tnorcd iritli ilic fame of the ma- 
[estv of the Romftxi empire- And have not wc as good taase 
lo admire, ihal the kings of Uie Molucca, and Java major, liave 
desired tire favour of her majesty, and the commerce and iraflic 
of her pcopk r Is il nol as slrango dial llie born naluruls of 
Japan, and lUc PluUipuics, uiic here lo be seen, agreeing with our 
dimate, si»eaking our language, and informing us of ihe state of 
llieir eastern habitations? I^jr mine otvn part, I take il as a 
pledge of God’s further favour both unio u« ami tlicm ! U> them 
eapeciatly, unto whose doors 1 doubt not in time shall be by ui 
carried the iucumparahle ireaamie of the truth of Christiniiity, 
and of tlm Gosjicl* while wc use and exercise common trade wlili 
their merchants, I must confess lo have rend in the exceUenl 
history ciiiiiled, OiigTncs de Joauncs Goropius, a testimony of 
king Henry the Eighth, a prince of uoblc memory, w'll^>se iiilen- 
tioit was once, if death liad nol prt'vcnu?d him, to liave done some 
singular thing in this case; whose words, simaking of his dealing 
to that end with himself, he being n stranger, and his history rare, 
I tiiought good, in lids place, verbaiim to record* ** Ante vigmti 
cl plus CO annus nb Henrico KnnuUo Equite Anglo nomine Re^s 
ilenrici in'ram accepi, qua convenerHl, llegiu sumptn me totam 
AsialI^ (juoad Tureormn et Pcn^irum Regain commend a lion os, el 
legalioues admiticrcittur, pcrtigmlumm.

•* Bui as the purpose ol* David Uie king u> ImiEd » liouse and

Such the pious nnd liberal fcnumeats of ITackluyU on 

the publicaliou of his work upwards of tw'o huadi^d ycore ago. 

Mine is now brought to a couclusioo; after a iwriod of fortj- 

seven ye-dTS, since my first juvenile attempts in die dwcnptive 

leilers and drawings, which constitute the foundation of these me- 

moirsa During that time the most cKtraordinary events have oc 

currod in Indiii: nmny of which are alludcii to ia the preceding 

pages. 

It 1ms not been my object, neither have i laleulis to discuss the 
political, coiuiiu;rciaU and miUiary systems in British India; the 
aggrandisement of iVmt part of the empire has of late ycais been 
rapid and wmiderfah tteverting to tin: middie of Uie scventeenlh 
century, we find the English posacssions in India consisted o£ two 
fucloiieB, situated on the limnks of the H uglily river ; with an 
ciisigu*fi guard of lUirly men. ^U«liol 1 «^d tliere for the protcetTon of 
property! they were limited to tins niimljer by tiie Jealous policy 
of die emperor Aurungzebe and Ids preilecessors, who would 
not allow the factors to IrnUd even the alightcst garden wall, from 
a fear of its being converted into a fortification. Sudi was Uie 
commencement of the British esUiblisliinent in Bengal. 

lu ihcyear 1638, Mr. Lanehornc. agent for the English East In* 
diu Company, purchased die village of Mud ras-paUmu, with a smiill 
district on the sea-coast of C-oroinundcl. from the Hindoo rujali, 
for the"^^ East India Company. This village was soon aller sur¬ 
rounded by a wall, and a castle called Fort St. George was erected

iu 1640. Tills being a purebasci no oltJccUan wnii nmitc 
to the cireumvallation. And from thb small beginning arosn* the 
exlensi^'c dominions no\r belonging n> tbe Jlast Jiidia CQmjxuiVt 
under llie Presidency of Madras, or Fori Si, Gcorgtr. 

In less than thirty years after these fiettr oaiablishnientA in 
Bengal and Coroniatulcl, llie Ulaiul of Ikiinbay wa» cided to the 
JCnglish, on the marriage of Chnrios the Second with itw princess 
Catnerine of Portugal: liiis ^vas (he foundation of iLc Bombay 
govertimen), and all Its subsctiueiu appendages on tlie western 
side of the Indian peninsnla. Tlic wtujle of these setdcnicnts, 
and every other British factory in India (including those retained 
in the eastern islands after tlic cnict massacre of the Company’s 
sCTvauia at Amboyua, by llic llutch) were subordinate to the 
Governor and Council at Surat i estublishcd there, with a supreme 
authority, by the Eu&t India Company in England. 

It would be foreign to Lbesc memoirs lo enter on a detail of 
the liistory of the English East India Company, or the aggran* 
discmcut of (lie British nation, in the remote rcgioiiit of HindoiS* 
tail. Tliis histoiy became generally mteresiirtg nhuiit the middle 
of the eighteenth century, in consequence of the unparafJelcd 
cruelty of the nabob of Bengal, and ihe suJlcriags of the English 
in the B/acIc Hait at Calcutta, an event wfiich tvas soon followed 
by the memorable battle of Hassiy, and other pliant exploits in 
Benpl, by Roliert, Lurd Clive:, die hrst of that title; which not 
only amply a-vctipd the |>erftdious cmcliy of tlic Mahomeduu 
despot, but gave the Company power, wcullli, and lerrilory, in the 
imest provinces of India, where from a set of licensed Ibrdgu 
nicitThanls they became sovercips of ilm country. 
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The wa« ifliicU aiibsisled uL tliaj pcritwi between the native 
princes of Tiidia^ on the coast of CuiXMOandd, aided bj English 
tuid French troo{>»> offpowrU in each (Hher aa auJ^Ularies, under 
experienced coinHtandcra of bolU nathnjs, nnd I he conscflttencea 
□f sudi inierfet'cnco to the British nalioii, arc admtrablyrebied hj 
Oniie, jusUy styled "tlic cli^aut Uistoriau of Jndia.^ Hic subse¬ 
quent conquests bj other generals, and ilie more recent vicioriea 
in which the name of VVbi.liisi.e v is so conspienoiis, have added 
an immense domain to Uic BritKili empire. These invnlimble 
territories, acquired by Brilisb vuknir, are muintained by sound 
policy, nio<kTation and justice: the extent of our lerrilorial power 
and iudiieuce excites the wonder of Asia: and lltc effects are sen¬ 
sibly telt by aU tlm maritime nations of Europe, whoso consctjuence 
in India declined :ts ihe British empire triiimplietl, until, at this 
extraordinary periutJ, not ii aingle po^-session Tomains to any 
potentate of Europe, except Goa and some jnsignifiaint sea¬ 
ports Ixilong to the PorlugueBe, and t)ie Spanish settlement at 
Manilla. 

Tlie transactions tn India since the termination of Orme's me¬ 
moirs, open an ample, dlveisilied, and interesting lield, for the peu 
of the historian. Tlmt is a sulijecl on which 7 have nut prt'Mitncd 
to cater, nor am I coni[>eieuL Ui discns.4 the Immitcius and exU^vc 
t»culc of policy, commerce, literaUire, ami science, which diguiHed 
Ujc adminisiraiioii of VVaubE-S Hastings, Uie first govemor- 
geuerHl of India, who was appointed to that higli sttuation in 
J774; it b a theme frequently adverted to with great delight m 
these voUmics; and whatever opinion may bi: entertained of this 
great man in England, so long as the name of Britain exists in 
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tiidiu, so luHg will that of Mastikos be reins ml^ciied whh admi- 
mtioiit graiiiudCt and love ! 

Mj' [icii can add no lustR^ to the exalted character of Marquis 
Cornwallis; the necessary wars in wliich Lc engaged, and the 
vigorous and compreltensivc aystem which lie pursued, brought 
new aetjuisidonii of wealtii and power to his nutive country. Ilts 
mild and etjuiuiblo goTcraraenl was pecuiiarlx adapted to gain 
tlic eonridciiceand fneudship of the Indian aorcidgns; hisaniiablc 
maniieb ci>ncitiuted the respect and affcciion of the Company's 
servants in every departinenli and his benevolonl he«u1 disj>enMid 
general liappiuess among all classes of natives in those rt:U)ote 
regions. 

The high sense entertained of Marquis \VeUeaIey's adiuiuia» 
tration in India, is best expressKid in tlie energetic language of 
those who so well Itnow how to appreciate his'mctiisj it forma 
part of the adilrcssifligncd by upwards of six hundred European 
inhabilanls of Calcutta, on the govmor-geuenU's departure for 
England in August 1805. 

“ llic events of tJie last seven years have marked the period 
of your Lordships govenimeoi as the most important epoch iu 
the history of EuTO|)eau jjower in India. Vour discemmeitt In 
seeing die exigimcica of tiie country, and of the limes iu which you 
were called to act, the promptitude and detetmination with which 
YOU have seixed on the opimrtunities of acting, your jusi concep¬ 
tion and masterly use of our intrinsic strcngtli, have eminently .con¬ 
tributed, in coniunciion with the zeal, the dbciplinc, and the con- 
rage of our armies, to decide upon these great events, and to 
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establish, from one extremity of t\m empire to the otlier, Hie as- 
ccnrlaac^ of the British oamc and duininion. 

** We are impresaed with a firm persuasion, that yon liave 
governed with a direct yievi' to the glory of your country, and to 
ilie proaperiiy of iis po^isesinons; and ^vith no other personal feeJ- 
h)g than die honourable anvbttiou of obUiulng its applause as 
your reward. To the community at large, oti doubt, it belongs to 
lil) up lUc measure of that reward; but it is a dmy iiicumbetil 
iilK>n those ainnng whom you have lived and acted t whose per- 
^luil concern, in the coursc of your governnient, lias enabled them 
to appreciate its character, to dwiare before Uie nation llieir sense 
of your public services. 

“ It is under the impression of this duiy that ive address you, 
and with the desire to mark, iti the most auihcuLic manner, that 
yon cany with you to ,pur coniuion country llie respect, the re¬ 
gard, and the confidence of your fcllow-suhjccts; a confidence 
which is undiminished at the last hour of your administration; a 
respect and a regard wliicli are foumied on tmr lung ex[>crieiice 
of your ability, of your unsullied integrity, of your impartial and 
honourable use of power, and of your high and liberal spirit in 
llic conduct of public affaire." 

In^ldllibn to this unequivocal testimony of the Marquis 
Wellesley's excellent adniiiiisuratiun in India, I must not paa$ over 
his institution, and paternal care, of the college at Fort William: 
which, liowcTCf it may have been concfeinncd by ihc Conn of 
Directors, or by individuals, fw its magnitude and expense, must 
be allowed to be,cme of tlic wisest, mid tiltimalelj, perhaps, one 
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uf the tnnst (jbHanihtopic c.^tablidiiitcnts ever adopletlj (br prn*' 
uiulgniiiig knowledge, Utorature^ aitd scietice^ iJifougliooL uo ex¬ 
tensive cnijiire, esjiecielly in pimnoting a jorispriideiice fu\inded 
on ibe principle's of the Mahornedan and Itinduo codc$| improved 
bjf ihc spirit of ihoso la^vs wbiel» form the giorious conslitution of 
Great Udtaiii. iiJioiit adtilnliou to aii^ liviiig diameter^ aa 
wiltioui iiividioiis tedtfcUon on the nieinorj^ of men long since 
called to llieir final audit b}' nn nnerrlng ,Iu<igc. wlio Lhgugbi so 
very differt'ntly of one of these dislirigiiished licnefaciors, 1 can¬ 
not suppress my own csiimatioa of such inestimable ad van (ages 
to the Bfiiisb empire in India, nor witliliold Urn eondusitm of 
^farcjuis Wellesleys address to the slu<1onts of tlic college at fin't 
W illiam in 1805, wlicrein the noble visitor asserts, ibat “ibeduc 
udmitiistralioti of jiisi laws witliiij. tiourishlng and ^K^ptilous 
provinces, b not only the foundation of the happiness of millions 
of |)eojile, but llic main pillar uf the vast fabric of tlic Uriibh cm- 
]»irR in Asia: the nmiit-spring of our empire is situated bciej 
nni! it k supplied and guarded by the laws and regulalions of this 
govemmenL Priiui ihe prosjjerity of these provinces aiv derived 
al! ilu: sources ol our rtivenue and qummercc and public credit; 
and the origin and stability of that proMperity aie to tie fnund in 
the code iif laws which jrou are now directed to study, and hew*- 
oiler drstined to adniiiiisUT, to expound, and to amend, 

bubfet l to the conimou ituperfeetjon ut everr Imiiian instltu,, 
lion, tliin system of laws is approved by praciicul experience, 
(ihe surest test of human legislation) and couiains an active prin¬ 
ciple of continued rc^-isbn, which afibnls the liesi security for pro¬ 
gressive amendment, U is not die cdusion of vain theory, issuing 
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troin speciilutivc |mucip)es, and dirccled lo risionary objccU* uf 
impraciicabtc perfection; but ilic solid work of plairit dclibcnilc, 
praclioafitc l»eucvolence; die legitimate oftspring of genuine wis¬ 
dom and pure vtfliie. Ttic excellence of I he genuine fljnrii of 
those laws is iittcsted hj the noblest proof of a just, wise, and 
honest govcmuieut; by the restoration of happiness, traiupiillity. 
and security. In an oppressed, and sudbrlng people, and by the 
ivvival of agriculture,commerce, manufacture, and geucEiil upU' 
tenc<', iu a dcctiuing and impovcrialiLM:! country. 

“ Contemplating these licnevotenl views, and auiiuatcd by the 
prospect of tlic gn^t and eacalted duty to which you are calEed, 
I trust that you will derive from this institution the most cfTeclUii) 
means of preserving and securing to the inhabituuts of these pros¬ 
perous regions, that primary object of all good govta'iunehl, I lie 
greatest blessing atlainablr by any people, an impartial admini¬ 
stration of just laws.’' 

‘Thus the luminous administration of a Hustings; the wise and 
virtuous governments of a Teignmouth and Cornwallis; IhccxUm- 
sivc policy, promptitude, and decision of a Wellesley, united with 
the miliiaiy talent and cnterpriEe of a Wellingixtn, have placed 
those dtsiingublied characters on a glorious eminence, ilow 
highly cxalietl do llicy apjicar when opposed lo D'Acughiia und 
the unworthy successors of Gama and Albui|ueri]uc, the i*orlu- 
guese cont|Ucrofs of India! lliosc luumiere of uu(}uity, by tlieir 
mpacity, oppression, and cruelty, brought disgrace uiul ruin on 
that once celebrated nation; tlie patriotic and benevolent virtues 
of ihe delegated adiniriistmtorB of British sovereignty, will endear 
dieir names to the latest posterity 1 
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To Lhc preceding charactera^ I mini, in iLe aame spirit of tmih 
and candour, add the emineiil naincs of Lord Pigut, Lo«J A[a- 
caruicy, the second Lord Clire, Lord Wiiliam llcntinck, and their 
succe^ors in the rcsjteclivc governments of fndia; who will he 
recorded in iiistory as bright examples of British nrine, cooperal. 
ing with tlic supreme administration in conducting Ihe Asiatic 
empire; which, commencing vvUh a few Banians and factors in 
a mercantile warehouse, now extends over an immense territory, 
(exclusive of our latest oriental comptests) inhabited by upwards 
of sixty millions of people! 

Under ihe gcpcral name of flindosian, lUroughnut these 
volumes, I have included the whole peninsula of india, agreeably 
to tlie gt'ographical Ixiundaries in tlie Ayeeii Akbery. Several mo* 
dem writers comprise it within a smaller compass, including only 
the provinces north of the Deccan, extending to the froniier 
mountains. As I did not thus understand it during my residents 
in India, 1 have not since adopted IL The best standard for tills 
subject, seems to be the country thus dtsliiiguishcd by Abul 
Faxeeh “ ITiudostan is washed by the ocean (in the east, the 
west, and the south; to the eastward lies Malacca, together ivjih 
Sumatra, the Moluccas, and many other islands. On the north 
are high mounuiins, part of which forms the boundary of Hindos- 
lao, on that quarter; the rest belong U> Turan aml-Iraii. Beyond 
these mountains, as fer as Chiticse>Tartary, arc several fertile terri¬ 
tories; particularly Cachemeer, the two Thibets, and Kusliiwar 
The uorth side of Jlindostan Is plentifully supplied with rivers; 
so that it may be said to have water on all c|uartcirs. 

** The whole extent of tins vast empire is unequalled for the 
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e5€cllenc7 of Hs waters, salubrity «r uii, imlilnm of diinale, and 
tempemie constitutions of the natives. Evctj jjart b cullivated, 
and iiil! of iidmbitants, so Uittl you cannot travel the distance of a 
coas (ot iwo miles) witiioul seeing towns and villages, and meet¬ 
ing with gtiotl ^aler. Even in the depth of wmUTt lliu earth and 
trees are covered with verdures and in U>c rainy season, which in 
many parts of Hindosian conunences in June, and contiimcs till 
Scftiembcr, the air b so deUgltlfully pleasant, tltal it gives youtliful 
vigour to old age." 

In another part of the Ayeen Akbery wc find that the im- 
jMfrial dominionfl, in ilie forlkiii year of Akber's reign, conslatcd 
of one liuiidred and five Sircars, or provinces; subdivided into 
two thousand seven hundred and ihiity-sevcn kusbahl, or town¬ 
ships. The grand Soobali divblons mid suboTtlinato purgunnas 
of the empire liave been already meuibned. The revenue of the 
whole was then aetiled for ten years, at the annual rent of three 
aribs, sixty-two crore, mjiety-seven tacks, fifty-five thousand, two 
hundreil and forty-sis dams, or sicca rupees 9,0743881, upwards 
of eleven millions, tliree hundred thousand pounds sterling, Ai 
the death of Aurungxebe, in 1707, from major Eenners accurate 
tneinotr, “ the Mogul empire comprehended a tract of country, 
extending from tlje tenth to the lliirty-liftli degree of nortli lati¬ 
tude, and produced a revenue of thjrty-iwo millions stefUng; 
which, in a country whert^ the products of the earth are about 
four times as cheap as in England, is an enonnous auuunl 
amount.^ 

What infinite ad vanta^ what incalculable benefits, must ac¬ 
crue from a wise and liberal administration over those extensive 
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realms lirhicfa now fonn a |>art of the British empire^ is not for mn 
to discuss. What immeuse good was dune by the wise policy of 
the Bombay government ulooe, during u late faiuifie, we learu 
from the address of Sir James Muckitiiosii to the Grand 
Jury of that isbnd, (n no other language than Ids onu 

can be adopted on thLs interestitig subject^ it indirectly puiuU 
out die object I have onen [nentioiied; tlie amelioiadon of 
die natives of India by die introduction of religion^ laws, turtj 
science, and civdizalion, in their best and most comprehensive 
seu&e. 

Tlib upright and able inagisUrate, aAcr descanting npon foniiui* 
in general, enters into tJie purticuiars of dial in die Cotican, occa> 
stoned by a pari id hitlun; of die jierkdical mim in J8ti2, and 
fioni a more complete failure in 1803; from whence, lie says, a 
famine has arisen in die adjoining provinces of Indio, especially in 
the Maliratta tcrrilones, which 1 shall not attempt to dfscribc; 
and which, 1 believe, no man can truly represent to the Eitrojaran 
public widiout the liiiKuril of being chargml with extravagant and 
incredible Bclioh. Some of you have seen its ravages; all of you 
have heard accounts of them from accurate observers. J have 
only seen the fugitives who have fled Ixifbrc ii, and liii'ie found an 
asylum in tliis island. But even 1 have seen enough to be con¬ 
vinced I bat it is difficult to overcharge a picture of Indian dcso~ 
lation. 

*' 1 shall now state, from authenlic documents, wliat fia:i liecn 
done to laivc these territurics from tlic tiiiscrable coiidilioti of the 
neigliboiiring connCry. l^tJm die 1st of Septcnilier 1803, lo the 
prcscul time, there have been imported, or purchased by govern- 


lucni, lour Lutulrcd and r»urtix:n thousand bags of rice: and llicrc 
remain one hundred and eighty Uipusand bags contracted tor 
rrhtch am yet to arrive:■ foimiDg an aggregulc of nearly sijt bun¬ 
dled tbonsand bags* and ainouiiting to llic value of lifly lacs of 
rujjccs, w sis build red ilio^nd pountb sterling. During tiie 
same time there have been imported by private merohaiits four 
hundred and eighty thousand bags of rice; milking in all an im¬ 
portation of a millton of bags, and amciuntjug in value to one tiiii- 
lioo pounds sterling. 

“ The edects of this importation on the {ropuluticm of ottrovrn 
leiritoriesT it is libt very diflicult to estimate. The popuTution of 
Bombay, SalsetiCi and Caianja, and of the city of Surat, 1 de¬ 
signedly tmdcr-csiimate at four liundrcd itwusand, I am entitled 
to presume, iJml if they had continued suiijoct to native govero- 
iiU'tits, they would have sliared the Hrtc of the neighbouring pro¬ 
vinces, which filitt am so subject. I shall not be suspected of 
any tendency towardsesaggeradon, by any man who is acquainted 
wilii the Slate of llie opiH^ite epniinenl, when 1 say, that in such 
a case an eighth of that popiilmlou must have periahet!. Fifty 
thousand human beings have, thcfefore, been saved from death in 
its most miserable form, by the e^stenco of a British government 
in this island. 1 conceive iiiyiiell* eutilled to take credit for the 
whole benefits of the imporialton: for that which was imported by 
private merchanis, as wdl as for tlmi which was directly imported 
by the governmeul; la>euuiie, withoui the ptotociion anifsecunly 
enjoyed under a Briiisli govd^^iiment, that commercial capital and 

ciedit would nut have listed bjr wldcli ihe prirntu impomiliou 
wiis cITccied. 
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“ 'rite next' purlicutar which I have to stale, relates ic ihose 
unhaj>pj refugees who have found ilietr way into our tcrrilury. 
Frotii ttic month of March to the present month of OcloIxT, such 
of tlieni as couM labour have been employed in useful public 
works, and have been fed by govcrninciit. The muiitliiy average 
of these persons, since Alarch^ Is 9fhv Boiidmy, 3163 in SalscLIc, 
and hi Surat n eonsiiiemblc mnnber; though J'rom that city I have 
seen no exact returns, 

'* Hut many of these niiserable' beings arc on tlicir al^rjvai 
lieie, wholly unable to earn their subsisieuce by any, even the 
most moderate, labour. Tliey expire on the road before they can 
be dtsccrt'cred by the ageiils of our charity; they expire in the 
very act of being caTied to the place where they are to receive 
relief. To obviate, or at least to mitigate, these dreadful evils, a 
f/ijuiaijr was eslabtlshed by government, for llie relief of 

those emigrants who were unable to iaijour. ^I’lie inoiithly average 
of those who have iieen recetvet) since March into this hospital, 
is 1030 iu Bombay, about 100 at Sulsette, and probably 300 at 
SiimL 

**‘1 myself visited this hospiltil in company with my excellent 
friend Dr. Scott; nnd i witnessed a scene, of whidj tlie impression 
will never be traced from my mind. The average monthly mor¬ 
tality of the cstablishinent is dreadful; it amounts to four hundred 
and eighty. At first sight this would seem to.argue some monstmus 
defects in Ute plan or manngeiiient of the instituUnu; and if there 
were great defects m so new an cslablislnncnt, linslilv provided 
against so uticxainpled on crih tlmse wlio arc accustomed to maJee 


due allowance for liutnan frailty, would find more to lament than 
to blnine, in sucli dotecta. Bui when rl is considered that nlmosl 
all these deallis occur m the firet four or five days alter ndiulEslon^ 

iir 

and that scarcely iatiy disease has been observed ajnong the patieuts 
but the direct efTecb of tkiuinc, we shall pi'ol^tbly view the mor¬ 
tality us a proof of the deplorable ftlaie of liie palienia, rather than 
of any defects lo the itospkal; aud Luiitead of makiug^ die hospi¬ 
tal answerable for die deaths, wc Khali deem U eutilled to credit for 
the life of every single survivor. 

“Those w'ho know mo. will necd‘'uo assurances that 1 have 
not made these observations frum a luutivc so unworthy of my 
ataitoii and my character, as tliat of paying court to any govern- 
ment. I am actuated by far other motives. I believe that know¬ 
ledge on subjects bo importunL cannot be too widely promulgated. 
^ believe, if every governtnenL on earth were Jtound to give an 
annual account, before an audience-'whoui titcy respected, and 
who knew the lacU, of what they hud dune during die yeur for 
improving the condition of their subjects, that this single aud ap¬ 
parently slight circumstance would betier the situation of all man¬ 
kind; and J ant desirous if any British govcnimenl in India, 
should ever, in similar coJamitous circimistanres, tbrgcl Tts most 
itujtortant and sacred duties, ihal this example should be recorded 
for their reproach and disgrace. 

’« Ufjon tile whole, I am sure Umt 1 con«^idc!rably imd^tate 
the fact in say ing.^ that the Britiah gtivemment in this island has 
saved the liVcs of owe k(tki>hbd tiidusakd persons;fiiiul, what 
is more im^Kifiani, tUai it has preveuletl tile greater jiart of the 
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niiscrv througjj which diey must have fiasscit iiefore they found 
refuge iu deaib; besides the misery of nil those who loved them, 
or who de}»ended upon iljeir core. 

“ 'I'lie exisienCf^ lliereforc, of a British government in Buinbaj^, 
in I$04. has been a blessing lo its subjects* H'oidtl to Goot ‘hat 
every government of tile world could willi Iruili make a similar 
declaration 1 

Many of you have be<inj and many will be, intrusted witli 
authority over multiludes of your fellow-creatures. Your means 
of doing good will uut indeed lie so great as those of which I 
have now dcsenlx'd to you the emptoyment and the edbcL Bui 
they will lie considerable. Let me Iio|h; tliai every one of you 
ivjll be aiiibiiious Ui be able to say to your own conscience, I have 
done sonietiiing to better llto condition of the people intrusted to 
my care. 1 take the liberty to assure you, that you mii noi ^nd 
jwcA r€jtectiom miton^ tU least o^teablt ar valuable part of that stwt 
vhich you lay up for your deeiimu^ yean!* 

It is impossible to rend this Htntciuent wiiboiu admiring the 
fedings of the lieari wtiich dictated it* ^I'lic fast paragraph 
ought to make a strong impression upon every man who has 
acted a part on the public theatre of India: to him the condudiniF

woTtl^ must lie |>cculiarly ndccting* Under this idea, 1 ant more 
eiiibuldciied to add tlie following obscrv'aiions wliich deeply eu> 
gaged my aiteiiiion ou temtmating these memoirs* 

On my tirst arrival in lutlla, struck with the novelty and ap^ 
parent stniplicuy of the Hindoo character, J Ikilhfidly pourimyed 
it to the ^ best of my knowledge. 1 particularly admired the re- 
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lined life, aitil applfitided virtues of the ne1igi<>us brahmina, ai ilieir 
sacred groves aod temples; and was delighted with the (talriarcluil 
manners of tlic natives, at a distntiDe from European seulel^^u, 
amt Maliomedan oppressors. 

In those days we had no Asiatic K^anches; made few iu- 
quirits into the antiquities of rndtu; and knew hut Utile of the 
mythology and literature of Uic brahmins. The Ittstilutes of 
Menu, the Gccta, and Hectopudes, the depositaries of their ethics 
ntid morality, were not tntnsiaied^ 'J’he Sasiras and Vedas, the 
most sacred bruhmiuical volumes, mysteriously conccaJed from 
even the lower classes of Hindoos, were veiled still closer hrom 
Europeans; the language to which iliey were wriiteTi was confined 
to the priesthood, and strangers seldom interfered with thdr reti- 
^ous or moral institutions. At the (icnod of my arrival ui 1766, 
Uie'pursutta of the English in India were chiefly confinetl to com* 
merce, or defensive wan the hositlitics in Bengal and the Car¬ 
natic hud only been lately settled, and the Coni|>auy's territory 
and in^cnce were oomparaiivcly small, 

Afler the appointnient of Mr. Hastings to the supreme govern* 
ment of India, in 1774, a new scene opened to the intellectual 
Tiew; Ui& enlightened mind, correspondiiig with His exalted station 
and ptxweiful mflur^ce, exerted every means for Uie acquisition of 
knowledge, not only in the dominions immediately under his 
jurisdiction, but In foreign countries: hb researches in remote, 
and Jiitlierto unexplored regions, were rewarded by a rich increase 
from their treasures of literature, art, and science* Iti these pur¬ 
suits Uic govenior-general was as«istc<l by many emiueiit charao* 
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lens; above all, by that brigljt orieiilal luniinaty, Sir MUlliatn 
Jones, whose name alone ii Is snfficienl to niciition, antf trhof.c loss 
is ineirievable. 

From ibat mcinoroblc epoch in Anglo-Asiatic history, new 
sources of orieiiial knowledge flowed to Europe; the stores of 
brahminical le-artiiiig were no longer concealed; tlicir sacred books, 
for age* veiled in impenetrable secrecy, were brought to light; 
their poetry, drama, history, astronomy, art and science, lia^'e been 
hauslatcd by able hands into our own language; and tiic EtigNsli 
ate now, jierliaps, lietier acquainitul with Uic ancient and modern 
history of Hindosiau, than with that of many contiguous natTons 
in Europe. 

A variety of opinions prevails, both in Europe and AHia,respecU 
iiig the iiitrodiiclioii of Christianity into India: it is a subiect which 
has been frctiuenlly alluded to in these volume* ; some able writers 
maintain there is no tiecc55sity for e>:lcnciing its indue iicc to those 
remote regions; one asserts, that ” on bam of iisow/t wcwV^, 

tine Hindoo tUtie rtccdj the fttelutraiing hand of Chrhiian dit~ 

pensfr/foas, fo rentier I fa voturies a an0fcientl}f rorrtci mut moral people, 
for tdi the fntrpwea of civil Mtcktp,** After extolling the religion and 
morality of the Hindoos, he adds, ** zcheittver the Chrkthn religion 
do€A a* mudt for the lower orden of t&rietp ht Europe, af that of 
Bnihma oppeara to hinr done for the Uindoos, he ehalt ckeerfullp vote 
for ih catablishment in 

This may cerlaitily be the opinion of a few individuals; but 
it never can tie considered as the prevailing sentimenL of tlic Eritish 
nation. One of il^ iirightest inlcllectiiaHnmtnarios, emphaiicallr 
styled the Colossus of hu^tnre, thought very difierenUy; and I 
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trust his powerlbl language the decitltsd oj^niau of thou- 

siiiids, aotl unis ot' thousiindsj who truly the value of 

Climtianily. 

J did not expect lo hear thui tt could l>e a quetlioLt aiiiougst 
Christians, whelher any nation* uninslructed in religion* sliould re>- 
ceive insituction; or whether that instruction should be imparted 
lo tliem by a inmslaiion ol itie holy books into their own lan¬ 
guage. Ifobctlietice to tiie will of God be nceesaary to happi¬ 
ness* and knowk'dge of Ins will be necessary to obedience* I know 
not how he that withholds this kuDwledge or delays it* cun be said 
to love his neighbour as He that vuluntarity eoutinuca 

ignorant* Is guilty of all the crimes which ignorance produces j ufi 
to him llxwt should extinguish ihe tapers of a light-house* might 
justly Ik imputed the ealamkies of sJiifmreck. Christianity is 
ilic highest pcrfecticm of humauily: untl as im man is goofl but 
as he wishes Ihegodil of others* no man can be good in the highest 
degree, who wislies nut to others the largest intMwurcof the greatest 
good« To omit for a year, or for a day, (he tiiosi cflicacjous 
method of advancing Chrtsiianitj'’* in cutnpiiaiicc with any pur¬ 
poses lliat lemjljiaw on this aide of ifie grave* is a crime of which 
1 know not that liie world has vet Imd^ an examfde.'^ 

In minutely describing the letieLs and influence of the Hindoo 
religion* in a chapter mostly writUm at Chandotle in the bmhini- 
nical solitudes on the banks of the Nerbudda, 1 ulhtdeil ton <pies- 
tion which has lieen uAen asked me by' wise and gooil men both 
in Eiirci|>e und dstu* VVlwt Iteiieht will ilie Hiiidotis derive from 
being converted to Christianily ? Why should we not leave them 
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ns wo found iLeru ?'* A ^luesUoii of a stmitnr t<‘n<Icnc3r wns la-il 
^■ear iiddrcsscJ lo a meinl>er of Uit Society r€>r promofing CEiris^ 
tiaiiity atnoug llic Jews hy Munasseti, a learned, and respectable 
character uri<ier the Mcsatcal dt!>pci>salton. ** What advantages, 
I'oluiivc to tlieir present and future happiness, will the Jews derivt* 
from their enriversion to Chrisliaiiity 1 avail myself of Uk* 
answer to this interesting question* to strenglhcti wluit is said 
UmiughouL this chapter on the conversion of the Fftndoos. 

“ Previous to any remark ou ibc subiects alluded to in your 
letter, I mml, for myself and tliose willi wlioni I am connected, 
Hinrerely and aifectionntely declare, that in wlmtsoevcr point of 
view OUT endearaur may npf^iear to yontsetf, or others of your 
brethren, we are solely acUiatctl by tli'e pure motive of regard and 
lender anxiety for what we believe lo be the true intercut and 
happiness of all those who have not embraced Christianity. Thai 
very religion, by which we ourselves hope to be saved, enjoins it 
as a tuiulujncntal duty on Christians, to endeavour, by every 1aw«’ 
fill and rharilable method, to bring all men to the knowledge of 
the gt»s|>el of .lexns Ctirist. We certaEnly do aim at your conver¬ 
sion IroTii an undue and misplaced reliance on mere ftinns and 
ceremonies, to that salvation through ilie Messiah* ivliom the pro- 
phei Isaiah descrilies as a man of sorrows, and acqiiRiiiled with 
grief; who was stricken, smitten of Gml, and afflicted; wounded 
for our transgressions, and bruised for our iniquities/^ 

« In answer to the advantages that will be derived from Uib 
conversion, allow me, with the greatest solemnity, and sincerity 
of heiart, to nqily, * much everr way/ We Iwlieve* tliat by your 
conversion to Christianity* you would be freed fmiii the slavery 
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of a mass of auperslitioua imditiotiSi by vhicli you aTi*. at [iFCSont 
bpltl in the greatest iaieHecluai bondage: tiuit you would be re* 
atorwi to the enjoyment of those priviicgta in the favour end com- 
imiiiion of God, which you have so long litIcriy lost. Tbnc you 
would l>P» in the hauds of the I-oni Jehovahi tlte happy instm* 
menli of hringing muUUufle'' of llie unbelieving Gentiles to the 
standard of the Mesaiah, Jwiis ClirisU and above all, ihal you 
wouia,bya cordial, (foi 1 never mcim a merely nominal) reception 
of the ihjllit of Ghiiiliuniiyt hn’^'J “ certainty of tliai eietiml salva¬ 
tion which we are taught to expect only through the luime* [uerits, 
and sufferings of:Jesus Christ* 

We view llie prestmt situation of your people, when spiritually 
considered, <ls peculiarly awful and ctungcrousi whilst wentso Ite- 
Ueve, thui by a real conversion to CliristmnUy, you wouhl Iw deli¬ 
vered iherefrom, and brought into one which compreltCDds die 
highest and happiest privileges i both as it concerns your well¬ 
being and wdl-doing in ihls world; and your mcrlasting blessed¬ 
ness til that which n to come. 

** Those who 60 mixiously labour and pray for your conversion 
to Christianiiy, are tiiiiicd anri constituted on the broad and liberal 
Imsisuf theTAarcA Vnhmnii they carry their ideas an<l designs lar 
beyond tliai of proselyting lt> any partieulai sect or denominaiiou 
of Clnisiians. Many classes of Clirisiians* diflering indeed in a 
few inatiers avowciUv of lesser importance, but all agreed in own¬ 
ing and wordtippuig Jesus iChrist as the true Mcssiali, are united 
in eudeavburing U» ttceoinplisb tlie great cml of bringing ilie Jews, 
by argument and jiersuasion, to do the same; hioking to God 
dune to bless their aim and design. 


TheseClirtiitian!>afi3 all agreed In riewing Uiose points of wor¬ 
ship, or opinion, wherein Llie>^ dt^ler, as heing oi* infinitely less im¬ 
portance ihajt tiic grand tenet in witieli lliey all unite, vis. that 
Jesus Christ is the Mc.'ssbtli, and Ltinl faitli in liitn is essetitial to 
salvalioD. They are all agreed in their picsent cordial endeavour 
to bring the Jews to their acktiowledgeinenl of this same truth, as 
the fotindutioii of tiicir union with the Christian chiirclu leaving 
it to the subscijueiit detcrmimition of the converts^ into what par* 
licular comniunity of profesaing Christians they may, aAcr niaturc 
rejection, fee) it their duty to enter. 

*' Wc are looking forward to that perind, of which lla: piopiicli 
hare spoken, when “the earth shall lie full of tlie knowk^ige of 
the Lord, as the waters cover tiic sen. And in that day there sliall 
Ijc a root of whidi shall stand for an ensign of the [>copte; 

to it shall the GrntUt$ seek, and his rest shall he glorious. ^ And it 
shall conic to pass in that day, that the Lord shall set his hand 
ngiiin the second liiwc*, to recover the remuaui of Ids people, which 
shall Ijc let! from Assyria, and from Lgypl, and fnnn I'ulhros, and 
from Cush, and from Liam, ami from Sliiiiar, and from lluniath, 
and frotti tlie blunds of the sea. And he itjmll set up an ensign 
for the nations, and shall assemble the ontetisLs of hrael, and 
gather together ll»c dispersed of Judah from the four corners of 
the carili. Tiic envy also of Eplirttini shall dc[>art, and the adver¬ 
saries of Jnduh shall he cut off^ Ephraim shull not envy Judah, 
and Judah shall not vetE Bphtaim.” Isai.mi. 

« A1 that period, winch may God hasicn! all lesser disiinct ions 
shall vanish in one true knowledge and love of God the Father, 
and Jesus Chml whom he hath sent. Wc hope lluit liic very snb- 
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jeci of iheconvcniiun of llie JctS is proring/aikil will provttutk)nd 
of tiniuHt whose ill flu eace will be pecnlisirlj happy in Mrengthenmg 
die tiniversnl causev and promoiing i lie firm eslablishmenl of one 
tmhtd body of Jews and Gentile* in true clmreh lebowsbip. You 
will Judge for youTselvc?* about llungs of leaser imporlance here* 
aAcn in the mean lime headmen lo him, who declares, ** U even. 1^ 
am the Lord: and beside me there ia no Saviour: come worahip 
in his holy temple I" 

'»'ITiiJs we'Christians invilc you to the e^aminallon and ro- 
rf]»iion of the truths of the gospel, regardless of our own iiifi?- 
rior points of difference, and anxious on every principle of duty to 
GtKl, aad love to man, lo niamfesl our perfect umoii, in wishing 
you to enjoy tlie blessing of tbal faith in Jesus Christ, concero'- 
ing which we have but one and ihe same common feeling amongst 
usalL We all wowhipGoil in die same spiriiual lemplei and we, 
likewise, with one b^art and voice, say to you, come and worship 
with us ill that holy temple f* 

This excell^t reply lolManaSfieh seems to comprise all that 
is essenthdly necessary to the subject of "convereion in genc^ 
ml: surely those who object to that of the Hindoos in par¬ 
ticular cannot have consiilcred ii m Uiis light.

atjoii the jnosi enlarged, and our fanu^ the ntost iihistrious that the 
woHil ever s:tw} if wc could antierstanil all the curiosititis of 
scienccj and nil the I reus»res of tile rat it re were poured at our feel; 
if we eon Id embrace all that ihc restless mind ever conceived, bo 
tirai auibing remained for the bnaginulion lo iriveuL, or the desires 
to pursue;—still, wliut b all this, if we are ignorant of ourselves, 
and of Christ and holiness f What shall a man be profited, if be 
gain the wboJe world, and ic^se his own soul? or, W hat shall a tuaii 
give in exchange for ids soul f*' What indeed are all the fading 
scenes of this momentary w'orii? I'be time is ai baud, when the 
iicavens shall away with a great noise, and the elements sliall 
melt with fervent heau The jieriod is haslcniug apace, wluch will 
for ever put an end to this W'orld and all its concerns; which, like 
a iiood, will sweep a^vay its pam and its pleasure, its applause and 
its frown, its learolng and its ignorance, its distinctions and its 
disgrace, its good and iti evil. 1'be awful glories of the last judg- 
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mciu win ere luii^ be here: when the huiiihlR and pcmtonl in- 
quirer,-wlio has eiitlcavourcd u> do [be will of Goi>, and by ftiitb 
torccoive ihat 8luj>cndou5 gr»ee whieb the dociriuc of Christ re- 
veals* shall be eternally saved ; while the nien ly s|jec«luiive «lu- 
itcnl> whose secret love of sin* anti wilful neglect of God* have led 
to bi^ dwobcdicijce to the gospel, shall* notwiihataiuling his bam^n 
notions and schemes, bis abortirc ..designs of amcudnicnl/and hi* 
pteaumpllon of final iiiipunity. be for ever undone. In a word, 
the hour wilt soon arrive, when every veil will be torn aside: and 
they that have done good, shall arise to the nsurrection of life, 
and they that have done evil to the resumption of condemnation!" 

1 now come to the priiidpal point intended in this conclusion ; 
and with a desire to obviatt? any objection wliicb may arise from 
a seeming altenilion of ray opinion of the Uindoo character, from 
that given m the former part of ihcsi; memoirs, it may be iicces- 
sury to remark, tluit my tenlimenU cltanged progressively, as 1 
became more acejuainted witli Ihc higher carries of If irtdoos. Thera 
was a lime when I loved and venerated the chamcier of a beahmin, 
leading a tranquil, innocent, and stadious life, under the sacred 
groves which surrounded his tejiipte. Few restders, perhaps, liave 
been more dcHgliled lhaii myself witli Sir William Junel's little 
■' unvarnlslted tale’ of Ubadacaunt, a pundit in Calcutta, who 
refused to accept die ollk'e of pundit to the Supreme Court of 
Justice, when offered by Mr. Hostings, if llie salary were 
doubled. 

“ My failier (said the ivorthy pundit) died at the age of a hun¬ 
dred years; and my mother, «'ho was tigliiy years old, Ijecjime a 
Satif and burned hrrseir to expiate sins. Tliey iefl. me little br^ 
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s}de» good principJe^. Mr. [iavUogs purcliaswJ for me a piece 
of land, which at first 3 'iclcicd twelve buiidred mpt^ a year; but 
lately, cither through iny ioatu^nLiQii or Uiroiigli accident, it has 
produced only one lliiHisaod. Tliis would Im suffidcni tor inc 
and my family; hut the duly of brnliinins is not only to teach 
ibeyotiths of their sect, bat to relieve those who are |iCHir, I 
made many presems to poor scholars, and others in distress; and 
for this purposv’ 1 anticipated iiiy income- I was then obliged to 
borrow lor my family crjwnseii, and I now owe about three thou¬ 
sand rupees. This debt is my only 4 :ause of inicasincss in this.world, 
1 would have mentioned it to Mr. Shore, but 1 was aslmmcd."' 

Tlte miriHluclioii of tliis liUlc anecdote is a proof of that kind¬ 
ness and sensibility wiiudi Sir William Jones ever fcTt for distressed 
nierii, ft is superfluous to add, wliiit the rcjider will have antici¬ 
pated, tliat the disposition to relieve his wants tvaa not sufii^rod to 
evaporate iit mere profession. 

When J visited the Hindoo villages in the Concan, and cnjoyctl 
the pleaiiant interview with Ragojee AugrJa and Govindseit, nitaj- 
tioned on my journey through that district, I was diarmcd with 
the simple manners of the bmlmiius, the liberal sentiments of the 
prince and his philanthropic viuicT. the venerable Maliomcdan 
at Ram-Rajah, mid many otln;r ainiabtc ebaraeters, replete with 
novelty and interest, i wrote fmm first impressions, in the same 
maimer as I afterwards pourlraycd the natives of Malabar, and 
the inhabitants of Sural and the iiortliorn cities, where 1 occasion¬ 
ally resided i especially while sojourning in the Alaliratta camp, 
and travdiiiig to Ahmedabad, ihmugh the delightful province of 
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tiiiKerat. In it?j ]eUcrt> on liiosc fWJca3ioris» I relnteii even Is tts 
they cjccurrej, wilboul much rcflcciion, or a>inj>arisoii willi oUmv 
countries* Every incklctil (lad the chiirjii of oovelly; anil, like 
some otluT ImveJIers, I miglil have viewed |>n»iing eionia superfi¬ 
cially, and rormed hasty conclusIouH. 

In subsctpietit situHtions, particuturfy when coJk'f^O)' orDtiu- 
boy, anti acting as judgu in tliat district, I had inucti greater op- 
portuniUcs of scrutiniyjng the ! [intioo diamcler* In tins Investi¬ 
gation my opinion materially changed, and a furttier intercourse 
with the religious bniJimiiis at Dhuboy and ClmnduJe, did not 
mist' them bt my estimation. Kor did the moral conduct of the 
Yogees, Scnassecs. and other devotees frcf|ueDting die jaitanis of 
ihe Nci'buddu. prcfutlice me in Llieir favour, Btil wlicu 1 devc- 
lojied the charucicr of Oie secular hralmu'ns and J lindoos of vari¬ 
ous description, ctnploywl in the revcuuc departmem, from tlui 
consequeuliat xeniiiidur to the village patelJ, how was [ aatonhIjmlJ 
'I'iieir cruelty, avarice, crailiocss, and duplicity, occasioned a thou- 
«aud grievances, whicii I could ncilher counteract nor rwlrcss’ 
and difiplnyed such si ax^ king traits, rooted and strength coed by 
mligious opinions, pn^udice of casu% iind habits of oppression, ns 
hulfied all my endeavours to relieve die poor ryots, siiflering nn- 
tier their lyroimy. J meutioned these things an thfcy occirmid j 
they were written at the mometii, and are so fully uonfirtned by 
eiilighteued French and English iraTcffcr?i. during the two Jan 
centuries; by reccal documuits of ihe Reverend Dr, Chiudius 
Buchanan, and obscrvaiious of the discriminating Dr, Francis 
Buchanan, llmt I htutard nothing in ditTcrhlg from the mprcscuta* 
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lioQ of uthcr writcrst, who, 1 doiibi not, Jrota ilte beAl ino(ive$, have 
wriiieti very favourably of ihi* Iliiuluo».^ 

To avoid proJiitUy, 1 bhall oiiiy make a few short cxtrauis from 
llie nio:»t res[)ecUiblc writers o»t tlic Hindoo character. 3uch as- 
sisUinct* Is necessary, when philoBophei's and sceptics ate endca^ 
vouriog to uudertniuc Christiuiiity, and exult pugaiiistii. U then 
behoves every person who lias acfiuiied a kiiowitidge of those 
pagans, and been Jmppilv taught the truths of Chnstiatiity, to 
support religion, purity, and virtue, against priestciafl, sujicrati- 
lion, and error. To itiose advocates for IJtiiduisitt, I must, in the 
first instance, oppose the Tiigh authority of Sir Williuin Jones, 
whose judgment and inipariiahty are universally acknowledged. 
Jn the preface to his Institutes of Menu, I his learned orientalist 
allows Uiai code to possess spirit of sublime devolion, henevo* 
Icnce, and Icndcniess lo all sailienl creaturfis: that the sentiineats 
of intlejHnidencc lo nil beings fiut Cod are truly noble; and prove 
that the author adored, not the inntcrml $nu, nor any symbolical 
reprcscniaiiou of the Deity, but ilmi divine light, which illumines 
all, and delights all: from w'litch nil proct?i*d, and to which all 
must return.*^ This beautiful and nilioiiul Uiesis camioi fail to 
delight every pious mind, but candour renders it necessary Ui 
transcribe another passage on the same stiJ^ect, from the sitinc au> 
llmrily. “ This code is also a system of despotism anil pricstcrafl, 
both indeed limited by law, but nitfully conspiring lo give mutual 
support, though with mutual cheeks. It is frlletl ivilh strange con¬ 
ceits in metaphysics and natural idnlosopliy j and with a scficiric 
of theology most obscurely iigiiralive, and coiisirijnently liable lo 
dangerous misconcc]>Lions.‘' 
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Such is Uw flccisicn of Sir WiJIianj one of (he mwd 

amiabtc benevolent meu Utat ever existed; partFHl to oriental man* 
iim, JjtcratufOi and |>oetry, from early jouili? and formed, tu nil 
respects, for lho»c rcsoarcbes n’Uich were brs grand pur&uit in 
India. Lord TelgtiTiiouth, a character mont truly amiable anri 
respectable, from a personal knowledge of tlic (lindoos, says^ 
” ludividuals iti India are often irritated by petty provocations, 
U» llie eomiirissioa of acts which no provocation can ,iusiily; the 
result of vindictive pride, and nngovenicrl violence of temper.” 
On a former occasion J inentiooed Governor IJohvcll's rlecided 
opinion that “ lire Gentoos aro as dcgenei^atc, cinlly, superstitious, 
iitigions, and wretched a people as any in the known world ; and 
especially iii the common run oi'bruhrnins.” 

A more accurate ohscr^^cr, or a more upright judge than Sir 
James Mackintosh has, perhaps, never appeared in any country. 
Part of lib cliargc to the grand jury of Bomljaj has Iktou Intro¬ 
duced ; the following observation must not be omitted: “The 
accomplistied and justly celebrated Sir William Jonca, who carried 
with him to tlidia a prejudice in favour of the natives, which he 
naturally imbibed in the course of Ins studies, and which in Itim, 
though not perfectly rat tonal, was net l her un am table nor ungrace¬ 
ful, Even he, after long judicial exj>eriencc, reliicbnuly confesses 
their general depravity; and csjiecially tini piwalence of jtegury, 
which is perhaps a more cermiti sign of tlie gcneml tlifisoluitou of 
moral principle, than other mote dariug and ferocious crimes, 
much more horrible to ilie uuaginalion.*' Upon a further ac- 
ipiEuniance with the Indian character, tins esCdletit recorder add^, 
1 trust we shall one day have die unspeakable satisfaction of re- 
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fleeting, til ft i we have not only tliscliargeil those duties whidi pre* 
serve the order of civil sodciy; bnl that hy a firm, ibougli mode¬ 
rate cxt;cution of jnsl la^vs, wc may have cootributt'd in some 
slight degree, wiiliin the narrow spJierc of our influence, to revive 
tliose sent men U wliEdi every where naturally spring up iit 

llie huniRn heart, but wliicit seem m lung Ur have (mtifftished in the 
hreatts of t/i€ inhabitants of India.*' 

Dr. Fraocis Dudiaiuni, who was selected by MaiY|uis Wel¬ 
lesley, governor-general of India, to ascertain the suite of arts, 
agriculiure, rdigitiu, &c. in diflb/ent jmrb of Hindosiim, at the 
commencement of the iiitieleenlli century, says, ** 'J'he Siiiai ml 
brahmins allow of no pardon for eating In company with persoiis 
of anoiLcr caste, or uf food dressed by ilteir impure hands- fa 
n leligioiis quarrel, tlic victorious [larty caused tlie oilier bm I uni ns, 
on accoimt of ihcir obstinacy, to be ground to death In oil-mills. 
To tliOise wlio refuse lo ackiiowlwlgc the docU'inea peculiar to their 
own sect, no men can be more intolerant nor viotem than tlic 
bruhmias." I'his liencvolent writer eonflrms nil that has been said 
of the humilmtitig and cruel Iroatmmt of Ilic Siidra caste by tl»e 
brahmins; and I Icur this naserlioo of Dr, Claudius Buchanan is 
but too justly fouudwh “The Hindoos are dtsti lute of those prin¬ 
ciples of honesty, irulli, and justice, which respond lo the spirit of 
British adniiublmtioti, and have not u disposition which is accord¬ 
ant with die leuor of Christian piinciplcs.** 

1 sludl dose this implcMSant f)arL of the subject widi an extract 
from the Hindoo Pantheon, by Major .Moor, a most valuable 
aei|utsltion to oriental literature. “ Ifowc^^cr difiicult it mav bo 
for an Englisii reader to believe the liitlierto iiurecorded story of 
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ill© Qpiil^-nMiorring flltidoos, TJOt Oilljf do oiij©r castes of iho Hio- 
tloos» l>ul evrii tlie bralinvias lUeaiscIves, cat flesh ; and one seel, 
nl luasli mi liunmit fleshn Tliey «Io noi kill human subjects to cau 
hilt they cat such as they find alxmi tlie GaOfes and oLhfir rivetB l 
and Hear Benanss, limy are not unusually seen floating down ttie 
river on a corpse, and leeding u|K*n its flesh; aoni the human 
brain is judged by these cpieuresin cannibils to be the nieat <teli- 
aous luorael of ihcir unsocial biim|uct. lliey are culled PttrmNa- 
hansa, ami are by no means a low despicable trilje; but, on the 
wuiirary, are esteemed, iit any rate by themselves, a very high one. 
Whether ilic cKaltaibn be legitimate, or assumed by imliviUuals, 
in consctpieiice of pcjianec, or holy and sanctified acts, 1 aiii not 
prepared tu stale, bul 1 believe the talU r: as I have known other 
instances where individuals of diflerjng sects, by |jerscvoring in 
extnxordiuavv piety, or pennnee, have been deemed incapable of 
sin.” 

The same humane writer fully proves the prodigality of the 
Hindoos in liuman destruction. Besides the sclf<immolation of 
widoa^, those of all ranks in religion and life, nrc in the habkof 
carrying tiieir ageil and Uiseaflcd parents and friends to the Canges, 
or some other h<)!y stream, to perish by htinger, weather, or al]i> 
galore* Mothers, incredible as it may seem, revolt not, as the 
reader must do wheu he first liears It, ui throwing their infants 
into the sea, or river, to lie eaten altvi- l>y alligators and sharks. 
Whole tribes were in the habit of destroying, with but few excej^- 
tious, all their Icmaki chlldrco, until they were rectainicil and 
formed hy the personal influence uiiU pereuasion of Mr, Duncan, 
governor of Bombay, Human victims were formerly irnniolaied 
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al iLe shrine of ^jfTended or avenginfi: deities; hiic) \rcll-a«lhent»» 
cated aiiecdoics ini^tiL casiiy be collecled lo a cunsiderublc extent* 
of the sanguitiary projietisity of itiis |]e(i|de^ 6ueU as n'ould startle 
tviia liave imbibed certain opinions troni the rdations of 
tmvcl|er%, on the character and tmbils of the “abstinent anti 
bJor><l<ahhorrtng (Jindoos; and of the Inidiinius^ ivitii unspot¬ 
ted as the robes dtey wear."' 

J mil add no more on the gubject of Hindoo depravity; nor, 
ill coDiragLliig It with Cliristianiiyt shall 1 speak of ihat blessed 
Cttihaikon on a limited scale, Ijui place it on the liroiid basis of 
divine and linnian love; its grand tilifects being to reconcile fuJJeii 
man to his offended Crcator, llirougli the mediation of a Kcdeenier; 
and by ennobling his views, eiiabtt* him to sustain the ghirioits 
character of a candidate for eternity: llmt while passing LhrongU 
the probutioimn' jieriod of lime, lie may make a |>rof>cr esUninte 
between the transitory nature of earthly eiijbyinetils, and the de- 
lights which await Lite virtuous in regi^nis of bliss, wit hout satiety, 
and without end. In stieh an estimate, engralleil on the principle 
of faith, hojie, and charily, how is the sou) raUed aliovc stdiliinary 
pursujtaf how degraded is vice, however ^Tded by wealth, or sanc¬ 
tioned by fashion; how triutiiphunl is virtue, however fontaken or 
obscure! Animated by such a prosjieet, how trifling am the vanK 
tics of time, compared with the Christian's everlasting inheritance! 
To the young find though dess, in the morning of fife, wtten the 
roses of health bloom, and jdeasure presents tier cniicing cup, 
these may appear unimportaui oliservatigtis; but when tlici^hn- 
dows lengthen, the dowers fade, and the meliiditoiis bevcrai’e is 
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exltaustetl; ihe value of religion^ iind estimate the wjsilom 

of those who (lurchaso that |>ear1 of price; whose ajcrchaudizo is 
belter than silver, and lUe gain ihereof than fine gold! Tlicn shall 
wc, like ilie noble youth who beheld Hie closing *ceuc of Addbon, 
^ see in what peace a Christian can dieP 

i\t that solemn hour, when the lascinations of pic^asui’e, wealth, 
and power cease, when the dnuua of life draws to a close, and all 
its phantoms retire, Uien shall we experience tlte excellence of reH- 
gion, and enjoy that heavenly peace, that divine consolation, 
wliich no jxjw'cr on earth can give, nor take away; proceeding 
from Him who has promised never to leave ua nor forsake «r; from 
Hi SI who loved tis unto death; and, betbre he drank his own 
bitter cup, promised to send a Comforter to his discipk^, not only 
then, but in till future periods of the woHd. 

This is neither an imaginary representation uor the language of 
enliiusiosin: these diviuc consolations have been cxperieoccd 
amid tiie arduous trials of life, and enjoyed at the awful hour of 
death by Bacon, X/Ockc, Newton, Boerhaavc, Pascal, Hale, Boyle, 
Lyttdion, and many of the most dignified chamcteis iu idatoiy; 
nor have Uiey shone less conspicuous in female life. They aup- 
ported Jane, queen of hTavanc, tlic second Mary of England, the 
ladies Grey and Russdl, in ihcir trying disjieimtionsj and all the 
cininouLly pious women iu British biography, have fdi their be¬ 
nign iidluencc, from the luipcrial throne to tlie iieasant s cottage! 
Shall not sudi characters be opposed to those Hindoo females, 
who from educational tenets and custom of custe, have been tauvlit 
tliut no sacrifice h allowed 10 w^omen, apart from their husbands; 
no religious rite, no fasting; as lar only as a wUe honours her hus- 
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band} so far is she exallcd ii) hearcn: and ihui no oUier 
duljr ii known for virtuoiia women* after tiic dealb of their lords, 
limn to rasl tliemselvcs iijlo Urn fire. This is enjutncd to the higher 
tribes; aiuoug the li>wcr castes the wcitncn arc included in all llic 
indignitle.-, ofTcred to the nn-ri, respcctiug whom the Institutes of 
Menu declare, thfit no Chandtila nor S%vatii|>»cu sJmh li^'o in a 
town, nor have luij- wealth besides clogs mid asse«; that their 
iraiisat'tions are to be confmed m themselves* and their tuarrlages 
ouly Uelwet'ii ecj^nuls; that no man who regards Ins duty, rcdjgtuns 
and civil, Is to hold any iiilcrconrsc whh ihein; and iJiat wJioever 
is born a Mopuea is a sinful Wretch* who lives by [luiiishiiig eriini- 
imls* and b ever despised l>y the virmoiis.—Slmll a law-giver who 
issues such cruel edicts, or his priests and iiiiiiistfi's who enforce 
them, Ije eoEiijmred M'illi ihe Founder of that religion which 
says, Thou shah love the Lon o thy God with all thy heartland 
with all thy sonl; thou sbuh love ihy neighbour as iliyiidf: and 
xvhatsoever ye would that men ahould do to you, do ye even so to 
them? 

Such bring the laws and estnblished usages of the Hindoos, uf 
wiiai sj^nhcatioii are ihc absoqilions; reveries, and niysiica l iater- 
couT^ which the religious brahmins and t^i^ice-ftortt men, are sup* 
posed to huld whh I he Deiiy? Admilliug lhai some of tlioac 
tlevotces, soaring beyond Idol-worship, and even above the adorn- 
lion of the Hindoo Triad, lirnhmu, rwnoo, and Siava* (in ihe aiiri- 
hute& of creator, preserver, aiwl destroyer) arc by aolcmti ineditaliojt 
pcrmiltcd to hold eommutuon with the great mysterious spirit Oji, 
or Ac SI; (hat name, wliicii, according to those best versed in the 
Hindoo theology, is declared to be so sacred, that to hear it ut- 
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tcr^<l one of an itiferiof caatic is drertilfol to Uie ear of a brah“ 
rain; and Major Moor mention* that an English jzenlJemBn who 
liad ibc JcttOK an<l the sound of the sotnetliing siniiiar lo 

tlie aboee, and who, wirhuni knowing lltc result, began to recite 
k audibly ill the presence of a pious pnndit, the astonished brah¬ 
min stopped ths ears, anil hastened u^rrificd Ihiiti liis presence. 
Allowing llierelbre this spirituiil worsliip, and these sublime con- 
ceptionsi to the brahmins, winch is every tiling Uiat can be ex* 
liected. how few ninoiig thirty m'dliotra of Hindoos are admitted 
to this high prtvjlegel how few, coin|>anilively, even worditp the 
triad deity, to whom tiic Supreme Ih-ing » aupjHned lo Imre dele¬ 
gated his poiver. from being himself removed above all eoitcem 
for his creatures! Julius Carsar^asargiis it as a reason why the 
aticienl druids would not allow llicir laws to lye comiiiitted lo 
wniing, dial their mysieiies might not be rendered common to the 
vulgar, uiwl prcjfanc^l by tiicin. U'itc auiac- |>ride and uncharitable* 
ness, pcn'uding IhC; institutes of Menu, enjoini Uiat ** ifaSuder 
reads the Yedas to either of tlic other three castes, or listens to 
them, iieauid nil, wax, and iiielicd tin, sliall be poured into lits 
cars, and the oriltcc slop^K^d up; and lltal if a Suder gets the 
‘sctipUirca by ht'art. he shall Ijc put to ilcath,"’ 

How different is tliis rejection from tlie gracious invitation by 
lUcevangdical piiiphci: Hoi everyone tliuL thimtetU,comeyc 
to the wuic»; ami he liiat bath no money, come buy and eat; 
yea, come, buy wine and Eiiltk, without uiunuy and without price} 
Inctinv your car, and come utno me; liear, auil ycur soul sltall 
livcl^ How opposite is this cruel distinction of the brahmins, to 
these gcniJe words of Uie bencvuleul Saviour; Come unto me, 
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aM ye that faboiir aiid are heavy hulcu, and I iviil give yoa rest! 
Blessed are ye poor, for yours b the kingdum of Ireavenr' 

Trotn the preceding passages it clearly apfiejirs, that a large 
purt of LIjc [findoos are not oinlj kept in ignoraDce, but arc abso- 
tnlcty compelled to idol worship, and ilic darkness of pagauisrih 
It is |>n)bable 1 eialt them too highly, when 1 say it places the 
Hindoos in the condiuon of the O reeks nnd Komum, at limi 
period when the Sun of Righteousness urosf; with licaling on Ills 
wings, to ilispel tite darkness in Litosc elegant xmtions were 

CQvelo|H:d; to wliom the Lriitbs of Christianity were commanded 
to be preached, that they might turn frtun darkness to Irgtil, and 
from the power of Satan unto GoiH inste^id of ^vorshipping dupi> 
ter, Minerva, and Diaim, they were lo adore the gi’erttt Jehovah; 
Uic balmy comforts of the gospel ivcrc to reach their hearts: by a 
living faith i[i tlie merits and mediation of a crucified Redeemer, 
they were to enjoy a holy intercoursie wiih the grealcst and best of 
beings, and to be at Icngtli adtidtted to Ins beiiLiftc presence', where 
alone there is fulness of joy, and at svhose right hand there is 
pleasure for cv'cmiorel 

Sir William Jones has been fretjuently mentitnicd in these me* 
moirs willi the admimtlon, ^tccrii, and ticspi'ct due to his memory. 

I must here introduce him in another point of view, and express 
his scnUmeuia on the conversion of ilie Hindoos, and the otlrer 
subjects which form the basis of this couchiHivc chapter. They 
will be given cliieSy in Ids own words, or lijose of Lord IVign* 
montli, his moat excellent biographer; wdiosc opinion on these 
sublime and interestiDg tnillis wei'c so eungenlat to Ids own exalted 


miiicl, atid ^vhosc words f now uso in saying I shall not upotogize 
lor Llibse extrucls, nor (or liie reHection&llo which they naturally 
lead. Sir Williiiin Jones is a host on the pirescnt occasion; as 
such 1 bike the litierly of bniiging him forward^ wiihoiit diiicritiii* 
unltng which are imtuediaiely his own senLlmcntSf ue which ace Uic 
words of his iiolile com men In tor. Tlie names ofSir '^Vil ham Jones 
:ind IjOVlI Teignuioulb should not be sej^arated ; nor could I hold 
myself excusable did 1 not cull in the aid o1’ such champiotia, and 
shield myself under their panoply. 

It was a remark of Sir William Jones, that if life were not too 
short for tlie complelo discharge of all our resj>€Ctivc duties, public 
and private, and for the acquisition even of necessary knowledge 
ill any degree of perfecuoti, with liow much pleasure and ini proven 
meat iniglita great pari iifil be spent in admiring tlic beauties of 
this wonderful orb, and contempUtiiig the nature of man in all tls 
varieties-— But his thimghu and attention were not confined to the 
pinisliablc concerns of this world only ; and what was the subject 
of Ids meditations iii health, was mure forcibly iinprcsscd upon his 
mind during illness. lie knew the duty of resignation to the 
will of his Maker, and of dependence on the nieiits of a Itc^ 
deemer, 

“ Jf we soraelimqi suffer Uie humilialion of seeing great toJents 
and extensive erudilioii prosiiluted to infidelity, and employed in 
propagating misery, by endeavouring to subvert the basis of our 
temporal and eternal welfare, wc cannot but fcf'l a more than con^- 
inoo gratification at llic salutary union of true genius ami picly, 
Leaniiug, that wantons in irndigiou, may, like the Sirius of Uomer, 
flash its strong light u|Km ua; but ibongh brillioDl, it is baneful j 
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aiifl while ti dojoiles, makes us tremble fur onr safely. Seience 
ibercfoTe, wiihoul piety, whatever adriiiration it may excite, will 
nefei^ be eiilitled te an eijmit tiegrce of nspeci unci esteem, with 
the hua>h]e knowledge which makes its wise Uttio salvailou, 'Jlie 
hehetof Jiir William Jotics in rcvdatiou, is openly and distinoth'dy 
declared in lus works y hut the uiiosteniatious cHiisions of itequetc^ 
teied adoration, while they prove the sincerity of his conviction, 
give Of) addilicTTial weight to his avowed opinions. 

** Ji wotdd be □nofces&ary to adduce proofs in suppoi l of this 
assent0li; but ii)c beauty and piety of his pruyees iinel supplica- 
limifi evince siich solemn awe and purity oF soul as cannot easily 
be exceeded. ’Hte Ibllowing sublime address to tito Deity is re¬ 
luctantly curtailed. 

** Eternal and incomprehensible Min’d I who, by lliy Imuiullcas 
power, before lime treaiedsi iunuinerable wtirlds Ibr Ihy 

glory, and inuumerable ordere of Iwings for their J»apphicss, which 
ihy ihhnilc goodness proinpled ihcc to desire, and tliy infinite 
w'isdom enabled ihee lo kuowl M’e, lliy creutures, vanish into 
nothing before lliy supreme Majesty; we hourly ottr wtnik- 
nesa; we daily liewuil our vices j wr continually acknowledge our 
folly;—TJjcc only wcadore with awful veneration; dice we thank 
with rhe [Dost fervent ;?enl; fliee we praise with astoutshtnent and 
rapture:—to thy power we buiobly submit; of Uiy gootlness we

** In matters nf clemnl concern, the auilioriiy of the highest 
liutniU) opinions htis no cloitn to be atlmittci) as a irTound of belief, 
InU it may nith tJie strictest propriety be opposed, to thni of uieu 
of inferior fcaruiiig and penetration: and, l^lulst the ptotis derive 
saustaciiQii ffoni the perusal of seniiments according widt ihcif 
oil'll, those who doul>t or disbelieve, should be induced to weigh 
with candour and impartiality arguments which have proiluced 
convicUon in tlie niiuds of the liest, the wisest, and mojt learned 
of mankind. 

“ Among such as have piofessed a steady belief in the doc¬ 
trines of ChrisMianity, where shall greater names be found llian 
those of Bacon and Newton? Of ihe fomicr, and ofLodee, it 
may he observed, that llicy were both innovators in iicience: dis¬ 
daining to follow the sages of antiquity Uirongb tije beaten paths 
of ciror, they broke through prejudices which had long obstructed 
the progress of sound knowledge, and lajd the foundation of science 
on solid ground; whilst the genius of Newton curried him cxiru 
Hutnmtintiu wamio Httmttf. Uliese iiien, to llieir great praiiie, and ive 
may ho|>e to Uieir eternal liappiness, devoted much of their time 
to the study of the scriptures. Jf thccvidcace of tevciatiou hail 
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t>ecn weak, who were better qualified to expose its unsoundaess ? if 
our natioual failti were a mere fabie^ a poliUca! superatitioii, 
were minds wbicb boldly destroyed prejmlices in tcmnCe, blind to 
those in rdi^'on? They read, examincdi weighed^ and believed; 
and die same vigorous intellect that dispersed the mists which con¬ 
ceded ihe temple of human know'Iedge, was itself illuminated with 
the radiant truths of divine rcvclaUon. 

** ^iich authuritiesi and lei me novv add to them the name of 
Sir William Jones, are lieservedlj' entitled to great weight, Ia'I 
those who superciliously reject them* compare their Intellectual 
powers, tlieir scieiiiiGc attainments and vigour of applicatiou^ with 
diose of the men ^honi I have named: the comparison may per¬ 
haps lead them to suspect, that Uieir inenixiuhty (to atlopt the idtsa 
of a profound scholar) may be the result of u little smalteriiig in 
learning, and great »clf-conceil; and that by liardcr study, and a 
humbled mind, they ma^y regain the religion whidi they have lelV, 
—The InvraligaUon and the prepngation of truth, as Sir Williiim 
Jones has himself declared, m tlic fullowtng elegant couplets, was 
the fixed object of his whole Jtfe.

a (ctr months only before Ins on'n rtL'alti. They will recoiled ihr 
dctctmiaalton wliiuli he furmctl in yoniij, to examiue wUh altOQ' 
tioii ilie didcnce of oiir holy rcligiuii^ and will rejoice lo fiiMl on-- 
pnejmlked inrjuiiy tcmiinating, as tnighl be expeded, in a mlionul 
cunvtctKin nfils tnithand divine autlionty. 

Of ail iiiodcni writers on the subject of Hindoo conversion, I 
ct>nfe«is myself to t)e most pleased wilU the uiilducss, lihendiiy, 
and niodcmiion of Lot^l Vnlcnita. OckhI sense^ idee iliftcj'iiiiitm- 
tion, and a knowledge uf the Anglo-Jndiuu character^ as well ua 
sonic aeqnain lancc with the prejudices of the Hindoos, are evulcnt 
to every man who has spent a ^c^v years In India. On this suit- 
Jed we itiust divest ouraclves of frarUality, and view man ns lie U, f 
No one can more admire the British chantcler in liidiii llian my¬ 
self. 'J*he bencvolcnl and nranly virtues wdiicb so distiiignish it, 
made an early impreaaiou upon my mind, and never can be crmli- 
cated. 1 have taken every scasoRable upporttiuity to impress my 
readers with a just sense of these mtiiabtc cbamcteristics i not from 
afieI-thought, and subsequent recollection, but from letters written 
at the moment—

alive to every feeling of geaer<:»sity, philaiitJiropy, and bciicvnlcnce, 

1 shall not insert the whole ot' Lord Valentia's opinion on this 
inierealing subjt^t, but some of hia remarks arc hO tnily just, nnd 
at this eventful period so (K'^culiatly intcj eating, ihul iliey mttsl 
not bo withheld from ihubc wiu> may not Itnve fjenised his X<ord- 
shi|) s late publication!. Surh scotimenU J would mtlier mnivcy in 
the language of the noble writer ihau my own. 
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** 1 1 will Kiirdly he believed, lhai in the eiitendid dtjf of Cal- 
culta, the head of a niigliiy Christian empire, tlierc is oiilj one 
diurcli of the esiablbliment of the moUier-coimlry, and iltai by no 
means conspicuous either for si^e or oroaiucnl. It is also remark' 
ublc, lliai all British India docs not afford one episcopal see, n'liile 
Uuit advantage has l>een giaiiied to the province of Canada' yet 
il b certain that from the remoteness of tin: country, unU the 
^Mjculiar teiuplalions to which the freedom of mnnuoTs esixascs 
ihe clet^y, immediaic episcopal superintendance can no where lie 
mom recpiisile. From the want of this it is painful to observe, that 
the chtiriiclcra of too many of that order, are by no means credit- 
aide to the doctrines they profess; wIucIj, together rvitli the unedi* 
Tying contests that prevail among ibein even in the pulpit, tend to 
lower the religion ami lU followers, in the eyes of the natives of 
every description. If there be any plan for caiiciiiating Uie miiub 
of the natives to Christianity, it b so iiranifeslty essential . it should 
appear to tliein in a rt»i>cciabie form ai llic seal of government, 
that 1 presume all parties will allow iimt the hrsl step should be 
to place it there upon a projier fooliiig. Since my returti to Eng¬ 
land I Jjnd lliat ail episcopal eslablishmeDl tor India, upon a very 
lar^ scale, has l>een publicly recomincudeil by the Rev. Dr. 
Buchanan. Were its expediency ia other resjiects agreed u|)on, 1 
feat the presaiL state of die menue in dial country would rcuder 
such a serious addtUuu to the evpenditurc unjustifiable; but UtO 
maintenance of one bishop could not reasonably be objected to ; 
for, with a revenue of eleven millions, it becomes a duty to appro¬ 
priate a pari to religious purposes^ and not a mere comideratjoii 
of cligibihty- 
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** fii every poTiiical as vreW as relj^us* it b liiglily desir¬ 
able IhtU men of libernl ciluoilion amt exemptary pictj slieuld be 
employed; wiio, by Llieir tnanoerSt would impmvc tlic lone of 
society in wliieh titey lived ; ami by itie saat'dtiess of their clmirac* 
ter operate as a elieok on llie ti'tideney to licciiliousness^ that too ^ 
frcquRiilly prevails. 

** The splendor of episcopal woisliTp should be iiinintaiued 
in India in liie highest tlc^ree our church allows. Ou ibo natives, 
accuslometl to cerenionial pomp, and greatly swayed by external 
appearances, it would impress that respiict for our Tfsligion, of 
which, 1 am sorry lo say, Lliey arc chiefly by our neglect of it at 
present destitute. The nnlurul efleci of which iias liocn to excite 
a doubt rn the minds of the l Utuloo of our own belief in that faith 
wc arc so anxious to presa upon him. 

” T*he native inhabitantE may, indeed, frotn the sight of one 
solitary church, believe ihui wc have a national i-eligion, hut 1 
know of nothing that can give this intbrmatioii to the rest of our 
eastern subjecla. Whilst tlic Mussulman conquerors of India 
have ^tablisUed mosques in every town of their dominions, tlie 
unvellcr, after quilting Calcutta, must seek in vain for any such 
mark of the religion of tlieir successors.'^ 

My opinions do not entirely coincide with those of Lord 
Valentin rcspecling the insurmountable difficulty, or rather the 
ioipossibillty, of converting the brahmins and higlier orders of Hin¬ 
doos, as is evident througbiml diesc volutncs: the cause of my 
diflering arises not only from my own observation in India, but 
from what wc know is now actually taking place in favour of 
Chnsliautly among the braUinitia Llicmselves. I acknowledge them 


Li}(> rhiqIi iruih in hSs l^ordsliijj's remark, that uhlioiigti tilt: 
Iltttcloes Imve adoplcii Irein us irurious hnpiovcntents in tlicir ma'> 
luii'acturcs of saltpetre, opium, anti iiitligo, niul have made rapid 
ndraneca in the knowledge ol'sliiji^bdiding, praelicnl tnalhema- 
Ucs, and naHgution, vet uoiic uf itje.*4C actjuiremcuts kavc iuicr> 
feied with llicrr rt'iigtmia prejudices. The instant lUcsc lire toudicd, 
they dy ofl' frtiiti all approxunalion In tlicir mubters^ and an end 
is put Id ftirllicr adviiiicemciii. Nothing Is tlicrefore morn lo be 
uvoideiJ tbau alarming llicir jealousy on this headland eidtiog tin? 
saspicioii lliiit government tiicaus, in any timniicr, li» interfere in 
the business of proselyting. 'lire hmhtnins arc a very powerful 
IxKly : they are botJi an hcreiUtary Mobility aud a rcigmug hieiur- 
dryt looked up lo wiih ihe idgtu«l veueratUm by the inrerior 
castes, and posscised of die most distingtitshing privileges, tlrey 
will eouseijuently oppose with ihcif whole influence any attempt 
to subvert that system tipoo which all their supciiority dc|if!;tuls. 
Ilicv have nlrimdy taken alarm at the proceedings of tlic mission- 
artes in Oengul, ami other parts; and, if driven to extroiidtles, will 
doubtless end ten formidable disuflection to mtr government among 
the natives. On the contrary, the former wise policy, of LreaUng 
them «'iih resjxMM, and giving a full toitTCtitm to didr siipcrstb 
tioiis, was oAcn attended wttli the happy dfecL of making them 
the tABtruineiit oi'oiifordtig useful regulations in the country; for 
they linvc never scrupM, when required, giving a flaricUon lo tlio 
onlcrs of govemiiiciil to supprcBs hurifuJ practices, as in Uie case 
of the Sacrifice of chilJneii at Sorgur, and in many other instances. 
We should also lie aware that, allhough die compurison between 
the Mussulmuii iulolemnce and our conlniry spirit, was. so much 


In our Ikvoar as io have had a powerCut officaojr in attaching ihom 
to the JtriUiiti govtmjiiciil, knowing that ihty luwl onlj^ a cbciiuc oJ* 
nmters; veil were ihis dilforcuce of policy tnkcii a^vuy, Ihdr lisi^ 
bits and maiiiiLTs-, whioli are more coiigcniat lo ihost': ol the Moii- 
sulnnnis^ would pixibably induce them to pixjfcr their government 
to onrs> 

After u very coiidid and luir atntenient orilio difBculiy Jri eou- 
vcrliiig tile Hindoofli Ida liorduliip rlraws the TolUi wing satis factory 
cOflolM3ioii on tins important subject, 

” Upon the ivlmto, I am folty persuaded that liie first step to 
be taken U tiuit of rciuioring our own religion rcspociablc in the 
eyes orour Indian subjects, by au caiablislnncnt of greater splen¬ 
dor and dignity; and cspociully by a belter choke and innre 
vigilant inspeclitm of llin regular clergy; and thut government 
should studiously ai oid ttitcresling itjiclf in the conversion of the 
naiive-s since it is imp^tssibk thut they should not connect in their 
minds die ^ceal of prositlyling* exerted by those in powers, with a 
plan of coercion wntl inlolemnct:. If plarlug in die hands of the 
Hindoos iraaslaiions of the scriptures into the languages of the 
country , will not induce Uiem to Wake, linfavouruble comparisons 
between our lives and our doctrines, and consctjueully expose us 
to contempt, no ohjection can lx; made to such a disaemination of 
the |)rinciples of true religion. To Its silcat operation the cause 
of Chiisiiaoity should be left, and who will not rejoice at its sacce^ r" 

It must be acknowledged by all, who know how much rclij^on 
Intcrniinglcs with the geocrai system of the Hindoos, anti ijei'vades 
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tlie minutest pans of their domestic eotmomy, that the difficulty 
of converting a tuuu of high caste to Clirlsltirntty Is very greati. 
Sudt an one must, in every scum:, Jiierally fuffil our Saviour's 
words; he must leuve hiUier and nioliier, hi'elliren and ustots, wife 
and children, houses and lands, when he becomes hb dlsdpk : 
this is the cross he must laJce up, the trail he must cudurc ; he 
must be despised and rgecied by InS fanner associntes, nn ontcast 
from his family and friendb. The sacrfficcj tliough great, is trati- 
bicni; the recoinpeucc glorious and everlasting. Such sFicrifices 
have been made, and are noiv greatly increasing. Many bruh- 
mins of db line Li on, who had not pri^vioiisly lost their caste, but on 
the contrary were looked op to witli vcoenition and love, hare em¬ 
braced Chriittariittf. 'Hie annab of the pious Swartz^ the anecdotes 
of Dr, Claudius Biichariaai and the labounii. of many ifealouH and 
prudent minblcrs in the Danish mIssJoii, prove thb assertion. See 
Astakua, ft learned and reapectftble brahniiit, now become an 
eEninent Christian convert, translating the Kew Testament into the 
Tcfingii dialect! Behold SATTiEiq'ADEV, it Hindoo disciple of 
preiicliing the gospel ui the Jtinguiige of TatutdS Saua’I', 
tlte Aral>ian, irunsporting tlie evafigelieal bi>oks Ui the gates of 
Mecca, and planting Christiiantty among the tribes of Vtrfien; 
while Mibza promulgates cclesUul truth throughout the extensive 
regious of Persia / Wlmn we conietnpjaie so mujiy Syriac churdies 
in Travencorc, which have existed more lltatt a tliousand years, 
under a regular establishment, unaided by European hierarchies, 
and encompassed by idolatrous imtlonsi wlren we advert to the 
patronage given to consistent missionaries by the rajah of Mysoi«, 
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lind other HindcM} sovereigns, we ennuot longer suppose the 
conversion of ibe Hindoos impossible^ 

I iiave lilLhcrto confiard myseif lo iititnan means, but wJiat arc 
nit sabordinate ngenU, eompared with ttte lust comtuund of the 
great fouruler of Clirisuanilyf *' Co yc, sintl icacli all nElions;: 
baptizing them in the name of the Falhcri tmd of the Sorii and of 
the Floly Ghost: leaching them to observe all tilings whatsoever J 
have coininanded you; and, lot J am with you always, even unto 
the end of the woricir' If the compassionate Redeemer, who 
gave thb command, nnd promised to continue with hid fututc 
tcacherE, shall bless Llie present endeavour, if Uie l^ord jpvcs the 
word, and the Spirit of Truth indtieucea lIjc compauy of preadiers, 
no earthly in>wer can withslnml llte heavenly inhsion i no prince 
of darkness, no apostatizhig emperor, no spiritual Wicheiiucsa in 
liigh^placcs, can prevail against it. If the DRSt nr, ovAifLNA* 
ttONS b ouce more to appear in the cast, if now is the appointed 
lime, the worsltip of Bwutka shall cense, the shrines of Bnjkhma be 
forsaken, and the idols of Lntila hilt to the ground, as did those 
of Greece lijid Uomc in the ajxistoUc ogel 

1 cannot enter uj>on mntliemulical demtmstTalions or metapfiy* 
steal discussions on tlie tenets adopted by different Christian 
churches. Thefe is great beauty and simplicity in the expression 
of a royal teacher, who well knew the truili of hb ussertion, 
“WhenTuir Woiii) gocih foriU ilgivctii light and unders inn ding 
to the timpie** Tliat the poor and Bimple Hindoos, uierrc tlian the 
wise and learned in U»e higher tribes, now engago my warmest 
aiieiitlon, I candidly acknowtctlgc. Tlial the Sudm luid Ctiandata, 
now deprived of all religious instruction, fby an artificial and cruel 


degradafidti fif t:asic) may i»e taiiglit tUc plain aad simple irulhs 
of Christianity, I ^Jarneslly plead, Tlial there are JilgluT atlain- 
inents ii> its spiritual progress, is readily alloireil; there is rtconli- 
nua) iniproveuicnl in religious wisdmn i bui the ii[iosllc seems to 
limit that superior knowledge to a more perfeoi da>^. itmu he 
generally avi>ecred among llie Corintiikiii converts: “ My prcudi- 
tng irai^ not witli enticing worrl* of man's wisdotit, but in rlemaD’ 
slration of tlse spirit, and of power. Jlowbi^it we speak wisdom 
among them that arc (lerloct: yet «0t the wbdom of this woiltl, 
nor of the princes of this worlil, that come to noitghl: but w<? 

the wisdom of Gon in ti mystery ; even itiC bidden wisdom, 
wliich Cod onluiucil before the world unto our glory!*' 

Tliese myjkerics will, in due time, be revealed; and those in¬ 
conceivable things, which eye huUi not seen, rn>r ear heard, will Ijc 
comiuutilwiieci to the pious heart p»n|ierly prepared for Ujetr re¬ 
ception. Tliose spiritual joys arc not the present objeei, hut ihai 
millions of Uritinh subjects do iitit slifirc in the common blcssii^ 
of life enjoyed by the Negroes und HuttentoUi of Africu, and are 
tlepHved of every religiouB pleasure, la eyident hi the Parlalia and 
Chandalas, so niuncronsly dispersed iu every pint of llindostan ; 
for their temporal and etertial hajipintSsa*! becottip an advocale! 
I know ibc pride and arropince of the bruhinins tnnst and will 
miUiaie agutnai every attempt for ihcir liberation: 'M’rcicub 01 
prucul, cste prnfani V has always Inicu an exelamatjon among a 
certain dciicr{[)lton of people, from Virgil to the present day; 

Stand oifi for 1 am bolier tlmti ihon,” bno where more dUlinctjy 
believed, nor more rigidly iiractiscd, than anioiig tho brahmins. 
Much has lioen ^id respecting mnpd&tig the Himluos to rdhi- 
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quish liic privileges of castc^ and embrace a religion wbicb puts 
all men upon a level* In die first place, h is to he liO|>c(l that uo 
compulsion will ever l>c allowed in tlic system of tiiclr conversion ; 
and in die next, aliliougU it be admitted that Cliristianily in one 
sense does reduce the whole human face to the same standard, yet 
in every oilier, the iltvliie and moral precepts of tlie gospel enjoin 
the Clirlsliaii, in all flituatio«% to give tribute to whom tiibute is 
due, custom to whom custom, fear to whom fitar, honour to whom 
hononr. Even regarding the dtstlnctions of meat and drink, tlie 
keeping of particular days, utid stmllnr nou-csM'iilials in religion, 
uothing can be more liberal or gentle than the admonition of the 
great apostle to the GcntilcB: Him that is weak in tlie fiiiih re¬ 
ceive ye, but not to doubtful diapulallonff; for one bdievelh that 
be may eat all things; aiioiher who b weak, eatetli herbs. Let 
not him that eateth des[nsc him that cateth not; uitd let not turn 
which eatetli not judge him that eaiclh; for Cotl hutli received 
litni. One mail csiceiiicth one day above another; muilher es- 
tccmeih every day alike: let every one be fully |)ersuatle<i in hb 
own mind* Let us not iherelbrc judge one auoiher any niort’: for 
I know, aitd am persiiaikxl by the Lonl Jesus, tfiat there is nothing 
unclean of itself; but to him llmi csieemctit any tiling to be un¬ 
clean, to him it is titicleaii. Let us, ihercfore, follow aAer the 
tiling which make for peace, and things wherewith one mny edify 
another. For the kingdom of God is not meat and drink, but 
righteousness, and peace, and joy in the Ifoly Ghost!'’ 

On a fair comparisou then, Iretwi'cn Uie Christian and the riJn* 
doo religion, what candid mind can hesitate to prunouuec in fiivonr 
of the former? The religion of Him, who snilh ** Jjook unto mc^ 
vojb. IV, a tj

and be saved, all ye ends of llw earth0! what an ajn[)lu field 
is here ojiened for holy meJilation and Boletnii musing! for pious 
resolves and holy energies, which arc not confined lo the bndtmi* 
nical groves, nor the ctolsleis of a monastery i hut arc to be found 
in the heart ol’every real Christian, who knowTi that liis body is 
the temple of the Ilofy Splril; and that, assisted Ijj divine grace, 
it is in his power, from that indwelling principle, to perform the 
relultvc duties of soeiety, to enjoy the innocent pleasures of life, 
and at the same lime to find himself, at solemn seasons, exalted 
above this fading scene, in celestial intercourse witlt his Creator, 
Redeemer, and >Sancljlierl 

Untler sucli a view, shall it any longer lie said that the -IJin- 
doos, who arc in a state of spiritual darkness, and practise crimes 
of (he most atrocious nature, do not need tlte blessings of Christi¬ 
anity? or dial their moral and religious codes, even iraccamjianicd 
by tlieir enjoined virtues, place them above those nations to whom 
the aiKistles were immediately sent? Arc the inactive brahmins, 
the idle yogees, the oppressive duans, and cruel aeraindars, supc^ 
rioc to the active nriimier of the Ethiopian tiueen, to whom an 
evangelist was commissioned lo explain the prupltccies, and ui 
hapluM: ill the name of that Saviour whom Ite wishctl to know and 
love? Are they coequal with Contetius of Cmsareu, whose prayers 
and alms ascended as a memorial liefore Codj wlmsc household 
was composed of good men* and oil whom devout soldiers waited 
continually? In the opinion of modem unbelievers, such a cha¬ 
racter needed no conversion: he stood firm on a rock, stirmuiuied 
by his virtues. Bui we must not be governed by mim’s opinion, 
the Almighty beheld the Homan ceuliuion in a differcol ligfit, and 
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mimculoujtly scni a mesiaenger to teacli liim a lititer way; lo pro- 
clnim llie remmton of sins through that name alone whereby we 
ean be saved. 

There could not be a more zealous worshipj^er of God than 
Saul of Tarsus, under a dUpensatton which came from Iteaven, by 
signs and wonders, anti a cornbriialioii of every thing to render it 
sublime and awful; yet in hts memomblc journey to Dama:iciiSt 
the Redeemer of man, having I hen fulfilled the law, introduced a 
new dispensation, and ascended, into heaven, appeared hi a won¬ 
derful manner to this zealous champion for Judaism. While fie wa!> 
breathing out Ihrcalenings and slaughter against the ChnsUan 
church, the great Head of that church suddenly arresietl hnii in his 
career, and sent him, as a chosen vessel, to Ijcar Ins imuic before 
the Gentiles, and to preach bis gospel to kings and people; caiie- 
cially to the polished nations of Greece and Itoinc, whose pintoso- 
phers belie veil in Uie unity of Gtxl as inudi as the absori)c(l brah¬ 
min, or twice~lom man, among their devotees; but where the mass 
of the pt^ople were, like the Hindoos,given up to [Kilytheism, idol¬ 
atry, and pngnn darkness. 

If wc place the superior brahmins on an cqiiaTily with tliegood 
Cornelius, more cannot be expected; yet Comdius was to be 
taught a better way. And it is granting, perhaj»a, more iLau is 
required, to allow the [findoos at iargt^ to be in the same condi* 
tion as the Jews, ** to whom ap^ieftalned the adoption, the glory, 
the covenant, the giving of the 1aw‘, the service of the sanctuary, 
and of whom as concerning the tltsh Christ came, who U Goo 
over all, blessed forevennoreT^ Yet, aAcrall this superiority over 
evciy other nation, the apostle most ardently prays for hnicl, that 


tJicy luiglil be Mvtrf ftif tkt gospel of Christ ; IjeciiUBe* allUougU ibcj 
liad a of GW, it was not accortling lo knowledge: and Uien 
in iLc true cathoHc spirit of llml gospel iie wns so peculiarly 
selected to preach to the Gcoliies* he declares that whosoever 
shall call upon the itniiie of the iionl shall besaveil. Tins b fol* 
lowed by lliosw questions on which we must now lay tli^ great 
stress of this argumenu « How shall they call aii him in whom 
they have not believed? and how shall they believe in liim of 
whom they have not heard? How shall they hear w.thoul a 
preacher? And How mIuiU il»cy preach except they be sent? as it 
is wriium. Mow beamiftil are the feel of them that preach the gos- 

l>el ol'peacer 

Si, Patil, the leiimed dimple of Gamaliel, was die aposdc 
cbosen to spread those divine lrndi| among the heathen, and was, 
by high authority, ordained to be v!ie preacher to tlie gentiles. In 
obedience to the heavenly mandate, be travt lleii among the Greeks 
and Romans, and won over, by the consoling tnilhs of the gospel, 
thousands of all denominations, ItUdi the imperial palace of Nero, 
to Lydia of Tbyalira, and the jailor at Philippi. At Alheus, lUen 
tltc most refined ami ele^l city in the world, the Stoic and Epi¬ 
curean pbiloiophert brought him unto ihc Areopagusi where, pub¬ 
licly condemning their ignorance and superstition, he says, on 
bcimtdiug their devotions, he liad found an altar erected to the 
UKKJ<owitf Goo! ** Him therefore, whom they ignorauUy 
worabipi^ed, lie prt'ached unto them; the Gou who made the 
world, and ait thing? Oierein; wlio U Lord of heaven and 
earth, and dwcllelh uoi in temples made with hands, ndllicr b 
vforshipped wiili men's hands, as though he needed any thing; 
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seeing be givetb to all life, aud breathy and all tliing;»; and liatli 
made of oae blood all ttaiiotu of men, aiid batbdciermined llie 
times, and Ibc h«>tinda of Ibtir Uabitatum: ibat they abouh) seek 
the Lord, if iiaptj they niiglil led after h!ni» and fvnd him; 
ihoQgli he Ijc not far from every one of us; for in him we live, 
and move, and have our l>uing; as cernun also ul' your owi; poets 
have said, for we are abo his otfsprlng. I'orasniueh then as we 
are the ofiTspring of God, we ought not to think that the Godhead 
is like unto gold, or silver, or stone, graven )>y art, and man's de¬ 
vice. And the times of tins igiiojance Ood walked at; but now 
coimnandetb all men every wlicre to repent: because he hath ap- 
praiitcd a day, in the wtiidi he will judge tlm world in righleons- 
ness by him who lie hath ordained: wliercof he hath given assur¬ 
ance unto all men. in that he raised him from the dead.*" 

Had a man the power of Deuiosihones. Or tlie eloquence of Tully, 
what could he say inure than liic ajkisde preached in thatsliortdLa* 
course before the wisest men of Greece? It is equally applicable 
to the brahmins, and alt their deluded followers: for we must not be 
guided by the opiiiioii of cernuti tnadern philosophers, or the super¬ 
ficial obsei'vers of local inannm and customs in foreign countries; 
but we tiiiist repair to the tiiierriiig standard of truth; there we 
shall sec in what these apithuded brahnuns arc ttcficlent: and not 
them only, but their advocates of every description, who, in a 
cliristiao coiiDirv, set up the orientnJ standard of holinesa. We 
shall there elso see the situation of V^oltaire and Ids disciples in the 
eyes of a pure and holy God! for, without ar*n£i:Mt7JG love, 
and the sanctifying influence of ihc Holy Spirit, what is luan? 
What he is by nature we know from Ute lives and conduct of tlie 
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hutuaD race> ihrougtiQut the annulu of time* Wa lichold our firat 
ancciitor fallen from iauoceuce into a labyriiith of 'woe, living to 
flee one of his chiklpeii murder die other* From Uial unhappjf 
commencement the page of history every variety of cha¬ 

racter* Sailing dovrn liie stream of time, a'c vtciv his posterity* 
from Nimrod to the Macedoninti hero, destroying ihcir fellou'- 
creatures, and someUmes weepingj bccauatr there were no more 
worlds to coiujuer; from Alexander to Csmr, to Cliarlea of Swe¬ 
den, and to the present eventful periods behold the conquerors 
of the earlli pursuing the same career, to end in the same disap¬ 
pointment 1 In the revolving ages of near six thousand years, if 
we except the wise and virtuous few, of whatever rank in life, or 
under wliatever religious dispensation; as specially those, wiiOj 
like holy Enoch, watkeii with God, and were rcnew'Cd in the spirit 
of their raiuds, whal a picture do we Ijcholdl

J cannot suppose the advocates for Uinduism intend to exalt 
their favourites above the nations of antiquity* If tlib humble 
essuy is insufficient to [irovc tlteir inferiority, many intelligent writ¬ 
ers have established tiie fact ; nor can it be deemed irrelevant to 
produce a few incontrovertible instances from ancient history on 
this important subject* 'i'liey arc die senlimenb of heathens, whose 
doctrine and practice exalt them in the scale of piety and virtue 
far beyond many who arc called Christians in the present day* 
Xenophon thus records thesolenin counsel of Socrates to Aris* 
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EottemuSf who doahtcd of ii Providence, and even of a. Deilj, " 0 
Aristodemus, apply yourself sincerely to worsitrp Gon; iw will 
enlighten you, ajul ihcn alt youf doubts will be removed." I'Jns 
tlivinc ptiitasopher, aAer having dmiik ihe deadly poison decreed 
by unjust judges, in the memorabte discourse with his disci pies, 
asserts, “ that the sou) which cannot die* merits all the moral and 
inieilectual itnprovenieuta which we can possibly give it A spirit 
formed to live for ever, should Ifo making continual advances in 
virtue and wisdom. 'I’o a well cukivnled mind, the body is no 
more than a temporary prison. At death, such a smjuI is coruluctcd 
by its invisible guaRliaii to the heights of empyrean felicity, 
where it Ijecomes a felbw-cummoncr with the wise and good of all 
ages." Mow noble is Utc scntimeitl of Plato, a disciple worthy of 
8ocralcs, who placed the sovereign good in a msemblaTice to the 
Divine Nature, whicli can tlow from Gou alone I ** As uotlfmg is 
like the buii* but by the solar inttuences; so noiliing can resemble 
God, but by an emtination of divine light into the soul I" 'Jlhese 
sublime sentiments of the Grecian philosophers were conSimed by 
Seneca, one of the brigittest ornaments of aueient Home; ** No 
man is good without God ; he dwt'Hclb in every good man. If 
thou seest a ninii fearless in the midst of dangers, untainted by 
riches, happy in adversity, calm in the tempest, looking down as 
from an eminence on all things sublunary,—dost thou not admire 
liim.^ Sayest Uiuu not. Virtue b of all tiling the tnoai great and 
noble; it is a divine power dcicended from above? There Is a 
Holg Spirit residing in us, who watches and obscr\'cs good and 
evil men, and will treat us akcr die same manner tliat wc tteat him,** 
Sen, £p, 41. 
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How would sucli men, wiiit Ariatotlc, Cicero, and the other 
wortliieti of uijtiqiiiiy, liaee csthnuled die gospel I What would 
have Ixjtni the joy of < Confucius, aiid many onental teachers, had 
they been favoured with itiose divine revelations whicli arc TO- 
jeeted by modem deisu! Sh^Utere llieu be advocates for jwgan- 
Um in u Christian nation, once auiik in greater barhansm Umn 
the Hindoos? a nation nestmed by the ideising of Christianiiy from 
druiclteal stavery, from sacrificing her chililren on the nnliiillowed 
fifes of iheir sanguinary deities, and all the darkness of idolntry; 
and lustorcd to reason, to light, and immortaUty, by ilutt gospel 
ciiipbaticalfy styled the Liglit of the Gentiles? Sliiill tiinre he 
advocates for widdialdirig the truth from distant rcgioits, compos* 
ing so vuluahle a part of tlte Brubh empire, fiom millions of feJ- 
tow-subjocis who add so inucli to her comfort, wealth, and Imuiy; 
establishing an intercourse by which this ** Uiaml oj bl'm" this 
seat of commerce, maintains diousands of her industrious sons on 
fureigii sliores, and covers the ocean with her sails ? Shall tliat 
nation, influenced by the noblest motives, emancipaie the helpless 
Africans from bodily slavery, and hbcridly promote their moral 
civilisation and religious improvement, and leavO'her Asiatic sub> 
jecls, ilirouded in pagan darkuesa, in bondage to fAciV tlntrufiw^ 
os some of tlieir deities are indy named t slmll she conceal 
from Ihcin the knowledge of Christianity, which is the very cause 
and support of her own happiness and glory? I shall, I am con¬ 
fident, be supported by the wise and good of every dcicripiibn, in 
my aasertfun thut Great llrituin, amidst tlie storms and convulsions 
which have liuinbted the cuDtinent of Eunqie, and degraded her 
princes, has been upheld by tlic urm of Omni jKitciice, oud consi- 
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deieU as a Zdar by Tirtuoas foreigtieis; because abe is a naltou 
where the Chrjsliaji rellgioii is preserved i where ftir uiDrc: than 
fifty ycare it shone the brightest jewd in the diadem of a beloved 
Tencrabfe moDaa'h; and penading every rank in society, adona 
tlie palace of hU nobles, and the cottage of his peasantsi 

1 »fii aware of numerous execplions to this delightful (mrtrait. 
To their own master, such muai individuaily stand or fitll: frotn 
theui the light ol truth is iKit withheld; tliey have been enlisted 
under the banner of Christ, and baptised in lits name, bm allured 
by various temptations, a tut led asiray by delusive suggestions, they 
have descncti the sacred standard, and given themselves up lo a 
fading world. To such peiiions it u hoped Uie hour of reflection 
will arrive, ere it be too htte^ and, awaking them from a futal 
slumber to a sincere a^peolante, they may follow the example of 
a Rochester, a Gardiner, and other cmiiie|it converts, in walking 
worthy of their liigh and holy vocnliou. If this desimblo clmngc 
does not commence in their present state of existence, they must 
be left to liiM who seeth not as man acctli, and Las said, ** J udge 
not, tliut ye be not judged T 

It will not be deemed uncharitable to sup[M 3 se such persons 
liave not a clear knowledge of Christiauity; that they aimex cer> 
tain s{»culatjve ideas, which do not apja^riuiii to its nature; and 
therefore, from not understanding its doctrinets, they do not prac¬ 
tise Its virtues. Under one dclusioo, they say it proliibits the 
pleasure aud enjoyinents of Uiis world; discourAges the love of 
fame and glory, and weakens the noblest eucigies of human 
action. Another fatal error induces them to isel aside the justice, 
and trust all to the mercy of that God who has declared no un-

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clean tiling shall cuter into his kingdoTU. DjiI ihcy, like the noble 
Beretim, search U»e scriptures, and humbly meditate ou llie Word 
of God, they would find all the divine aitributes to be tii perfect 
Imnnouy: they wmild know, by happy experience, that under the 
gospel dispensation, “TUcrcy imd Truth arc met ipgeajcr. Righie- 
ousnes ami Peace have kissed each otlier “ They would acc tlial 
Christianiiy does not eitinguisii the love of fame, the nohtesl sub¬ 
lunary reward for patriotic virtuci hut that U enables its vouries 
lo soar beyonii worhlly honours, to transcendent glory, to a crown 
of glory, unfading, eternal, in the lieavcna! Here, Uie laurels of 
the victor, and the wrcAih of the patriot, often droop from U»e 
breath of slatidef, and witlter by die blast of envy: nor. in their 
liesi estate, can they long encircle an earthly brow; but the crown 
wlmdi awaits the Clirblian hero, is cetcsiial and everlusiingt 

Neither does the Chrialiun rellgton abolish the natural desires 
and pTopeusiries of the human heart, it only purifies the principle 
ami defines tlieir UmiLs* It is no enemy to pleasure, but chastens 
and moderates its alluring tendencies- if an earthly parent delights 
to secliis children happy, surety our heavenly raUtcr is pleased to 
see that heart dieerful wliicb he accepts as his sacrifice. " My 
son, give me iliy hearC b the divine request The Israidilish mo* 
iiATch, in a stale of penitence aud humiliation, says, ** the sacrifice 
of God is a broken heart, and a contrite spirit;*' such must be the 
language of every sincere penitent, when he knows the conae- 
r^uenoe of sin, and beholds the loving-mercy of his offended 
Maker. Bui the Word of Truth, which cannot be divided, (nor 
like die iUndoo Sasiras be motilated for various puriKisea, suited 
to different castes) jiroves llial God has given us nil things richly 
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to cnjoj. In this sublunary sphere there ia a Imuquil paih^ Uii> 
trcirl by the disciples of Epicurus^ and UlUe known to llie ptuio* 
sophers of the Stoa, shaded by umbrageous trees, with lovely 
blossoms and delicious fruits. A pereiuual fountain refreshes tlie 
aspiring pas»ioD>ilower, the blushing rose, and Jowly lily; cmbicrus 
of faith, hope, and charity, which adoru the borders, and perfume 
the atmosphere. The rose, it is true, is not always without n thorn; 
and Uie lily of tiic valley is souielimes crushed; but the JUita 
ahH soars uJoi), clings 10 a firm support, and smiles in ccniJean 
ether. 

This is lliat walk on which the Christian pilgrim may sulely 
tread; that iiappy merlium which Stoics and Epicureans tuissed 
in ancient times, and Carthusians and lilwittnes equally mb* 
lake in the present day; it b the path of piety and virtue, wluch 
led to the snmtiiutn bonuin of Plato and Socrates, and conducts 
the Christian to the throne of Gorl and the Luuib! There we 
shall hud stability and |>euce; in every deviaiioii from it turhu- 
leoce, ducttiatiun, and vanity I 

OI bow does the Christian character ennoble uiun 1 Like the 
sun, he rises to warm and enlighten all that come within the in¬ 
fluence of his ravs: in iniitutlon of his divine master, he i>ocs 
about doing good: he knows that the eud of ihc law is Jove, aud 
while lie contributes U> the happiness of others, be secures it within 
Itb own bosom. But conscious liial clouds and vajmurs often in> 
icrcept the brightest beams, he endeavours to auticipatc tiuit bliss* 
fill empyrean, where there shall be a moTning without clouds, n 
day without night, and the Sun of peace mid felicity shall shine for 
ever I Such is the paili which convinces us that the Christian has 
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joys with wliicli a stfaiigtir ittUarmeddlcih not; lliat be lias meal 
lo eai which the world knows not of. To tlmse who have not 
enjoved the refined delight of love and tricudsliip, how can they be 
describedr lo those who have not C3t|>crie«(5ed the consolations of 
piety, in the sweet iuiercouree between the soul of inan and his 
God, bow can human language make ihem known ? 

Wlicn Chrbiiatitiy was first proraalgaled, the glory of the world 
had reached its acme. The ein]>iies of Assyria, Persia, Ofe^cc, 
and Egypt, wero annihilated i Rome reigned iriunipbant; the na. 
lions obeyed her sway. The leinple of Janus was shitl, and the 
peaceful olive extended over Uu* civilized world. Art aud science 
flourished, and so superior was that sera for hiimim leamiug, Umt 
in die annals of literature it is eminently distinguished as the Au¬ 
gustan age ; yet, so tcamccudcDt were the blmlngs of the Gospel, 
that then the Saviooh of the world was boni, and the blessings of 
his kingdom dispensed: tlwii the angvhe choir proclaitncd, ** Glory 
loGod on high, on earth peace, good-will towards tiiciir then were 
those illustrious Romans, those enlightciu^ nations, lo Iw con¬ 
verted to Clirislianity, and become ihc disciples of the Messiah, in 
coufinnaliim of the sindcnl proidiecy, llmt die Gemiks should 
come lo his light, und kings to the brigiitnws of his rising. Pagan 
darkness was now to be dispel led, and Uteir idols lo Ik; dcnioliilicdi 
then wus that splritiiid kingdom to be established, in which there 
is one Lord, one faith, one Iwptism, one Goo and Falhcr of all, 
who IB above alt and througli all, aad in all 1 

Allowing, there fore, the reUgiem arid moriilily of the Tliudoos 
to equal ihnt of the Creeks and Romans ul this mcraonible period, 
sliall wc deprive tlim of llie divine ituih* and consolatluns which 


were cuminandod to be preached to those enlightened peopie? 
SJtall >re keep otir Asiatic bretlircD from the fold of l.lial tieuvcniy 
Siu'pherd who laid down hh lilc fur Ida «Ikm'P, and dt'claivd that 
he had other sheept which were not of lhat fold; tiieui a]^ he must 
bring* and UitTc should be one foldt umler one shepherd \ 

’Phis discussion has already far exc<;edcd \ny intended limits, 
or it wouUt be easy to produce exrtniplea Irorn Eugrnins tlic Ko- 
inaii pouldf, from the cin])Cror Charles Lite h'iilh, and many other 
sovereigns] frotn the cartlhials hEcaufortr VVo)sey« Richelieu and 
Mafninpie; and frem men in every distinguished situation, whose 
dying testimony bore witness to the vanity of their Ibrmer pursuits, 
Solomon's pathetic moilo conlimied the vain regrets of i.Iicm 
exalted characlera at the terniinaliou of their career. Tliey had 
attained the summit of their ambition, but great was Uteir disap> 
pointnicnt and aifecting tlicir cunfessions at the last awful hour 1 
Divine grace, and the influence ol‘ the Holy Spirit, can alone con- 
rluct us safely through life, and support us at tlmt soJeain hour 
which every child of Adam must exirericncc. Modem philosophy 
may deny the doctnne anr] despise tlie influence of this oclt^tittl 
Ct>turorier; how difFcrenl were the stmiiments of Seneca I To 
such philosophers, ihc noble Roman asks this ijii port ant question, 
** Qaidiiiitul twej! A awe, hwnayto hosijitantan?**

higher nulhofity for this assertion, a nobler molivc for this dcJigUl- 
ful preparation. Iji liis memorable Fonvmalion widi Nicodemus, 
our Savioub aay* Except a man be bom again, he cannot see 
the kingdom of God T The learned teacher of Israel expressing his 
surprise at such an assertion, was agaiu assured, that “ unless a man 
be born ol lhe SpiHt, he cannot enter into the kingdom of God!

Let not an ardent desire for Uie conveniion of the Hindoos be 
deemed a zeal witliout knowledge, llie end is great, noble, and 
eternal 1—the means 1 do not cuter upon- We have libcraTljr in¬ 
troduced our arts and sciences, as far as they clioosi to adopt iliem; 
TTC have pvon them wiac, ]usi, and humane laws, assimilaliug as 
much as IKiSsiWe with iheit own ntaimcrs and customs; we have 
taught them U> estimate the blessing of liberty and the security 
of property* O let ns also confer upon llmra the blessings of 
tbue BEHOioa irom the Revelations ofGool 
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We know a.s much as is oeccssar/ of the Hindoo metcmpsy- 
chosisf the brahmiulcal niystcncs, anil the soosua! pui'ailise of 
Mahouied; as also of Itic punishments which^ in Imtli sysleins,^ 
arc denounced against those who are deemed unworthy t<» enjoy 
them. We may also, in some degree, judge of tlieir iuBiienec in 
tlie practice botli of Hindoos and Mahomedans: for by their 
fmils ye shall know Uicm." They are sufficlcatljr obvious through¬ 
out these memoirs* 1 have read wiiat has been advanced against

1 candidly coofesa, although I detail the immolalion of female

tionate liberaiity* while llie disciples of Braliiiin remnin unen* 
lightened by the Snn of Rigbieoiisnese: but 1 cannot oppose them, 
nor any other pagan rites, to tlie s[iirtUuil joys of Ghrislianity! to 
those lieavenly truths, which in prosperity are the delight and the 
aineld ,of her votary, and in adversity, liis support and consola¬ 
tion: whicli add a s«ttt to Ins sweetest cup, and cilract liie worm¬ 
wood and gall from his bitterest draught; which add a lustre to 
the splendor of a palace, and cheer the dungeon's gloom. When 
the Christian b foreaken by all other friends, lie has access to 
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Him, whose car b open lo his supplicalion; it> the friend of the 
friendte^, and the avenger of dte innoceiH! he go<a to that hea- 
TcnJy Ijicnt who rcfusclh not the prayer of the poor dcMitaie. 
and dcsptselb tu)l Ida desire. In the laugiiagt- of the wild ontl 
genllu Hoimab, who had poured forth lasr soul in distress he can 
joio in her grateful hymn “^rherc U none holy as iUc Lordt nol- 
liicr is there any rock like our God! The Lord killctli, awl iimkeik 
ftUve; he briugedi down u* the grave, and bringeth up; the Lord 
inukclh poor and mukclh richj he kccpelU ihe feet of Uls saints, 
and the wicked shall be silent in dnrkncsss for tl)c pillars of the 
earth arc the Lord’s, and he liaih set the world upon tliciii f* 

Could Eli, the higU-priesi, who rebuked her for an imaginary 
fault, have rorwctl more sublime concfijrtioiis, or clothed them in 
more exalted language; or can any composition by the omst 
Irarnedstudent exceed this bcautilul prayer? It was, ttideedf the 
liraycr of iui unlettered fcrnule; but that female was the chihl of 
Godt Tlic wisest autl gtcatcsi monarch thul ever swayed a 
sceptre, thus addresi^ the some Jehovah. ” O Loud God of 
Israel! there is no G<m 1 like thee, in the heaven, nor in the earth: 
who keei>est covenant, and ahewest mercy unto diy senranls who 
walk before ihcc with all their hcarU; ha?® resjmci to ilie prayer 
of thy servant, and lo his suj>piication 1 But will God in very 
deed dwell with men upon ihc earth? Behold, heaven and the 
heaven of heavens cannot contain thee! Thou wilt liear from 
heaven, even from thy dwolUng-place, the prayer and supplica¬ 
tion of thy pcnplcr 

I insert tliose beautiful effusious I'roni two devoted servants of 
God, in different stunitious of life; because it haii been thought 
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pro|>er li> introduce aeveraJ sitUfitnc passages from the riiudoo 
scrtplurcs into Juic pubiicsitions. None can doubt of tlieir sub- 
buiikj; Dor of their pious and im^ral senthnentSf doihcd tviihaUthe 
beauty of oriciiUil metaphor: biiL hov few, among lldrty or forty 
millions of Ujuilooa, rimlcin|ilalc the beauties of the Shasta, or 
practise ilie nioraUiy enjoined by tJie lau-s of IVrcnu I This obliges 
me to rej'ical an usserlion fiXJtn that code, formerly mi.'atloned, 
dial “ a hruhtniii, whether Icanied or ic;uorant, is a powerful divi¬ 
nity; wniiething tmusceudanily divine," Such a being, infiated 
by pride and stdf-sufficieoey, atuieipiites, no rloubt, a glorious 
situation in the Hindoo TuetempHychosts; hut ivhal Iteconies of 
the poor Sudra, in another state of CKistence, wlm is not here 
allowed any share in tJiese spiritual blessings; nor is a brnhinin, 
by Uie same code.^even |)ermiited (o give a Sudra lemporid ad¬ 
vice. Dr. Francis Uuebanan, in numerous instances, reiutes the 
opinion of the lower castes in India, respecting e future stale; 
from which we learn, that all tliuir ideas of futurity arc confuseil 
and conjectural, and Uiat sonic believe in iinnihilatioiii, Jn con- 
ieciural confusion on Ibis awful subject, ihc Eiiixi]>ean imbelrcvwi 
with ail his wisdom and philosophy* is perhaps nearly on h par 
with the unieueitMl Chandaln. \VV know wlmt ihe heathens of 
ai!lit(uity thought of dtmth, fmm the veracs addressed by iheein- 
peror Hadrian to Ids dcpariing soul; iind wc learn from other 
records, that the «wne monarch lift\j’ng asked Sccmalus wfmf 
death was, received tins nicmoniblc aitsw'cr: “Death is eternal 
sleep, the dissolution of the h(*dy, the rich man's fear, tlie 
man's wish, an unccrtniii jtjnnn-y I" 'Hie lirsl ^vonls ofSccundus, 
as most appropriate for tlie sad occasion, were placed over the 
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public cemeteries in France, during tite rtfign of icrmr, infiddltj, 
and adiebm. 

I alwajs read lhai ttfieoting passage in PJinjr's leHer to Calcs- 
trins, on the deatli of &m*llius, with reocwetl pleasure. But tl is 
a pleasure mingled, wiik deep concern. There » not k seiitinient 
ill it which I do iipt from having cs(}enei]ced a similar de~ 
privation. When the tuible Ron inn sties to hie friend for uti~ 
commiftt coftJo/tffibn, snm^thitis he had tietrcr ilrifo(RVf nor rtud how 
do wc wish he had been acquainted with one of Uio;^early martvrs 
ill the Chriatiim church, wliom, as pnwmsul of Bythinia, be was 
ilien persecuting! Tlw pnssage alJudcil lo is much to my presenl 
purpose i it points out, in one of tlic most dogant, accomptiahed, 
uiid atniahlc chafactcra of antiquity, his grenl dcsidemium in ilie 
hour of catnmily, in that trying hour when all hunum aitl Is fruit¬ 
less, IJcrc Pliny juust utter his own feelings, 

** 1 now redeci wliul a friend, what a mtia I am deprived ofl 
He was sixty-seven years old when he died; a length of age suf¬ 
ficient lor men of the mc^t t'obust consdlutions: t know it, he is 
released from perpetual torture; I know it, he left his relaUous, 
nay, be lull the commouwcahli, dearer to liini tliun all his relations, 
flourishing and happy: this ] know also. And yet J moiim his 
dcaili, us if be hod fallen in the dower of youth, and the full 
strength of his cotisiilution; bul to own to you niy weakness; my 
sorrow is in a great measure occasioned upon my own account. 
1 have lost, O! I have los! the wdlncss, Uic guide, llie master of 
ray couduct. In short, to tell you what, in the first luoinenta of 
Illy grief, T said to Catvisius, 1 fear I shall grow less circumspect 
than 1 have lieeu.

of superstition; in assembling to sing Jjyums to Ciiuist as to a 
God; and binding themselves by an oath, not to bn guilty of any 
wickedness; uflarmiug that these charges, witli a lefusal to woi^hip 
the Roman deities, aud the image of the emperor IVajan, was Ute 
sum total of their fault, or of thdr error. The ear! of Orrery pro¬ 
nounces Pliny to have been one of the best, and one of the greatest 
tnen, that any age has produced; second to none in virme* equal 
to most in accomplishmentsi of high birlh by his ancestors, but 
more ennobled by hinaself—jei, to UtLs dignified Roman, so 
eminently great and ,good, the humblest ChrhtiaH^ in die season 
of doubt and distress, would cxuhiugfy exclaiju, ** I know that my 
KED£Eitjbti livoUd dial he hath brought ilfe and tmmorudity to 
light; and that where He is, there shad his foliowm 

Pliny's lei ter miequi vocally Informs us what were the ideas of 
death, the hopeless view of a future slate, iti the great, the wbe* 
Uieleanietl philosophers of Greece uiul Hoine. 'nwi Chriaitan, in 
strong faidi, liumblc liopc, and Imly confidence, beholtU the king 
of terroirs in a very dideaHit character. He knows that flesh and 
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blood caiioot Iniimt the kiiigdoiii ofCjOD, ncilhcr can comiplion 
iubertl mcorruplioD; bui, in the etnphattojl language of holy writ, 
he iii shewn the sublhnc mystery, that at the thial dissolution, iil- 
though we shall ttot all slecii, we filial] nil lie changed in a moment, 
tn the twinkling ol' an eye; wlien tlie taut immpei !$ha)l sound, 
the dead fihall be raised iticomipuble^ and we shall Im; changed;
